THE GREAT APOSTASY 
The reigning Pontiff of the Church, Pope Pius XII, 
describes our times as the darkest days since the Del¬ 
uge and speaks of punishment such as humankind has 
/ never known before. -The Most Rev. Andrew Joseph 
MacDonald, O.S.B., Archbishop of St. Andrews and 
Edinburgh, said: “At the present moment the world 
is trembling on the brink of tbc greatest castastropbe 
that the human race has ever known and yet Catholics 
remain sunk in apathetic complacency . .. Some twelve 
months ago the present Holy Father pronounced per¬ 
haps- the most solemn warning ever given to the 
Church by the Vicar of Christ. He said that-the hour 
had struck; the battle , the most widespread, bitter and 
ferocious the world has ever known, has been joined. 
It must be fought to a finish,” 

A world which still pretends to belief in Almighty 
God, yet denies the very existence of Lucifer, is the 
saddest commentary on our modem times. It is the 
greatest paradox jn an age of paradoxes. In this era 
of brilliant lights and black shadows, we have “great” 
theol ogians who dismiss Satan a» one mythological 
bcsst'THembling the dragon of our childhood fairy 
tales and even relegate their Creator to the category of 
mythology. Ours is an “enlightened” era, of social 
security from womb to tomb; an age of sdence, but 
even the scientists can’t provide security against tbeir 
contribution to civilization of bigger and better atom 
and hydrogen bojnbsl Indeed our age is so progressive 
that we are even formulating a “new" religion based 
upon scientific knowledge which will prove far more 
dangerous than any atom or H-bomb 1 This new 
weapon of the scientific and social-minded theologians 
is designed to destroy men’s souls, not merely their 
minds and bodies, The present struggle is not a mere 
political battle to defraud the minds and bodies of 
mankind but to destroy their souls and is in very fact 
a religious war. 

This “new” religion, which has the support of the 
United Nation’s organization, is no doubt the “re¬ 
ligion” Br. Hany Emerson Fosdick refers to in his 
article in the December, 1951, issue of the United 
Nation's world, entitled “Tomorrow’s Religion." Dr. 
'Fosdick is one of those National Council of Churches 
of Christ (formerly Federal Council of Church’s' of 
Christ of America) athiests who neither believes In 
the Divinity of Christ nor His Virgin Birth: “Of 
course,” he says, "I do not believe In the Virgin Birth 
or in that old-fashioned substitutionary doctrine of the 
Atonement and I do not know any intelligent Christian 
Minister who does.” Neither does Fosdick believe in 
the life hereafter; in the course of his Ingersoll Lec¬ 
tures at Harvard, he ridiculed heaven as “a perpetual 
religious serenade.” The only basis for belief in im¬ 
mortality is the futility of the present world if no other 
world follows, and Fosdick's belief in immortality is 
not based upon Christian theology but the Naturalistic! 
views of Ralph Waldo. Emerson, the Agnostic poet. 
“My belief in life eternal,” wrote Fosdick, “springs 
out of the haunting faith which "Ralph Waldo Emer¬ 
son put into words characteristically compressed, 
‘What is excellent, as God lives, is permanent.'" (see 
New Faith For Old, pp. 36, 13, etc.). 

Fosdick and his felloW apostates in ,the NCC sub¬ 
scribe to the belief that the contributions of Buddha, 
Mohammed, Brahmo, Karma-Krishna, Baha *u Hah, 
founder of the Baha'i cult and its present prophet, 
Abdul Baha, to religion are just as important as those 
of Christ, Whom they ignore as the Redeemer of man¬ 
kind from the bondage of hell. Fosdick’s fellow apos¬ 
tate in the NCC, Dr. J. W. Nixon of the Colgate- 
Rochester Divinity School and Chairman of the FCC 
Department of Research and Education, tells us that 
if a prophet should arise who can make man’s life more 


rich and abundant than Jesu3 did, he will inaugurate 
a revolution comparable to that of Jesus Christ. In his 
work, An Emerging Christian Faith, Nbcon writes: 

‘We shall not bandy words about the finality 
of Christ nor attempt to prejudge the future. 

The field is open for anyone at any time to 
mean more to men than Jesus has meant. If 
anyone can give us a vision of God more sat¬ 
isfying than that of Jesus, if he can make God 
more real and accessible, man's life more rich 
and abundant, fellowship with God more in¬ 
tense and expansive than Jesus made it, if 
he can meet the ‘needs of the humblest and 
illumine the dark hours as Jesus could not: 
then lie will inaugurate a revolution in re¬ 
ligion comparable to that associated with the 
Nazarene." (p. 200) 

"Tbc great religious traditions within which we 
were reared as children is. breaking Up," says Dr. 
Nixon on p. 21 of this same work, “and a new frame¬ 
work of religious thought" must be developed to re¬ 
place the religion of Christ, but he adds: u we cannot 

be sure that it will even be recognized as i_.'dan.” 

(p. 20) As for the “new” god (apparently Nixon and 
his associates overlook the fact he is none other than old 
Lucifer, the Prince and god of this world), whom 
Nixon tells us “will inaugurate a revolution in religion 
comparable to that associated with the Nazarene," he 
will actually be a human being, and under this great 
“religious" reign, NixOD adds: 

‘The wolf will ne'ed to dwell with the lamb, 
the calf, the young lion and the fading to¬ 
gether . . . only the Agent of that regenera¬ 
tion will be no Messianic King endowed with 
miraculous powers but man . . , ‘Nature’s In¬ 
surgent Son’ leading the urges and the striv¬ 
ings of Nature to their larger fulfillment. . 

One is led to believe that Dr. Nixon only copied the 

works of philosophers of Karroo-KrUhna, the Vedan- 
tas, Tbeosophists and find them duplicated in the works 
ofVSwami Vivckanananda, Baba ’u Hah, and other 
athiests of the OriAt. For instance, he teaches that 
Christ was only a man and on p, 90 insists that modem 
Christians “are not turning to the formulated doctrines 
of the Church concerning Christ nor are they turning 
to the supernatural or miraculous, investiture which 
accompanies the presentation of his figure in the Gos¬ 
pels,".for the Gospels, says Nixon, “may be traced for 
thdir origin to the religious fancy” of Jesus (p. 175), 
who was "unreservedly a human being. As a demi-god 
he is not an object of imitation. And if he walked 
among us on spiritual stilts, exhorting us to come up 
higher, there is an unreality in his message which is 
ultimately tinescapable ... He wu the child of his 
people and of his time.” Therefore, Dr. Nixon insists, 
we must turn to comparative religion, the Natural re¬ 
ligions of the Oriental prophets, those'other faiths be¬ 
sides Christianity which had their special revelations, 
their inspired books, their miracles, saviours, and sal¬ 
vation (p. 17) and discard our inherited conceptions 
such as those concerning bell, the Second Coming, and 
even "the Virgin Birth" (now) traoed to non-Christian 
origins. 

We shall discuss the Fosdicks, Nixons, Caverts, and 
other helmsmen of the rudderless ship of the athicstic 
FCC, otherwise known as the National Council of 
Churches, in a subsequent chapter entitled The 
Apostles of A theology. For the present the eulogy given 
Fosdick and his Jellow monsters of apostasy by the] 
American Association for the Advancement of Athiesm 
should suffice to convince the reader that these Faith¬ 
less leaders of the faithful are the Agents of Lucifer 
and devoted to the task of establishing the Synagogue 
of Satan. In its Fifth Annual Report, the American 
Association for the Advancement of Athiesm praised 
the efforts of- Fosdick and his fellow athiests as fol¬ 
lows: 3= % 

“They are saving the' ship of Christianity by # 
throwing her cargo overboard. With what 
• zeal the Fosdicks and Shailer Mathewses and 
the • o crew of rescuers toss out ■* . . the 
Virgin Birth, Atonement, and the Resurrec¬ 
tion, How long will men sail the seas in an 
empty ship? They will go ashore and enjoy 
life with the athiests. We welcome the aid of 
the modernists and pledge them our fullest 
support 'm ridding the world of any serious 
acceptance of Christian theology.” 

Bishop Griffin of Springfield, HI., who, in the course 
of a sermon delivered in his cathedral January 8, 1948, 


“It will not be by Doctrine that reconcilia¬ 
tion will be effected. People are not drawn to 
Christ by theological filibustering. Does the 
zealot of the picket line give a snap of his 
fingers about Purgatory? Docs the million¬ 
aire w<jrry about th$ Virgin Birth or the Im¬ 
maculate Conception? How many Catholics 
emrace the Faith because of Dognia? .. 

The present writer embraces the Faith because of 
Dogma and we . .aterely believe that the vast majority 
of Catholics d likewise. Perhaps the Bishop can ex¬ 
plain just what Christ meant when He exhorted His 
*A •sties to go forth and teach His Doctrine to all 
nations? Their theological filibustering brought them 
eventual Martyrdom, but it also planted the seeds of 
a new civilization. One is also tempted to doubt that 
either of these members of the "Catholic Hierarchy ever 
heard of the SYLLABUS OF MODERN ERRORS of 
Pope Pius IX, which forbids just such errors as these 
men are perpetrating, let alone the “MONITUM" of 
the present Holy Father, Pope Pius XJL of June 5, 
1948, which forbids Catholic participation in Inter- 
Faith societies, including the National Conference of 
Christians and Jews. 

Rev. John La Farge, S.J., of the editorial staff of 
the Jesuit’s National Catholic Weekly Magazine, 
America, would have the public believe that the 
Church intends to eliminate Her prayer in tlje Good 
Friday Liturgy-which refers to. “perfidis Judaeis,” as 
reported in the New York Times, Oct. 1, 1948. But an 
inquiry directed to the Liturgical Commission, headed 
by Clemente Cardinal Micara, revealed that Rev. La 
Farge’s public statement was a baselesTdnvention of 
his own imagination and he made a public retraction 
of his statement which appeared in the New York 
Times of Oct. 6, 1948. Father La Farge, together with 
his Clerko-Liberal associates on the editorial stall of 
America, have been peddling_^_-di&lfid 
which Is In absciute violation of the SYLLABUS of 
Pius IX, which seeks to soften up the “hard” doctrines 
of Christ, in favor, of the “new" Christianity whose 
central doctrine is Socialism and racial equality.

Besides, as It 
is a question of a sect which baa invaded alt 
domains, it b not enough to remain on the 
defensive; Catholics roust descend coura¬ 
geously into the arena and combat It face to 
face. This you shall do, dear Sons, by oppos- - 
ing publications to publications, schools to 
schools, associations to associations, con¬ 
gresses to congresses, action to action. . . . 

Above all, Catholic parents should not con¬ 
fine their children to schools that are not safe. 

. . . With your persons and your money help 
the Catholic Press. . . " (Trans, of Orig., 
pub. by Le Bonne Presse, Paris) 

WHAT CATHOLIC PRESS? How many Catholic 
publications today, with the exception of the Brooklyn 
Tablet, London Tablet, and a few journals of minor 
circulation, are actually “Catholic” publications? How 
many of them remind their readers of His promise 
uttered from Calvary’s height: “And I, if I be lifted 
up from the earth, will draw all things ..to Myself.? - 
(John XII:32)? On the contrary, many of them would 
drag Catholics down to the same secular level as the 
Public Press, which was described by An American 
Agnostic, In his work, Rebuilding A Lost Faith, as 
follows: * # - 

“A considerable portion of the Press Is now 
an ominous danger to public morals, since it 
has shown itself to be both vile and venal and 
willing to deceive and brutalize mankind.

The only differences we can distinguish between 
some of our so-cailed "Catholic" publications, such as 
America, Commonweal, Catholic Worker, Integrity, 
tiu, is that they write lukewarmly, indifferently, ( .,rj 
do not attempt to form a convinced partisan for or 
against Christ. While on the other band, the contrast 
between Zionist, Socialist, Communist and Jewish pub¬ 
lications in general, and those purportedly controlled 
by Catholics, is astonishing indeed! From the first to 
the last line, the Naturalists, who arc anti-Cbristian, 
aim at forming a convinced partisan of their readers, 
' and their columns are written with vigor and profound 
conviction, even though they are the “rag pickers" of 
' hate, ill will, falsehood and misery’ and propagate the

The only articles we've seen in America and other 
so-called "Catholic” journals that are written with con¬ 
viction are those eulogizing Irish "Catholic" politicians 
of the New-DeaJ-Foir-Deal Social Revolution or ar¬ 
ticles in defense of the Communists and fellow travel¬ 
lers harbored by the Administration in the State De- 
* partment, or the Social Revolutionaries in the ranks 
of Labor organizations. These so-called "Catholic’* 
publications are also vehement when they attack such 
patriots as Westbrook Peglcr, Senator McCarthy, Joe 
Kamp, Conde McGinicy, Major Williams, Merwin K.

We might summarize the 
publications purportedly controlled by Catholics, that 
is to say, if they are actually controlled by Catholics 
or a newspaper syndicate wielding outside financial 
influence, in the language employed by the author of 
the article "Catholic Journals?" which appeared in 
La Vie IntcIIcctueUc, April 25 to May 10. 1933, from 
which wc quote the following reference to Catholic 
I imals which: 

’ . . only too often shares in that cold and 

indifferent outlook on religious matters, with 
— which the pupils of Catholic schools are re¬ 
proached. They (the pupils of Catholic 
schools) have been brought up in a Catholic 
atmosphere they, have breathed naturally, 
but* they-do not feel the healthy, life-giving 
purity of it. They are 'fed up’ with religion as 
they are with Latin and Greek. The joy cl 
possessing a treasure and the ambition to in¬ 
crease it seem to be dead within them. . . . 

All these young Catholics seem to be unaware 
Of the fact that they hold in thfeir hands the 
torch which is meant to illumine the world. 

They carry it along lifelessly and without in¬ 
terest, just as they would a candle in a proces¬ 
sion. Our Catholic paper does the same. Its 
attitude towards religion is the stereotyped 
one Of discharging a duty that has to be per-, 


formed." (Dr. Eberle, director of Viennese 
Catholic Weekly) 

We might remind the editorial staff of America 
magazine and the owners, editors or director of other] 
Catholic publications of the admonition of’Pope Pius 
X, when he established fundamental rules for Catholic 
Action, and which advice he repeated in his Encyclical 
Letter, SINGULARI QUADAM, Sept. 24, 1912: 

"Whatever a Catholic does, even in temporal 
matters, he has not the right to neglect his 
supernatural interests, nay more, the pre¬ 
scriptions of Catholic teaching oblige him to 
direct everything toward the Sovereign Good 
as towards the last end of all things. All his 
actions, inasmuch as they are either morally 
good or bad, that Is to say, In agreement or 
_ disagreement with natural and divine Jaw, 
come under the judgment and jurisdiction of 
the Church. AH those, therefore, who glory in 
the name of Catholic, whether considered in- 
- dividual ly or as members of an association, 
if they arc mindful of their duty as Catholics, , 
should endeavor to promote peace and char¬ 
ity and not hostility nnd jealousy between 
different classes of citizens. . . .! the social 
question is above all a moral and religious 
question, and for that reason must be settled 
by the principles of morality Aid according to' 
the dictates of religion (Encyclical, Groves 
de Communi) 

To all apparent evidences, the editorial staff of the 
America has never heard of the MOTU PROPRIO, 
Fin Dalla Prima/ 1 of Pope Pius X, issued December 
18th, 1903, a collection of rules of Christian action 
traced out by Pope Leo XIII in bis Encyclicals. To 
quote those dealing with Economics, utilizing the 
English Catholic Truth Society's translation: 

I. Human society, as God established it. is composed 
of unequal elements, just os members of the 
human body are unequal; to make them oil equal 
is impossible, and would be the destruction of 
sodefy itseJJ (Encyclical QUOD APOSTOLICI 
MinfiSRIS). . 

"IL The totality of the different members of sodety 
consists solely in this: that all men come from the 
hands of their Creator; that they have been re¬ 
deemed by Jesus Christ; and that they soilI be 
judged, rewarded, or punished by God ACCORD¬ 
ING TO THE EXACT MEASURE OF THEIR 
MERITS AND OF THEIR DEMERITS (En¬ 
cyclical QUOD APOSTOLICI MUXERIS) 

"III. Consequently, it is conformabje to the order 
established by God that in human society there 
should be princes and subjects, masters and men, 
rich aqd poor, learned and ignorant, nobles and 
plebians, who, united by the bond of love, should 
help one another to attain their final end in 
Heaven, and their material and moral well-being 
on earth. (Encyclical, QUOD APOSTOLICI 
MUNERIS). 

"IV. With regard to the goods of the earth, man has 
not only, like the animals, the use of them, but 
also the right of permanent ownership; and this, 
not ordy with reference to those goods which are 
consumed hi being used, but also with reference 
to others. (Encyclical, RERUM NOVARUM). 

'V. Private property is an indisputable natural right, 
whether it be the fruit of labor or industry, or 
transfer or gift on the part of another, and each 
one may reasonably dispose of it at will (Ency¬ 
clical, RERUM NOVARUM). 

"VI. Tc 1 calm the strife between rich and poor, it i 
necessary to distinguish between justice and 
charity. Only when justice has been violated is 
there's right to make a claim (Encyclical RERUM 
NOVARUM). 

"VII. The obligations of the poor and of the work¬ 
man are these: to perform wholly and faithfully 
the work which has been freely and equitably 
agreed upon; not to .injure masters in their prop¬ 
erty or person; to abstain from acts of violence, 
even in defense of their own rights; nnd never to 
turn their demands into disturbances (Encyclical. 
RERUM NOVARUM). 

“VIII. The obligations of justice for capitalists' and 
masters are as fol 1 to pay a just wage for 
■ workmen; not to injure their lawful savings by 
violence, fraud, nor by open or hidden usury; to 
allow them freely to fulfill their religious duties;, 
not to expose them to corrupting allurements, 
nor to the danger of scandal; not to entice them 
from a love of their family; and from careful 
thrift; not to impose on them work ynsuited to 
their strength, age, and sex (Encyclical; RERUM 
NOVARUM). 


"IX. It is an obligation of charity lor the rich and for 
those who have means to help the poor and needy, 
according to the precept of the Gospel. This pre¬ 
cept is of such binding force that, at the day of 
judgment, as our Lord Himself tells us, a special 
account of its fulfillment will be required (Matt, 
xxv.) (Encyclical, RERUM NOVARUM). 

“X, The poor, on their part, ought not to blush for 
their poverty, nor,disdain the charity of the rich, 
above all when they think of Jesus, our Redeemer, 
Who, though He could have been born in wealth, 
made Himself poor to ennoble poverty am! enrich 
it with incomparable m for Heaven (Ency¬ 
clical, RERUM NOVAK lM). 

"XI. Capitalists and workrrt, may themselves largely 
help toward the solution nf the labor question, 
by instituti Mt formed to g.vc timely aid to those 
who are in need, as also to draw together and 
unite the two classes. Such are societies of mutual 
help, numerous private insurance .societies, what 
are called ‘patronages’ for the young, and above 
all, workingmens unions (Encyclical, RERUM 
NOVARUM). 

"XII. Hually, let Catholic writers, while upholding 
the cause of the people and of the poor, beware 
of using language which may inspire the masses 
with hatred of the upper dosses of society.* Let 
them not talk o! claims, and of justice, when it Is 
nitration of pure charity, as Jtas already been 
explained. Let them bear in mind that Christ 
wishes l«> unite all men by the mutual bond oj 
luve which is the |>crfection of justice, and in|plies 
the duty of working for each others good (In¬ 
struction of Sagred Congregation of Ecclesiastical 
Affairs).’’ (‘Note: In a Letter of Cardinal Gas- 
parri, Secretary of State. 9-I0-J926, to Mgr. Otto 
Miller. President of International League of 
Catholic Workingmen’s .Associations, this point 
I* also touched ujxm; "d dangerous tendency As 
showing itsdf ncii amongst some Catholics, who, 
under pretense of favoring the rights of working¬ 
men—a matter in itself assuredly very Just and 
praiseworthy —do not seem to take as muck ac¬ 
count of their duties."

When these young fellows finally landed 
back in Germany on December 31st, 1951 the 
natural thing to expect would be that they report 
at once to their own superior officers and give 
them any information that they may have sec¬ 
ured and would be of value to us in our defense 
against Communism, but our Government does 
not work things that way. 

Our Stale Department, whom few people 
realize is the United States Government, and who 
gives orders to the Army, Navy and Justice De¬ 
partment and all other Departments, sent a cable 
to our top military officers in Germany ordering 
that these four young fellows not be allowed to 
speak to anyone until Samuel Klaus, a Jew, de¬ 
scribed as a legal and intelligence expert of the 
State Department arrived 'by plane for an inter¬ 
view. When Klaus got there, he didn't do any¬ 
thing but peso with the fliers for Photographers. 
He then returned lo ihe State Department after 
warning these boys that they must not tell what 
happened. 

The State Department in describing Klaus 
now as Its legal and intelligence expert is guilty 
of a short memory. It wasn't very long ago that 
the State Department was looking for a way to 
grease him back to private law practice. That 
was after he had gotten the Department's offi¬ 
cial propagandists in an. awful jam when they 
were trying to duck the charges leveled by Sen¬ 
ator Joseph R. McCarthy. , 

Klaus has led a -charmed life on the Gov¬ 
ernment payroll. He got in a jam when he tried 
to force an examination of all FBI information on 
Communism. He apparently wanted to dip in the 
secret FBI files, although nobody knew just why. 
He then, tried lo capture all State Department in¬ 
telligence work, including jurisdiction over the 
Central Intelligence Agency and even some FBI 
operations. 

Klaus is a pal of Max Lowenthal, Ihe mental 
marvel- who advises President Truman on such 
things as why the FBI should be investigated. 
He once worked for a law firm that employed 
ex-CommunIst Lee Pressman and CotoI Weiss 
King former top Communist lawyer. He also vi¬ 
sited Russia in the early 30's, Several limes Klaus 
has been accused of being a communist, but 
the State Department has always cleared him.

Baruch, prewKigentod as a great American, 
was quldc to wire the Senate that he felt Hun 
garian-bom, Red, Zionist Anna M. Rosenberg 
was “thoroughly capable" and “best possible 
choice" to fill the position of Assistant Secretary 
of Defense. But, has Baruch over said a good 
word for Senator Joe McCarthy? Has Baruch con¬ 
demned the atomic spies? Has he denounced 
Alber Hiss, or demanded that Judith Coplon pay 
the penalty for betraying America? Not 

And why not? Baruch as on© of th© leaders 
Of not the head! of ihe Invisible Government, and 
a- top man in the Jewish Kohlllah has spent the 
past 36 years preparing the way for the decline 
and fall of the American Republic. Baruch is a 
member of world Jewry which is seeking to 
reach its goal of world domination. As such, 
Baruch must follow the rules so aptly expressed 
In “Jewish Fraternities" (Vllna. i860) and the 
“Book of the Kohlllah" (Vllna. 17601. 

“Jews must obey the orders of the 
Kehlllah and of the Belh-Din in contra¬ 
distinction to tlie law of the land."

Baruch — “A Speculator" 

By his own admission, the "elder Statesman" 
is "a speculator." Time magazine of July 2, 1934. 
is further authority for the information that one 
of Baruch‘s first “killings" was when he manipu 
lated a deal lo give control of Liggett & Myers 
to Ryan, tobacco trust magnate. H* made another 
killing with Jim Keene Infamous as a “bear 
Trader") and cleaned up noally In Amalgamated 
Copper, the deal which Thomas W. Lawson 
labeled a seventy million dcl>ar swindle. 

According to Time again. Baruch netted a 
cool million in tlft arrangement whereby he 
bought Taco rife ahcTSelby Smelters for the Gug¬ 
genheim®, and acquired one-half million profit 
on U. S. Steel. 

Baruch and Eugene Mover (Jew) cor/uol 
the Alaska Juneau Gold Mhies, herring obtained 
them before Rooseyelt raised die price of gold 
to $35.00 an ounce. He maintains a onethlrd 
Interest in the Pardner’s Corperauon which con- 
rols gold, silver and copper mines in Nevada 
and California. 

Henry Klein of Now York -City. who writes 
authoritatively on Baruch, has stated in his 1935 
article, “Baruch Over Congross": 

"Those early lush days In Wall Street were 
revived after the first World War and Baruch 
as a ’speculator’ was again in the market, which 
wound up with a crash in 1929, that was Iv'ard 
and felt around the world, All persons that had 
any wealth, large or small, suffered except the 
handful whose agents rigged the market to draw 
the 'suckers' in. Baruch cashed In before the 
crash. Any expert In Wall Street trading knows 
that when the hoi polio! is in the market with 
both feet, that's the time for the insiders to gel 
out. Baruch followed that maxim. The purpose 
of that debacle wag to begin the impoverishment 
of the people of the United States and the world 
as the first step toward making them amendable 
to regimentation and enslavement. A people with 
money cannot be enslaved and enslavement was 
necessary so that those who ruled through 
wealth-power could continue lo stay on lop . . . 
These groups are interested in world cartels that 
will control all minerals after, the war, while the 
people'will be regimetyred'ancTsqueezed In their 
own domestic affairs by government-owned cor¬ 
porations controlled or managed by Frankfurter 
underlings . . . InddentaHy, Baruch received 
$150,000 from the government as Woodrow Wil¬ 
son's economic advisor during the peace nego¬ 
tiations in France In 1919." 

Baruch's Power in World War I 
When America finally became Involved In 
World War I, Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo, 
boosted Baruch for Chairman of the War Pur¬ 
chasing Commission. McAdoo tells us in his auto¬ 


biography, "Crowded Years," (page 401) that 
President Wilson demurred to Baruch’s appoint¬ 
ment on the ground that the Secretary of War ob¬ 
jected, and that Robert S. Lovett, slated for the 
commission, did not want to serve under Baruch. 
Both Baker and Lovett. McAdoo states the Presi¬ 
dent told him, considered Baruch a "Wall Street 
speculator." 

However, Baruch got the chairmanship. Later, 
President Wilson appoinled him Chairman of the 
War Industries Board, undoubtedly the biggest 
Job of World War I. SpoakiAb of tho dictatorial 
powers he had in that position, Baruch testified 
before a Joint Congressional Committee: "The 
final determination, as the President said, rested 
with me, - the determination of whether the Army 
or Navy should have supplies rested with me; 
the dolerminc/Jan o! whether the railroad admin¬ 
istration could have it. or whether General Allen- 
by uhould have locomotives, or whether they 
should be urwd in Russia, or in Franco." Baruch 
continued: “1 probab y had more power than per¬ 
haps any other man tn tho war; doubtless that 
is true." 

Elaborating, Banich went cn: “No building 
costing more than $2,500. could be erected in the 
United States without the approval of the War 
Industries Board. Nobody could get a barrel of ce¬ 
ment without its approval. You could not get a 
piece of zinc for yovi kitchen latfcos without the 
approval of the War Industries Board." 

Since the Beard held such sweeping 
powers, it Is Interesting to note Baruch's assist¬ 
ants on It. They included: 

1. Clarence Dillon (real name Lapowskil 
listed in “Who's Who in American Jewry" for 
1938 as a Jew, and head of Dillon, Reed <5 Co. 

It has been stated that Baruch holds a large in¬ 
terest in Dill ton, Reed 6 Qp. 

2. Eugene Meyer, publisher of the Washing¬ 
ton Post- and member ol tho executive committee 
of the powerful, secretive New York Jewish 
KehilJah. (Other members cf the Kehlllah, along’ 
with Eugene Meyer, were Red Herbert Lehman 
of UNRRA fcifamy; Jacob Schth xd Kuhn A 
Co., who helped finance lire Russian Revolution; 
Felix Warburg, known as the ' Prince of Israel"; 
and Louis Marshall, who is shown in the -Sisson 
Documents as meddling in th© Russian Revolu¬ 
tion.) 

Four Jews running the War Industries Board, 
while Christians fought! 

The armistice was declared; the Versailles 
Peace Conferenca held. Of all th© Jews present 
at that conference—Felix Frankfurter, Louis Bran- 
dels, and others—-none was more firmly placed 
than Bernard Marines Baruch. Baruch has admit¬ 
ted that he sat in council with th© men who were 
negotiating the Peace Treaty and that he partici¬ 
pated in the meeting of the “Big Five" Piemiers.

NEED OUR BOYS IN KOREA? 


Beverly Smith, Washington editor of the 
Saturday evening Post, publishes in its issue of 
November iU, 1951,* what we may lake as the 
official propaganda version of “Why We Went 
To War In Korea." Oddly enough, Beverly Smith 
has the . same educational background Os Alger 
Hiss; an' AlB. degree frdm 'John Hopkins Univer¬ 
sity and a law degree from Harvard Law School 
Smith has ‘ the further advantage of being a 
Rhodes Scholar (Cecil Rhodes' South African Em¬ 
pire was financed by the English Rothschilds, 
end'in gratitude he set up his fortune tq educate 
Americans in the Zionist plan of world empire). 
As a Rhodes Scholar, Beverly Smith became an 
adept at the art of betraying America, and be¬ 
came a Wall Street lawyer with the firm of Chad- 
bourne, Hunt, Jaeckel, and Brown, representing 
some of the mote notorious international bankers. 
With his education, however, he decided to em¬ 
ploy his talents as a professional propagandist, 
and became a foreign correspondent for the New 
York Herald Tribune, noted for the number of 
Communist sympathizers In its employ. 

Smith's account of our commitment to Korea 
does give the names oi the U. S. Government 
officials involved, but he fails to give their back¬ 
ground, an omission which we wish to correct 
here. Our Ambassador to Korea preceding and 
during the outbreak'of war was John Mucclo, 
an alien bom in Italy who became a naturalized 
American citizen when he was well past his 
maturity. According to Smith, on June 24th, 1950, 
Mucclo wired the U. S. State Department of the 
crisis, and die officials directly concerned as¬ 
sembled to discuss the moves of the United States. 
They were' Dean Rusk, Assistant Secretary for 
Far Eastern Allaire, John Dewey Hickerson, the 
Assistant Secretary for United Nations Affairs, 
and Philip C. Jessup, our Ambassador-at-large. 

Rhodes Scholar Dean Rusk had been In 
charge qf United Nations Affairs In the Stale Dei 
parlment until the mailer of setting up the Korean 
War demanded a good man, when he was put in 
charge of Far Eastern Aifairs. John Dewey Hicker¬ 
son had been a member of the infamous United 
Stales Delegation to the United Nations at Sar 
Francisco in 1945. The Secretary-General of that 
Delegation, ihe Communisl spy and traitor Alger 
Hiss, is now in prison. Hickerson was also on the 
advisory committee on international law for Har¬ 
vard Law School. 

Philip C. Jessup has such a well-known rec¬ 
ord of activity for .pro-Communist front groups 
that not a single Senator dared vole for his con¬ 
firmation os U. S. Representative to the United 
Nations in October, 1951, but President Trentcm 
sent him on as an alternate. Jessup had been a 
Professor of International Law at Harvard; he was 
tn 1929 assistant to Kuhn, Loeb, lawyer Ellhu Root 
at the Hague Court of International Justice; he 
was Herbert Lehman's Assistant Secretary-Gen¬ 
eral in the United Nations.Relief and Rehabilita¬ 
tion Administration, whose deputy, Laurence Dug¬ 
gan, died mysteriously; Jessup represented the 
United States at the Bretton Woods International 
Conference, and he was with Alger Hiss at San 
Francisco as Hiss) Assistant in Charge of Ju¬ 
dicial Organization, that Is, how to make the be¬ 
trayal of America legal. 

Jessup was Chairman of the Pacific Council 
of the Institute of Pacific Relations, now erased 
by a Senate Committee as a Communist organi¬ 
sation. The International Secretariat of -the In¬ 
stitute published a book in 1950 entitled "Korea 
foday," by George McCune. which says on page 
180; v 

"The Soviet civil administration kept well in 
‘he background and gave the Koreans maximum 
experience tn self-govemmenL Most observers 
agreed that the Soviet system quite readily 
’dopted ilseff 1o the Korean scene, or at least 
hat It was much more easily adopted by the 
"oreans them was the Western system sponsored

This la typical of the Corrjmuhlsf propa¬ 


ganda put out by the Institute. 

Philip C. Jeseup Is a member of the Stotes- 
bury family (Edward Stotosbury was a J. 1 P. Mor¬ 
gan partner), ho is a’trustee of tho Carnegie En¬ 
dowment for International Peact of which Alger 
Hiss was President, and his brother, John Jesssp, 
Is a wealthy banker, President of the Equitable 
Trust Co. of Wilmington, director of Coca Cola 
of Atlanta'and the Diamond State Telephoone Co. 
(American Telephone & Telegraph). 

This was Ihe group-which gathered at the 
crisis. America was In good hands. They needed 
only to call Hlis frdm prison to make the fraternity 
meeting complete.

The next day, says Smith, a telegram cam# 
from John Foster Dulles, who had returned to 
Tokyo a few days earlier. The telegram said, "If 
it appears that South Koreans cannot repulse the 
attack, then we believe that United States force 
should be used." This telegram makes certain 
Dulles' prosecution as a war criminal. He had no 
official standing with the United Slates Govern¬ 
ment, and no one hctB ever explained the mys¬ 
terious missions he made to Korea In May and 
June of 1950, nor why he should order American 
troops to die in Korea It is noteworthy that when¬ 
ever Dulles went to Japan or Korea, the Wall 
Street Journal noted that lagging Japanese bond 
issues being promoted on Wall Street by Inter¬ 
national Jewish bankers were disposed of at a 
good profit. Dulles is the senior partner of the 
international law firm of Sullivan and Cromwell, 
wjtich represents those Jewish bankers. Dulles 
ordered our soldiers into Korea to protect the 
interests of the clients of Sullivan and Cromwell. 

There Is a 736 page volume entitled The 
Story of Panama, The U. S. House Hearings on 
Panama In 1913, with hundreds of pages of docu¬ 
mentation proving Cdegressracm Henry T. Rat- 
nay's charge that William Nelson Cromwell, then 
Dulles' senior partner in Sullivan & Cromwell, 
instigated and, promoted the Panama Revolution 
for J. P. Morgan and J. & W. Seligman, in¬ 
ternational bankers, who received forty mlh 
lion dollars In gold from the U. *S. Treasury 
for the Panama Canal, of which thirty-five million 
dollars was profit. President TJheodoro Roosevelt 
sued the New York World for libel for printing a 
few of the fads about himself and Cromwell, and 
the case was unanimously thrown out of court 
by the U. S. Spreme Court 

Congressman Rainey called Cromwell the 
most dangerous man in the United States, a title 
which John Foster Dulles has inherited. The House 
obtained a copy of Cromwell's brief which he sub¬ 
mitted to the New Panama Canal Co., detailing 
his activities. In it, on page 206, is this definition, 

"The law firm of Sullivan & Cromwell oc¬ 
cupies a recognized position among the great 
legal corporations of the Nation. In the course 
of a very active thirty years the firm ol Sullivan 
& Cromwell had found Itself placed In intimate 
relations, susceptible of being used to advantage, 
with men possessing influence and power every¬ 
where in the United States; they have also come 
to know, and be In a position to Influence, a con¬ 
siderable number of public men In political life, 
in financial circles, and in the press." 

This is the firm of which John Foster Dulles 
is the senior partner. He married Janet Pomeroy 
Avery, of the Rockefeller family, whose interests 
are now tied up in the General Reinsurance Cor¬ 
poration and the North-Star Reinsurance Corpora*, 
tion. Federal law requires insurance companies 
to be reinsured, so those firms have access to all 
incur an co business statistics and consequently 
tho entire business activity in America. They are 
headed by David Milton, who also married a 
Rockefeller, and Ellery C. Huntington, Grief of the 
Military Mission to Yuogslavia which betrayed 
Mihailovitch to the Communist Tito. Huntington 
is a director of the Yugoslav-American Electric 
Co. which may explain why Hamilton Fish Arm¬ 


strong of the Council on Foreign Relations wrote 
a book favorable to Tito entitled "Tito and Go- 
.Hath." Yugoslavia may be the site of the next 
war. 

Dulles was secretary to Robert Lansing, our 
Secretary of Stato at th* Versailles Peace Confer¬ 
ence of 1919. Lansing was characterized by Rabbi 
Stephen Wise, in his book "Challenging Years" 
as an ardent sympathizer of the Zionist cause at 
the Conference. Thomas Lament, senior partner 
of J. P. Morgan Co., who with Albert Strauus 61 
I & W Seligman protected tho interests of inter¬ 
national bonkers at that conference, writes In his 
"Across World Frontiers," "AD of us placed great 
reliance, upon John Foster Dull as." . %.

—(Continued from Page, 1 )— 
later learned that not one Member of the Board 
had even seen Common Sense. They were influ¬ 
enced by a Jew on the Board who got up and 
to'd what an awful paper Common Sense was'. 
They never come out in the open or oppose ufl 
themselves. 

The Jews have made at least twenty-five 
visits to the Post Office demanding that they stop 
handling the receiving of our paper.- A Com¬ 
mittee called on ihe Bank and tried to get them 
to throw out our account. They have been to the 
Post Office In Washington time and time again. 
They made several calls on the Catholic Church' 
to get them to turn against us. They kept up a 
two year fight with the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
In Union trying to prevent, us from using their 
Hall. We beat them twica bui they waited a 
long time and caught a meeting with few in at¬ 
tendance and voted to deny us the halL 

During the six years that Common Sense 
was growing, they searched out eleven printers 
and threatened them with boycott if they did not 
quit printing our paper. When we were forced , 
to buy our own press, their snoopers, who are 
always on the Job, methodically checked all the 
newsprint jobbers in the East who are all Jews, 
and gave them orders not to let any paper g6 to 
us. We were forced to order newsprint under 
different peoples names in other cities, One man, 
who had been ordering paper for forty years, 
had put through an order for us and as this was 
in excess of his accustomed order, they became 
suspicious and checked on him and would not 
let him have the paper. For weeks We could 
not publish, but we finally overcame lhat sit¬ 
uation. 

On March 4th, 1952 they crashed in the front 
end of our office during the night. This is the way 
Jews have answered criticism down through the 
years. 

When Count Bcmadotte was appointed by, 
the United Nations to arbitrate bewteen the Jews 
and the Arabs, who had been "pushed" 900,000 
out on the deeeri, the Jews wore not satisfied, 
hence Jews in Israeli uniform stopped Count Ber- 
nadetto’s car and killed him and his aides in tho 
car. When the English were not turning over 
Palestine quickly enough to the Jews, they set 
off a large bomb in the Hotel David and killed 
many people. They then took two English offi-‘ 
cers and opened their stomachs, put bombs in¬ 
side and hung them to treee so that when they, 
would be removed, many others would be'klllod. 

These are the people who cannot stand crit¬ 
icism and never answer criticism bui spend mil¬ 
lions of dollars pushing brotherly love and tol¬ 
erance so.that people will not mention the word 
'Jew". The Jew does not care how much you 
talk against Communism Just so the public does' 
not learn that the lew Is Communism. Tho Jews 
have been run out of every country but the United 
States and still the Jewish Encyclopedia lolls you 
lhat they were never persecuted one time in their 
history because of their religion.

Baruch and the Now Docd 

Baruch contributed liberally cl money, per¬ 
sonal services, and advice to the Roosevelt cam¬ 
paign, In fact, Raymond Moley, original Roose¬ 
velt “Brain Truster," In his v After Seven Years," 
jells that even Before Roosevelt arrived in Chicago 
.to deliver his 1932 acceptance speech to the 
Democratic Convention, Baruch (with General 
Johnson) arived at the apartment of Louis Howo. 
Roosevelt’s handyman. Jesse Rtrauoo was already 
there and asked: “Can we lot Baruch see the 
.acceptance speech? We want to be nice to him 
because he can contribute bo much to the cam¬ 
paign.*' 

After reading -and approving the speech, 
Banfch asked that his friend Herbert Bayard 
SwOpe also be allowed lo see It before delivery. 
Thus, the "elder Statesman'’ arid Swope saw the 
acceptance speech before the Democratic Con¬ 
vention ever heard it. 

Following Roosevelt's election, Baruch as¬ 
sumed extraordinary powers and word went out 
over the nation that, during the President's ab¬ 
sence from Washington, Baruch would serve as 
"acting President." 

An office in the State Department was pro¬ 
vided for him, and dispatches from Washington 
declared: "Bernard M. Baruch, war-time head of 
the Industries Board, was announced as super 
advisor io the administration on business, fin¬ 
ance and foreign relatione. Ho will seek to co- 
‘ordinate the recovery program.’' 

When the N.R.A. was sei up, it was Baruch's 
man, General Hugh Johnson, who headed It. 
Another Baruch man, George Nelson Peek, was 
placed In the powerful position of Administrator 
of the Agricultural Act of 1933. 

Although' the United States Supreme Court 
eventally declared Baruch's N.R.A. to be uncon¬ 
stitutional, that was noL the end oi .Baruch. He 
continued on at Washington, working for regi¬ 
mentation of American citizens, and was highly 
publicized as a trusted advisor, devoted to the 
Roosevelt Administration. 

It is interesting to note here that Baruch’s 
' Interests In the 30’s were not confined to America 
alone. Two things give a side glance on the dead- 
Uness of Baruch. Firsl, there is the visit of Trotsky 
to Paris in 1933. Stalin had supposedly exiled 
Trotsky because the latter Insisted upon 100 
percent Jewish- control of Russia, and Trotsky 
took up residence in France, „ at the spa Royal 
near Paris) in the fall of 1933. He was visited 
there by Lltvinoff (Finkelslein) then on his way 
to the United States to have Soviet Russia recog¬ 
nized by Roosevelt. Mysteriously enough, t Ber¬ 
nard M. Baruch was then reported in the Ameri¬ 
can press as taking a "water treatment" at the 
French spa Vichy, nearby. Coincidence? Per¬ 
haps . . . 

Baruch's second "international" concern was 
the war in Spain. Tim© Magazine oi January 2, 
1939, reported the disbanding of the Communist- 
sponsored Abraham Lincoln Brigade and the re¬ 
turn of several hundred of the 4,000 recruited by 
the Communist Parly in the U. S. A., and stated: 

. "ONE WHO PUT UP $10,000 TO HELP REPATRI¬ 
ATE LINCOLN BRIGADIERS WAS FINANCIER 
BERNARD MANNES BARUCH . . . Typical of the 
brigades personnel was the roll of last week's 
homecomers. Among them: 25-year-old Brigade 
Commisar political instructor) John Gates from 
Youngstown, Ohio . . 

Time did not state that Gates' real name is 
■ Israel Rdgenstrich, alias Solregen Streif, Gates 
(Rcgenstrich), editor for the Communist Daily 
« Worker, is one of the eleven top Communists con¬ 
victed of conspiracy to Eeek forcible overthrow of 
the U. S. Government He recently went to jail 
under a five-year sentence. 

World War II — Baruch's Advice 
Again Needed 

America's involvement in the second, Jew- 
inspired European mess, World War JI, again 
gave Baruch the opportunity to flaunt his role

as "adviser." Rubber was a vital necessity. Con¬ 
gress took action to promote an aaeqat.9,.rubber 
supply for mililary and civilian needs, Roose¬ 
velt, however, set the Congress plan aside; vetoed 
the bill and then named Baruch chairman of a 
committee to study the rubber situation. 

As evidence of his simplicity and democracy, 
Baruch arranged- to -have his committee—Dr. 
James B. Conant, president of Harvard, and Dr. 
Karl T. Compton. President of Massachusetts In¬ 
stitute of Technology—me^t on a park bench. It 
was, of course, a big surprise when an army of 
reporters, newspaper photographers and radio 
commentators "discovered" the committee — 
Baruch in the middle of it. looking profound and 
learned. 

Soon, however, it leaked out into the news 
that tho patriotic (?) Chairman, Baruch, had spent 
550,000 of his own money lo make tile committee's 
work a success. A "success” whereby Baruch and 
his Zionist henchmen could reap huge pxoiltsl 
All during World War II. Baruch had his 
fingers in the Washington "pie.” and the ovor- 
willlng ear of F. D. R. When Baruch had urged 
“Centralization of Defense Power—Would Give 
All to President," he knew what he wanted; It 
was unquestioned power for Baruch. 

Under a headline "Holds Big Sticky" an AP 
dispatch from London on April 5, 1S45, quoted 
Baruch as saying: "And one reason I am over 
here is io hold the big slick over the big boys 
to make damn sure they’re hdt going to foul up 
the peace." Baruch returned io Washington and 
attempted to club Congress. Headlines in June,’ 
-1945, stated: ’"Destroy Nazi Industry,’ Baruch 
Urges Senate." 

German Industry was, of course, destroyed. 
The United Slates was forced to speTfd billions 
of dollars for "Relief," to war tom nations which 
could have gotten more rapidly back on their 
feel if they had had the means of giving their ov/n 
people employment. 

After the death of Roosevelt, Mr. Baruch, 
wllh checkbook, park bench philosophy, and 
elder statesmanship, moved into the Truman in¬ 
ner circle.... . ... _ 

President Truman named him to head the 
United Slates delegation for international con¬ 
sideration of atomic energy. What is more, the 
President authorized Baruch to name the Ameri¬ 
can delegates io be associated with him. Thus 
Baiuch is seen as the power behind the Alomic 
Energy Commission which consisted of lour Jews 
and-one "New Deal" Republican; Straus. Lillen- 
them Bacher, Waymack. and Pike. At least two— 
Liltenthal and Bachor—were Communtst-liont 
members. ,

GEORGE RACEY JORDAN 
than President Truman did. 

LIFE was telling the truth — but not the 
whole truth. I can tell you that in March. 
1943, a full year before the Red spy ring got 
into operation, I sent a shipment of 420 pounds 
of Uranium to Soviet Russia. And in THAT 
next year, before the Red spies got to work, I 
sent along three more shipments of Uranium, 
plus large quantities of cobalt, thorium, cad¬ 
mium and heavy water, all critical materials in 
the manufacture of the atom bomb. 

More than that, I sent along the technical 
information and know-how on how to make 
the bomb, blue prints for the construction of 
plants to produce it, and the very scarce mate¬ 
rials with which to build the plants. 

I did all this ns an Air Force officer, under 
orders. 

My part in giving away our atom bomb was 
purely functional. I knew nothing about 
atomic energy at the time, in 1943 and ’44, 
when I was inspecting and expediting these 
shipments to Russia. I had no idea what 
"Uranium 92” was used for when I found a 
memorandum about it in one of the hundreds 
of patent leather suitcases full of documents 
which were being flown to Russia in a steady

Our leaders declared that what happened in 
Spain was only a preliminary skirmish com¬ 
pared to blows scheduled to fall upon America.

The Story of Captain Antoni us Raab comes to 
my mind. 

Captain Raab was a Spanish patriot, aviator 
and an aircraft manufacturer of international 
reputation.

Here is his 
statement: 

“This is a story of 17 months of horror in 
Spanish prisons—a story of incredible injustice, 
a story of women ravished, a story of men tor¬ 
tured to death. This is the story of Russia’s 
seizure of the Spanish government and the reign 
of terror that followed. 

“I am not a politician, but merely a reason¬ 
ably successful business man. I am the head of 
an aircraft corporation which manufactures 
planes of my own design. 

“The Communists threw 300,000 Spanish peo¬ 
ple into jail and 10,000 foreigners, whom they 
accused of being spies. I was arrested and 
thrown into prison. Three times I risked my 
life to escape and finally by sheer luck, I suc¬ 
ceeded . . . 

“Red soldiers went into burial places and 
emptied coffins in search of gold and precious 
stones. Why they believed jewels should be 
_there, I do not know. While in prison I met 
a former acquaintance named Kuhn. 

"Kuhn was called before the board to con¬ 
fess himself a spy. • He could not confess any 
more than I could. They beat me with a rub¬ 
ber club until my right leg oftd side were 
paralyzed Jor days. But poot Kqhn— thi$ is 
What they did to him. ' 

“They opened a coffin and drliffged out the 
body of a dead nun, a body that had reposed 
there for many years and was quite mummi¬ 
fied. They disrobed and carried it to the cor¬ 
ner of the prison where Kuhn was held. They 
tied the corpse of the nun to him, his face to 
the skeleton bones of her face. They tied his 
hands around the corpse with wire and left 
the living and the dead together. 

“But not for long were they living and dead. 
It was the dead and the dead. For no man 
could survive such a fiendish act. ■ Kuhn must 
have been glad to die.” 

What many people do not understand is that 
Communism has come to fruition as the rip¬ 
ened fruit of the Jewish Talmud. 

No amount of juggling facts can separate red 
internationalism from Jewish internationalism.

not like the birth of a human being but like 
that of an insect. 

“The story in the Christian Gospels relates 
that, when God called the Holy Ghost, had 
intercourse with Mary, called a Virgin, there 
was a conception resulting in the birth of 
Jesus. There is the factual statement in the 
Gospels that, at the time of such intercourse, 
the Virgin Mary had already been married and 
her husband was Joseph, son of Jacob. 

"God who, in His Seventh Commandment of 
the Ten Commandments, had set forth ‘Thou 
shalt not commit adultery,’ had done what He 
had forbidden mankind to do, in contraven¬ 
tion of this Commandment.

"When the totalitarian Catholic Church, in 
order to control every child from the cradle to 
grave in consecrated ground, adopted the dog¬ 
matic fiction that every child is bom in sin, in

The foregoing is only a fraction of THE 
JEWISH FORUM editorial now being consid¬ 
ered.

General of the Army, Douglas Mac Arthur, » 
in a recent address before the Salvation Army 
Association of-New York, called for a revival 
of religious motivations in our national house¬ 
hold to stem a rising moral deterioration in its 
political management He warned against in¬ 
difference to baseness and weakness in public 
stewardships. 

The third annual citation of the Salvation 
Army Association of New York was bestowed 
on General MacArthur. Rend before the 1,200 
assembled guests the citation declared that: 
"General of the Army MacArthur, by his per¬ 
sonal integrity, adherence to the principles of 
Christianity and devotion to duty, has served 
as an inspiration to his fellow-countrymen and 
has set a stirring example to a conquered peo¬ 
ple making their first strides along the path 
toward true democracy.” 

THE GENERAL’S ADDRESS 

General MacArthur spoke as follows: 

u Ifi this day of gathering storms, as the . 
moral deterioration of political power spreads 
its growing infection, it is essential that every 
spiritual force be mobilized to defend and pre¬ 
serve the religious base upon which this nation 
was founded- That base has been the motivat¬ 
ing impulse to our moral and national growth. 

"History fails to record a single precedent 
in which nations subject to moral decoy have 
not passed into political and economic decline. 
There has been either a spiritual reawakening 
to overcome the moral lapse or a progressive 
deterioration leading to ultimate national dis¬ 
aster. 

“In the modem world the evil forces of Com¬ 
munism which seek - to remove religion as the 
most formidable barrier to their advance have 
adopted the technique of infiltration. They 
strive to undermine public and private morals 
as a means of weakening and rendering indef- _ 
ensible areas of intended absorption. 

No Compromise Urged 

“There can be no compromise in the fight to 
preserve the sanctity of our religious base. We 
must condemn those who would corrupt the 
principles of individual liberty, freedom’s 
mighty instrument of spiritual power. We 
must not view with indifference men of base or 
weak character who do not fulfill their public 
stewardship. 

"We must refuse to indulge those who are so 
blind they will not see the moral dangers now 
threatening the engulfment of our people. 

“Moral decay and political irresponsibility 
have penetrated the roots of our cherished in¬ 
stitutions. ' 

“Powerful forces bent upon further entren¬ 
ching political power at the expense of spirit¬ 
ual values resist public disclosures which ques¬ 
tion the moral integrity underlying publid 
affairs.”

After questioning me for six hours, Fulton 
Lewis said he was going to check what. I h ®d 
told him, and. if the facts stood up, thatbe 
would tell the story to his radio public. Then 
he Informed the FBI and for the next several 
weeks I told my story over and over again to 

"SE"JS.*K£ ^er the FBI bad verified 
the facts, I appeared on the Fulton Lewis 

^Mound’to my amazement, that even after 
mv story was proved beyond any shadow of 
doubt, some leading writers and wxnrnenta^rs 
distorted the facts, and convinced the public 
that my disclosures were a gigantic hoax All 
sorts of charges were made against me. I was 
villified, abused and smeared, even accused of 
anti-Semitism, a subject I have never dis¬ 
cussed. . 

Enter Barry Hopkins 

The only part of my story which has not had 
definite verification is my telephone conversa¬ 
tion with Harry Hopkins, in which J»e ordered 
me to send through a shipment of Uranium 
ahead of a half million pounds of hlgh-pryrUy 
Lend-lease freight -which had piled dp at the 
Great Falls depot.

In this case the 
Russian colonel in charge asked me to put this 
Uranium shipment at the head of the list I 
declined, saying we were already choked wiU« 
special priorities and that it would have to 
wait its turn. Then Col. Kotikov phoned to 
Washington and pretty soon he turned to me 
and said: "Mr. Hopkins'—big boss — wants 
to talk to you." Hopkins began his conversa¬ 
tion by asking if I was "his" expediter "out 
there".

power. Since that time Communistic Jews 
have exercised almost complete control over 
the New Deal government. The blessing of 
God left this country in 1933 and it has been 
on the skids ever since.

$10.00 a day. They were greatly obligated 
to the New Deal. In a similar trial it was 
exposed that German witnesses were told 
that if they failed to testify as expected 
they and their relatives in Germany would 
have food rations withdrawn. Mr. Best in¬ 
sisted on seventeen witnesses, including 
Cardinal Initzer from Austria, but the New 
Deal Justice Department refused. He had 
no witnesses nor was he given any oppor¬ 
tunity in this hurried trial to defend him¬ 
self. The strictest restraints were placed 
upon him. He was permitted no news¬ 
papers nor any mail. With the exception 
of a monthly visit from his wife, no visi¬ 
tors were allowed. He was moved from 
Boston to; Danbury, Conn., then to Lewis- 
burg, Pa., and finally to Springfield, Mo. 
Compare; this treatment with that accorded 
Alger Hiss, who will not serve five years. 

After he was railroaded in his trial at 
Boston, Robert Best had a brain hemmor- 
hage and was placed in a hospital. The 
circumstances surrounding his removal and 
the lack of any privileges in following 
years points out the fact that he was de¬ 
liberately and systematically murdered ac¬ 
cording to the instructions of the Jews in 
the Department of Justice. The criminals 
will be paid off with interest. 

He died with a clear conscience, know¬ 
ing that he had held firmly to his convic¬ 
tions when .the U. S. had been lied into 
war by F. D. R., and the Marxist Jews 
were screaming to stop Germany. Robert 
Henry Best had the courage to say then 
what real anti-Communists say now. 

This great patriot’s wife is one of which 
he was justly proud. Somewhat younger 
than he, attractive, well educated and pos-' 
sescing a warm personality, Mrs. Best was 
prevented for two years from coming from 
Austria to be with her husband in Boston. 
She eventually arrived as he was being 
moved to Connecticut and then followed 
him to Pennsylvania and from there to 
Missouri. Mrs. Best stapds out as a strong 
Christian character. She visited him at 
every possible opportunity and followed 
him to the burial in South Carolina. 

Mr. Best’s sisters and brothers, who are 
held in Jiigh esteem in their community, 
may well be proud in having such a broth¬ 
er. His courage may be compared to that of 
the early patriots who gave their lives be¬ 
cause they loved their country so dearly. 
Fearlessly he exposed F. D. R. and the 
communists who surrounded him as the 
real traitors to America, Christianity and 
civilization. . F. D. R. turned millions over 
to communist slavery in Poland, Hungary’, 
Czechoslovakia, East Germany, Manchuria 
and Korea and nearly succeeded in putting 
the United Stales under Red domihation. 
South Carolina may well be proud of Rob¬ 
ert H. Best. 

The son of a Methodist minister, Robert 
Best lived a good, Christian life. His rec¬ 
ord ia clean. He refused to compromise at 
a time when it was extremely unpopular to 
hold out against the communist New Deal 
which was willing to sacrifice our Chris¬ 
tian youth to save the communist Soviet 
Union.

war time brooked no delays. Not only the 
plates of this book were destroyed, but also 
the plates of Congressman Lindbergh’s 
book, ’Banking and Currency’, written in 
1913 and attacking the big bankers and the 
Federal Reserve Law." On page 50: "We 
have been buncoed, and a majority of us 
do not know how it was done. It was the 
‘invisible organizers’ who did it. They em¬ 
ploy many agencies for the purpose; be¬ 
sides most of the great city press arc main¬ 
tained by them for that purpose. Their 
work is even stealthily being introduced 
into the public schools, colleges and univer¬ 
sities.” Finally, on page 165: "The plain 
truth is that neither of these great parties, 
ns at present led and manipulated by an 
'invisible government,’ is fit to manage the 
destinies of a great people.” These few 
quotes should serve to illustrate the fact 
that the Jewish warfare against the Lind¬ 
bergh family was not a recent occurrence.

lowed to practice perjury on Christians; Chris¬ 
tians may be defrauded; lost property of Chris¬ 
tians must not be returned to them; Christians 
must not be told if they pay too much to 
a Jew; a Jew to forbidden to teach a trade to 
Christians; a Jew to forbidden to sell hto farm 
to Christians; Christian "idols” must be spoken 
of with contempt; a Jew to not allowed to men¬

These ballot manipulators, who now boast of their 
tvranny over us, depend upon just one elementary, 
circumstance: they count on the white Christians 
being divided to the point where less than 3% of the 
vote will tip the scales, and to the point where the 
Negro Jew-manipulated vote in 17 states will deter¬ 
mine the results.

The visit of a 
committee, representing constituents willing to pay 
their expenses all the way to the Nation’s Capital 
from a Congressman’s district, can have great influ¬ 
ence. 

The Big Problem 

Here sits John Brown, who is Mr. Average Citizen 
of Indiana or Oklahoma. He is a white Christian. 
He is an old-fashioned American. He is intelligent 
enough to be worth while to his community. He 
wants to save America and he wants to protect 
America, but . . but , . but he is too busy to know 
what is going on. He can’t keep up with the trickery 
of this hidden hand political machine. He would 
be glad to write a letter or send a’ telegram or even 
go to Washington, but he does not know what to do 
or what to write about. To use the vernacular of 
the man on the street, “he doesn’t know where the 
body is hid.”

Washington Is On My Beat 

I try to visit the Nation’s Capital once or twice 
each year. Recently I made one such visit accom¬ 
panied by members of my staff. Associated with me 
in this visit beyond my immediate staff was Dr. 
Wesley Swift of California’, a brillant, able and elo¬ 
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quent patriot, who in his grasp of the national and 
world crisis, personifies the type of understanding 
which must eventually be characteristic of our popu- 
Ilation if we are to survive as a nation. 

We referred to this visit as a Pilgrimage, and we 
invited people to meet us there. For one person 
to cGme to Washington and stay a week, regardless 
of how humble that person mi g ht be or how humble 
the accommodations he might secure, represents a cost 
of from $200.00 to $1000.00, according to how far 
he had to come and the circumstances under which 
he lived while in the Nation’s Capital. Recognizing 
this cost, it was sensational to see people from all 
over the United States who had come to the Nation’s 
Capital to meet me and to follow through under my 
direction and the direction of Dr. Swift with a cam¬ 
paign to visit in groups, and singly, members of 
Congress, including both Houses. These people not 
only visited the offices of Congressmen and Senators, 
but they visited with a purpose. One man who came 
all the way from the West Coast, paying his own 
expenses, had never been in the Nation’s Capital 
before and although he was anxious to see the various 
monuments and historic points of interest, he did 
not attempt to gratify his desires in this respect until 
we had assured him that the project which we had 
undertaken with his help was complete. The office 
of every Congressman and every Senator was visited 
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not only once but in many instances, many, many 
times, each time by different committees and dif¬ 
ferent people under our direction. 

The Enemy Flattered Us 

One of the oldest and most historic hotels in Wash¬ 
ington, D. C., is the Hotel 1 Willard. We chose this 
hotel as a gathering headquarters for the pilgrims. It 
was in this hotel years before it was modernized, of 
/course, that the Star Spangled Banner was written. 
Patriotic organizations have used the Willard Hotel 
as a gathering place through the years. It is half-way 
between the White House and the Capitol Building. 
Located on streetcar and bus lines, it seemed ideal. 
The reservations were made in the name of the .Citi¬ 
zens Congressional Committee, which is an operating 
committee functioning under the complete control of 
the Christian Nationalist Crusade and financed by 
the Christian Nationalist Crusade. As soon as our 
notices reached the people concerning the Willard, 
we received an airmail registered letter saying that 
all our arrangements had been cancelled.

This gives the vil¬ 
lains involved the pressure they need in order to 
produce the performance they want, whether the de¬ 
sired performance is to come from a Congressman, a 


high placed bureaucrat, or someone in the diplomat* 
service. 

Sumner Welles, who was the top man in the Start 
Department throughout the Roosevelt regime wa 
notorious for his inconsistencies in his personal lif< 
It is believed that by way of Welles and Dean Acheao 
that a staff of perverts, both national and intematior 
al, developed in the State Department. These me 
and women have been used by Communist Mael 
mailers and Jew Zionist villains who, of course, alway 
have selfish designs on our Government officials. 

Thanks to Senator Joseph McCarthy there ha 
been an attempt at housecleaning, but the attemp 
has been very feeble.

Many 
conscientious young men and women have come to 
Washington, D. C., for employment only to quit 
in disgust by saying: “My conscience won’t permit 
me to draw money without giving a day’s work in 
return.’* When an ambitious youngster, who has 
been raised in a conscientious Christian home, shows 
signs of real production he is likely to be ridiculed 
and slowed down by his fellow workers. 

Made-work, scientific idleness and trainloads of 
red tape have made of our jobholding machine in 
Washington a Frankenstein monster. In some de-

13. Lobbyists and Fixers 

Every hotel lobby and hundreds of hotel room; 

Thes< 
men specialize in creating trouble for citizens anc 
then offering to get the same'citizen out of trouble 
for a price. Some of them work with members oi 
Congress. A citizen comes to the city, calls on hh 
Congressman and confesses that he is in trouble witl 
some department of the Government. If the mar 
is one of means, he may find himself introduced tc 
ah individual who is represented as a prominent at- 
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torney. He may be prominent and he is very 
likely to be an attorney. The next night the cit¬ 
izen and_attdrney have dinner alone. The fixer- 
lawyer persuades the citizen that he must tell all. 
The fixer then proceeds to brag about his personal 
friends in some certain department. By the time the 
evening is over, the citizen, if he is green enough 
(and most citizens are) believes what he has been 
told, and among the things he has been told is how 
much money it will take to fix the situation. His 
trouble may end up in any one of the following ways: 

(a) The lawyer may fulfill some legal technicality 
and solve the problem legitimately even though the 
client thinks that more is required. 

(b) The lawyer may have a personal fixed friend in 
a department who is told to take the problem out of 
the file for a price. 

(c) The third and frequently the most likely thing 
to happen is that the fixer will increase the trouble, 
bungle it, and deepen the problem of the sad citizen. 

(d) Occasionally in the ‘big time’ where much is 
involved, the fixer may have enough influence to go 
into the Department where the citizen has trouble 
and increase the trouble so that the victim will pay 
off more in order to get relief from his worries. 

The above is a very brief thumbnail sketch of a 


typical situation, but it follows a wide variety 
shapes and forms. Low-grade fixers who canr 
afford even a room in an expensive hotel, loaf 
hotel lobbies.

The'size of the publication was increased from letter size to tabloid 
and was then captioned "The Nation's Anti-Communist Paper." 

At first, the publication "Common Sense" used the theme of 
Christianity against Communism. Review of items appearing in the paper reflects 
that in these articles, McGINLEI invariably referred to Communists as Zionist 
Marxists" which tends to bear out the report of the XEionasmt that McGINLEI 
was militantly anti-Semitic, that he considered all Jews as Communists, md 
that he considered Communism as a part of the Zionist plot for world on nation. 

m the past several years, the articles appearing in "Common Sense" 
have become openly anti-Jewish and the editor has adopted the practice of 
placing the word /JJew" in brackets after the name of those he attacks.

Fr. Charles E. Coughlin made his 
first publicized appearance since his 
silencing by ecclesiastical superiors in 
1939, addressing the First Friday Club 
in Detroit (Sheraton-Cadillac Hotel), 
December 4, 1953. Club is a Catholic 
group of business executives which 
meets first Friday of each month. The 
one-time controversial priest drew an 
attentive audience of 1,100 members 
and guests—second largest attendance 
in club’s 13-year history. (Clare Booth 
Luce drew more.) 

His speech dealt with conflict of 
communism and Christianity and em¬ 
phasized the need for "love for our 
neighbors and belief in God.” Address¬ 
ing businessmen, Fr. Coughlin favored 
removal of tariff barriers and a guaran¬ 
teed annual wage for labor.

Conde McGinley and "Common Sense” 

L AST month Richmond, Va.’s Retail Merchants Association warned its members 
about "the most obscenely anti-Semitic publication in the country.” In Sioux 
City, la., civic leaders were "shocked” by it. The sheriff of Hillsborough County, 

Fla., resented its "defamatory tactics.” . . . The Boston Post asked why "the Post 
Office Department hasn’t issued a fraud order against those responsible for this Ajjl 
campaign of hatred [Dec. 18, 7 953 ].” . . . Rhode Island legislators condemned it 
on the floor of the House. . . . N. Y. State chairman Martin B. McKneally of the ■* v - r| 
American Legion called it "dangerous rubbish ... we stand for the exact opposite 
... do not have any truck or traffic with it [Jan. 23, 7954], 

This sudden rash of complaints—several scattered hundreds, some as far West 
as California, many from persons unaware of his existence—points up (a) the new 
affluence of Conde J. McGinley, hate publisher of Union, N. J., and (b) an 
attempt to repeat his 1948 notoriety when, subsidized by "meddling” Benjamin H. 
Freedman, McGinley circularized wholesale to members of Congress, the United 
Nations, newspaper editorial offices and similar public mailing lists, two issues of 
his inflammatory semi-monthly. Common Sense, recklessly accusing Zionism of 
being an international conspiracy. 

McGinley’s latest such performance is Common Sense’s Oct. 1, 1953 issue, 
devoted entirely to a hyperbolic hate-inciting essay on THE coming red dictator¬ 
ship. It repeats the idiotic, yet volatile, contention that the United States and 
Christianity are succumbing to an international Jewish plot, screaming [in a sub¬ 
head] ASIATIC MARXIST JEWS CONTROL ENTIRE WORLD AS LAST WORLD WAR COM¬ 
MENCES-THOUSANDS OF PLOTTERS PLACED IN KEY POSITION’S "BY INVISIBLE 

GOVERNMENT-FEW EVER ELECTED-THOUSANDS MORE ON THEIR WAY. 

McGinley’s proof: He reassembles that hoary hoax, the forged protocols of the 
Elders of Zion. 

This issue was distributed heavily last month and November as third class 
mail (but carried Oct. 1 date to conform with postal regulations for second class 
mail privilege). Presumably for "scare” emphasis, the customary tabloid size was 
converted to a single, standard-sized sheet, printed on both sides. The mailing was 
big, perhaps approaching the estimated 300,000 copies of the first Freedman- 
sponsored issues. This time, however, McGinley concentrated distribution among 
members of all 48 state legislatures, county sheriffs (who are often political powers 
in rural areas), police chiefs, post commanders of the American Legion and 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, and assorted other groups. In most cases he supplemented 
this saturationi mailing gjtlj printed copy of thj. forged Protocols. 

All this costs mofiey-—-more than McGmley’s personal resources can muster.

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Background of a Zealot. McGinley has become the biggest hate publisher in 
the East. This does not make him a challenge to better known, heavier-financed 
leaders of professional anti-Semitism, such as Joe Kamp and Gerald Smith, both of 
whom are more articulate, better organized. By contrast, McGinley has been a 
chronic sufferer from erratic finances—-rarely solvent, persistently short—unable to 
whip into shape any group or movement to provide him with organizational support. 
His energies and funds are devoted almost exclusively to getting out Common 
Sense, two issues a month. McGinley does not have Kamp’s business, political or 
fund-raising contacts. He does not share (nor could he afford) Smith’s disposition 
for expensive living. McGinley lives with his work: he once made his home at 
2001 Pleasant Parkway, Union, N. J.—which was also publishing headquarters 
for Common Sense. (His headquarters are now 530 Chestnut St.) He takes only 
such funds as his modest personal needs require. The rest—subscription income, 
contributions, secret subsidies—is diligently poured into Common Sense. 

This points up a distinction that sets him apart from most of his contempo¬ 
raries: McGinley is a zealot. Unlike the Gerald Smiths who calculate their keep 
from an unscrupulous racket, McGinley appears to be a dedicated, if distorted, 
propagandist, earnestly confident of his omniscience as an "authority on communism 
and Marxism.” His emotional -instability reveals itself in streaks of violence and 
his anti-Semitism is as intense as it is vituperative. To confidants, McGinley 
frequently speaks his mind about the need for exterminating all Jews. 

Dollar-wise, in the hate movement, the zealot lags behind the cold professional. 
This has been McGinlcy’s experience. But the fanaticism that has driven him to 
keep alive his journalistic activity when it meant scraping hard to meet expenses, 
may also explain the recent transfusion of money pumped into Common Sense. 
It is likely that one—or several—financiers of anti-Semitism, identity at this 
moment unknown, has made a substantial cash investment in McGinley’s zeal. 
One immediate result was the widespread distribution of the Oct. 1 issue. 

McGinley is now about 63 years old, stocky, graying, of undistinguished 
background. He migrated from Texas, where he operated a roadside stand, to work 
in a New Jersey war plant. Displaced when war ended, he tried a restaurant, then 
a furniture business. His recreation was to parade his "expertness” on the 
Communist menace. He wrote and distributed free a column called "Think”— 
the Unvarnished Truth” to 100 newspapers (his count). In July, 1946, "to 
educate people to what communism is,” he began publication of a hate sheet called 
Think Weekly. With that, Conde McGinley became a full-time professional 
anti-Semite. 

Think Weekly. The masthead of Think Weekly listed a Charles Shelton and 
Conde J. McGinley, Jr., as publishers. But McGinley senior was its malicious 
spirit, responsible for its demagogic tone, crackpot content. (His son often helps 
in publishing tasks but does not appear to share the elder McGinley’s fanaticism.) 
Think Weekly’s anti-communism was to hint broadly that communism is a Jewish 
movement. Anti-Semitism was immediately evident, although a trifle circumspect 
by CwYipariecn *vi~h M-cCinley’s later crudeness in. Common Sense, Justice Felix 
Frankfurter, the late Congressman Adolph Sabath, Judge Samuel Rosenman and 
other Jews in public life became McGinley’s symbols of the "invisible government.” 
"When will the White House be able to run without instructions from Felix 
Frankfurter, Samuel Rosenman and David Niles?” he demanded [Dec. 22, 1946]. 

Among Think Weekly’s favored writers were: Upton Close ("simply pro- 
American ... no more fascist or anti-Semitic than George Washington”), whose 
stuff appeared frequently; John J. Fleck (anti-Semitic writer of crank letters to 
congressmen); Dr. Austin J. App (pro-Nazi apologist) ; Joseph P. Kamp (Constitu¬ 
tional Educational League); Merwin Hart (National Economic Council), ask 
congress TO prove ANTi-GENTiLisM read a headline—McGinley reprinting Hart’s 
complaint about "the hush-hush policy about Jews that has been encouraged at. 
an accelerating rate in recent years” [Jan., 1947]. 


W. Armstrong, octogenarian million¬ 
aire, Texas, as top giver — $1,260. 
Forty on the list of 113 live in Cali¬ 
fornia—where Smith now makes his 
headquarters (Los Angeles). 

Another well-known anti-Semite 
who gave: Forrest C. Sammons (Hunt¬ 
ington, W. Va.), $140. Maximilian St. 
George (Chicago), attorney for many 
racists and bigots gave $120. Listed 
for $200 is the "Seattle Bible Class” 
(Seattle, Wash.). 

Some contributors have consistently 
supported Smith’s program for a dec¬ 
ade and longer. Significant is the 
number of contributors of seemingly 
modest means: widows and elderly per¬ 
sons. Other givers are recognized pan- 
Germans. Some examples of Smith 
contributors:

Smith is required by the Federal 
Corrupt Practices Act to file financial 
statements of the Christian Nationalist 
Crusade because he holds it out to be 
a "political party.” 
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A. K. Cohen. Herbert H. Lehman. Leon Lowensteln. Benjamin Samuels and Jesse 8te!nhart. honorary vice-chairmen; 
Maurice DanncnbaUm. Jefferson E. Peyser and Edmund Waterman, vice-chairmen: Richard E. Gutstadt, executive 
vice-chairman; Jacob Alson. treasurer; Benjumtn R. Epstein, secretary and national director. David A. Rose, 
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Think Weekly didn’t like UNRRA, Hollywood, displaced 
persons or the men in government. It was bitter about the 
Nuremberg trials, loudly defending "German rights.” "The 
Kangaroo Court at Nuremberg/’ McGinley wrote, "has tried 
Germans who were guilty of doing nothing else but allowing 
their rulers to do as they did” [Jan. 26, 1947]. He urged 
readers to protest the deportation of William Gerald Bishop, 
"a fearless American who refused to compromise with commu¬ 
nism.” (Bishop, interned Austrian alien, was convicted in 
1940 of conspiracy to overthrow the government, deported 
in 1947.) 

Think Weekly lingered for almost a year. Its circulation, 
including throwaways, rarely exceeded 5,000. It faded (co¬ 
publisher Charles Shelton with it) when McGinley introduced 
the first issue of Common Sense on June 29, 1947. 

Failure with front groups. Lack of a personal organi¬ 
zation isn’t because McGinley has not tried. His first try, 
the Loyal American Group, held frequent meetings in Union, 
Irvington, and other northern New Jersey towns. Attendance 
ranged from 50 to 300. Speakers repeated each other with the 
single demagogic theme: communism is Jewish. John Henihan, 
"boy orator of the Christian Front,” was a platform regular. 

McGinley intended his organization to supply volunteers 
for selling subscriptions and otherwise disseminating Common 
Sense. Some Loyal Americans tried peddling it Sunday morn¬ 
ings, in front of churches; others organized an ineffective sales 
campaign in New York’s Wall Street district. 

In June, 1949, McGinley worked out a consolidation plan 
with W, Henry MacFarland, Jr., operator of the Nationalist 
Action League in Philadelphia, a group ruled "fascist and 
subversive” by the U. S. Attorney General [April, 1948]. 
MacFarland was to absorb the moribund Loyal Americans; 
in return, the Nationalist Action League would promote Com¬ 
mon Sense. The merger lasted little more than a month; 
McGinley had few members to give MacFarland, MacFarland 
had few new subscribers for Common Sense. A proposed tie-up 
with mystic, street-orating James Madole, leader of a York- 
ville gang of juvenile bigots called the National Renaissance 
Party, never made headway. 

McGinley’s next group, Americans Against Communism, 
has been inactive since he began it in late 1950. Worth noting 
is the fascist-like structure planned for it. AAC was to be 
subdivided into groups, each comprising four units, each 
guided by a group leader. Group leaders, in turn, were to be 
organized in units of five each, supervised by a lieutenant. 
Promotion was by a point system: 1,000 points entitled a 
member to group leader rank. Points awarded for enrolling 
a new member, 50; for picketing a "red” movie or meeting, 
35; for writing letters to Congress, 2 5. A member’s obligation 
was to attain 5 0 points a month. 

“T he Nation'’s Anti-Communist Newspaper A 9 Common 
Sense, subtitled "The Nation’s Anti-Communist Newspaper,” 
has yet to publish a legitimate, factual anti-Communist article. 
Editor McGinley is not addicted to subtleties or innuendoes: 
his anti-Semitism persists at gutter level. What keeps Common 
Sense a slight cut above the common filth of the hate press is 
(a) its typography and writing style—nothing to brag about, 
but cleaner looking'than the usual hodge-podge sheets and 
lacking their passion for illiteracy, and (b) McGinley’s compe¬ 
tent, if not skillful, use of the Big Lie, pegging falsehoods and 
distortions to political issues and personalities. 


Common Sense began with a press run of about 7,000. 
This now fluctuates between 25,000 and 3 00,000—the spread 
being the difference between routine circulation and those 
issues for which he gets special financing. In sworn statements 
to postal authorities McGinley declares the paid circulation to 
be slightly over 20,000. These are mailed second-class from 
the Union, N. J. post office. The excess is generally shipped 
in bulk to distribution contacts throughout the country; 
among them: Bill Hendrix, Ku Klux Klan leader in Florida; 
Texas millionaire George W. Armstrong, writer and financier 
of hate pamphlets; Prof. John O. Beaty (Southern Methodist 
University) whose off-campus writing and lecturing are on 
anti-Jewish themes; well-to-do Forrest C. Sammons of Hunt¬ 
ington, W. Va.; retired contractor and one-man West Virginia 
Anti-Soviet Educational League; Edgar S. Waybright, Sr., of 
Jacksonville, Fla., county Democratic leader who denied charges 
by St. Louis Post Dispatch that he was a "behind-the-scenes” 
advisor to the KKK. 

Both Elizabeth Dilling and Gerald Smith have been circu¬ 
lating to their mailing lists reprints of Common Sense’s mam¬ 
moth Oct. 1 issue. 

In moments of financial plight, McGinley has written 
imploringly to Armstrong, a man fabulously wealthy from oil, 
mineral and cattle holdings. (Common Sense has serialized 
some of Armstrong’s vicious pamphlets and published articles 
by long-retired Gen. George Van Horn Moseley, American 
fascism’s one-time choice for "leader on horseback,” who now 
manages Armstrong’s hate activities.) For a time Armstrong 
stirred great excitement in Common Sense headquarters by 
hinting he would buy it a printing plant; but nothing yet has 
come of it. McGinley has also expressed hope that Forrest 
Sammons, another zealot, might help underwrite Common 
Sense. Sammons’ bulk purchases of Common Sense include 
one issue which he mailed to all members of Congress. Mc¬ 
Ginley has depended on just such bulk orders for wide circu¬ 
lation. His Oct. 1, 1950 issue, headlined brien mcmahon, 
communist dupe, was subsidized by a wealthy opponent of 
the late senator; 200,000 copies were shipped into Connecti¬ 
cut a few days before the elections that year. 

.Subsidies from Benjamin If. Freedman . McGinley 
has welcomed and enjoyed the off-and-on financial support 
of Benjamin H. Freedman, retired business man, apostate Jew 
and instigator of Arab propaganda. Freedman has spent a 
fortune expounding a quack notion that preserTt-'day Jews~ 
are not descended from the Biblical Israelites, but from 
Khazars, a "mongrel, barbarian Tartar race that overran 
Europe.” 

Using his own front, the League for Peace With Justice In 
Palestine, Freedman paid for many full-page advertisements 
in New York newspapers to attack Zionism and support Arab 
claims ($100,000 worth he later admitted.) 1 His fanaticism 
led him to McGinley and he began by subsidizing two anti- 
Zionist issues. The first [zionism threatens nation’s 
security, Oct . 1948 ] was a bitter, bigoted attack on the 
"Un-American, Zionist-dictated U. S. A. effort to effect the 
partition of Palestine which is converting into deadly enemies 
over one billion friends in-Africa and Asia.” The next [are 


1 In 1948, testifying at a libel trial, Freedman admitted cabling an Arab 
League agent In which he offered ■ fullest cooperation 1 * to the Grand Mufti 
of Jerusalem, an acknowledged Hitler collaborator who had broadcast irom 
Berlin to his Arab followers: ‘•Kill the Jews wherever you find them 1 God 
be with you ...” The Court called Freedman “an International meddler.

I refer to your letter dated May 19, 2001 to the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
requesting the release of certain material under the Freedom of Information Act 
(Title 5 USC Section 552). Four of the relevant documents retrieved in response 
to your request originated with the Department of State (or contained Department 
of State information) and were therefore referred to us for appropriate action. 

We have determined that all four documents may be released without excisions on 
our part. 

Please note that the FBI has deleted material under several subsections of the 
Freedom of Information Act. 

• It has deleted material it believes is related solely to the internal personnel 
rules and practices of an agency. As such, it is exempt from release under 
subsection (b)(2). 

• It has deleted its marginalia under subsection (b)(7)(C). That provision 
exempts from release records or information compiled for law enforcement 
purposes which, if released, could reasonably be expected to constitute an 
unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. 

• It has deleted its marginalia under subsection (b)(7)(D). That provision 
exempts from release records or information compiled for law enforcement 
purposes which, if released, could disclose the identity of a confidential source 
and information furnished by a confidential source.

Red Dictatorship" published by "Common Sense, the Nation 1 s Anti-

An attached typewritten note on a filing card (the original is enclosed) 
voices similar anti-Semitic statements in the German language (some 
words are misspelled)* The translation below shows that its sentiments 
are not only anti-semltic, but also anti-democratic party, anti-Eisen¬ 
hower and especially anti-U.S.A. 

To our knowledge this is the first case in which anti-eemitic 
literature has been sent to a former exchangee in Berlin. We are asking 
the Office of the Cultural Attache in Mehlem to find out whether other 
Cultural Officers in the field have heard of similar cases, in the be¬ 
lief that any such anti-Semitic approach of German exchangees should be 
watched and guarded against from the beginning as it is bound to make a 
very bad impression in Germany. It should be noted that the writer of 
the note expresses very strong anti-American tendencies, stating that 
"the main goal of Russia as well as America (under the present Jewish 
guidance) is to keep Germany as small as possible. ... If Germany 
wants to reunite and became a strong power again, it will have to do it 
alone and must not count upon the assistance of America." 

Translation of the typed message: "Gradually people realise 
that the last war which resulted in the victory of Communism was an 
insidious pact between the Jews in the Federal Government and the Jews 
in the Soviet Government. Unfortunately the "democratic" party is 
still very strong and the power of the Jews in this country is just as

1 wish to submit respectfully to your atteniion 
lhe following resolution passed by the Canadian 
Arab Friendship Leamie on October 14th, 1953 
at the Windsor Hotel, Montreal which reads as 
follows: 

"For five long years lhe United Nations have 
dodged reality and allowed an unanimous decision 
on the resettlement of the Palestine Arab refugees 
of December llth, 1948 to be conveniently for¬ 
gotten and buried under diplomatic intrigues, 
which to far has resulted only in lessening tho 
confidence of peoples in the mission of the U.N. 

The Canadian Arab Friendship League finds 
this an opportune time to suggest that in order to 
restore faith in. the world organixalion by the mil¬ 
lions of Asiatics and Africans, an immediate end 
to oppression and exploitation of all colonial peo¬ 
ples must be made and above all, Iht Paltjlint 
Arab rrjogttt mujf be allowed to return lo llteir 
righllul homer. 

We believe it advisable that the U.N. Assembly 
should delegate power to such governments at 
India, Pakistan, Sweden, Turkey and Greece to 
enforce the U.N. decision, if necessary by arms or 
punitive measures against the so-called state of 
Israel, the all criminal author of indescribable 
Israel, the A-l criminal autlior of indescribable 
misery to nearly a million innocent human beings. 

It Is our opinion llut the irresolute action of 
tlie U.N. on the Palestine problem has only con¬ 
tributed to strcngtlicn other aggressors in their 
belief that international crimes can be a profitable 
business, because the U.N. either does not want 
or has not got the courage to fulfil a mission en¬ 
trusted to you by all freedom-loving people. 

We believe, that if the U.N. arc to fulfil their 
historic mission, world diplomacy should be di¬ 
rected by moral principles of justice to big and 
small nations alike and not by political expedien- 
ties resulting from cheap intrigues.

Dear Mdm. President that you will not allow the 
law ol the jungle to prevail In the Holy Land, 
from where once Divine hope of a better world 
dawned on nations." 

Hoping that this resolution, voicing the senti¬ 
ments of thousands of Canadian citirens advocat¬ 
ing justice to liclpless Palestine Arabs will re¬ 
ceive your attention and will result iu appropriate 
action.

A GREAT MAN

On June 18,1954, Bov. Etlwnrd F. Bropny, 

pastor of Precious Blood Church, Long 
Island City, N. Y. died of a cerebral hemor¬ 
rhage. His death saddened all of us and end¬ 
ed the earthly career of a courageous mao 
of God. 

Father Brophy had been a priest for fifty 
years and had just celebrated his 77th birth¬ 
day. He was the author of “The Brother¬ 
hood Religion—Is it Anti-Christianism" and 
was keenly aware of (he Zionist-Marxist 
tlireat lo destroy Christianity. Alert to Hie 
many subtle anti-Christian trends which 
have permeated various segments of society, 
Father Brophy’s protests were vehement, 
constant and fearless. His life was devoted 
to Christ’s work and the furtherance and 
preservation of Christian ideals. All his ac¬ 
tions were motivated by this dominant 
philosophy. Coinpromise was an unknown 
quality to this truly great man. 

In llie past Fa) ier Brophy hod contributed 
material for Common Sense.

Another piece falls into place in the pattern 
for the proposed Jewish police-state.

OPPENHEIMER 
REPLACED BY RABI 

Recently, the 982 page volume of the security 
board hearings in the Oppenheimer case has 
been released. Much of the testimony given 
under oath is undeniably damaging to the sci¬ 
entist—and alarming to Americans when one 
realizes his position on the Atomic Energy Com¬ 
mission and its vital importance to our national 
security. 

William L. Borden, former executive secretary 
of the Senate-House Atomic Committee, testified 
that Oppenheimer "had no close friends except 
Communists”, “had at least one Communist 
mistress” and that "he belonged to Communist 
organizations, apart from professional affilia¬ 
tions.” He also stated that Oppenheimer "was 
in frequent contact with Soviet espionage 
agents.” 

Another witness, Dr. Edward Teller, a lead¬ 
ing nuclear physicist, stated that the develop¬ 
ment of the H-Bomb was delayed four years 
because of Oppenheimer and others. In this 
connection, it must be noted that Oppenheimer 
headed a group of scientists who unanimously 
advised the AEC in 1949 against proceeding 
with a full-scale effort to develop the H-Bomb. 

Dr. Oppenheimer himself testified that he had 
been informed by art’ associate that a George 
Eltentou "had means of getting technical infor¬ 
mation to Soviet scientists."

The success achieved llius fur by those 
who strive for the culmination of the Jcw- 
jsh-Marxisi plan for world domination lias 
been due to several factors.

IN MILFORD 


When the U. S. Supreme Court handed down 
its decision that the white and colored races 
will be forced to integrate, very few Americans 
realized the vast importance of the decision. 
The Court’s ruling did not constitute the senti¬ 
ments of the majority of the American citizens, 
nor was it, as some thought it to be, a decision 
giving equal lights to a minority race. It is true 
these are the reasons gi\cn by the controlled 
press, radio, and television. However, let us 
examine the problem on a local basis and de¬ 
termine for ourselves what the real puipose is 
for this radical change in tradition. 

In the clean moderate sized combination 
farming and commercial town of Milford, Del¬ 
aware, with its small population composed main¬ 
ly of farmers there reigned a period of peace 
and tranquility for yeuis. There was always a 
harmonious relationship among the populace 
and because of the seasonal farming require¬ 
ments for labor, several negro families lived in 
this small community for years. Yes, there were 
difficulties, but the citizens of Milford always 
managed to straighten out their own problems. 
The colored population was peaceful and con¬ 
tented. This was the picture that existed prior 
to the decision of the U. S. Supreme Court og 
non-segregation. 

From then on there was unrest in Milford. A 
whispering campaign began among the residents 
of Milford and soon it developed into a meeting 
of the people. The question in everyone's mind 
was, “What is going lo happen?' For the first 
time, the colored man and the white man looked 
at each other with suspicion. Neither one con¬ 
sidered the other his enemy, but some unknown 
third party' had set into motion an idea which 


trouble, trouble that neither group wished nor 
had instigated. But it was happening nnd some¬ 
thing had to he done to protect the rights of 
both white ami colored. 

The result was a public mass meeting on 
September 17. 1031 in the American Legion 
Home in Milford. This meeting was attended by 
more than 2,000 people, many more than could 
get inside the building. A resolution was drawn

and signed by 1,500 persons, and addressed to 
the Milford School Board, petitioning them to 
immediately withdraw from attendance at tiro 
previously all white high •school, the 10 or 11 
negro students wlto had received admittance to 
the high scIkhjI on the opening day of the pres¬ 
ent school term. It was decided that everyone 
would meet in u laxly at the high school (ho 
following Monday morning, September 20, lor 
the purpose of orderly presenting the petition to 
(Ini Milford School Board. 

The above action was carried out with 1,500 
persons present, and also present was an out- 
of-stale pressure representative of the NAACP, 
who tried to aggravate violence, even though it 
had been emphatically slated by all other lead¬ 
ers present that the first consideration was to 
prevent violence. Tlx* result of this meeting was 
the closing of all schools in Milford (White and 
Colored). 

The relationship between the white and 
colored races was no problem until a certain 
faction, known among the informed as Jewish 
Communism, came upon the scene. Thirty years 
ago. the organization from New York City, tho 
National Association for the Advancement of 
coloicd People fanned out throughout the South. 
From its inception it was tagged as a Commu¬ 
nist front with Jewish leadership, Jewish direc¬ 
tion and Jewish money. Now, why should Jews 
be interested in fostering the cause of the Negro, 
the average person may ask.

Marxist “Interest” In Negro Welfare 

It is an established fact that (lie Reds 
have used others to do a major share of 
their revolutionary work for them. And it 
is not likely that they would Overlook the 
potential value of the vast Negro population 
in this country. Innumerable schemes have 
been carried out to lure the colored person 
into the Communist Parly. Hut, the Com¬ 
munist Parly, as such, could not achieve its 
avowed purpose. Point Two in the program, 
would have to be the formation and direc¬ 
tion of an organization allegedly set up for 
the “welfare” of the Negro — hence, the 
NAACP. 

Ample evidence can be found in Commu¬ 
nist literature. In “A Racial Program for the 
Twentieth Century”, written in 1912 by the 
Jewish Communist, Israel Cohen, the fol¬ 
lowing is stated: “We must realize that onr 
Party’s most powerful weapon is racial ten¬ 
sion. By pounding into the consciousness of 
the dark races that for centuries they have 
been oppressed by the whiles, we can mold 
them to the program of the Communist 
Parly. ... In America, we will aim for a 
subtle victory. ^Vhile inflaming the Negro 
minority against the whiles, we will endea¬ 
vour to instill in the whites a guilt complex 
for their exploitation of the Negroes. We 
will aid the Negroes to rise to prominence 
in every walk of life, in the professions and 
in the world of sports and entertainment. 
With this prestige, the Negroes will be able 
to inlcr-marry with the whites and begin a 
process which will deliver America to our 
cause.” ' ' ’H 

A 1921 directive of the Communist Inter¬ 
national makes unmistakably clear the 
Party’s “interest” in the welfare of the 
Negro. Written by Karl Radek (a Jewish 
revolutionary whose real name was Sohel- 
sohn), the directive gave explicit orders to 
the Communist Parly of America to stir up 
racial strife between white and black Amer¬ 
ican citizens, to force the two groups to¬ 
gether in order to create race riots and to 
carry on relentless agiialion for “Negro 
rights”. 

The Communist program regarding the 
Negro question was slated by Benjamin J. 
Davis, at the Party’s 15tli National Conven¬ 
tion, I>ce. 1950, in New York City. Speak¬ 
ing of the Negro liberation movement, Mr. 
Davis said: “The unique contribution of 
Communists in movement is to imbue it 
with a revolutionary perspective, as against 
a reformist perspective.”

And on pages 16 and 17 of “Marxism and 
Negro Liberation” by the National Secre¬ 
tary of llie Communist Party, Gus Hall, we 
read: ”... who can deny that it is partially 
because of tile influence of Marxism that the 
Negro people today sec more clearly than 
ever the road ahead?” Also, “ . . . the very 
existence of our Parly, and especially the 
outstanding role of our Negro comrades . . . 
is a powerful influence on the course of the 
struggle for Negro liberation.” And, “Fin¬ 
ally, I think it is correct to say that the 
growing appreciation of the need to study 
the history of the Negro people, including 
the celebration of Negro History Week, re¬ 
flects the influence of Marxist thinking with¬ 
in our country.” 

The Congressional Report of the testi¬ 
mony of Manning Johnson (Un-American 
Activities Committee Hearings, July 14, 
1949) reproduces a map which was com¬ 
piled by the Communist parly in lire 1930’s. 
It si lows an area, covering 11 Southern 
States which would constitute a separate 
NegTO Soviet Republic. This program, useful 
in stirring up racial hatred, was officially 
termed, “Self-determination for the Black 
Belt.” The map was originally published in 
1938 in an official Communist pamphlet, 
“Negro Liberation”, hv James S. Allen. 

The NAACP 

A brief summary of the origin, officers, 
affiliations and activities of the NAACP will 
more than substantiate the charges that the 
organization was and is under Jcwish-Marx- 
ist influence. 

Among the founders and early supporters 
of the NAACP were William E. Walling 
(schooled in revolution in Russia and whose 
wife had spent time in a Russian prison for 
her part in the Bolshevik uprising of 1905), 
Dr. Henry Moskowitz, Mary Ovington 
White, Oswald G. Villard (a parlor-pink of 
the Norman Thomas school), Rabbi Stephen 
S. Wise (known for his Red activities), Jane 
Addams (active in Red-Front organiza¬ 
tions), Rabbi Emil G. Hirsch, Lillian D. 
Wald, Florence Kelley (real name, Wesli- 
newelsky. Six Commonist-fronI citations •— 
was a personal friend of Engels and Lenin) 
and W. E. B. DuBois (cited as having be¬ 
longed to a dozen or so Communist-front 
organizations, was one of the few Negroes 
of note in llie organization at the lime). 
And the NAACP was supposedly formed for 
the benefit of the Negro! 

When the NAACP was originated, a spe¬ 
cial appeal, signed by 53 individuals, was 
scut out, calling for aid. Of these 53, more 
than a third ha\e been cited by the U. S. 
Government as Communists or members of 
Communist-front groups! Who does the 
NAACP really represent?

Walter A. White, executive secretary of 
the NAACP has 12 Communist fronl cita¬ 
tions to his credit, and Dr. Charming Tobias, 
Chairman of the Board of Directors, has a 
record of at least 50 COMMUNIST-front 
affiliations. In the official minutes of the 
organization (Nov. 10, ’52 and Dec. 8, ’52) a 
listing of the National Board of Directors of 
(lie NAACP included several individuals 
with Marxist affiliations. Among them were: 
Senator Herbert Lehman (10 Communist 
front citations); Arthur B. Spingarn (1 
Communist-front); Alfred Baker Lewis (6 
Communist fronts); Benjamin E. Mays (1 
Communist-front); Allan K.. Chalmers (2

It is not surprising to note that an Official 
Report of the Communist Party's 4Lh Na¬ 
tional Convention staled that the Party had 
penetrated the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People. Nor is it 
surprising to learn of the financial assistance 
given the NAACP by the Red outfit, the 
Garland Fund. From 1923, to 1930, the Gar¬ 
land Fund appropriated almost $-14,000 for 
the organization. 

For those who may think that the Garland 
Fund lias sonic association with horticul¬ 
ture, a brief sketch of the organization will 
dispel I hat misconception. Originally called 
the “Free Love Fund”, it was founded in 
1922 by Charles Garland who served a 
prison term for running a free love farm. 
At a later dale, the title was changed from 
the Garland Fund to the “American Fund 
for Public Service”. The fund was consid¬ 
ered the life stream of the red revolution in 
the United States and included among its 
officers and members such luminaries as 
William Z. Foster, (head of the Communist 
Party in America), Elizabeth Gurley Flynn 
(ranking member of the Communist Party’s 
second string Politburo), Robert W. Dunne 
(with many Marxist affiliations to his 
credit) and others. 

When a number of Reds were seized in 
Bridgman, Michigan along with documen¬ 
tary evidence of plans to overthrow the U. S. 
Government, the Fund went to their defense 
with contributions totalling over $13,000. 
The Kund also donated $12,022 to the Com¬ 
munist “Workers’ School” (an institution 
set up for the purpose of training revolu¬ 
tionary leaders); and the Daily Worker re¬ 
ceived financial support to the tunc of

Jewish influence, interest and pailiiipn- 
lion in Hie National Association for I lie Ad¬ 
vancement of Colored People has been ob- 
x ions since its inception One ot its launders 
was Rabbi Stephen S. Wise; a nut her founder 
was Rabbi Hirsch. Felix Frankfurter was n 
mcjnber of its legal staff in 1 93 1; Herbert 
Lehman lias been a director of the NAACP 
for many years; Rabbi Judah Calm and 
Andrew Weinberger were listed as members 
ol (be Hoard ol Directors in 19.12 and its 
president is (lie Jew, Arthur Spingai n, 
whose father played a prominent role in the 
formation ol ihc Association. Mmc than one 
(bird of the present life members ol the 
organization are Jews! Again we ask. who 
does the NAACP really represent? 

There arc innumerable instances ol close 
cooperation between the NAACP and Jewish 
organizations and in‘ 1911, a Rabbi Stephen 
S. Wise awatd -was presented lo Ihc NAACP. 

In a leaflet issued by the National Associ¬ 
ation for the Advancement of Colored 
People, we find the following quote by Rabbi 
IrMiig Miller, former President of the Amer¬ 
ican Jewish Congress: 

“Our laic President, Dr. Stephen S Wise, 
was one of the founders of the NAACP 
Throughout the years, our cooperation with 
the Association Jias been a source of deep 
gratification to us. The Intimate Working 
relationships which we have enjoyed, both 
in major undertakings and the day-to-day 
routine for the struggle for the extension of 
human rights in tins country, ha\c contri¬ 
buted significantly to the objectives we com¬ 
monly seek.*’ 

The Newark (X. J.) Evening News of 
Oct. 11, 1951, reporting on the segregation 
battle being waged in Delaware, quoted Hex 
Claude Lynch as saying: “Jews are backing 
the colored people 100 per cent in this tiling ” 

The National Association for the Advance¬ 
ment of Colored People has often followed 
(he Marxist lead on controversial issues. 
Along with the Daily Worker and the Com¬ 
munist Parly, the organization condemns 
the Smith Act and the McCarran Immigra¬ 
tion Act. They have recommended Ihc film. 
‘Brotherhood of Man”, a cartoon based on 
the pamphlet, “Races of Mankind”, written 
by Drs.

1047. in order 
to stop my Information service and work on the 
Jewish Question, lie had an interview with Herr 
QucmeJ, the acting-Minister ol Justice, and re¬ 
ported to the American Jewish Committee as 
follows: The Swedish Government has explicitly 
promised to do their utmost to slop Abcrg* 
activity ns a distributor of nntl-Jcwish literature 
throughout the world’." 

Now vve hear from Sweden that the Jew Dr. 
Siegfried Rotit, general secretary of the World 
Jewish Congress, has recently been in that 
country where he was interviewed on July Will 
by the Jew-owned newspaper Golcbvrgs Han- 
(UhtUhilnn. The interview, headed "Is The Gov¬ 
ernment Unable To Slop Eincr Abcrg?" declared 
that Tin- anti-Jewish nropognnda which tho 
Swede Eiuer Ahvrg semis out all over the world 
is quo of the greatest problems of the Jews to- 
dny The Swedish Government must find a way 
lo slop this activity." 

A Previous Attempt

Activities operates is Public Law 601, 79th Congress [1946], chapter 
753, 2d session, which provides:

FOREWORD 

Communism's present threat to the very survival of the United 
States and the rest of the free world has placed^ heavy burdens on 
the defenders of human freedom and dignity. The Committee on 
Un-American Activities is concerned to observe that this burden is 
being aggravated by certain individuals and organizations unscrupu¬ 
lously exploiting the menace of communism to promote other activities 
equally subversive and equally un-American. Such activities would 
destroy the very foundation work of the American Republic, if per¬ 
mitted to operate unnoticed or unchallenged. 

Committee investigations disclose that this organized activity falls 
into two patterns: . 

(1) The neo-fascist 1 organization which openly espouses a fascist 
regime for the United States; and 

(2) The organized hate group, which masquerades as a defender of 
our republican form of government yot conducts bate campaigns 
against racial and religious minorities in the infamous tradition of the 
fascist dictatorships. 

Under Public Law 601 (79th Cong.), the committee is instructed to 
investigate and report on “the extent, character, and objects of 
un-American propaganda activities in the United States,” and specifi¬ 
cally the diffusion of “subversive and un-Amcrican propaganda” 
which “attacks the principle of the form of government as guaranteed 
by our Constitution.” 

* Advocates of both fascism and communism are therefore of grave 
concern to the committee. 

Both totalitarian doctrines are basically incompatible with the 
principles of our Republic. Both socle to destroy our constitutional 
government and supplant it with a godless dictatorship in which the 
individual is deprived of his rights and liberties to become an abject 
slave of the state. Both derive strength by dividing their opposition- 
communism choosing to set class against class, while facisin incites 
racial and religious discord. 2 , 

Despite the similarities between communism and fascism so 
dramatically demonstrated to the world during the infamous Ilitlor- 
Stalin pact of 1939-41—their propaganda to the effect that each is the 
foremost opponent of the other is undoubtedly a major contributor to 
whatever support each has been able to muster in our population.

All of these organizations exploited racial and religious hatreds to 
enlist members and gain financial support. They frequently cooper¬ 
ated with each other in exchanging speakers and literature. Efforts 
at closer coordination failed, however, due to rivalries between the 
groups’ potty “fuehrers” and jealousy over sources of income. It was 
discovered that many of the organizations were led by “racketeers” 
who operated primarily for the purpose of reaping financial profit from 
racial and religious ”hate” propaganda. The special committee con¬ 
demned such hate propaganda as “un-American per se,” and os being 
particularly vicious in a period when it was a favorite weapon of the 
Axis Powers. 

Unrelenting investigation and exposure, followed by legal prosecu¬ 
tion prior to and during World War II, defeated the effort to organize 
fascism in the United States. The military defeat of the Axis wiped 
out any remaining hopes of the fascists. Even the liate-peddling 
racketeers were largely silenced in the face of an aroused public 
opinion. 

NEO-FASCISM IN THE UNITED STATES 
National Renaissance Party 

The reappearance of the avowedly fascist organization on the 
American scene was marked by the formation in January 1949 of the 
National Renaissance Party, headed by a young fanatic, James H. 
Madole, of Beacon, N. Y. 

The party’s official organ, the four-page monthly National Renais¬ 
sance Bulletin, is frankly billed as “the only Fascist publication in 
America.” 

“What Hitler accomplished in Europe, the National Renaissance 
Party shall vet accomplish in America,” is Madole's fatuous boast in 
the issue of his Bulletin dated May 1953. 

National Renaissance Party activities center on the dissemination 
of fascist propaganda through the Bulletin, other printed literature, 
and through street-corner oratory. The Bulletin has been published 
in Beacon, N. Y., where Madole’s home at 224 East Main Street has 
served as national headquarters of the organization until the spring 
of 1954. At that time, Madolo took up residence at 10 West 90th 
Street, New York City, and announced the new national headquarters 
address as Box 238, 208 East 86th Street, New York City. Street 
meetings have long been held at the corner of 88tli Street and York 
Avenue in the Yorkville section of Manhattan. There, in seasonable 
weather, Madole may be seen haranguing some two dozen followers 
with a mixture of praises for Hitler.and Mussolini and vituperation 
against minority groups. Hecklers at times swell the audience to 
almost 100 persons, and the meeting occasionally ends in a stone¬ 
throwing bout. 

A serio-comic yet repugnant feature of this neo-fascist organiza¬ 
tion is its attempt to maintain a uniformed “elite guard” in the Nazi 
style. Madole is at times accompanied by a liandful of young 
fanatics wearing dark caps and trousers and brassards on which 
a lightning bolt replaces the swastika. The elite guard takes an 
oath of unconditional obedience to the NRP leaders, whom it allegedly

NATURE OF PROPAGANDA 

. The program and propaganda of the Nation^ Renaissance Party is 
virtually borrowed wholesale from the Fascist and Nazi dictators. 

Its nine-point program advocates abolition of parliamentary gov¬ 
ernment in the United States in favor of government by a “trained 
elite"; establishment of a Fascist corporate economy; encouragement 
of “racial" pride; preservation of the “white Aryan" race by gradual 
deportation of the “Porto [sic] Ricans, Negroes, Jews and Asiatics"; 
and the denial to Jewish people of citizenship, professional and 
political posts, and the right of “intermarriage." 4 

NRP propaganda contains extensive rehashes of Hitler’s speeches. 
Typical are National Renaissance Bulletin articles, “Adolf Hitler 
Explains Nazi Anti-Semitism " appearing in the February 1953 issue, 
and “Adolf Hitler, the George Washington of Europe," which appeared 
in the issue of May 1953. 5 

NRP's own leaders imitate the Hitler line. Eustace Mullins, who 
has joined Madole in his street-corner propagandizing, is the con¬ 
tributor of an article entitled “Adolf Hitler: An Appreciation," in 
the Bulletin of October 1952. 6 John M. Lundoff, Brooklyn chairman 
of the NRP, extolled the features of the Fascist corporate state in the 
April 1952 Bulletin and asked the youth of America to choose between 
“parliamentary democracy with its empty promises and discord or 
tho clear, brave, and youthful Fascist principles outlined here." 
Chief source of propaganda for the NRP, however, is Frederick Charles 
F. Weiss, of Middletown, N. Y., who is portrayed as a graduate of 
the University of Heidelberg and the Sorbonnc. His prolific writings 
m the Bulletin and in separate leaflets are mainly racist diatribes. 

The NRP has also circulated literature received from Einar Aberg, 
of Norrvikcn, Sweden. For example, an anti-Semitic pamphlet by 
Aberg entitled “The War Criminals" was distributed in this country 
under the NRP’s stamp. An “overseas office" is maintained by the 
NRP under the direction of Mana Truhill, of 54 Audubon Avenue 
New York City. 1 

Madole’s group offers its fascist program as the “antidote" to 
communism. The falsity of its anti-Communist role is immediately 
exposed by NRP’s insistence that a Communist is synonymous with 
“Jew." The NRP not only violates our constitutional principles by 
making this minority its target; it also frequently supports the position 
of the very Communists it allegedly opposes. 

Lor example, the NRP accuses the United States Government, 
whether under Democratic or Republican control, of seeking to pro¬ 
mote a new world war to “carry out the economic and political 
ambitions o f a small coterie of international Wall Street bankers." 7

In the summer of 1953, the NRP announced plans to run a candi¬ 
date for Congress from the Yorkville district. Nothing further was 
heard of the scheme, however. The would-be candidate was H. Keith 
Thompson, Jr., who was identified in the National Renaissance 
Bulletin as a former registered agent for Maj. Gen. Otto Remer’s 
Socialist Reich Party—a neo-Nazi group in West Germany now 
banned by the German Government. 

The NRP had previously publicized Thompson as the national 
director of a newly formed American Committee for the Advancement 
. of Western Culture. James Madolc, Kurt Mertig, Frederick Charles 

F. Weiss, and other “officers and members” of the NRP also were 
represented on this committee, which had the grandiose role of serving 
as “a high policy planning group for the coordination of racial nation¬ 
alist activities in America, Europe, Africa, and Asia." 10 

Last year, the NRP tried to extend its activities into other sections 
of the country. 

A guest speaker at one of the NRP meetings in Yorkville on June 
26, 1953, was one James R. White, who was billed as an “organizer" 
from Los Angeles. Madolc claimed that White had “already organ¬ 
ized a fully uniformed group in his city and distributed thousands of 
copies of National Renaissance Bulletins ." 11 Committee inquiries 
disclose that James White’s activities in Los Angeles have been 
confined to a small group and that no effective efforts in organizing 
the NRP in that city have materialized, 
i A youth in his early twenties, White was the publisher of his own 

newsletter, Reason , in 1952. Committee information shows that 
several years prior to his involvement in neo-fascist activities, White 
had been a member of the Spartacus Club of the American Youth 
for Democracy—a front organization of the Communist Party. It 
might be noted at this point that Mana Truhill, previously mentioned 
as head of the NRP overseas bureau, has admitted having attended 
the Communist-operated Jefferson School of Social Science in New 
York. This is another illustration of the common ground often ' 
reached by fascists on the extreme right and Communists on the 
extreme left. 

Madole announced in his June 1953 Bulletin that a local NRP 
headquarters had also been set up at 2627 Hale Avenue in Louisville, 
Ky., under the leadership of J. W. Mitchell, a high-school student. 
Subsequent inquiry by the committee revealed that the branch in 
Louisville never attained any significant success and that it has since 
been dissolved. 

In December 1953 the party’s Bulletin stated that an NRP branch 
was being formed in Pennsylvania under the direction of E. R. Barron 
and Frederick Polzin, and that another branch was being created in 
New Jersey by Lawrence Scstito. 

The numerical strength of an organization such as the NRP is 
difficult to measure. Such fanatics exaggerate their influence, and 
the committee would do no service in overestimating the importance 
of an element which will undoubtedly take pride in being publicized

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as a “menace." Membership of the NRP lias been estimated at 
anywhere from 200 to 700 persons. All indications point to a dimin¬ 
ished following in 1954. 

The NRP charges a nominal $1 membership fee, and its monthly 
Bulletin, which has a $2 yearly subscription rate, is often distributee! 
gratis. 

The NRP has stated it held 22 street meetings in 1952, and regular 
Friday meetings during the seasonable weather in 1953, its most 
active year. The combined total of indoor and outdoor meetings of 
the NRP in 1952-53 has been estimated at 70. 

A certain decline in the organization's activities was evidenced in 
1954. Investigation reveals that the new headquarters address 
adopted by the NRP early this year is the address of a commercial 
firm. It is apparent that the NRP is largely a nomadic group, 
meeting in hotels and private homes, at times under the cover of 
another name, and using; nrivately operated mail boxes as mailing 
addresses. Its Bulletin is being issued sporadically, and in mimeo¬ 
graphed rather than in its usual printed form. 

The committee is encouraged by the relatively restricted nature of 
National Renaissance Party influence. The committee believes, 
however, that such organizations have no place in the American scene 
and that the full force of exposure and prosecution must be employed 
to eradicate them. 

THE HATE GROUP 
“Common Sense” 

Growth of the hate group in recent years is exemplified by the 
publishing endeavors of Conde J. McGinley and his son, C. J. Mc- 
Ginley, in Union, N. J. The McGinleys, senior and junior, operate 
as the Christian Educational Association, for the purpose of publishing 
a semimonthly paper, Common Sense, as well as a mass of individual 
printed matter. 

Common Sense represents itself as “the Nation's anti-Communist 
paper.” Subscriptions are sought from “loyal and patriotic Amer¬ 
icans" in order to “help save our Republic.” 

Such patriotic claims provide poor disguise, however, for some of the 
most vitriolic hate propaganda ever to como to the attention of the 
committee. Common Sense defines communism as “Judaism” and 
devotes its pages almost exclusively to attacks on the Jewish and to a 
lesser extent the Negro minorities in our Nation. Sympathy for 
the former Nazi regime in Germany also is injected into this propa¬ 
ganda, which is hardly distinguishable from that of the National 
Renaissance Party except for the latter's open appeal for a fascist 
government in the United States. 

Despite its patriotic claims, Common Sense has in fact employed 
and/or carried the writings of a number of individuals associated with 
the National Renaissance Party. Through the columns of Common 
Sense and innumerable booklets printed and offered for sale, the 
McGinleys appear to serve as a clearinghouse for hate propagandists 
throughout the country. Amiong these are many of the native fascists 
and hate racketeers who were active in the 1930’s. 

In contrast to the limited appeal of the openly fascist National 
Renaissance Party, the McGinley enterprise appears to he a shrewd 
and going business. 
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THE ORGANIZATION OF “COMMON SENSE 

Condc J. McGinley, Sr., began editing a miniature weekly paper in 
Newark, N. J., in 1946, under the various titles of Think , The Think, 
and Think 'Weekly. In June 1647 the paper was issued under the 
name, Common Sense , and in November 1947 it was expanded to its 
present tabloid size and the headquarters transferred from Newark 
to Union, N. J. It became a semimontlily publication in 1948. 
McGinlcy remained the sole owner and publisher until early this year, 
when the so-called Christian Educational Association was created to 
serve as owner and publisher. Officers of the new association arc 
Conde J. McGinley, Sr., president; Conde J. McGinley, Jr., secretary 
and treasurer; and Alex Jcfimow, vice president. Jcfimow is em¬ 
ployed by the McGinloys in a subordinate capacity; only the 
McGinleys are authorized to handle association funds. 

Headquarters of the newspaper and its publishing association are 
located in a 14-room stone building; at 530 Chestnut Street in Union, 
N. J. The building is owned by Miss Katherine Littig, of Newark, 
N. J., who has worked for Common Sense on a voluntary basis almost 
from the inception of the publication. 

The building also houses the press which prints Common Sense and 
other hate literature sold through Common Sense. This mechanical 
equipment is owned by the Union Patriotic Press, which gives the 
Chestnut Street building as its headquarters. A corporation reso¬ 
lution of the Union Patriotic Press lists its officers as president. 
Charles Kane, of Tampa, Fla.; secretary, John J. Reynolds; and 
treasurer, Edward J. Byrne, Rights town, N. J., farmer. Byrne is 
known to have been a volunteer worker in the Common Sense, enter¬ 
prise. Both Byrne and Reynolds have attended rallies held by 
McGinley for his followers; Kane has also been in attendance prior 
to his removal to Florida. 

McGinlcy was forced to rely on other presses prior to 1953 and he 
admittedly encountered difficulties in assuring continuous printing of 
his propaganda. After Common Sense moved into its headquarters 
on Chestnut Street in the spring of 1953, an addition was built for a 
press later acquired by the Union Patriotic Press. McGinley an¬ 
nounced to his readers that the press had been set up “for our use” 
and would insure prompt service in the future. Technically, however, 
McGinley leases the press from the Union Patriotic Press for a $75 
monthly rental. 

NATURE OF PROPAGANDA 

During 1946 and 1947, McGinley’s allegedly nnti-Communist pub¬ 
lication gave little indication of its subsequent level of propaganda. 
At the outset, its columns carried a certain amount of factual infor¬ 
mation on communism. Beginning in 1948, however, Common Sense 
became increasingly outspoken in its statements of a pro-Nazi and 
anti-Semitic nature. It was soon almost exclusively a vehicle for the 
exploitation of ignorance, prejudice, and fear. 

The paper devoted considerable space in 1948 to the support of the 
late Robert H. Best, American newsman who was convicted of treason 
and sentenced to lifo imprisonment in that year as a result of his 
broadcasts for the Nazis in World War II. A eulogy of Best appearing 
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^ Common Sense for December 15,1952, described him as a “patriot/ 
Paul Revere, and true Christian American.” *

Jn this statement, McGinley’s “anti-Communist” and “patriotic” 
publication apparently is not averse to serving the Communist propa¬ 
ganda cause. Indeed, McGinley has even printed such statements 
as the following, which he identified as being from a “European” 
correspondent: F 

* + * ,- f your paper is to continue its excellent work of opposing the policy of 
the Jew, please do not fight Russia also, for we in Europe look upon it. as the only

Anti-Semitism is the chief stock in trade of Common Sense, which 
now distortcdlv defines communism as “a false face for Judaism.” 
typical of headlines which appear in the publication are: “Jewish 
Headers Are Crazy For Power;” “Zionists Threaten Russia With War;” 

Brotherhood —Jew Trap For Christianity;” and “Invisible Gov¬ 
ernment. liulcs Both Parties; Adlai and Ike Marxist Stooges.” 
Articles \n Common Sense have even attacked water fluoridation as a 
Red plot by “the invisible rulers” aimed at mass destruction of the 
American people. 

The violent nature of this propaganda is illustrated by an article 
written by George Thomas Adams in the issue of Common Sense for 
December 1. 1952. In the course of a discussion of anti-Semitic 
pogroms in Communist countries, Adams stated: 

* If the Russian people wish to throw off their Jewish yoke, what right 
have we to criticize them? * * * We should be doing the same. 

. C° n d e McGinley, Sr., uses the oblique method in an article in the 
issue dated June 15, 1952: 

* * * Thc German Government, facing the same situation as the United Slates 
docs today, put these Red Jew's in concentration camps. * * * [Italics supplied]. 

A survey of Common Sense propaganda fails to reveal any outright 
advocacy of a, fascist government for the United States. The solu¬ 
tion customarily oflcred. by Conde McGinley, Sr., to “save America” 
is an increase in the circulation of Common Sense. It is apparent 
that this publication represents a modern example of the racketeers 
who made a business out of un-Amcrican hate propaganda during 
the 1930 s.

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COOPERATION WITH OTHER PROPAGANDISTS 

Information in the possession of the Committee reveals a significant 
interchangeability of propagandists working for the allegedly patriotic 
Common Sense and the avowedly fascist National Renaissance Party. 

A good example is provided by Eustace Mullins, who frankly 
eulogizes Hitler in the pages of the National Renaissance Party's 
Bulletin and who has been observed fit an NRP street session in New 
York City last year. Articles written by Mullins have been appearing 
in Common Sense since at least September 1951 and, last year, he 
became a writer on the staff of Common Sense. 

W. Henry MacFarland, Jr., is another individual who has been 
simultaneously active in both the National Renaissance Party and 
Common Sense. A resident of Philadelphia, MacFarland in 1948 had 
organized a Nationalist Action League which was promptly cited as a 
fascist organization by the United States Attorney General. In 
1949, MacFarland spoke at a number of meetings of the National 
Renaissance Party in New York. He presided at a branch meeting 
of the NRP held in Philadelphia in October 1949. Meanwhile, his 
name also appeared as “associate editor" of Common Sense in the 
issues which appeared during July and August of 1949. 

At that time, Conde McGinley, Sr., was planning to combine 
forces with MacFarland and his cited Nationalist Action League, 
and with another organization, the Loyal American Group, headed 
by William J. O’Brien. The scheme, as announced in Common Sense , 
called for McGinley's publication to serve as official organ of the 
Nationalist Action League, with O’Brien disbanding his group to 
serve as national secretary of the new combination. The plan fell 
through, however, and McGinley resumed sole editorship of Common 
Sense. O’Brien, a printer from Montclair, N. J., was later taken on 
the staff of Common Sense. 

The interlocking of Common Sense and the National Renaissance 
Party is further demonstrated by the fact that Common Sense has 
carried articles by Frederick Charles F. Weiss, chief propagandist 
for the NRP, and by Kurt Mertig, New York City chairman of the 
NRP. 

Common Sense is also a channel for hate propaganda being issued 
by numerous other individuals and organizations scattered throughout 
the country. The literature of these fellow hatemongers is dissemi¬ 
nated either through reprints in the columns of Common Sense or in 
booklets published and sold by Common Sense . 

One of the most frequently reprinted “authors" is Robert H. 
Williams, of Santa Ana, Calif., who issues the Williams Intelligence 
Summary , a monthly newsletter. Common Sense also sells his writings 
in pamphlet form. Williams advertises himself as the possessor of 
vast intelligence information which he gained as a member of Army 
Intelligence during; World War II. The deception is evident from 
the fact that Williams’ intelligence duty comprised less than a year 
as an administrative officer for the intelligence section of a bomber 
wing. In this position, he would have received no intelligence infor¬ 
mation dealing with the Communist conspiracy. His assignment to 
the military intelligence was merely in the Reserves, from which 
commission he was relieved by official action of the Army, effective 
December 21, 1950. 
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CondeMcGinlcy, Sr., has maintained a particularly cooperative 
mataonship with two disseminators of anti-Semitic literature from

Somo of the many similarities between fascism and communism are outlined 
as follows in Fascism In Action, a documented study and analysis prepared by 
the Legislative Reference Service of the Library of Congress in 1947: 

“1. The wiping out of all independent trade-unionism with the result that 
those trade-unions which are. permitted, exist only under the tolerance of the 
totalitarian state, to serve as its servile adjuncts. 

"2. The elimination of political parties except the ruling Nazi, Fascist, or 
Communist Party. 

“3. The subordination of all economic and social life to the strict control of 
the ruling, single-party bureaucracy. 

“4. The suppression of individual initiative, and the liquidation of the system 
of free enterprise, and a tendency toward government control of supcroartcls. 

"5, The abolition of the right to freedom of speech, press, assembly, and 
religious worship. 

“6. The reduct ion of wages and, in the case of communism, living standards. 

tc 7. The use of slave labor on a vast scale and the establishment of concentration 
camps. 

“8. The abolition of the right to trial by jury, habeas corpus, the right to 
independent defense counsel, and the innocence of the defendant until proven 
guilty. 

“9. The glorification of a single Leader or Fuehrer or Duce, who is all-powerful 
and subject neither to criticism nor removal through the ballot. 

‘TO. The utilization of a special form of social demagogy—for example, incite¬ 
ment of race against race and class against class—the elimination of all opposition 
and t.ho concentration of power into the hands of the ruling dictatorship. 

“11. The subordination of all economic and social life and the everyday needs 
of the population to the requirements of an expanding military machine seeking 
world conquest. 

“12. The establishment of a system of Nation-wide espionage to which the 
entire population is subject. 

“13. The severance of social, cultural, and economic contact between the people 
of the totalitarian state and those of other countries, through a rigorous.press and 
radio censorship, travel restrictions, etc. 

“14. The open disregard for the rights of other nations and the sanctity of 
treaties. 

“15. The maintenance and encouragement of fifth columns abroad. 

“16. The reduction of parliamentary bodies to a rubber-stamp status auto¬ 
matically approving all decisions of the one-party dictatorship and the omnipotent 
Leader.

Second, in so lar as wo 
educate the people to light against the delirium ol 
democracy and bring it again to the recognition ot 
the necessity of authority and leadership, we tear 
It away from the nonsense ol parliament onanism. 
Third, insofar as we deliver the people irom the at¬ 
mosphere ol pitiable belie! in possibilities which lie 
outside the bounds ol one's own strength—such c* 
the beliel in reconciliation, understanding, world 
peace, thB League Ol Nations, and international 
solidarity—we destroy these ideas. There is only one 
right *in the world and ;that right Is one's own 
strength." 

Thus Hitler explained to his people the (utility of 
seeking international cooperation with thoee nations 
which wero bent on exploiting a defeated and 
occupied Reich. How aould there be reconciliation 
and friendship with a French government whose 
troops occupied the key German industrial areas ol 
the Saar Basin and Rhineland? Could there be inter¬ 
national solidarity with an England who had jealous¬ 
ly stripped Germany ol her African colonies and 
overseas trade? Only strong nations aan afford to 
bargain in tho great game of power politics. Hence 
Hitler’s primary goal was the creation of a strong, 
independent, sell confident Germany. 

The racial philosophy of the Nazi Movement 
was completely at variance with the doctrines ol 
liberal democracy, which had emerged from the 
Red ghetloes of Eastern Europe and the Masonic 
Lodges of Frande at the time of the bloody French 
Revolution. Liberal democracy' was based on the 
mythical claims ol racial, individual and economic 
equality laid down by such Jewish intellectuals as 
Adam Weisshaupt, loundor of the serra-mystiaal 
Illuminati Society and spiritual mentor ol tho French 
Revolution and Karl Marx, the author ol the Red 
Bible,"Das (Capital, and founder of World Commun¬ 
ism. This democratic doctrine of Universal equality 
wce used by its spiritual founders, the Jewish Race, 
to break down the racial and national pride of the 


culturally dominant Aryan Race. The Jew, liko the 
Biblical serpent tempting Eve in the Garden Of Eden, 
seeks to lure the Aryan Race into polluting its pure 
blood and creative ingenuity by mixing sexually 
with Zulu Hottentots and Asiatic ancestor worship¬ 
pers. Hitler spoke as lollows conoeming the National 
Socialist conception of race: 

"National Socialism takes as the starting point 
ol its views and its decisions neither the individual 
nor humanity. It puls conciously into the central 
point ol its whole thinking the Raoo. This Raoe is for 
us a blood-conditionod entity in which we see the 
God-willed building stone ol human society. The 
individual is transitory, the Race is permanent If the 
Liberal viewpoint in its deifioation ol the single in¬ 
dividual must lead to the destruction of the racial 
community, National Socialism, on the other band, 
desires to saleguard the Race, U necessary even at 
the expense ol the individual. It is essential that the 
individual should slowly come to realize that his own 
ego is unimportant when comparod with the exist¬ 
ence of the whole people ... Above all we must real¬ 
ize that the freedom ol the mind and will of a whole 
nation are to be valved more highly than the individ¬ 
ual's freedom of mind and will-." 

The National Socialist Party took power in 1933 
and inaugurated the most rapid economic recovery 
program in European history. Vast public housing 
and road building projects were undertaken success- 
lully. American soldiers returning from occupied 
Germany have remarked about the high standard 
of living and cleanliness prevalent in German towns 
and cities under the Hitler regime. How was It pos¬ 
sible for the Nazi Party to raise Germany from the 
depths of financial ruin to the heights of economic 
prosperity in three short years? This problem was 
solved by substituting the productive capacity of the 
German worker lor the Capitalist inspired Gold 
Standard. Hitler explained it to the German workers 
of Berlin on December 10, 1940, as lollows: 

"The German capacity for work is our gold 
and our capital, and with this gold I can compete 
successfully with any power in the world . . . My 
whole economic-system has been built upon the 
conception of work. We have solved our problems , 
while, amazingly enough, the capitalist countries 
and their currencies have sufiered bankruptcy. 
Sterling can.find no market today. . But our Reichs* 

, mark, which is backed by no gold, has remained 
stable. Why? It has no gold cover, it is backed by 
you and your work . . . German currency, with no

Last statement of ownership, appearing in September 19514- 
issue of "Common Sense", sets forth same information. Previous 
statement of ownership, appearing in issue number 193 of September 
15, 1953> indicated CONDE MC GINLEY was owner, publisher and 
editor, "Common Sense", formerly known as "Think Weekly" is a , i 
b30nonthly, tabloid size newspaper published In New Jersey. >'■ / 

Under date of December 17, 1954» tb® Committee on Un- 
American Activities of the U. S. House of Representatives published 
a "preliminary report on Neo-Fascist and Hate groups" in whl<jh j 
the growth objectives and the editor of "Common Sense" are 
discussed at length. The report indicates the publication 
has a fluctuating circulation of between 30,000 and 100,000 
copies. 

In the HCUA report, "Common Sense" is described as a 
"hate group" vehicle publishing "some of the most vitriolic 
hate propaganda ever to come to the attention of the Committee,"

Dear Mr. Attorney General: 

In this period when unjust attacks are being made on Mr. Conde 
McGinley, editor and publisher of COMMON SENSE, I ask you to 
permit me to record officially a brief of what I know of this 
outstanding American patriot. 

My record of years active service in the Army is available 
to you. clos'ing^eafs ^-served as^Deputy Chief of Staff 

for General Douglas MacArthur, in the War Department. There- 
a * >ter >ommanded thef»4th Corps Area and the 3rd Army. -During - 
-a palfttdlbf thiS”£gtfitx5P,- the President was my5Ass-JJ6tian1%in the 
War Department. I do not forget for a second the oath I took 
upon entering West Point, an oath repeated with every promo¬ 
tion, to support and protect the Constitution of the United 
States. I shall continue to obey that oath as long as I am 
permitted to live. I am well and strong, still active in my 
work. 

The Constitution guarantees a free press and freedom of speech. 
In this tragic period of our national history, when well- 
known organizations operating within our borders openly, 
threaten our destruction, Mr. McGinley has had the courage and 
character to inform the American people of the facts and the 
truth. In his work he has made every effort to avoid error 
or any statement that could be interpreted as untrue even in 
the slightest degree. 

Quite naturally Mr. McGinley, in fighting communism, has been 
attacked by the Jews who have been seriously involved in that 
conspiracy, as the record shows. I went through all this my¬ 
self. They began their attack on me when I appealed to them 
openly to join us in fighting communism. In fact, communism 
could be crushed in a week if the Jews generally were sincere 
in their efforts opposing communism. 

Mr. McGinley has opened the eyes of our people to the dangers 
of the present sitiiation in a manner no publication or 
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individual in public life has dared to do, although they know 
the truth of McGinley's evidence. The political and financial 
power of the Jews is so great that no politician dares criticise 
them or even refer to them by name. The few who have been 
courageous enough to do so have generally been thoroughly 
smeared and defeated. 

In a pamphlet of "FACTS" about t>>^ American Jewish Committee, 
printed several months ago, soro^ of their accomplishments are 
listed. It is explained how tney apply the "Quarantine 
Treatment" to anyone opposed to their interests and plans. 

Such an individual is blacklisted throughout the news and his 
or her name and activities are never mentioned, so great is 
their power over the press and radio, 

I have known Mr. McGinley well for several years. I marvel at 
the punishment he has taken without it defeating his aims and 
purposes in the least. He is a Christian of the finest type 
and highest character. If our Republic is finally saved, Mr. 
McGinley should be called before the assembled Congress and 
given a medal of honor for his heroism. That heroism has not 
been limited to a single act, but it has stood out every day 
and every night throughout the years while the enemy planned 
his destruction. 

If you permit Conde McGinley to be destroyed. It is positive 
proof that our nation will be destroyed in the same way - and 
by the same gang. To show how far these conditions have 
developed, I was recently In conference with one of our 
greatest living Americans (a civilian). I said to him - "You 
and I will never see again the Republic that was in being when 
we left college." "No," he replied, "that Republic has gone 
for all time." From the evidence that reaches me, it appears 
that our whole system of jurisprudence has fallen to a low 
level. Too often it appears that justice is no longer avail¬ 
able in the courts; but rather, it is for sale in the market 
place. Even the ethics of the individual lawyer have reached 
a new low, as all statistics show.

In recent months the Christian Educational Association 
was allegedly formed by McGinley as c fund raising group and 
also to avoid further legal entanglements which have beset him 
in the past.

One of the most vicious attacks on members of the 
Jewish faith occurred when "Common Sense" printed and distributed 
a single sheet, newspaper sire, document entitled ”THE COMING 
RID DICTATORSHIP." The headline is flanked by the symbol of 
the hammer and sickle and the sub-head reads, "ASIATIC UARXIST 
JEWS CONTROL ENTIRE WORLD AS LAST WORLD WAS COMUE NCES—TJlOUSANDS 
OP PLOTTERS PLACED IN NET POSITIONS BT INVISIBLE GOTERNUEN T- —FEW 
EVER ELECTED-—THOUSANDS NORM ON THEIR WAT." This was comprised 
of 64 primary potnts regarding the opinions of the publishers of 
"Common Sense" on how the country is being controlled by an 
"invisible government" which is completely dominated by Jewish 
individuals. There were photographs of 36 nationally prominent 
Jewish persons included in this issue with allegations that they 
are responsible for the "plot" to rule the country and that they 
are following the "Protocols of the Learned Elders of Sion," as 
the formula for their plan to capture control of the world.

The distribution of "Comr.on Sense" is handled through 
paid subscriptions, but it is also mailed to many individuals 
completely unsolicited. Copies have been received in almost 
every section of the country and in some instances the senders 
recommend that the copies be passed on in chain letter fashion. 



The recipient is requested to read the copy he receives, order 
additional copies, send then on to friends and suggest that they 
repeat the action. 

In one of our eastern states the circulation scheme 
took on a direct mail approach when copies of the November 1, 

1954, issue of H Common Sense," the document entitled "The Coming 
Red Dictatorship, u and a 20 question folder were addressed to 
Residence, Business, Rural Route, Star Route, Bcxholder, BOCAL." 
The major portion of the November 1, 1954, issue of H Common Sense” 
was devoted to an attack on the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People and also the Supreme Court ruling 
regarding integration. 

The lead story of the above mentioned issue was head¬ 
lined "NAACP COUN UNI ST FRONT SPLITS U.S. - DIVIDE S RULE." In 
referring to the NAACP the article stated "&his organization, 
supposedly set up for the benefit of the Negro, is, in reality, 
hastening the final attainment of the Marxists’ goal." The 
article insists that the organisation is under Jewish influence 
and states that "more than one third of the present life members 
of the organisat ion are Jews/ Again we ask, who does the NAACP 
really represent?" 

"Common Sense" insists that the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored People has often followed the 
Marxist lead on controversial issues. The article reads in 
part, "It is a vicious exploitation of the Negro people to have 
an organization which has supposedl y been formed for their 
benefit actually ruled, for the most part, by Jowish-Communists 
to whom the Negro means nothing more than a stepping stone. We 
appeal to the loyal Negro population to thoroughly denounce this 
phoney Marxist association 

In striking at the Supreme Court ruling regarding 
segregation the article stated "it can be considered a notable 
achievement of Jewish-Marxist influence and the result of much 
work on the part of those who know well the advantages of the 
slogan, 'Divide and Conquer *. This decision by our Supreme 
Court can benefit neither Negro nor White. The solution to the 
problem must come from the fo stering and application of Chri stian 
ideals and attitudes on the part of each individual." 

The twenty question folder included in the package was 
confined to segregation ruling. Two of the questions were as 
followst 

"8. Is it true J. Edgar Hoover, head of the F.B.I., has 
in his files information, that if made public, would 
connect our Supreme Court directly witk the Communist 
movementP 
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r, 9. Is Hr. Hoover under strict orders ./re® his superiors

These questions are undoubtedly based on an article 
which appeared in the July 1, 1954, issue of "Common Sense" 
written by Sustice Mullins, which developed the theory that the 
Supreme Court Decision banning segregation in schools was the 
culmination of a Communist International directive to the 
Communist Ibrty, USA, to use the Negro-racial issue and the issue 
of civil rights as a method to weaken the United States. This 
article indicated that the document to prove this contention was 
seized by Government agents who raided the Bridgeman, Michigan, 
Convention of the Communist Party on August 22, 1922.

In Legislative Index in New Jersey, 
Issue dated Friday June 17th, 1955 listing 
bills introduced in the Legislature on page 
827 the following is listed: 

Assembly 112 Newton Jan. 24 - Requires the 
State or local, registrars,’ when furnishing 
birth or marriage certificates where a legal 
change of name has taken place, to show only 
the new name, unless a court of competent 
jurisdiction orders the issuance of a copy of the 
original. — - 

April 4 - Passed in Assembly 
- May 16 - Passed in Senate. 

Apparently this is the result of pressure 
by the American Jewish Congress and Anti- 
Defamation League which are a powerful, 
political force in New Jersey. During the 
Roosevelt Administration organized, politi¬ 
cal Jews caused the Immigration Depart¬ 
ment to change their ruling, where Immi¬ 
grants were asked if they were Jewish or. 

Hence, for a number of years, 
Immigrant Jews pouring in from Europe 
are listed as Polish, Hungarian, German, 
etc. Lately Jewish Organizations have filed 
protest with the Census Bureau against 
asking people’s religious belief.

human termites in the U. S. They can do 
too much harm if left to roam where ever 
they desire. These termites can be destroyed 
once (hoy are detected, and this is why 
every freedom loving American should join 
hands in this fight 

The problem of discovering new methods 
to combat these human termites must be 
shouldered by each citizen, as well as our 
officials in government If Congress will 
change the law so our officials can deal 
with some of these termites, we will get 
more convictions and not so many stand¬ 
ing on the fifth amendment and refusing 
to testify. 

The terror of communist police tactics 
was shown in Guatemala. Many citizens 
were arrested and taken to civil guard 
headquarters where they were tortured. 

Slavery has in past history been over¬ 
come by mankind in an effort of mankind 
to better itself. Taxation without repre¬ 
sentation was a form of slavery our fore¬ 
fathers resented enough to sign the 
Declaration of Independence. 

One of the reasons a ruthless police 
state like the Soviet Union is a failure, is 
because of the fact the peasant farmers 
cannot meet the heavy tax requisition of 
the Kremlin. They have no representation 
themselves as to what their taxation shall 
be. 

The human termites in the Kremlin will 
not permit a collective farm to own 
tractors and other farm machines. The 
Kremlin then requisitions the collective 
farm for the use of the land, the tractors 
and the farm machines, the largest per¬ 
centage of the crops. The peasants who 
are doing the work will get from $300 to 
$500 for their year's work, if it is a good 
year, but if it is a year of drought and the 
production is low, the Kremlin gets the 
amount specified in the requisition which is 
based on a crop year without drought and 
the peasants get practically nothing for 
their work. 

This is taxation, without representation, 
by the human termites In the Kremlin and 
these some one hundred millions of peasants 
resent this. These peasants are the ones 
we can expect to help us, when they get 
the opportunity. 

They resent these human termites, who 
are taking from their fumllies the things 
they need and giving nothing but com¬ 
munist lectures for it. Very, very few of 
these one hundred millions of peasants are 
communists or even have been members of 
the communist party. 

Mankind everywhere has shown in past 
history that they will fight for more to 
eat It is tiie first law of nature. These 
peasants will be our friends if given a 
chance. 

What shall we do to help them? We can 
spend some more dollars to advertise our 
way of life to them, the advantages of 
a Republic over the communist viewpoint. 
We can find ways, if we try hard, to show 
them a better life ahead and help them to 
throw off the yoke of the human termites 
In tile Kremlin. 

When we take Into consideration that the 
Kremlin had to place members of the com¬ 
munist party, from the cities, to oversee 
the collective farms, we are assured our 
allies, the Russian peasants, are not mem¬ 
bers of the communist party. They are our 
strength behind the iron curtain. These 
peasants are like our forefathers demand¬ 
ing in thier hearts a correction of taxatiaon 
without representation. 

It is true that few can do or say any¬ 
thing at present for the reason they live in 
constant fear of the police, , but we can be 
sure they are looking forward to the day 
when they can throw off the yoke of the 
Kremlin and be free, and farm In freedom 
instead of farming as slaves. 

Of all the vast areas of the world that 
are plagued by hunger and misery, the 
Soviet Union and China have probably the 
most hunger and misery. For tills reason 


the day will come before any A-bomb or 
H-bomb is used, when these millions of 
peasants, hungary for food, will assert the 
principle of fighting taxation without re¬ 
presentation, just as our forefathers did. 
They will succeed because of their numbers 
and because they are right 
To help them to do this, we should let 
them know without any doubt, that we are 
their friends, that we fight their bottle 
with them, that we will support them In 
every way possible. 

We have spent billions fighting the cold 
War which continues and will continue un¬ 
til these peoples of the Soviet Union and 
China have freedom. 

There will be purges and more purges in 
the Soviet Union and China, and at last 
the peasants will purge the termites, who 
have made them slaves to a police state, 
anti replace with leaders who will benefit 
their country and mankind everywhere In 
the world by a represcntlve form of govern¬ 
ment of the people, by the people, for the 
people. 

But we cannot forget that some of these 
worthless termite leaders, in order to hold 
on to a falling police empire, may take us 
into WAR.

The full-page insertions In Mrs. Helen Rogers 
Reid's newspaper were made aficr personal con¬ 
sultations' between Benjamin H. Freedman and 
Mrs. Reid, when reproduction proofs were sub¬ 
mitted for approval to Mrs. Reid by Benjamin 
H- Freedman. Before publication In The New 
York Herald Tribune of these full-page Inser¬ 
tions they were submitted to her attorney by Mrs. 
Reid for their consideration. They unquestion¬ 
ably Indicated their approval for publication 
otherwise Mrs. Reid would not have published 
them at frequent Intervals over a period of al¬ 
most two years. 

Unquestionably due to pressure by their Im¬ 
portant pro-Zlonlst large department-store ad¬ 
vertisers, and other pro-Zlonlst pressure groups 
In a position to Influence advertisers, accord¬ 
ing to Benjamin H. Freedman, who had close 
contacts with The New York Herald Tribune's 
executives during this period. Mrs. Helen Rogers 
Reid's newspaper in 1948 refused to published 
any further full-pago insertions prepared by 
Benjamin H. Freedman dealing with the Pale¬ 
stine question.

The following thoughts are from a foreign 
reader. 

1- That only 6% or around thirteen 
million out or two hundred million in 
U.S.S.R- bear Communist party cards and 
for perhaps half of these it is involuntary; 

2- That only about 39b of the population, 
the Jewish Khazar minority and a few 
Chinese and other Asiatics, control the 
Government and Civil Service of U.S.S.R.: 

3- That between 80% and 90% of the 
Russian masses are Anti-Communist; 

4- That the Russians fear the overlord¬ 
ship by millions of Chinese, who may be 
immigrated to various parts of Russia, and 
forced on Russian women; 

5- That already there are large colonies 
of Chinese planted in S. E. Europe, tihd 
Chinese men have been forced on the 
German women and girls of one province 
in East Germany, while their husbands and 
sons were deported to slave labour, so the 
mongrcllzation scheme of Rablnovitch is 
not an "evil Fascist Invention," or a "pipe- 
dream"; 

6- That in 3941-42 two million of the 
best trained, best equipped troops of the 
Soviet Union. — approximately 75% of the 
Russian Battalions — surrendered with¬ 
out fighting, and with all their equipment, 
to the Germans, in order that they could 
assist in overthrowing the Soviet Regime; 

7- That no six weeks "official boss" of 
U.S.S.R., could permit anyone to really get 
to know Russian people, or really see condi¬ 
tions as they are. 

Here we have a man, typical of many 
thousands in the over-run Countries of 
Eastern Europe. He is Lithuanian. He Is a 
graduate Agriculturist and his wife Is a 
' graduate Phurmaclst. His mother was 73 in 
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1940, but she was the widow of an M. D.. 
and prominent as n lay worker In the 
Catholic Church, so she was sent to slave 
labour In Siberia, making roads—sixteen 
hours a day—with one meal, just a bowl 
of watered soup. The poor Old soul lasted 
only fifteen days. Her son said that 50.000 
uged Lithuanians alone were murdered In 
that way in 1940-41. How many red-blooded 
Americans would care for that treatment 
for their aged relatives? 

Yet many might be so treated if a Soviet 
World Government is formed. Americans 
then would have no better chance than tho 
Germans of Siberia in 1945 onwards, or 
the Lithuanian deportees. 

8- That the Government of the U.S.S.R. 
has "liquidated" over thirty millions since 
1917, and that there arc nearly two mil¬ 
lions, nearly alJ Russians, in penal servi¬ 
tude for life, for "crimes" that generally 
would not be indictable offenses in U.S.A.: 

9- That the Government of the U.S.S.R. 
has flagrantly, openly and brazenly violated 
Sections 46. 47, 48 and 49 of the Hague 
Convention on War, and in our Law of 
Equity must stand convicted, as Equity 
cannot be pleaded by those who do not give 
equity; and, finally, 

10- That politicians should be required to 
answer, and explain their position on the 
warning of Pope Pius XI:—"Communism Is 
intrinsically perverse." etc, which we in this 
battle appreciate so well, and often use 
this quotation. 

It is Important to remember when refer- 
ing to the "Government of the U.S.S.R.” or 
the "Soviet Government." that In reality we 
are talking about the Jewish and Asiatic 
power, and not the Russian people.

1 PR0MISED 00D and wm* other responsible character*, including a bench of 
btahops, that I was not going to part my Ups concerning the United Stated Supreme 
Court decision on ending segregation In the public schools of the South. But since a lot of 
time has passed and no one seems to touch on what to me appears to be the most 
Important point In the hassle, I break my .. .. 

silence just this once. Consider me as just 
thinking out loud. 

The whole matter revolves around the 
Self-respect of my people. How much satis¬ 
faction can I get frorri a court order for 
Somebody to associate with me who* does 
not wish to be near them? The American 
Indian has never been spoken of as a 
minority and chiefly because there is no 
whine in the Indian. Certainly he fought, and 
valiantly for his lands, and rightfully so, but 
It is inconceivable of an Indian to > seek 
forcible association with anyone. His well- 
known pride and self-respect would save him 
from that. I take the Indian position. 

NOW A GREAT CLAMOR will arise in 
certain quarters, that I seek to deny the 
Negro children of the South their rights, 
and therefore I am one of those “handker¬ 
chief-head niggers’* who bow low before the 
white man *nd sell out my own people, out 
Of cowardice. However, an analytical glance 
Will show that is not the'case. 

If there are not adequate Negro schools 
In Florida, and there is some residual, some 
Inherent and unchangeable quality m white 
schools, impossible to duplicate anywhere 
else, then I am the first \o insist that Negro 
children of Florida be allowed to share this 
boon. But if there are adequate Negro 
Schools, and prepared Instructors and 
Instructions, then there is nothing different 
except 

For this reason, I regard the ruling of 
the United States Supreme Court os insult¬ 
ing, rather than honoring my race. Since 
the days of the ncver-to-be-suffidently- 
Heplored Reconstruction, there has been 
current tl»e belie/ that there is no greater 
Bellght to Negroes than physical association 
with whites; The doctrine of the white mare. 

Those familiar with the habits of mules are 
aware that any mule, if not restrained, will 
automatically follow a white mare. Dishonest 
mule-tradens made money out of this 
knowledge in the old days. 

LEAD A WHITE MARE along a country 
road and slyly open the gate and the mules 
In the lot would run out and follow this 
mare. This- ruling being concieved and 
brought forth ia a sly political medium with 
eyes on *96, sad brought fortii in the same 
spirit to r the same purpose, it is clear 

that they hwt taken the ok) notion to heart 
and adtafl up— it. lt is a cunning opening of 
the barnyard gate with the whiter mare 
amblir* pasL We are expected to hasten 
peli-mefl after her. 

It is most astonishing that this should be 
tried just when the nation fa exerting itself, 
to shake oR the evOs of Communist penetra¬ 
tion. It fa to be recalled that Mosoow, being 
made Aware. Of this folk belief, made it the 
main plank in their campaign to win the 
American Negro from the 1920's on. It was 
the come-im stuff. Join the party and get 
yoursdf a white wife or husband To supply 
the expected demand, the party had scraped 
up tiifa-and-that off of park benches and skid 
rows, and held them in stock for us. The 
higher types of Negroes were held to be 
just panting to get hold,of one oF these 
object*. Seeing trow flat that, program feu. 

It fa astmnshing that it would be so soon 
revived. Politics does indeed make strange 
bedfello ws. 

BUT THE SOUTH bad better beware jn 
another direction. While it is being frantic 
over the' segregation ruling, it had better 
keep its eyes open • for more important 
things. Oae-instance erf government by fiat 
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has been rammed down its throat It Is pos¬ 
sible th*j. the m4 fesresatiw fa oqt.here 
and never meant to be here at present but 
the attention of the South directed on what 
was calculated to keep us busy, while more 
ominous things were brought to pass. The 
stubborn South and the Midwest, kept this 
nation from being dragged farther to the 
left than it was during the New Deal. 

But what if it is contemplated to do 
away with the two-party system and arrive 
at government by administrative decree? No 
questions allowed and no information given 
out from the administrative department? 
We cculJd get more rulings on the same 
subject and mote far-reaching any day. It 
pays to weigh every saying and action, how¬ 
ever trivial, as indicating a trend. 

In the ruling on segregation, the unsus¬ 
pecting nation might have witnessed a trial 
balloon. A relatively safe one, since' it is 
sectional and on a matter not likely to 
arouse other sections of the 1 nation to the 
support of the South. If it goes off fairly 
well, a precedent has been established. 
Government by fiat can replace the Constitu¬ 
tion. You don’t have to credit me with too 
much intelligence and penetration, just so 
you watch carefully and think. 

MEANWHILE, PERSONALLY, l am not 
delighted. I am not persuaded and elevated 
by the white mare technique. Negro schools 
in the State are in very good shape and on 
the improve.. We are fortunate in having Dr. 
D. E. WiUiams as head and driving force of 
Negro instruction. Dr. WiUiams is relentless 
in his drive to improve both physical equip¬ 
ment' and teacher quality. He has accom¬ 
plished wonders in the 20 years past and it is 
to be expected that he will double that in 
the future. 

It is well known that I have no sympathy 
nor respect for the "tragedy of color” school 
of thought among us, whose fountain-head is 
the pressure qroup concerned in this court 
ruling. I can see no tragedy in being too 
dark to be invited to a white school social 
affair. The Supreme Court would have 
pleased me more if they had concerned 
themselves about enforcing the compulsory 


-education provisl ms for Negros in the South, 
as is done for white children. The next 
10 years would 1 e belter spent In appointing 
truant officers and looking after conditions 
in the homes fro n which the children come. 
Use to the limit vhat we already have. 

Them's my s« ntiments and I am sticking 
by them. Growt i from within. Ethical and 
cultural desegregation. It is a contradiction 
in terms to sere m race pride and equality, 
while at the a me time spurning Negro 
teachers and sell -association, That old white 
mare business tin go racking on down the 
i road for all I cart*. 


All Quiet On The 
Emmett Till Front 




The LIFE MAGAZINE, issue October 
3rd,. 1955 wept tears over Emmett Till as 
an innocent eoi of World War I soldier, 
Louis Till, who gave his life in defense of 
his Country. 

1 This young Megro, Emmett Till, came 
i down to Mississi] >pi from Chicago, threw his 
' arms around a mung married woman and 
j made indecent ifroposals. He forgot he was 
not in Chicago ai id after having been given a 
number of char ces to repent by the hus¬ 
band and broiler-in-law of the insulted 
young wife, it is believed that Till was 
killed. 

When Senate r James O. Eastland pro¬ 
duced the Arm; records of Emmett Till’s 
father, Louis, it showed that he did not give 
his life for his Country. He was hung in 
Italy for kidnapping three Italian girls, Miss 
Zenchi, Miss Li cretzia and Miss Mari. He 
choked Miss Zei chi to death with his bare 
hands after, rep atediy raping all three. 

This occurred in Civitavecchia, Italy, 
June 27, 1944. 


Congratulations 
To Virginia 


"Tire people of Virginia are in revolt 
against the Constitution of the United 
Slates.” So declaim supporters of the 
celebrated Segregation Decision. 

The number of those who cannot read is 
ex ceded by the number of those who can 
read, but refuse-to do so. Some of these are 
sincerely devoted to the Fifth Amendment, 
but refuse to read the highly important 
Tenth Amendment: 

"The powers not delegated to the United 
States by the Constitution, nor prohibited by 
it to the States, are reserved to the States 
respectively, or to the people.” 

This is plain enough, and the action of 
the voters of Virginia is just as clear. By a 
vote of approximately two to one, the 
sovereign citizens of one of the original 
Thirteen Colonies, a State known as the 
mother of Presidents, took the first step 
looking toward •‘return of the Constitution 
to the people.” 

Persons able and willing to read, know 
that the Constitution was drafted, enacted 
and put into effect, by "We, the People." 
In recent decades a packed Supreme Court 
has seized the Constitution, taking it away 
from the people, and pretending that It says 
what it does not say, never was intended 
to say. 

The people of Virginia can read. They 
read the Constitution, road it carefully. 
Nowhere could they find any language 
which gives power and authority to the 
federal government to take over supervision 
of the public schools. 

The Virginians concluded, quite ration¬ 
ally, that since the Constitution does not 
give authority over the schools to the federal 
government, conduct of their schools must 
belong to them, despite the ruling of the 
Supreme Court 

In its decision in the matter of segrega¬ 
tion in the schools, the Supreme Court ad-

2. Wrote a pamphlet which advocated a 
communistic program in respect to the 
Negro question and advocated class war 
throughout the world asking the non-white 
peoples to look to the Soviet Union for 
inspiration and leadership. (1936) 

3. Wrote a dearly communistic line In 
respect to education. He voiced the red line 
that "American education” is "goose step 
education”. And that "Capitalism own the 
colleges and universities by right of pur¬ 
chase". Bunche denounced "red riders", and 
"oath clauses". He complained that "in 

America."we are living in an economy of 

capitalism and our educational system con¬ 
sistently harmonizes with the dominent 
capitalistic pattern". (1936) 

4. Bunche was praised in the official 
theoretical red organ, THE COMMUNIST, 
published for upper echelon communists and 
supporters. One of the top communists, 
A. W. Berry, praised Bunche for "approach¬ 
ing the Marxist viewpoint" and "that 
Bunche realized the significance of the dass 
struggle”. Berry then described Bunche as 
an "active friend and supporter” of the 
working dass, which in the communist 
aesopian manner means a friend of the 
Soviets, since they claim exclusive franchise 
as representing the "working class”. (1937) 

5. Contributed an article to the RACE 
MAGAZINE whereby he repeated the 
"class” position on the race question and 
considered those who called the National 
Negro Congress as "dominated by reds” and 
as "biased individuals”. This magazine in its 
opening issue prominently announced that 
they are working for "a social upheaval 
which will plow up our institutions to their 
very roots and substitute a socialist order 
for the present capitalist imperialist order”.

Actually the evidence of communistic 
writings and communistic organizational 
activity by Ralph Bunche is greater overall 
than the combined evidence that government 
agencies had when they first began to get 
interested in red activities of Alger Hiss, 
Remington, tlarry Dexter White and the 
Rosen bergs.

mitted that It had deserted the Constitution 
and all legal precedent and proedure. 
Instead, it depended upon the maudlinisms 
of so-called experts In sociology, as author¬ 
ity for pretending that the federal govern¬ 
ment ’ has power over conduct Qf public 
schools, established by the States and local 
governments within the States, and financed 
by the tax-payers of the States. When the 
records of these "sociologists" were ex¬ 
amined, it was shown that they are top- 
notch Communist-liners.

The Spanish press rightly called this “one Q 
more Communist maneuver." Fear usually 
follows from ignorance, and of this Lie is a 
not guilty. He well knows that there is but » 
one “cause ot mistrust between the founders 
of the United Nations,” and it is not Franco. 

It is the man Trygve Lie conferred with 
in the Kremlin not long before “the atten¬ 
tion of the General Assembly was called to 
the Spanish question." * The Franco regime 
cannot be considered ideal by any lover of 
democracy. Yet its displacement by the 
so-called “Republicans,” who, with the Com¬ 
munists^ seek its overthrow, would inaug¬ 
urate a reign of'terror such as caused the 
Franco revolt, if not worse. 

PAN SLAVISM seems to have taken the 
place of the Communist International as an 
out-in-the-open endeavor to further Stalin¬ 
ism. It was no longer necessary to have

Communist leaders understand fully 
this paralysis — as why shouldn’t they 
when it was their own friends who 
brought it about? Sabotage need not 
be expected in isolated instances. Com¬ 
munism is too well organized and too 
smart to scatter its fire. The Red un¬ 
derground is planning, through its mil¬ 
itary arm, for the next serious depres¬ 
sion or world crisis, when Americans 
again can — they hope — be regiment¬ 
ed in the manner of 1932. If Russia 
is ready at that time, the American 
Fifth Column will strike secretly and 
suddenly from coast to coast. 

' Chairman Wood did not hesitate to 
say he expected the next war to be 
iought by civilians and against civilians 
— unless we manage to clean out the 
Fifth Column in time. He foresees in¬ 
dustrial sabotage by strikes and by 
planted bombs, timed to detonate at a 
pre-determined hour. It will be no trick 
to-smuggle A-bombs from Soviet Rus¬ 
sia across our borders, which are so 
; wide open that, by Attorney General 
.Clark’s own admission, 2000 aliens are 
crossing daily into the United States. 

The Army has a poison so powerful 
that an ounce will kill a million people 
if properly distributed. A small squad 
of Reds, strategically placed as em¬ 
ployees of the New York City Water 
system, could conceivably introduce 
quantities of this'poison into the city’s 
veins and in a few hours the skyscrap¬ 
ers of this mightiest center of shipping, 
communication, finance and industry, 
would stand empty and silent, no more 
th'an tombstones commemorating a city 
too tolerant to protect itself. 

Who is Guilty of Sedition? 

No American wants to sacrifice one 
word of the Bill of Rights, which guar¬ 
antees freedom of speech and freedom 
“peaceably to assemble.” 

But the distinction between freedom 
and the freedom to incite revolution 
must be understood. Webster’s diction¬ 
ary defines sedition as “an insurrection 
against constituted authority,” “con¬ 
duct tending 1o treason but without an 
overt act.” 

Any court of justice can determine 
whether or not a defendant is guilty of 
conduct lending to treason; the inno¬ 


cent American, who simply airs a pol¬ 
itical opinion but does not promote or 
incite revolution, will not suffer. 

Our present laws are adequate to 
handle the situation, but the Supreme 
Court has shown either a naive lack 
of understanding of the aims of Com¬ 
munism, or has itself accepted the con¬ 
cept of a dual loyalty. In a case about 
1943 the Supreme Tribunal ruled that' 
a refugee had not violated his al¬ 
legiance to Old Glory by championing 
Communism. Apparently that Great 
Tribunal thinks the best thing for Am¬ 
erica is to become Communist, to ac¬ 
cept allegiance to the Third Interna¬ 
tional. Only by such false logic — the 
false logic of many of our native-born 
Communists — could the court close 
its eyes to the fact that allegiance to 
an outside power is “conduct tending 
to treason.” 


COMMUNISM CREEPS UP 

BECAUSE WE ARE TIMID 


The Communist International in 
1921 declared “Unions of transport 
workers ought to play an important 
part in the sabotage of capitalistic gov¬ 
ernment and the eventual overthrow 
of so-called democratic government”. 

In 4 917, in the fateful months while 
Russia was struggling toward freedom 
under Kerensky and a parliament 
(Douma) representative of all groups, 
Lenin and Trotsky came to St. Peters¬ 
burg to engineer the revolution which 
overthrew the parliamentarian govern¬ 
ment and established the Red dictator¬ 
ship. An American newspaper corres¬ 
pondent met Lenin in the streets of St. 
Petersburg and asked, “How can you 
operate openly here under the eyes of 
the Kerensky government when every¬ 
one knows you are trying to destroy it 
and establish your rule?” Lenin an¬ 
swered; 

“We have organized the transport 
workers, public utilities, banks, and 
some of the major industries. We 
can call a general strike whenever 
we wish. Kerensky knows this, and 
we have told him if he touches one 
of our men or me, an immediate 
general strike will follow.” 

The Red revolutionists had spent 
years in building a tightly organized 
positibn. The Kerensky government 
either believed it “couldn’t happen 
there,” or was powerless or too timid 
to deal with the menace. Thus Russia’s 
struggle for democratic, parliamentary 
freedom was cut short and the Red 
dictatorship, which now threatens the 
peace of the worjd, was established. 


LOW LEVEL OF BESTIALITY 
IS SHOWN BY 'COMMIES’ 


It is difficult for the average Amer¬ 
ican to understand how thousands of 
humans could descend to the level of 
bestiality which has been reached by 
Godless members of the Red Army. 
These apemen, who, during the past 
year and a half, have been turned loose 
on the womenhood of eleven European 
countries to rape, rob, and murder, are 
the products of many years of Com¬ 
munist regulation of religion, educa¬ 
tion, and family life. 

The following decree, published in 
a Russian town, illustrates this “reg¬ 
ulation”. which, the Communists tell 
us, is for the betterment and greater 
happiness of their people: 

“In compliance with the decision of 
the Soviet Peasant, Soldiers and Work¬ 
men Deputies of the Kronstadt, the 
private possession of women is abol¬ 
ished. 

“Social inequalities and legitimate 
marriage having been a condition in 
the past which served as an instrument 
in the hands of the bourgeoisie, thanks 
to which all the best species of the 
beautiful have been the property of the 
bouregoisie, who have prevented the 
continuation .of the human race. Such 
ponderous arguments have induced the 
organization to edit the following de¬ 
crees: 

“4. From March, 1918, the right 
to possess women having reached the 
age of 17 and not more than 32 is abol¬ 
ished. 

“3. The decree does not affect 
women having five children. 

“4. The former owners may retain 
the right of using their wives without 
waiting for their turn. 

“5. In case the husbands resisting, 
they shall forfeit the rights given them 
in the last paragraph. 

“6. All women from this decree 
are exempted from private ownership 
and proclaimed to be the property of 
the whole nation. 

“14. All women proclaimed by the 
decree to be national property will re¬ 
ceive from the funds an allowance of 
238 rubles a month. 

"15. All women who become preg¬ 
nant are released from direct duties for 
four months before and one month af¬ 
ter childbirth. 

“16. Children born are given to an 
institution for training until they are 
1 7 years old at the cost of the Public 
Funds. 

“(Signed) Council of the 
City of Saratov.”

FRENCH ELECTIONS: The revolt 
of about a hundred Socialists in the 
British Parliament against Ernest Bev- 
in's anti-Communist foreign policy; 

and the increased Com¬ 
munist vote in the re¬ 
cent French election at 
the expense of the So¬ 
cialist vote, warrants 
the fear that the Social¬ 
ists of Britain and of 
France, and in other 
parts of Europe, are 
heeding Laski’s admon¬ 
ition that the Socialists 
unite with the Com¬ 
munists, as “their identities are more 
than their differences.” 


THE TENDENCY of many Social¬ 
ists to move towards union with the 
Communists was seen last August at 
the French Socialist Congress where 
Leon Blum, who edges more toward 
the M. P. R. (Christian Democrats) 
than the Communists, was deprived 
of his leadership and the editorship 
of La Populaire, the Socialist daily. 
The last French election shows that 
w'hat Francisque Gay, the senior leader 
of the M. P. R., said to Maurice Thor- 
ez, the Communist leader, is coming 
to pass:—"You and me, my friend, 
we shall eat the Socialist cake together. 
But you are wrong in thinking you’ll 
get the bigger bite. We of the M.P.R. 
will get it.” Evidently many French 
citizens have forgotten or forgiven 
the treasonable action of the Commun¬ 
ists who bitterly opposed resistance of 
France to Germany, claiming it to be 
“an imperialist war,” until Russia was 
attacked, when they became intense 
nationalists. Otherwise how account 
for the increase in the number of fol¬ 
lowers of Thorez, the military deserter, 
the fugitive from justice, who escaped 
to Moscow to avoid trial for treason, 
until Hitler broke with Stalin. 


THOSE WHO console themselves 
with the fact that the Communists of 
France received only 28 per cent of 
the vote cast in the last election, are 
evidently unaware of the fact that the 
Communists had only 2-5 per cent of 
the vote in the Russian election when 
they revolted and overthrew the Dem¬ 
ocratic Constituent Assembly in Rus¬ 
sia. This tactic, which may be fol¬ 
lowed in France, was in accord with 
"The' Communist -Manifesto” (the 
Marx-Engels Credo) that declares: 
"The Communists disdain to conceal 


their views and aims. They, openly 
declare that their aims can be attained 
only by the forcible overthrow of ex¬ 
isting social conditions. Let the ruling 
classes tremble at a Communist revo¬ 
lution.”

LENIN’S FIGHT AGAINST 
RELIGION IS SUCCEEDING 

Lenin's attitude toward religion can 
be seen most clearly in the programme 
of the Communist Party of Russia 
drawn up in March; 1919. Under the 
heading of “General Political Ques¬ 
tions”, section 13, we read: 

“The fight against religion must not 
be limited nor reduced to abstract, 
ideoloigcal preaching. This struggle 
must be linked up with the concrete 
practical class movement; its aim must 
be to eliminate the social roots of re¬ 
ligion. Why does religion retain its 
hold among the backward strata of 
the urban proletariat — among wide 
strata of the semi-proletariat and the ! 
masses of the peasantry? Because of 
the ignorance of the people! — an¬ 
swers the progressive bourgeois, the 
radical or bourgeois materialist. Hence! 
— ‘Down with religion!' ‘Long live 
Atheism!’ ‘The dissemination of atheist 
views is our chief task!'” (p.14). 

“A Marxist must place the success 
of the strike movement above all else, 
must definitely oppose the division of 
the workers in this struggle into athe¬ 
ists and Christians, must fight resolute¬ 
ly against such a division. 

“In such circumstances the preach¬ 
ing of atheism is superfluous and 
harmful — not from the narrow¬ 
minded consideration of not frighten¬ 
ing the backward elements, or of los¬ 
ing votes at elections, etc., but from 
the point of view of the actual progress 
of the class struggle, which, in the con¬ 
ditions of modern capitalist society, 
will convert Christian workers to 
Social-Democracy and to atheism a 
hundred times more effectively than 
any bald atheist sermons. To preach 
atheism at such a time, and in such 
circumstances, would only be playing 
into the hands of the church and the 
priests, who would desire nothing more 
than to have the workers participating 
in the strike movement divided in ac- 
cordance with their religious beliefs.”

‘World Government’ Means 


TWO KINDS OF ARITHMETIC 

(By E. F. Hutton, an American Businessman who has the 
courage to “stand up and be counted” for America) 


After 1776, a new kind of arithmetic 
provided the basis and foundation of 
American thinking. It was simple ar¬ 
ithmetic — it posed the problem this 
way: Make more and more goods for 
less and less cost so that more and 
more people can buy them. It clearly 
recognized the goose that lays the gold¬ 
en egg, so it centered effort on cutting 
costs — making more — Selling for 
less -—• to more people; It was not long 
before the world took notice of this 
simple arithmetic and people flocked 
to our shores to take part in the great 
American adventure. 

Along about 1932, out pops a dif¬ 
ferent kind of arithmetic — collectiv¬ 
ism. It posed the problem this way: 
“spend two or three times your in¬ 
come” — even if you have to borrow 
the money to do so — “spend and 
spend, tax and tax”. 

Let America examine these two kinds 
of arithmetic — the 1776 brand which 
recognized and preserved the goose 
which lays the golden egg or the 1932- 
1945 arithmetic which says “to heck 
with the eggs — eat the goose”. 
GOVERNMENT HAS NOTHING 

Tax money constitutes all govern¬ 
ment income — all it spends must 
come from taxes, either today or to¬ 
morrow. Borrowing merely postpones. 
So if they are spending more than they 
take in from taxes, it does not worry 
the collectivists. They rely in the 
simple expedient of printing bonds and 
selling them to the people — it is all 
done on paper. But the paper part 
of government income merely post¬ 
pones, and if it does not stop it shifts 
the burden from you to your children's 
children. So the collectivists do all 
the collecting. You don’t. 

They say “use your outmoded Am¬ 


erican Arithmetic to produce more 
wealth — we need it — so as to tax 
it away from those who produce it — 
to pay the interest on the bonds we 
sell to those who take them, so that we 
can continue to spend two or three 
times our income.”

In recent months the National Ec¬ 
onomic Council had reason to believe 
that its work for the restoration of the 
American Republic, and for the rooting 
out of communistic influences in the 
United States, is bearing richer fruit. 

One indication is the stepping up 
of the smears. Ever since the Council 
first recognized in 1935 that the forces 
that tended constantly to increase gov¬ 
ernment spending — all for the good 
of the people, of course — and con¬ 
stantly to increase the regimentation

Mr. Hart ascer¬ 
tained over the ’phone that the com¬ 
pany kept a record of its long distance 
calls for a year or more, and that it 
could and would report how many calls 
had been made during that period be¬ 
tween his office and that of Father 
Coughlin in Michigan. The Company 
agreed to send a carbon copy of its 
report to Lawrence Goldsmith. ’A week 
later the Telephone Company reported 
it had checked its records and that no 
call had ever been made. Nevertheless, 
Goldsmith persisted in his cancellation 
of all his insurance policies with the 
company in question.

As we reported two weeks 
ago, Judge Barnes, who had listened 
to Derounian at length, stated in open 
court: 

"I think this book was written by a 
wholly irresponsible person who would 
write anything for a dollar. 1 think the 
book was published by a publisher who 
would do anything for a dollar. 

"I wouldn’t believe this author if 
he was under oath flhd 1 think he and 
the publisher are as guilty as anyone 
who was ever in this court before.” 

Yet Dutton now brings out a new 
boojc by Derounian — "The Plotters"! 1 
The New York Times hook review of 
November 17, written by Charles G. 
Bolte. Chairman of the very commun¬ 
istic American Veterans Committee, 
speaks of "the exhaustive accuracy of 
the volume.” 

The New York Herald Tribune, in its

Russian Controlled Jailors Put Captive 
Into ‘‘Death Crates" 

By Captain Antonius JRaab, famous 
World War Aviator and Interna¬ 
tional Aircraft Manufacturer. 

New York, Jan.' 28, 1939 — This is 
a story of seventeen months of horror 
in Spanish prisons — a story of incred¬ 
ible injustice, of unspeakable cruelty 
— a story of women wantonly ravish¬ 
ed, of men tortured to death. 

This is the story of Russia’s seizure 
of the Spanish Government and the 
reign of terror that followed it up to 
Barcelona’s fall. 

I believe no other living person could 
tell it in detail. Those most familiar 
with the general outline of the fright¬ 
ful narrative are insane or dead. 

What 1 will set down here shall be a 


simple straightaway account of what 
I heard and saw and suffered. 

For, now that 1 am free, 1 have 
nothing to fear for myself or my family 
and I have no political purpose to 
serve. 1 am not a politician, but merely 
a reasonably successful business man, 
head of an aircraft corporation which 
manufactures planes of my own design. 
1 have come to America to buy motors 
tor the planes, which my company, the 
S. A.-Aekkea, is making in Athens, 
Greece, for European use. 

FIENDISH TORTURE WAS 
COMMON PENALTY 

Yet those Russians threw 300,000 
Spanish people into jail and 10,000 
foreigners whom they accused as spies. 
And in February, 1937, I was arrested 
as a spy and flung into prison. In the

seventeen months that followed I .was 
dragged out of one prison and dumped 
in another so often that I am not sure 
of the number. But prisons of every 
variety I experienced, from regular 
jails to converted convents and church¬ 
es and camps and ships. Three times 
I risked my life to escape and finally, 
by sheer luck, succeeded. '! 

CRYPT LOOTED BY RUSSIANS 

The Russian officers broke them 
open, emptied the coffins on the floor, 
searched the garments of the dead for 
gold and precious stones. Why they 
believed jewels shoiild be there, I don’t 
know. Almost all the bodies long ago 
had mummified and they, were scat¬ 
tered about the floor of the crypt, amid 
the smashed coffins. 

Now what happened to Kuhn must 
have happened to many others. He was 
called before the board to confess him¬ 
self a spy. 

PRISONER WAS GLAD TO DIE 

Kuhn.could not confess, no more 
than I could. They beat me with a 
rubber club until my right leg and side 
were paralyzed for days. But Kuhn — 
this is what they did to him; 

They went into the crypt and drag¬ 
ged out the body of a dead nun, a body 
that had reposed there for many long 
years and it was quite mummified. 
They disrobed it and carried it to his 
box. 

They tied the naked corpse of the 
nun to him, his face to her face. They 
tied his hands around with wire and left 
the living and dead together. But not 
for long were they living and dead. It 
was the dead and the dead, for no man 
could survive such a final fiendish act 
as was inflicted on Kuhn — and he 
must have been glad to die!

John 
M ; Coffee, Henry Morgenthau, Frank 
Kingdon, Fe4ix Frankfurter, Jo David¬ 
son, Herman Shumlih, Mrs. Marshal 
Field,’ former Mayor LaGuardia, Fred- 
ric March, Paul Robeson, and many 
more prominent who are more careful 
to hide their identity. 

The important leaders of all four 
key organizations are on the end of 
strings leading from two International 
Banks in. New York. One of these 
banks is featured in the United States 
Secret Intelligence Report of April, 
1917 in “The Organization and Fo¬ 
mentation of Bolshevism in Russia”. 

The report states that in 1917, 48 
million dollars was sent by Kuhn, Loeb 
& Company of New York, Jacob 
Schiff, President, to Trotskv (Bron- 
stein) for carrying out the Commun¬ 
ist revolution in Russia. 

* One point we must make here is 
that a large number of Communists 
(former Trotsky followers) do not 
like Stalin. Just before he died, Lenin 
arranged for Trotsky to take his place;

THEY GET ATOM BOMB 


To all of us in the United States who 
. have devoted years of careful study 
to the camouflaged and secretive Red 
fronts, it is apparent that D-Day for 
America is not far awa\. We realize 
that had it not been for the invention 
of the atomic bomb by the United 
States, Russian Communism would 
months ago have had complete control 
of every foot of European soil, includ¬ 
ing Spain.

The people of America will not be 
any more awake lo the danger trie day 
before we lose our freedom than they 
are at this moment, because they have 
closed their ears and their minds to 
what they consider to be the ravings of 
“fanatics \ This shows how quietly 
but effectively * the Communists are 
working.

For several weeks we* have 
been waiting for some developments 
that would allow us to give our read¬ 
ers an idea of how far Communism has 
progressed in the Army. We are not 
yet free to give you the whole story, 
but, as so many readers are interested 
in this subject, we give a few of the 
facts which should provide food for 
thought. 

Since Communists arc active in our

We have been reliably informed that 
top men who held the position of Chief 
of Staff of the Army previous to Gen¬ 
eral Marshall were removed by F.D.R.

Hence we see there has been 
a power preventing Reds from being 
eliminated from the Army, the same 
power that protected the several thou¬ 
sand in the State Department. 

From a War Department source 
comes the following information: The 
Army at the present time has no satis¬ 
factory means of checking on Com- < 
munist infiltration.

(b) Of course there are Commun¬ 
ists holding commissions in the Un¬ 
ited States Army, 

“Browder amplified these state¬ 
ments with the declaration: 

“it is time to bring Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Biddle and the Department of Jus¬ 
tice into line with the War Department 
and the State Department — as well 
as with the President, who has learned 
the value of rubbing elbows with Com¬ 
munists in friendlv cooperation at least 
in other lands.** .. 

"Serious thought and some activity 
had long been given by the Communist 
parties to the advantages which would 
accrue to their cause through control 
of the armed forces of the non-Soviet 
nations. 

“To quote from the Circular of 
General Instructions issued by a com¬ 
mittee of the Soviet Government of 
Russia: 

The work of Bolsehevist organiza¬ 
tions in foreign countries is regulated 
as follows: 


"4. In the military sphere; (a) 
Carry on intensive propaganda among 
the troops. Cause misunderstandings 
between officers and soldiers. Incite 
the soldiers to assassination of the 
higher officers, (b) Blow up arsenals, 
bridges, tracks, powder magazines. 
Prevent the delivery of supplies of raw 
materials to factories and mills. 

“Thus the complete destruction of 
the army will be accomplished and the 
soldiers will adopt the program of the 
social democratic workers.” 

“Comrade O. Piantitsky, in the

U.S. SHOULD DEPORT ALIENS 

Many Illegal Entrants Complicate 
Housing Problem While Tru- 
man Assigns Four Ships to Bring 
“Immigrants” From Europe —

With pressure groups, trying to in¬ 
fluence the President and Congress to 
relax our immigration laws, and sever¬ 
al bills already introduced before the 
House which would, if passed accomp¬ 
lish this same end, it behooves all Am¬ 
ericans to give serious consideration 
to this vital question. 

In view of our national housing 
shortage, with veterans unable to lo¬ 
cate suitable living quarters, it would 
be wiser for Congress to inquire into 
the whereabouts and activities of the 
estimated 3,500,000 to 5,000,000 al¬ 
iens now' in this country (under visitors 
visas and otherwise) and take steps 
to repatriate them — rather than con¬ 
sider legislation which would further 
complicate our housing problem. 

All immigration should be suspended 
until every American veteran is prop¬ 
erly housed. ’

the Washington Post for December 20, 
1946, reports that President Truman 
had assigned four ships to “a special 
refugee run to ferry European immi¬ 
grants to the United States.’’ 

It is impossible to get actual figures 
on the number of aliens in the United 
States, because the immigration Ser¬ 
vice — which lets them in — won’t 
tell. Order 3229 of the Department 
of Justice, issued May 2, 1939, by then 
-Attorney General Frank Murphy (now 
a Supreme Court Justice’) prohibits the 
disclosure of such information. Con¬ 
gress should be asked to get complete 
figures on all aliensdiere under visitors' 
visas, and steps should be taken to 
deport all refugees who have over¬ 
stayed their time limit or have taken

GANDHI SAYS INDIA SHOULD 

REFUSE ANY REPARATIONS 


All the world leaders might do well 
to ponder the reasoning of Mahatma 
Gandhi and follow the Christian ex¬ 
ample he is setting. 

Gandhi, in his weekly paper Hari- 
han, opposes India’s accepting any part 
of- “reparation booty” from Germany 
on the moral grounds that India is “free 
of blood guilt in the war.” 

It is argued that reparation cannot 
be accepted without assuming some of 
the- “blood guilt” of the war, and Gan¬ 
dhi’s paper says: 

“If India, stands for freedom of all 
suppressed nations — Germany being 
one such today — our national gov¬ 
ernment should protest against such 
loot, and ban such tainted property.” 

From this and other indications, the 
deduction is being made that the Gov¬ 
ernment of India, inspired by Mahatma 
Gandhi and Pandit Nehru, may try to 
launch an entirely new concept of the 
basis for world peace.

PREFACE

This work describes the fate of the 
Christian Church and Faith in Estonia 
during the bitter and dark year when 
the country was occupied by the Soviet,

years 1 940-4 1 . It must he remembered 
that Estonia is again a Soviet-dominat- ^ 
ed country since the close of the second ' 
World War when Mr. Churchill’s and 
Mr. Roosevelt’s promises to small na¬ 
tions in the fake Atlantic Charter were 
forgotten.) The reader will no doubt 
admit that there is no exaggeration in 
talking about the martyrdom of the 
Estonian Church during that year. I 
want to point out that there are n<5 ex- 
aggerations in this work with a purpose 
of propaganda or otherwise.

OF PASSING OUT QUIETLY OR

Lenin, who is so venerated by com¬ 
munists that his mummy is enclosed in 
an expensive coffin and rests in Red- 
Square in Moscow where his “faithful” 
may worship, on Page 5 of his book, 
RELIGION, says: 'Atheism is an in- 
tegtal part of Marxism. Consequently, 
a class-conscious Marxist Party must 
carry on propaganda in favor of ath¬ 
eism. M On page 14 of the same book, 
he writes: “We must combat religion 
— this is the A. D.C. of all materialism, 
and consequently of Marxism. Hence, 
down with religion! Long live atheism! 
The dissemination of atheist views is 
our CHIEF task." 

The Congressional Record, Vol. 77, 
pp. 1539-1540, al$b quotes Lenin, the 
‘Apostle Paul* of Communism, with 
the following: “Religion must be abol¬ 
ished. The best country is a godless 
country. If religion witl pass out quiet¬ 
ly our attitude will be one of benevolent 
tolerance. But'if it resists, we will 
hasten its exit by violence proportion¬ 
ate to its resistance.”* 


undue advantage of our hospitality by 
interfering with our internal affairs. 

In this latter group would come such 
persons as have given moral or finan¬ 
cial support to organizations designed 
to keep out undesirables. A person 
wishing to immigrate to the United 
States could apply to the U. S. Consul 
in his native country and, after a com¬ 
plete investigation, the consul would 
issue a visa only when the applicant 
I met our requirements. 

Under the dodge known as “pre¬ 
examination”, aliens may enter the 
United States under a visitor's visa, 
then go to a neighboring country — 
such as Canada — and there apply to 
the U. S. Consul for a visa. Through 
this means, many aliens who undoubt¬ 
edly could never have gotten past our 
consul in their own native land, have 
obtained citizenship in the United 
States. Congress should give immedi¬ 
ate attention to this practice and bring 
it to an early end. 

The “seventh proviso” (Sec. 3, Act 
of Feb. 5, 1917) confers upon the 
Attorney General the discretionary 
authority to admit, regardless of any 
grounds for exclusion, any alien “re¬ 
turning after a temporary absence to an 
unrelinguished domicile of seven con¬ 
secutive years in the United States.” 

The Board of Immigration Appeals 
of the Department of Justice holds that 
“Domicile” in this connection does not 
Have to be predicated upon lawful 
entry. It is understood that over two 
thousand aliens with criminal records, 
who could not have obtained immigra¬ 
tion visas through the proper channels, 
have been permitted to enter the Un¬ 
ited States through the prevailing in¬ 
terpretation of this seventh proviso.

After the puppet parliament, that 
emerged from farcical “elections," 
staged with complete disregard of the 
law under the pressure of the Russian 
Red Army’s bayonets, had proclaimed 
Estonia a soviet republic and asked the 
Soviet Russian Supreme Council to 
consent to its entry into the Soviet 
Union, which demand was immediately 
agreed to, the anti-religious policy of 
the government became still further 
strengthened'. All churches and relig¬ 
ious communities lost at a stroke all 
their property without compensation. 
This act of robbery, ‘by the new au¬ 
thorities euphemistically called “nation¬ 
alization,” was enforced in October, 
1940. Not only houses, farm lands and 
other real estates, destined to maintain 
parsons and other officers of the 
Church, but also all funds, bonds and 
banking accounts, vehicles (e.g. motor¬ 
cars), old-age homes with their house¬ 
hold establishments, and in some cases 
even churchyards were expropriated. 
At the same time the Church lost the 
status and the rights of a corporate 
body. “The church loses the support 
of the state and all privileges which it 
enjoyed under the government of Mr. 
Pats," writes the “Kommunist" on 
August 9th. “All property of the chur¬ 
ches is declared the property of the 
people, all religious communities afe 
converted into private companies and,

GAGED IN ESPIONAGE FOR 
COMMUNISTS : t 


The following is taken from a report 
of the Committee on Socialism and 
Communism of the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce of the United States, entitled 
“Communists Within the Government" 
released January, 1947: 

SIGNIFICANCE OF CQMMUNIST 
PARTY MEMBERSHIP 
The presence of Communists in gov¬ 
ernment has deep significance. At var¬ 
ious times in the history of the Com¬ 
munist Party, USA, it has openly dis¬ 
closed what is implied in party mem¬ 
bership. In 1935 in New York City, 
two thousand new Communists took 
the following pledge: 

I pledge myself to rally the masses 
to defend the Soviet Union, the land 
of victorious Socialism. I pledge 
myself to remain at all times a vig¬ 
ilant and firm defender of the Len¬ 
inist line of the Party, the only line 
that insures the triumph of Soviet 
Power in the United States. 

Each Communist Party application car¬ 
ried the following declaration: 

The undersigned declares his ad¬ 
herence to the program and statutes 
of the C.L (Communist Internation¬ 
al) and the Communist Party of the 
U.S.A. and agrees to submit to the 
discipline of the Party and to engage 
actively in its work. 

Such pledges are not openly publi¬ 
cized during the present period but 
they are implicit in the teachings of 
Lenin and Stalin, to which the Com¬ 
munist Party, USA, fully subscribes 
at the present time. 

Discussing the relations between the 
Communist Party, its front organiza-

tions and the Soviet Military Intelli¬ 
gence, the Soviet Secret Police (or 
OGPU), General Walter Krivitsky, 
former member of the Soviet Intelli¬ 
gence Service, declared in his testimony 
before the Special Committee on Un- 
American Activities on October 11, 
1939, that such people: 

Are recruited for the OGPU from the 
Communist Party and from organiza¬ 
tions which are regarded as sympa¬ 
thetic with the Communist Party, and 
that often for a particular job U was 
more advantageous to use a person 
who was actually not a member of the 
party. 

ESPIONAGE AND SEDITION 
. Americans do not normally think in 
terms of espionage and sedition. We 
reserve such ‘'cloak and dagger” ma¬ 
terial for war time, or for mystery stor¬ 
ies centering in the turbulent Balkan 
region. We would consider even occa¬ 
sional peaceful espionage as fantastic. 
Certainly we are not prepared for mass 
espionage, motivated not by thoughts 
of revenge or monetary gain, but mere¬ 
ly by fanatical devotion to the inter¬ 
ests of the Soviet Union. Yet the June 
27, 1946, Report of the Canadian 
Royal Commission describes a startling 
pattern which is not confined to Can¬ 
ada: 

Perhaps the most startling single 
aspect of the entire Fifth Column 
network is the uncanny success with 
which the Soviet agents were able to 
find Canadians who were willing to 
betray their country and to supply 
to agents of a foreign power secret 
information to which they had access 
in the course of their work, despite 
oaths of allegiance, of office, and of 
secrecy which they had taken. 

An application of this idea to Am- 
eric.in conditions was made by Major 
General William J. Donovan, former 
Chief of the Office of Strategic Serv¬ 
ices. As late as March, 1945, General 
Donovan defended the employment in 
OSS of such well-known Communists 
as Irving Goff, Jrving Fajans, Milton 
Wolff, and Vincent Lossowski. A num¬ 
ber of pro-Communists in the OSS 
were subsequently blanketed into stra¬ 
tegic intelligence posts in the State 
Department. Granting the General’s 
thesis that, “no foreign policy can be 
stronger than the information upon 
which it is based," it can be seen how 
considerations of wartime expediency 
have endangered our safety. 

In recommending the reorganization 
of our Intelligence system, he declared 


(LIFE Magazine, Sept. 30, 1946): 

The N.K.V.D., the U.S.S.R.’s se¬ 
cret service, operates everywhere 
and in a highly distinctive manner. 

. . . N.K.V.D. depends character¬ 
istically on sheer mass. It has thous¬ 
ands of operators scattered through¬ 
out the world in countries friendly 
and not so friendly. It draws in¬ 
formation from a vast number of 
sources — trained secret agents, 
agents provateurs, fellow travelers, 
Communists, as well as the custom¬ 
ary diplomatic channels. 

This statement is significant, since 
it reflects disillusionment with Com¬ 
munist professions of loyalty. 


PEDIGREE OF HAMILTON FISH

lose the rights of corporate bodies.” 
Especially high tariffs were applied to 
all clergymen and their families for 
school fees, electric current, rents, etc. 
(sec particulars further on). Parallel 
to this -the all powerful state authori¬ 
ties organized the “League of Anti- 
Relgiious Fighters” and started a sys¬ 
tematic anti-religious campaign, using 
to this end schools, special courses, 
radio, theatre,' cinema, books, maga¬ 
zines, newspapers and other devices 
and means. 

AIM — ANNIHILATION OF 
RELIGION 

It was not tried to make any secret 
of the aim to be attained by this policy. 
The aim was — annihilation of the" 
Church and extirpation of religious 
feelings and convictions from the minds 
of the people as soon as possible. This 
was clearly stated on October 9th in 
the daily “Kommunist,” which accord¬ 
ing to its headline is the official organ 
of the Communist party and of the 
highest state authority of the Estonian 
Soviet Republic, the “Supreme Coun¬ 
cil.” The paper states: 

“Religion is a reactionary social fac¬ 
tor. During hundreds of years religion 
has served the purposes of exploiters 
and defended the capitalist society 
based on class divisions. It will defend 
this society in future too. Religion is 
an obstacle on the way of the working 
people, preventing it from becoming 
masters of their destinies. The coni- 
munist party fights against every kind 
of religion. Making use of the freedom 
of anti-religious propaganda, we must 
develop an all-embracing scientific 
anti-religious propaganda.” A great 
number of similar statements could be 
quoted from Estonian papers published 
under the Soviet rule. It will do, how¬ 
ever, to add but the following 1 tirade 
out of the leading article of the official 
paper “Rahva Haal" of the 7th oF 
March, 1941, bearing the headline: 
“Anti-religious propaganda is to be 
conducted with knowledge and dex¬ 
terity”. 

SOVIET-SPONSORED ATHEISM! 

“All religions are hostile to commun¬ 
ism. Religion is the adversary of every 
kind of progress and science.’ Religion 
will not by itself vanish from human 
consciousness. On the contrary, to 
overcome religion, patient and hard 
educational work must be carried out 
among the masses. It will take *a long 
time to liquidate it from the human 
minds. It is our duty to explain system¬ 
atically every day the perniciousness of 
religion and to help the working people 
to get rid of the fetters of religious 



ideas. It is necessary to create all over 
the country an all-embracing: net of 
the League of Anti Religious 1 Fighters. 
The communist, party, trade unions and 
organizations of communist youth must 
in every way assist the League of Anti- 
Religious Fighters,” 

The entire fight against religion and 
Church in Estonia was the work of'the 
Soviet government and the commun¬ 
ist party, which was but an instrument 
in the hands of the all-powerful gov¬ 
ernment for enforcing its decisions. It 
is completely out of the question that 
anti-religious propaganda and the or- 
ganizations'conducting the fight against 
religion were started on spontaneous 
initiative of anti-rcligiously minded pri¬ 
vate persons or that private initiative 
was the supporter of this activity. 
There can be no private initiative what¬ 
soever in the Soviet Union, where ev¬ 
ery social activity is completely and 
uniformly regulated. Everything in 
that state is initiated and directed by 
the totalitarian state itself. The whole 
anti-religious activity under Soviet rule 
was created on the initiative and by 
the orders of the government and was 
supported by state funds. It had to be 
forced upon the people against their 
will, and its results were for the most 
part opposite to what was desired, for 
the people’s attitude towards it was 
outspokenly negative and hostile. Anti- 
religions propagandists were trained at 
special courses by public authorities. 
Thus, in the above quoted leading ar¬ 
ticle of the “Rahva Haal” of the 7th 
of March, 1941, it is stated that courses 
for anti-religious propagandists, which 
started their activities on the 6th of 
March in Tallinn, “were organized by 
the section for political education of 
the people’s Commissariat of Educa¬ 
tion.” “Teaching in international and 
anti-religious spirit,” was officially pre¬ 
scribed even for Kindergartens, which 
were intended for children between 3 
and 7 years old. (See the General Reg¬ 
ulations Regarding the Kindergartens, 
published by the Estonian Soviet Gov¬ 
ernment on the 7th of March, 1941). 

Christian education and religious 
teaching, on the other hand, were not 
only abolished in all schools, but also 
forbidden outside the schools. ‘‘It is 
natural that since religious teaching is 
forbidden in schools, religious activity 
among children and youths outside the 
schools, too, is forbidden,” writes the 
“Kommunist” on the 4th of September 
1940. “Confirmation classes are to be 
stopped as well as Sunday Schools and 
church choirs of children and all other 
devices of God’s servants for obscuring 
the minds of children-at houses of pray¬ 
er and at bible-lessons in homes.” Re¬ 
ligious teaching of children became a 
crime punishable in virtue of the Crim¬ 


inal Code of the Soviet Union (sec. 
122 ). Even christening of children 
became a crime (sec. 123 of the same 
Code). 

RELIGIOUS LITERATURE 
FORBIDDEN 

Religious literature, too, was forbid¬ 
den. This was announced in newspap¬ 
ers under headlines such as: “Literature 
of low quality is being done away 
with.” An order issued by the Chief for 
Interior Security on the 22nd of Aug¬ 
ust, prescribed among other things that 
“all kinds of religious literature aim¬ 
ing through the religious feelings of the 
people at political ends hostile to the 
people has to be confiscated from all 
book shops, publishers and libraries. 
(“Rah'va Haal”, the 23rd of August, 
1940). 

The official review the “Soviet Cul¬ 
ture,” in its first issue for 1940 justi¬ 
fied this policy by the following* argu¬ 
ments: “It is obvious that socialism 
and leligion have nothing in common, 
since they are two things quite oppo¬ 
site to each other. Religion obscures 
the minds and dupes the people. It 
cannot be tolerated in the country of 
the proletarian dictatorship that anti¬ 
socialist, reactionary and ignorant ideas! 
are allowed to spread freely. The 
Soviet state which protects the inter¬ 
ests of the people, does not permit free 
propaganda of religious ideas, since 
this intoxicates the workers’ conscious¬ 
ness.” 

RED CONSTITUTION 

GIVES FALSE FREEDOM 

Religiously-minded people who were 
from day to day reading such utter¬ 
ances and seeing such attitude of the 
Soviet state towards religion and the 
Church, quite naturally wondered how 
all this agreed with freedom of con¬ 
science, which is solemnly guaranteed 
to Soviet citizens in the Constitution of 
“the Estonian Soviet Republic” as well 
as in that of the Soviet Union. Very 
soon they had' to experience that in 
Soviet Russia it is with “the freedom 
of conscience” as it is with all other 
rights and freedoms proclaimed in the 
Constitution such as freedom of speech, 
etc. In actual life not even the least 
sign of these nice things is to be seen. 
They exist only on paper — in the 
Soviet Constitution, in which they have 
been taken up exclusively for reasons 
of propaganda to dupe the culturally 
behindhand and primitvely minded 
Russians, as well as foreigners with in¬ 
sufficient knowledge of Russian con¬ 
ditions, suggesting the false idea that 
Soviet,’ too, is a democratic state with 
democratic rights and freedoms. In 
order to facilitate this fraud words are 
often given quite unusual meanings. 
This trick is also played with the no¬ 
tion of “freedom of conscience.” How 


to interpret this notion, employed in 
the new Soviet Constitution, was au¬ 
thoritatively explained in the leading 
review of the Russian Communist party 
“Pod Suamenem Marxisma.” in Feb¬ 
ruary 1937, a few months after this 
constitution had been put into effect. 
It can be summed up as follows: 

Only in the Soviet Union freedom 
of conscience can be realized effectively 
since capitalist countries are under the 
sway of religion, the functions of which 
is to dull, mislead and put out of use 
the brains of people. Religious asso¬ 
ciations must lose all their influence 
in public life of the Soviet Union, they 
may be tolerated only somewhere on 
the backstairs and gradually they must 
die out. 

During (he Soviet occupation this 
official interpretation was nearly word 
by word repeated in the Estonian news¬ 
papers. So we read in the above quoted 
article of the “Kommunist” of the 
9th of October: “In social conditions 
based on exploitation real freedom of 
conscience cannot be realized, since 
in such conditions religion is deeply 
rooted in economic life. In capitalist 
countries working people cannot pos¬ 
sess any freedom of speech, press and 
conscience. Lenin writes about this: 
“Freedom of conscience in a bourgeois 
democracy is freedom used by the cap¬ 
italist to buy or bribe whole clerical or¬ 
ganizations for intoxicating masses 
with the opium of religion.” 

According to this official interpre¬ 
tation freedom of conscience conse¬ 
quently means and requires fight 
against religion by the all-powerful to¬ 
talitarian state with the aim of annihi¬ 
lating it, and to attain this aim, relig¬ 
ious associations must be oppressed in 
every way and must barely be toler¬ 
ated somewhere on the backstairs of 
national life, so that they soon will 
gradually die out. It would be super¬ 
fluous to explain that such a meaning 
of the freedom of conscience is ^di¬ 
ametrically opposed to the usual mean¬ 
ing of this word. What logic*there still 
remains to speak about freedom of 
conscience and what reasonable sense 
it still can have to guarantee»it as a 
civil right in the Constitution, if people 
already are “liberated from the fet¬ 
ters of religious ideas” and consequent¬ 
ly no more religion exists at all, to this 
question the official interpreters of the 
Soviet Constitution give no answer 
whatever, although it inevitably will 
be spontaneously asked by every per¬ 
son who has the habit of respecting 
elementary rules of logic yi his reas¬ 
oning.

" If the Communists and their dupes 
succeed in placing David Eli Lilienthal 
where he can — and we believe he will 
—turn the atomic bomb over to Rus¬ 
sia, it is estimated by realists that Stalin 
will kill at least twenty five million 
Americans the first twenty-four hours 
after he opens war on us.

in the hands of her greatest and most 
powerful enemy the one weapon with 
which that enemy could, and almost 
certainly would, bring about the de¬ 
struction of America? 

The answer undoubtedly lies in the 
elaborate, far-reaching and diabolical 
plotting that Soviet Russia has conduct¬ 
ed in this country for many years. By 
Stalin’s agreement with Roosevelt in 
1933, the carrying on of any propa¬ 
ganda by Russia on our soil is a breach 
of a solemn treaty pledge. And yet, 
there appear to be Americans who at 
this very moment are aiming, by secur¬ 
ing the approval of the Atomic Eenergy 
Commission members by the Senate, 
to accomplish a result that would pres¬ 
ently result in selling out their country. 

At this time it is not necessary to 
question the good intentions and the 
sincerity of the men seeking to bring 
this betrayal about. But those Cana¬ 
dian citizens who betrayed their coun¬ 
try felt that they, too, were acting for 
the common good of the world by 
turning over vital information to So¬ 
viet Russia. 

We recognize the horrible efficiency 
of this Soviet propaganda. How could 
propaganda accomplish more than by 
causing one to betray his country? 
Men are shot for less than that in war¬ 
time. But Soviet Russia has really been 
at war with us all the time — and is at 
war with us today. 

The Communists 5 name for non- 
Communists who are somehow fooled 
and lured into serving Communism is 
innocents. All these people — Ache- 
son, Lilienthal and the other members 
of the Commission — are certainly 
‘‘innocents,” T3ut of what group or 
alien country are they the dupes? 

In view of the wide publicity given 
for many years to Communism, “fel¬ 
low travelers,” “innocents” and all the 
rest, can it now be said that any intel¬ 
ligent man is to be excused for conduct 
that betrays his country — on the 
ground that he is an innocent? It is 
a maxim of law that ignorance of law 
excuses no one. Can it be, at this late 
date, that ignorance about Commun¬ 
ism excuses anyone — least of all Am¬ 
erican officials or candidates for high 
official position that will have power¬ 
ful opportunities to deal with Soviet 
Russia ?

Coming to the men Mr. Truman 
named to this Commission (and even 
SecYetary Byrnes was not informed 
who they would be till the day they 
were announced — though his Under 
Secretary, Dean Acheson, clearly set 


the whole thing up), let us note that 
Lilienthal, Chairman of the Commis¬ 
sion, was described by the New Re¬ 
public as a “perfect” choice. Mr. Lil¬ 
ienthal has had a long leftist record, 
not the most striking part of which 
was the fact he acted as sponsor arul 
speaker for the Southern Conference 
for Human Welfare, known as a Com¬ 
munist front. His daughter, Nancy, a' 
federal employee, is a member of a 
Communist-dominated union; and in 
December, 1946, she led a successful 
fight in her local CIO union against a 
resolution condemning Communism. 

Mr. Lilienthal, appearing February 4 
before the Congressional Atomic Com¬ 
mittee, undertook to answer what The 
New York Times called “the charge of! 
Senator McKellar of Tennessee that he 
has Communistic'leanings.” His state -1 
ment was unconvincing, even though 
the Times sobbed about it with emo¬ 
tion. No one has charged Lilienthal 
with being a Communist. The Charge 
is that he has traveled with Commun¬ 
ists on many occasions — that he has 
long been in sympathy with ideas and 
ideologies that add up to Commun¬ 
ism. No one criticizes him because his 
parents were born in Czecho-Slovakia 
— some of our finest Americans were 
immigrants. But his Eastern European 
antecedents, taken in connection with 
his life long leftist views, help to ex¬ 
plain them. 

Mr. Lilienthal certainly is no scien¬ 
tist. In the political^ vernacular he is 
one of the Frankfurter Hot-Dogs. No 
one who has ever read his book Dem¬ 
ocracy on the March, could vote for his 
confirmation as Chairman of this Com¬ 
mission. 

If Mr. Lilienthal had wished to deny 
his leftist sympathies, he could have 
made his denial perfectly clear. Ob¬ 
viously he-did not wish to'deny them. 
He could not; the record is too clear. 

Instead, therefore, he talked vague¬ 
ly and at length about “democracy.” 
The Reds declare that their Commun¬ 
ism is “Twentieth Century Democ¬ 
racy,” To anyone versed in the lingo 
'of Leftists it is clear, from what Lilien¬ 
thal tolcLthe Committee, that he was 
evading the charges really brought 
against him. Russia’s fierce propagan¬ 
da in this country has so confused the 
minds of many good Americans that 
they really do not know the difference 
between their own consitutional Re¬ 
public and the thing called the USSR. 
We are confident Mr. Lilienthal does, 
not. 

The fact is, of course, that the Un¬ 
ited States is not a democracy and was 
never intended to be one, but a Repub¬ 
lic. Consult the Constitution if you 
doubt this. When anybody talks so 


volubly about “democracy,” and “mak¬ 
ing democracy work,” he is either be¬ 
fuddled himself, or consciously or un¬ 
consciously he is hiding something'. 

In either case he is unfit to serve the 
Republic in a vital spot where relations 
with Russia and Eastern Europe are 
concerned. 

Mr. William Wesley Waymack, an¬ 
other nominee to the Commission, and 
editor of the Des Moines Register and 
Tribune, has long appeared particular¬ 
ly innocent in regard to Soviet Russian 
matters. Fie is a journalist; was on the 
William Allen White “Committee to 
Defend America by Aiding the Allies”; 
was a member of the left-wing group 
known as the Loyal Americans of Ger¬ 
man Descent, a name implying that 
those of German descent who did not 
belong were not loyal to America. He 
is a. member of the Russian War Relief 
Committee; is on the International 
Board of the Free World Association; 
the Boards of Directors of the Council 
for Democracy and the Twentieth Cen¬ 
tury Fund, and also the board of Free¬ 
dom House, one of the numerous New 
York City left-wing outfits. 

Of Dr. Robert Fox Bacher the New 
Republic praised God for the “integrity 
of his social philosophy.” That by it¬ 
self should put any Congressman on 
notice. Dr. Bacher is an able scientist, 
formerly professor at Cornell. His 
specialty appears to be nuclear physics, 
so his knowledge of the field involved 
is undoubtedly great. But scientists are 
proverbial internationalists. They 
should be among the experts hired by 
such a commission — not among its 
members; for, without knowing what 
they did, they would be inclined to 
vote with the scientists of other coun¬ 
tries including Soviet Russia, rather 
than with an eye to American interests. 
And who would look out for America 
if this committee did not? 

Mr. Sumner Tucker Pike once de¬ 
scribed himself as “a Leftist as Repub¬ 
licans go.” He was with the S.E.C., 
T.N.E.C. and O.P.A. 

The one rather more conservative 
member of the Commission, Rear Ad¬ 
miral Lewis Lichenstein Strauss, was 
formerly a partner of the Wall Street 
banking firm of Kuhn, Loeb & Com-- 
pany. He is able and of high character. 
But his international banking connec¬ 
tions, not to mention his membership 
on the board of the National Refugee 
Service, which has long engaged in the 
work of bringing Refugees to this coun¬ 
try, unfit him for the Atomic Energy 
Commission.

Some Comments on the Wagner-Mur- 
ray-1 Jiiigell Bill for Socialized Medicine 


Dr. Carl H. Gallenthein of Valmora, 
New Mexico, lias stated that he can see 
little difference between the public 
health system as applied in Russia, and 
the system proposed for the United 
States in the Wagner-Murray-Dingell 
Bill. As he interpreted the detailed ad¬ 
ministrative provisions of this bill 
(S. 1606), Dr. Geilenthien said: 

“That is precisely the plan now pro¬ 
posed for the United States.- As in 
Russia, today, there would be admin¬ 
istrative zones and districts, each un¬ 
der the general supervision of some 
federally-appointed or federally-ap¬ 
proved, regional supervisor. Patients, 
wouhl -be Certified for this treatm^wj 
■ >i that, according to the findings oP 
some local administrative bureaucrat, 
who may or may not be a doctor. Note 
that under the Russian plan, as it has 
unfolded, the district inspections and 
certifications are made, not by the 
public health organizations, but by ‘the 
Social Insurance Committees of the 
trade unions'. 

“In my view, we need look no fur¬ 
ther for evidence that this legislation 
embodies proposals which find no roots 
in the soil of free America. 

“The system here proposed is alien 
to the deepest instincts of the American 
people. 

“The program did not originate in 
America but in Communist Russia. It 
was imported in full growth and devel¬ 
opment, not by the men and women of 
the medical profession who have built 
up in this country the finest system of 
medical care ever known anywhere in 
the world, but by a small group within 
the government who seek to impose 
a foreign ideology on our American 
traditions. 

“Communist medicine is hot for free 
America. America leads the world in 
the quality and availability of medical 
care for all the people, not because 
bureaucrats and trade union commit¬ 
tees swarm our hospitals daily with 
their forms, inspections and certifica¬ 
tions, but because American medicine 
alwa\s has been guided and stimulated 
l\v the sacred inspirations of liberty, 
freedom and enterprise. 

“V\e must not — we dare not — 
risk the loss of those inspirations and 
ideals for a capricious experiment in 
state medicine.”

A Jewish friend in another city writes me of his dis¬ 
pleasure because of what he terms my ‘rabid anti-sem- 
itism.' The following is verbatim copy of my reply 
(omitting name and address) dated Jan. 18, 1947: 

“My dear Mr. B . . • 

Replying to your welcome letter of the 14th: no, I 
have not ‘changed' particularly: my FIRST LOVE, as 
always, is for America. However, I have acquired a 
great deal more information and truth about our na¬ 
tional and international situation during the past two 
years, due to studying any, and ALL sides of the matter. 
I have read much of YOUR literature as well as a great 
deal of Communist stuff, and Negro ‘progressive' 
papers, and I think I can truthfully say that I now 
konw the score. 

My liking for you, . . . et al., remains the same. I 
do not place you or other of my Jewish friends in the 
category which I have criticized in my booklets, unless 
you choose to identify yourself with those groups or 
activities which, in my opinion, work directly or indirect¬ 
ly against the best interests of America. I have so 
stated in more than one of my booklets (see marked 
Paragraph page 22 of enclosed JUDAIC-COMMUNISM 
etc). 

YOU are no more “amazed, disappointed, and 
shocked” at my attitude than I have been by the state¬ 
ments and attitudes of YOUR people, especially your 
HIGHEST LEADERS AND WRITERS, who have em¬ 
braced Communism-Bolshevism—all of which is com¬ 
pletely documented OUT OF THEIR OWN MOUTHS, 
in this booklet and others. Recently, Judge John P. 
Barnes, of Chicago, had this to say in one of the num¬ 
erous slander suits against John Roy Carlson: 

“If persons arc Jews and are COMMUNISTS, 

they will have to carry that burden and it will not 

benefit them or their religion to set up a taboo 

against mentioning that fact.” 

This IS the burden of which I accuse organized Zion¬ 
ist Jewry. Can you refute the evidence as documented 
in my booklet ? I am not going by hearsay, but by docu¬ 
mented evidence: by my own experience, and that of 
some of my persecuted friends. 

I am always willing to listen to TRUTH from ANY 
side. I have read too much bitter, venomous, anti- 
Christian, pro-Communist propaganda BY Jews, in their 
own publications, to be easily swayed now by the cry 
of ‘anti-Semitism 1 . WHY should not Jews be able to 
TAKE criticism, since they themselves are so adept 
at dishing it out? Why do they adopt the very ‘holier 
than thou’ attitude, and never admit to common human 
failings, such as we all have ? After much study of the 
subject, I have been forced to the conclusion that organ- 














ized Jewry and their leaders (not necessarily the rank 
and file of Jews, who are probably no better Informed 
concerning their leaders’ activities and plans '(inn the 
average non-Jew citizen is. concerning nation*! poli¬ 
tics) work almost exclusively for their own particular 
interests, and against the best interests of Christian 
America. Why do not you and other loyal American 
Jews denounce these unAmerican objectives and actions 
of your cohorts? Failing to do so, automatically leaves 
you open to question. Why do ALL Jews take it as an 
offense to themselves when anyone criticises, justly, the 
actions of SOME of them? I will as readily denounce 
those non-Jews in our country, or in our government, 
if I think they are wrong, as I will Jews. I think Jews 
should be American citizens and should love THIS 
country FIRST: not Russia, Palestine, a Jewish national 
state, or some other place. They should work for the 
best interests of the people AS A WHOLE in THIS 
country: not devote their most zealous concern as well 
as MILLIONS of American money to foreigners. If 
AMERICANS do not work for America, WHO is going 
to do so? 

Mr. Henry H. Klein, Jewish attorney and writer, of 
New York, is my idea of an honest, courageous Ameri¬ 
can Jew: but because he spoke TRUTH and was an 
American FIRST and a Jew second, he has been 
hounded, persecuted, attempts made on his life, re¬ 
nounced by his own people. Do YOU endorse that sort 
of action? Your own Jewish writers say in their books 
that it is the policy of your people to have declared 
INSANE anyone who criticises or opposes them. I 
personally have received threatening insulting letters: 

I personally have been smeared by Communist stooge, 
L. M. Birkhead; pages have been devoted to me in The 
Plotters, by Birkhead’s paid character-assassin and spy, 
foreign-born Jew, Arthur Derounian (John Roy Carl¬ 
son). These people attempt to ruin my character and 
reputation: to impugn my patriotism, etc. What am I 
supposed to do? Take it? Well, not if you know me. 

I could sue John Roy Carlson to a fare-ye-well if I 
so desire: in fact, I told his attorney in court this morn¬ 
ing that I most certainly would do so if this convicted 
spy-slanderer doesn’t keep his mouth shut about me. 
This morning, Carlson’s attorney argued his motion be¬ 
fore the Judge, for a new trial, to set aside the verdict of 
$10,000.00 which Mr. Jeremiah Stokes (Salt Lake at¬ 
torney) was awarded, for slander. Motion for new trial 
was denied. So now Carlson will either have to take his 
case to a higher court, or pay up. -- 

Winchell continuously ballyhoos Under Cover as well 
as The Plotters, in which he lumps ALL OF US WHOM 
CARLSON NAMES, as “no-goods," etc. You can read 
my answer to both him and Carlson in enclosed booklet. 
Winchell is trying to play both sides against the middle, 
and will one day wind up in the middle himself. HE 
NO MORE EXPOSES COMMUNISM IN THE UNITED 
STATES THAN CARLSON DID IN THE PLOTTERS. 

You will also read in JUDAIC-COMMUNISM how 
my mail has been interfered with. I am not going to 
take THAT lying down either. 

Will you please tell me why Anti-Semitism is any 
more heinous in a Christian nation than is Anti-Gentil- 
ism, or Anti-Christianity—as practised by your people? 

I would really like to know. In the Communist ‘People’s 
Daily World’ of the West Coast, dated Dec. 27th, 1946, 
Eugene Dennis, General Secretary of the Communist 
subversive party in the United States, sets forth “Com¬ 
munist’s 1947 Program.’’

Again i ask you, why do you accuse me of being a 
rabid anti-semite, in view of these actions of your 
people, and in view of the fact that I quote virulent con¬ 
demnation of Christian Americans taken direct from the 
mouths of your own people, such as Morris A. Levy, 
Rabbi Theodore N. Lewis, Samuel Sillen (whose maga¬ 
zine openly admits it is MARXIST), Dr. Manfred Reifer, 
Samuel Roth, Dr. Stephen Wise, John Roy Carlson, as 
well as others who have openly endorsed and embraced 
COMMUNISM (the deadliest foe of America), de¬ 
nounced Christianity, as per Lenin, Stalin and Wm. Z. 
Foster; and whose organizations and papers work for 
repressive, unconstitutional laws? 

I decline to be deprived of my rights as a FREE 
AMERICAN by Communists, Jews, or any OTHER 
group. YOUR OWN PEOPLE ARE STIRRING UP 
ANTAGONISM, ANIMOSITY, ILL-WILL AGAINST 
THEMSELVES by trying to force such federal and 
state laws (backed by Communists) down our throats. 
No AMERICAN worth his salt is going to stand for 
them. The result will be reaction against yourselves. 
Do you not agree with me? How can it be otherwise? 

I think when Jewish people are upright and noble, 
they are very fine: but so long as they refuse to stand 
up and be counted as INDIVIDUAL COURAGEOUS 
AMERICANS, but always condone Jewish group action, 
and anything and everything that any Jew does, 
whether right or wrong, then, as above quoted, ‘THEY 
HAVE TO CARRY THAT BURDEN.’ You always had 
my respect and liking, Mr. B . . .: but that does not 
mean that I have to like and respect such reprehensible 
characters as John Roy Carlson, or Morris A. Levy, 
author of ABOLISH CHRISTIANITY, or Samuel B. 
Gach, editor of Jewish Voice, et al. A man only earns 
my respect by BEING a man, and an AMERICAN: or, 
if he is going to be an enemy, let him FIGHT OUT IN 
THE OPEN, as I do, boldly, standing on his own feet, 
not skulking under aliases and behind all sorts of un- 
American organizations. I would gladly remain friends 
with those Jews who are big enough and broad enough 
to understand MY viewpoint: I would as readily champ¬ 
ion the cause of an individual Jew who I thought was re¬ 
ceiving INjustice, as I would anyone else. However, 
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tion and abuse of Christian-Americans, then I will 
gladly cease my own writing on this question: which 
is not-*f> my liking, and which I have only undertaken 
because of INJUSTICE PERPETUATED BY YOUR 
PEOPLE, in contravention of the ideals and principles 
of Americanism. I cannot stand idly by and see the 
principles and ideals of Christian-Americanism _ de¬ 
stroyed. Our country, as you surely must know, is in 
great danger, from within and from without:_any loyal 
American who does not now speak up for his country 
is a coward and a traitor. 

You are right in saying that Christ taught men to 
love one another: he also taught them to STAND t OR 
WHAT IS TRUE AND RIGHT: FOR THE RIGHTS 
AND THE DIGNITY AND FREEDOM OF THE IN¬ 
DIVIDUAL. No one ever denounced evil more scathing¬ 
ly than did Christ. As shown by the EVIDENCE in my 
booklet, do you believe that YOUR people are practising 
this LOVE of which you speak, toward MY people? As 
a Christian-American, I cannot do otherwise than up¬ 
hold Christianity. 

In spite of the fact that many of your writers un¬ 
truthfully accuse everyone of HATE and of being pro- 
Nazi etc. when they criticise unAmerican action on the 
part of Jews, the FACT remains that I DO NOT HATE 
JEWS, either individually or collectively; nor anyone 
else. One can oppose what they think is wrong, evil or 
unjust, without having hate or animosity in their heart. 
I think YOUR people should stop ‘preaching hate, bit¬ 
terness and strife' and making statements which are 
utterly untrue, if they wish to retain the friendship of 
the American people. 

Under separate cover, I am sending you copy of THE 
SEMITIC RACE, just received from my friend, Mr. 
Blessing. I know you will not agree with it: but at 
least it gives you a different viewpoint. 

I am very glad that you wrote me: I shall await your 
reply with interest, because I would really like to know 
how you justify the actions and statements of your own 
leaders. If I did not value your friendship and opinio?., 
I would not have gone to all this work, giving it pre¬ 
cedence over much other which awaits my attention.

Lorwin j 
was born near Kiev, Russia, and at 
times goes under his original name' 
of Louis Levine. He has an impress-, 
ive biography in the current Who's; 
Who in America. 

^ George H. Perkins, Executive Sec¬ 
retary of the American Anti-Com- 
nuinfst Association, said that the ev¬ 
idence upon which the charge against 
Lorwin is based has been filed with 
Representative Alvin E. O’Konski 
(Rep. Wisconsin) and other mem¬ 
bers of Congress “for appropriate 
action”. Rep. O’Konski is President 
of the American Anti-Communist 
Association. 

An investigator for the Associa¬ 
tion told newspaper men that, in his 
opinion, Lorwin is a “key figure in 
the pro-Communist movement in 
this country, perhaps as important 
as Gerhart Eisler”. Eisler, identified

First, the various independent unions 
are to be joined together under one 
heading, Communications Workers 
of America, which will hold a con¬ 
vention in Miami in June. The sec¬ 
ond step will be the entry of the 
Communications Workers of Am¬ 
erica into the C.I.O. 

To realize the seriousness of such 
a step, stop a moment and think of 
all the key industries which are con¬ 
trolled by C.I.O. Then, beside this 
vital information, place the fact that

COMMUNISTS MASSACRE OVER 
500 CHINESE CATHOLICS IN 
ONE OF MOST CRUEL ACTS 
EVER RECORDED, EYE WIT¬ 
NESSES RELATE. 

By FRANK YU, in the 
China Monthly, April, 1947 

It was a fine day in Chungli, a 
small town 30 miles northeast of 
Kalgan. The December weather was 
cold, about 20° below freezing, but 
"the whole town was bathed in bright 
sunshine. The Catholic Cathedral, a 
magnificent building standing in the 
center of Chungli contrasted sharply 
with the small, low, earthen huts lie- 
low it. Its bell rang serenely, and the 
Catholics, who made up 90 per cent 
of the entire population, were heed¬ 
ing its call to attend their usual morn¬ 
ing mass. All was calm and tranquil. 
There was no warning of any kind 
against the horrible massacre that 
was to break loose within only a 
few hours. 

At dusk three Communist bri¬ 
gades, numbering at least 6,000 and 
under the command of one Chen 
Tsung-kun, converged on the town 
which was ^defended by several hun¬ 
dred men 'of the local vigilance 
corps. The telephone line, the only 
means of communication with Kal¬ 
gan, was cut, thus isolating the 
whole area. 

The vigilance men were quickly 
rounded up and driven into the sem¬ 
inary, the only large building in the 
area. Outnumbered fifteen to one, 
they were easily overcome by the at¬ 
tackers, who constituted the main

February as a dangerous enemy 
alien. 

According to (he Association's in¬ 
vestigators, Lorwin has made fre¬ 
quent trips between the United States 
and Russia, the latest last summer, 
at Government expense in connec¬ 
tion with international trade agree¬ 
ments. Since his return he has been 
lecturing and writing. 

The investigators said that the 
theme of the lectures and writings is 
that “the Soviet Communist regime 
is the salvation of the Jewish peo¬ 
pled They asserted that Lorwin, 
since his return, has been "glowing” 
in his enthusiasm for the Soviet Wav 
of Life.

The Association cited an article 
written by Lorwin under the name 
of Louis Levine in (he November, 
1946, issue of Soviet Russia Today, 
the publication of the National Coun¬ 
cil of American-Soviet Friendship. 
This organization has been described 
by the House Un-American Activities 
Committee as a Communist front 
group. 

“Special concern for the Jewish 
people has characterized the Soviet 
Union since its birth in the 1917 
revolution”, Lorwin wrote, “Let us 
hope that the Soviet policy toward 
minorities will be a pattern for the 
United Nations. Reactionary ele¬ 
ments that are now carrying on an 
anti-Soviet campaign are the worst 
enemies of the Jewish people”. 

The investigators said (hey had 
obtained the testimony of a former 
close associate of ' Lorwin in the 
Commerce Department that Lorwin 
“was once a Lieutenant of the late 
Leon Trotsky 'and a big political 
figure”. 

The Association said that a book 
written by Lorwin on tradfe union 
problems was used as the standard 
text of Commonwealth College, 
Mena, Arkansas. The college, closed 
several years ago, has been described 
frequently in Congress as Commun¬ 
istic. 

Lorwin was listed in Who's Who 
as Louis Levine until the 1927 issue 
when he changed his name. His cur¬ 
rent biography slates that he was 
brought to the United States from 
Russia by his parents when he was 
4 years old and was educated in the 
New. York public schools and in 
Russia, Switzerland and France. He 
obtained a Doctor of Philosophy

degree from Columbia University 
in 1912. 

The biography shows that Lorwin 
taught Economics at Columbia, Wel¬ 
lesley College, University of Mon¬ 
tana and Beloit. 

Lorwin became an Economic Con¬ 
sultant to various Government agen¬ 
cies shortly before the war. Prior 
to his present Commerce Depart¬ 
ment job, Lorwin was an Economic 
Advisor to the Foreign Economic 
Administration, which handled Lend 
Lease, from 1943 until the end of 
the war. He is listed in the magazine 
Soviet Russia Today as National 
President of the Jewish Council for | 
Russian Relief and official of the 
World Jewish Congress and the Am¬ 
erican Jewish Congress.

force of the Communists in that dis¬ 
trict. Some guards retreated and 
made good their escape, but about 
2 00 were (rapped. The seminary 
was immediately put to the torch by 
the Communists. - 

Several of the doomed men climb¬ 
ed out through the windows, surviv¬ 
ing witnesses said, but they were 
tossed back into the burning build¬ 
ing. The other Catholic establish¬ 
ments were also set on fire, including 
the bishop’s residence. Ten of the 
34 inmates of the almshouse, all ov¬ 
er 60 years old, perished in the blaze. 

1 he attacking Communists were 
guided by the former magistrate, 
chief of police and other town offi¬ 
cials appointed by the Communists 
during their period of occupation, 
that is, from the Japanese surrender 
to last October, when Chungli was 
recovered by Government troops. 
All of them were natives of Chungli, 
and they were familiar with the lo¬ 
cale. During their “term of office”, 
they had found that the people were 
not too cooperative with the Com¬ 
munist administration. They had 
now come back to discipline the re¬ 
calcitrants. 

While the Cathedral and the other 
buildings used by the Catholics were 
burning, bands of Communist sol¬ 
diers under the direction of these 
former “officials” began rounding 
up those who, in their eyes, were 
"hostile” to Communism. These 
“hostile” elements included all who 
had taken refuge in Government- 
controlled areas during the Com¬ 
munist occupation and had refused 
to come back despite Communist 
propaganda. They were for the most 
part dependents of or relatives of 
the vigilance guard, landlords and 
myal Catholics, and they constituted 
almost the whole local population 
of 3,000. 

Half of the 3,000, fearing the 
worst, had fled to the nearby moun¬ 
tains. But those left were herded to¬ 
gether by. the invaders and some 
were tied in groups. The Commun¬ 
ists decided to teach these Catholics 
a convincing lesson. The spacious 
courtyard of the bishop's residence 
was chosen as the setting. So, on the 
night of December 9, 1946, with 
the huge blaze of the burning cathed¬ 
ral and the other buildings of the 
Catholics to light the scene, one of 
the bloodiest massacres in history 


l 






was enacted. 

These inhuman Communists and 
their agents made no distinction on 
the grounds of sex or age. They sub¬ 
jected all to their fiendish hate. Be¬ 
sides killing some in the usual wav, 
by means of rifle fire, the machine 
gun and the bayonet, they devised 
new ways of liquidating those who 
dared lo think other than they did. 
They strangled many; they stripped 
others to the skin and let them freeze 
to death in the December cold; they 
bashed in the heads of others with 
large pieces of rock, while they tied 
others to poles and beat them to 
death. 

They made some of the women 
suffer an even worse fate. They vio¬ 
lated them, then killed them. And 
having put them to death, they dese¬ 
crated the bodies of not a few of 
their victims. 

They skinned one child who was 
about 14 years old, from the scalp lo 
the breast. They chopped a young 
man’s body into pieces in the process 
of removing his heart. During this 
macabre scene, they forced those 
still alive to stand and watch their 
butchery until their turn came. A 
great many fainted while watching 
the dying agony of their friends and 
relatives. 

The toll of this wholesale siaugh-* 
ter, which lasted three days, was es¬ 
timated at about 500 civilians, in¬ 
cluding 15 old men, a few children, 
and a number of women. In addi¬ 
tion, 300 vigilance guards were

killed or burned to death. Another 
500 civilians and some hundred vig¬ 
ilance corps members were taken 
away by the Communists when they 
retreated on December 12. About 
200 of them were later killed, or 
allowed to freeze to death. 

When we correspondents arrived 
at this small town on December 30, 
18 days after the massacre, the 
whole remaining population of about 
2,000 gathered in the Catholic el¬ 
ementary school for girls to meet us. 
They still appeared panic stricken, 
and their faces were shadowed with 
sorrow. Every one of them was 
ready to fell about his hellish exper¬ 
ience. They looked as if they had 
just awakened from a terrible night¬ 
mare. 

Four bare walls and the main 
pillars were all that was left of the 
30-year-old Cathedral, with its bell 
still hanging ironically high up on 
the facade. The main hall, which ac¬ 
commodated more than 1 , 000 , was 
nothing but a heap of debris and

[ ashes. A few bullet holes were stil 
visible on the pillars. The Commit 
nists originally intended to blow ui 
the building with bombs, the villag 
ers told us. Somehow they did not 

To the left of the Cathedral wa 
the bishop’s residence. In the largi 
courtyard surrounding it, there stil 
lay some 250 corpses, all frozei 
hard. The bullet holes, bayonet cuts 
wounds, and various disfigurement* 
were evidence that the Communist 
had used a variety of means ii 
slaughtering their victims. 

In the middle of the yard then 
were several coffins. One of then 
was unusually large, inside it was : 
big heap of ashes, black and putrid 
That was what was left of the flesl 
and bones of those who were trap¬ 
ped in the burning Cathedral. Em 
no one knows exactly how man} 
perished in the once-sacred hall, and 
not all of the charred corpses were 
identified. 

On the backyard of the compound 
was another group of about 30 bod¬ 
ies. These were slain militiamen. 
Their remains revealed that they 
had been subjected to prolonged 
torture. One had his eyes smashed. 
His eyeballs had been forced out. 

Among the slaughtered civilian. 1 
were a group of countryfolk from 
nearby towns. They had come to 
Chungli in the hope of finding a 
refuge there, soon after the Govern¬ 
ment’s reoccupation of the town. 
This group, according to the Chung¬ 
li natives, were among the first vic¬ 
tims, inasmuch as they were consid¬ 
ered anti-Communist because they 
had fled from Communist regions. 

A few native “landlords” had 
come back to Chungli only some 10 
days before the time of the tragedy. 
They were returning from an “exile” 
of more than a year as a result of the 
Communist occupation. They too 
were liquidated and were killed be¬ 
fore they could reclaim (he land the 
Communists had expropriated in 
their absence. 

Catholic Father Hsu and two 
farmers were among those the Com¬ 
munists carried away with them. 
Many thus carried away died of cold 
and exposure. Some were killed for 
refusing to continue the forced trip. 
While we were interviewing the local 
citizens, a late report came in that 
about 100 bodies had been discov¬ 
ered at the foot of a mountain 15 
miles east of Chungli. As the news 
spread, we could see a cloud of sor¬ 
row and anxiety darken the faces of 
the men and women who had rela¬ 
tives who were still missing.

The old parties were split and 
his honesty and earnestness brought 
hope to. a distressed people.

Springfield, Illinois was his home, 
and the only house he ever owned 
attracts hundreds of people every 
week to visit that sacred place.

O-u-r F-o-r-e F-a-ther-s In-sti-tuted 
a New Gov-ernunent Fo-un-ded on 
the Pr-in-ci-ple that all Men Are 
Cre-at-ed E-qu-al. 

His whole life, in public office, 
was a demonstration of this princi¬ 
ple of equality, and he wrote, ‘T 
see in the near future a crisis ap¬ 
proaching, which unnerves me, and 
causes me to tremble for the safety 
of our country. As a result of the 
war, corporations have been en¬ 
throned, an era of corruption in 
high places will follow, and the 
Money Power will endeavor to pro¬ 
long their reign by working upon 
the prejudices of the people, until 
all wealth, shall be aggregated in 
a few hands and the nation destroy¬ 
ed. ... I feel at this time more 
anxiety for the safety of my country 
than, ever before, even in the midst 
of war, God grant that my fears 
may never be realized.”

English and American Freemasonry 
are not as of the Continent.

“English Masons claim that 
there is no connection between them 
and the Grand Orient Masonry. But 
there are Lodges in the British 
Isles completely controlled by Jews.

munist is unscrupulous in his choice 
of weapons. He allows no consider¬ 
ation of loyalty, religion, patriotism, 
honor, duty, etc., to stand in the way 
of his adoption of effective tactics.’ 

Benjamin Gitlow, Communist can¬ 
didate for the vice-presidency of 
the United States in 1924 and 1928, 
said, “The policy which Stalin has 
launched in the United States rests 
on deceit.”

The time has come to evaluate 
the hard lessons of the last few 
years. In the UnitedStates we have 
learned that party political names 
mean nothing—Republican or Dem¬ 
ocrat —they are under one control.

Dear Editor: 

Not a day passes that I do not 
fervently know the truth about 
your glorious stand for true, Scien¬ 
tific Christianity and your wonder¬ 
fully fearless uncovering of the 
“one evil." I have fairly wept for 
joy in seeing this latter. “Many are 
willing to open the eyes of the peo¬ 
ple to the power of good residen in 
divine Mind but they are not so 
willing to point out the evil in hu¬ 
man thought and expose evil’s hid¬ 
den ways of accomplishing iniquity."

I have never repeated this incident 
to a living person; I told these two 
closest to me about this only a few 
months ago.

& H., she suddenly put her hand 
out on her arm and said .in effect), 
“do not let it cast the slightest shad¬ 
ow in your thoughts for I can and 
do now assure you that your nation 
will be the first AS A NATION to 
accept Christian Science.” 

During the past five ghastly, years 
how many times I have awakened 
in the night and wept for joy that 
I had been blessed by knowing this 
message from our Leader. Of 
course Jesus looked good and dead 
ftfr three days (it might have been 
3000) and while Germany looks 


dead and we are not permitted one 
word from any true German, and 
while the fear to even say “Ger¬ 
man" is so intense and the C. S.

We shall endeavor to show you 
and to make it plain. Corroborat¬ 
ing and substantiating evidence is 
on every hand for those who will 
but seek and search tor it. But the 
truth is often shocking, painful and 
horrifying; so many people don’t like 
it and shrink from facing it square¬ 
ly on that account. To the fearless 
and informed intellectuals, however, 
Communism and Rritish-Israelism 
ARE UNITED AS ONE, in so far 
as their plot against Christian civil¬ 
ization is concerned, the battle cry 
for their godless UNO being. “RAC¬ 
IAL EQUALITY!*’ DEMOCRA¬ 
CY!” “THE BROTHERHOOD OF 
MAN!” 

By “Racial Equality” they do not 
mean equal opportunity and pro¬ 
tection under the law, as we recog¬ 
nize the meaning here in the Uni¬ 
ted States, but they mean to break 
down all barriers to their own kind 
by degrading the civilized, cultured 
Christian peoples of the Earth to a 
level of political and social “equal¬ 
ity” with all the hottentots, savages, 
naif-breeds and outlaws of all the 
mongrel races on Earth and, through 
miscegenation and lawless abandon 
of all morality and divine or nat¬ 
ural law, they intend to completely 
exterminate Israel (the original 
Twelve White Tribes) whom God 
forbade that they should inter-marry 
with unbelievers, especially the 
Canaanite murderers. (Genesis 
XXVIII-1.) But Judah married a 
Canaanite (Genesis 38-2). And so 
did the Benjamites who kidnapped 
their wives from the dancers at 
Shiloh in the land of Canaan.

So persistent are these Cannaan- 
ite murderers and those who have 
debauched themselves by inter-mar¬ 
rying with them in disobedience to 
the laws of God, that in their wars 
of conquest for power, riches and 
world dominion they never spare the 
women in the countries they invade 
and lay waste in battle, but invari¬ 
ably they rape the women and girls 
and take them as chattel slaves to 
rob them of their virtue and racial 
purity. Those who resist, they kill. 
That practice is as old as the his¬ 
tory of war itself, which began with 
Onogrnfoq (descendants 
who murdered his brother Abel) who , 


are the' instigators ot ALL wars 
that have ever been fought in the 
history of the world, for war is 
wholesale mudrer and nothing else, 
and war has never .settled a contro¬ 
versy. 

In the war still raging in Europe 
and Asia (World War II which has 
not yet been officially ended, though 
“unconditional surrender” was made 
long ago) the “Ravishing the Women 
of Conquered Europe” (title of a 
vivid exposure by Austin J. App, Fh. 
D. of San Antonio, Texas), has been 
going on now without any remon¬ 
strance from the heads in authority 
of the so-called “Christian” nations 
ever since “unconditional surrender.” 
Millions of Christian, women and 
girls of all ages from 8 to 20 have 
been violated by these beasts of hell 
—rape being one of the “conditions” 
not to be excepted in “uncondition¬ 
al surrender” — this to the horror 
and shame of all Christendom that 
allows Anti-Christian Canaanites to 
run their governments, usurp their 
credit, coin their money, collect com¬ 
pound usury on it, negotiate all inter¬ 
national trade and treaties and to 
do all bargaining for them (even to 
the bartering of human souls for 
rape and slave labor), and to frame 
them into war, and to -mortgage 
their children to make foreign loans, 
and to do all their spending of Lend- 
Lease, public charities and gifts for 
the poor, and to tell them what they 
may or may not have left to eat, 
wear or use. 

By “Democracy” nobody kflows 
exactly what is meant, for the term 
has been so loosely used by the ig¬ 
norant and untutored, having been 
so long worked over-time by the in¬ 
ter-national, anti-national hate mon¬ 
gers and propagandists. Its literal 
interpretation would seem to be 
“demons gone crazy.” It is some¬ 
thing we were to have made the 
world “safe” for in World War I, 
though many soldiers who went 
through that bloody holocaust do not 
know yet what they fought for. 
However, Winston Churchill, Ex- 
Premier of England, informs us how 
—after we have financed Britain in 
two of her wars and fought both 
of them for her to be.left holding 
the bag for her debts ‘to us both 
times, and now forced to pay the 
British extortionate premiums to 
buy back our own products on which 
she glutted the markets with our 
T prid-T c°sh, at 
n?.sh reserves for post-war rehabili¬ 


tation throughout the British Empire 
were being built up also from our 
Lend-Lease cash; and in addition to 
all this loot siphoned out of the poc¬ 
kets of “Uncle Sap” the British- 
Yiddish Empire has had the unmiti¬ 
gated gall to extort another “loan” 
or gift of 3% billions from us, her 
once recalcitrant Colony — AFTER 
ALL THIS — Churchill now tells us 
that “Democracy is a word to be used 
and later cast aside.” These British¬ 
ers also inform us that . . . “You 
people in the- United « States don’t 
have a Government any more.” 

We have long known that ever 
since the assassination of Abraham 
Lincoln and the passage of the Na¬ 
tional Bank Act of 18G3 which made 
bank notes or “fountain pen money” 
legal tender in place of constitution¬ 
al “greenbacks”, our U. S. Treasury 
has been a mere subsidiary of the 
Bank of ^England (House of Roth¬ 
schild—a one-way subsidy with all 
going out of our Treasury and noth¬ 
ing coming in—for it was Amschel 
Rothschild who said, “Let me coin 
a nation’s currency and I care not 
who makes its laws.” 

But as to this thing called “Demo¬ 
cracy”, our Founding Fathers knew 
enough about it to know that it had 
failed miserably in the Old World 
which it had reduced to shambles; 
so they determined to set up here 
something entirely different. Thus 
“under God” (and they put “In God 
We Trus£” on their coin) they es¬ 
tablished here a White Man’s Chris¬ 
tian Republic with a Constitution 
which guarantees in its Article IV— 
“to every State in the Union a RE¬ 
PUBLICAN FORM OF GOVERN¬ 
MENT, and shall protect each of 
them against invasion, etc.” 

It is that very Constitution and 
Republic which gives equal protec¬ 
tion under the law to those saboteurs 
and termites who are boring from 
without and within to destroy their 
own protection. Aren’t they dumb, 
when they know they have been 
kicked out of every Nation on Earth 
except this — twice out of Spain, 
three times* 1 , out of France, seven 
times out of Germany? You would 
think they would learn to try to 
be decent and law abiding, especi¬ 
ally in a' country that has given 
asylum to the oppressed of all na¬ 
tions and where never before have 
they enjoyed such opportunities, un¬ 
molested privileges, and high stand¬ 
ard of living on the fat of the land 
as here in the U.SA. But they are 
not satisfied; their greed and inb~': 
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beastiality makes them want own 
all other human beings as their 
serfs and slaves. 

The Hazard Circular, published by 
inter-national hankers in Lincoln’s 
day, states: “Slavery is likely to be 
abolished by the war power and 
chattel slavery abolished. This I 
and my European friends are in fav¬ 
or of, for chattel slavery is but the 
owning of labor and carries with it 
the care of the laborers; while the 
European plan, led on by England, is 
that capital shall control labor by 
controlling wages. 

“The great debt that capitalists 
will see to it is made out of the war, 
must be used to control the volume 
of money. To accomplish this the 
bonds must be used as a banking 
basis. We are now waiting for the 
Secretary of the Treasury to make 
this recommendation to Congress.

The history of all organizations is 
the story of the betrayal of ideals.

“A HISTORY OF THE YORK AND 
SCOTTISH RITES OF 
FREEMASONRY” 


By Henry Ridgely Evans, Lilt. D.

On May 31, 1801, there was organ¬ 
ized in the old Colonial City of 
Charleston, S. C., by Colonel John 
Mitchell and Dr. Frederick Dalcho, 
two eminent Freemasons who had 
served in the Revolutionary War, 
the “Supreme Council of Sovereign 
Grand Inspectors General of the 
Thirty-third Degree for the United 
States of America.’' There was no 
fanfaronade of trumpets to celebrate 
this event, but it nevertheless mark¬ 
ed an epoch in the history of Free- 
jTIIlTfry- '« sprang phoenix- 

J-iom tne asnes of many old and 
bumt-out Masonic systems, a new 
and vigorous Order — the Ancient 
and Accepted Scottish Rite — that 
was destined to play a significant 
role on the world’s stage. 

The Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
has a most interesting history. In 
its development it has been allied, 
more or less, with the Jacobite 
movement In Scotland and England, 
with the Cabalistic and Rosicrucian 
societies of Europe, and with much 
that is fascinating and romantic in 
the history of France. It is an 
evolution from the Scottish or Temp- 
Jar Masonry of the eighteenth cen¬ 
tury, and to tell its story properly 
one must go back to a period ante¬ 
dating the birth of the Rit^ at Char¬ 
leston, in 1801. P42. 

“One chief idea,” says Gould, 
“runs through all these Scots de¬ 
grees—the discovery in a vault by 
Scottish Crusaders of the long lost 
and ineffable word; also, that in this 
search they had to work with the 
sword in one hand and the trowel 
in the other. The epoch referred 
to is, however, that of the Crusades, 
not that of Zerubbabel’s (or the 
second) Temple.” Gould’s History 
of Freemasonry. Philadelphia (c. 
1898)., Vol. 3, p. 346.) The Scots 


Master claimed to be superior u» 
the Master Mason, “to be possessed 
of the true history, secret and de¬ 
sign of Freemasonry.” The Scots 
lodge eventually usurped the pre¬ 
rogatives of a Grand Lodge and is¬ 
sued warrants of constitution. Very 
early in France, some of the Scots 
lodges fabricated degrees that con¬ 
nected Masonry -with the Knights 
Templars. In 1741, the Masons of 
Lyons evolved the Kadosh degree, 
which represents the vengence of 
the Templars. P47-48, (“Kadosh, 
the Holy One” fro_m “The Legends 
of the Jews” by Louis Ginzberg, 
Page 6, Vol. I. Published by The 
Jewish Pub. Society, Philadelphia., 
Pa., 1913.) 

In 1754 there was organized at 
Paris, by the Chevalier de Bonne¬ 
ville, the celebrated Chapter of 
Clermont. This system of Masonry 
was called the Rite of Perfection, 
or Rite of Heredom. 

The Rite of Perfection, or Here¬ 
dom, consisted o f twenty-five de¬ 
grees as follows: (1) Apprentice; 
(2) Fellow Craft; (3) Master; (4) 
Secret Master; (5) Perfect Master; 
(6) Intimate Secretary; (7) Inten- 
dent of the Building; (8) Provost 
and Judge; (9) Elect of the Nine; 
(10) Elect of Fifteen; (11) Illustri¬ 
ous Elect, Chief of the Twelve 
Tribes; (12) Grand Master Architect; 
(13) Royal Arch; (14) Grand Elect 
Ancient Perfect Master; (15) Knight 
of the Sword; (16) Prince of Jeru¬ 
salem; (17) Knight of the East and 
West; (18) Rose Croix; (19) Grand 
Pontiff; (20) Grand Patriarch; (21) 
Grand Master of the Key of Mas¬ 
onry; (22) Prince of Libanus; (23) 
Sovereign Prince Adept; (24) Illus¬ 
trious Knighti Commander of the 
Black and White Eagle; (~25) Most 
Illustrious Sovereign Prince of Ma¬ 
sonry, Grand Knight Sublime Com¬ 
mander of the Royal Secret. 

“Most of these degrees,” says 
Enoch T. Carson, “possibly *all of 
them, had been floating about in 
France, detached from each other 
for many years before. The Cheva 
lier de Bonneville simply arranged 
and grouped them together.” The 
names of these degrees, for the 
most part, are familiar to Scottish 
Rite Masons of today. In fact, the 
Rite of Perfection was the fountain 
head of our present Scottish Rite 
system. The Rite of Perfection was 
originally known as the Ancient 
and Accepted Rite, and when it was 
eventually absorbed in a still high¬ 
er body, it became the “Ancient and 


Accepted Scottish Rite of Free¬ 
masonry." The assumption of the 
name “Scottish” was in deference to 
legends that connected the Rite with 
Scotland. 

With the passing of the Chapter of 
Clermont in Paris, after four years 
of activity, the Rite of Perfection 
in France went out of existence for 
a time, but it was revived in 1758 
or 1759, in Paris, by a new body 
calling itself the Council of Em¬ 
perors of the East and West. A riv¬ 
al body to this Council was organ¬ 
ized in Paris, on July 22, 1762; it 
took the name of the Council of 
Knights of the East. In 1781 both 
of these organizations became in¬ 
corporated with the Grand Orient of 
France, which “held the Rilo- of 
Perfection within itself.” 

In the year 1762, the Council of 
the Emperors of the East and West 
and the Council of Princes of the 
Royal Secret of Bordeaux, meeting 
at Bordeaux, adopted the Grand 
Constitutions, in thirty-five articles. 
They are known in Masonry as the 
Grand Constitutions of 1762, and 
form one of the pillars of our mod¬ 
ern Scottish Rite system. 

“On the 25th of October (1762), 
the Grand Masonic Constitution ~ 
were finally ratified in BerlinpSi ^ 
proclaimed for the government of 
all Lodges of Sublime and Perfect 
Masons, Chapters, Councils, Colleges 
and Consistories of the Royal and 
Military art of Freemasonry, over 
the surface of the two hemispheres. 
There are Secret Constitutions, 
which have existed from time im¬ 
memorial, and are alluded to, in 
these instruments.” 

The Grand Constitution of 1762 de¬ 
clare that the Rite of Perfection or 
Heredom consists of twenty-five de¬ 
grees divided into seven classes. 

On August 27, 1761, the Council 
of the Emperors of the East and 
West granted a patent to Stephen 
Morin empowering him to introduce 
the higher degrees into the West In¬ 
dies and ^America* and to appoint 
Inspectors General of the Rite of 
Perfection. Morin, who was an In¬ 
spector and a. Sovereign Prince 
Mason (then the twenty-fifth, now 
the thirty-second degree), was about 
to sail for America. His patent was 
signed by the chiefs of the Council 
.of Emperors of the East and West 
and by officers of the National Grand 
Lodge who were members of the 
Council of Emperors. Says Albert 
Pike (A Historical Inquiry in re¬ 
gard to the Grand Constitutions of 
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1786, p. 176): “The authority to 
Morin was, it seems, a joint auth¬ 
ority given by both bodies . . . : the 
Grand Lodge giving him power to 
establish a symbolic, and making 
him a kind of Deputy Grand 
Master for America, and the 
Grand Council giving h i m 
power to confer the higher degrees, 
and the rank of Inspector over all 
bodies of those degrees, with power 
of' substitution/* There was at¬ 
tached to his patent, or was sent to 
him soon after his appointment, a 
copy of the Constitutions of 1762, 
as they were drawn up by the Coun¬ 
cil of the Emperors of the East and 
West, etc. p. 53. 

Stephen Morin never set foot on 
the mainland of the American Con¬ 
tinent. At a date prior to 1767, he 
appointed Ilenry Andrew Francken, 
a Deputy Inspector General, with 
power to establish the Rite in the 
American colonies. Franclien came 
to New York in 1767, and organ¬ 
ized a Lodge of Perfection at Al¬ 
bany. sometime between the years 
1767 and 1770, Francken commission- 
( ed Moses M. Hayes, of Massachu¬ 
setts, a Deputy Inspector General 
and he in turn commissioned Isaac 
—•/- Do^Cosla,- who in 1783, established 
a Sublime Grand Lodge of Perfection 
in Charleston, S. C. On February 
20, 1788, a Grand Council of Princ¬ 
es of Jerusalem was founded in 
Charleston, S. by Joseph Myers, 
a Deputy Inspector holding his 
authority from Moses M. Hayes. 
“This,” declares Carson, “was the 
first and only Council of Princes of 
Jerusalem as a distinct and separate 
body, organized in this country be¬ 
fore the organization of the Su¬ 
preme Council in Charleston, 1801.” 

All the Deputy Grand Inspectors 
General met in SubUme Council in 
Philadelphia in 1791 and commis¬ 
sioned Moses Cohen as Deputy, and 
he commissioned Ilyman Isaac Long 
in 1795. 

A sublime Grand Council of Prin¬ 
ces of the Royal Secret was organ¬ 
ized in Charleston, S. C., on Janu¬ 
ary 13, 1797, by Jean Baptiste Marie 
de la Hogue, and others, under 
authority given to them by nyman 
Isaac Long, as Deputy Gand Inspec¬ 
tor, acting for the Princes of Mas¬ 
onry at Kingston. “This/’ says Car- 
son, “was approved by the Grand 
Council of Sublime Princes of the 
Royal Secret at Kingston, Jamaica, 
August 10, 1797, and was the first 
Consistory S.P.R.S.. 25<J, organized 
in this country/* (Gould’s History 


of FVeemasonry, p. 633.) 

We now reach the Grand Climax of 
the Rite of Perfection in this coun¬ 
try, when like a serpent—ancient 
symbol of wisdom and eternity — 
it was to slough its skin and appear 
in newer and more brilliant colors. 

It began in this wise: In 1781, at 
Charleston, S. C., Moses M. Hayes 
made Barend M. Spitzer, of Georgia, 
a Deputy Grand Inspector General 
of the Rite of Perfection, and on 
April 2, 1795, Spitzer granted to John 
Mitchell “a patent raising him to 
the degTee of K.IL, and further to 
the highest degree in Masonry, and 
creating him Deputy Grand Inspec¬ 
tor General. 

On May 25, 1801, Inspector Gen¬ 
eral Mitchell granted a patent to 
| Frederick Dalcho, certifying him to 
be a K.II. and Prince of the Royal 
Secret, and creating him a Deputy 
Grand Inspector General. And, then, 
suddenly there sprang into being at 
Charleston, S. C., on May 31, 1801, 
the Supreme Council of the Thirty - 
third Degree for the United States 
of America. 

“This Supreme Council,’* remarks 
Richardson, “came without a her- 
, aid, and was to all appearances fully 
matured and developed in its very 
beginning.” It was opened with 
the high honors of Masonry by Bros. 
John Mitchell and Frederick Dalcho, 
Sovereign Grand Inspectors Gener¬ 
al. In the course of the year, the 
whole number (nine) of Grand In¬ 
spectors General was completed, 
agreeably to the Grand Constitu- 
tions. The Supreme Council, on 
December 4, 1802, issued a Circular 
announcing the formation of the 
new body, and setting forth its ori¬ 
gin and history. It recognized the 
Grand Constitutions of 1762, p.57. 

The first Register of the Supreme 
Council of 1802 lists the officers and 
members as follows: Col. Jqhn 
Mitchell, Sovereign Grand Com¬ 
mander: Dr. Frederick Dalcho, Lieut. 
Grand Commander, Emanuel de la 
Motta, Treas. Gen. of the Holy Em¬ 
pire; Major T. B. Bowen, Grand 
Master of Ceremonies; and Israel 
de Lieben, Dr. Isaac Auld, Moses C. 
Levi and Dr. James Moultrie, as 
Sovereign Grand Inspectors Gener- , 
al. The fact must be noted that the 
two bodies of Sublime Masonry 
founded in this country, the one at 
Albany, N. Y., in 1767, and the other 
at Philadelphia, Pa., in 1781, recog¬ 
nized a Grand Council at Berlin, 
with Frederick of Prussia at its 
head, as the governing body of all 


Sublime Freemasonry in “both hem¬ 
ispheres.” 

In the year 1813 Emanuel dc la 
Motta, Sovereign Grand Inspector 
General .of. the .Mother .Supreme 
Council at Charleston, came to New 
York invested with full authority to 
establish a Supreme Council. p63. 
Finally, in 1868, the Raymond 
Hayes and the Van Rensselaer bod¬ 
ies came together, in what has been 
called the Union, and ;were asknow- 
leded by the Mother Supreme Coun¬ 
cil at Charleston, as the only legi¬ 
timate Supreme' Council in the 
Northern Masonic Jurisdiction. 
Josiah H. Drummond, of Maine, was 
elected Sovereign Grand Command¬ 
er, and the Grand Orient was es¬ 
tablished at Boston, with executive 
offices in New York City. P65. 

After what has been said about 
spurious Riles of Freemasonry, it 
behooves the aspirant for the Scot¬ 
tish Rite degrees to remember that 
there are in the United States but 
two regular and legitimate Scottish 
Rite Bodies, viz.: 

1. The Supreme Council (Mother 
Council of the World of the Inspec¬ 
tors General, Knights Commander of 
the House of the Temple of Solo¬ 
mon) of the Thirty-third—and-Last-, 
Degree of the Ancient and Accepted 
Scottish Rite of Freemasonry for the 
Southern Jurisdiction of the United 
States of America, whose “See” is at 
Charleston, S. C., but whose execu¬ 
tive offices are located at Washin¬ 
gton, D. C. P65. As regards the 
Army and Navy of the United States, 
the Southern Supreme Council has 
jurisdiction conjointly with the 
Northern Supreme Council. 

2. The Supreme Council of Sov¬ 
ereign Grand Inspect6rs General of 
the Thirty-third and Last Degree of 
the Ancient and Accepted Scottish 
Rite of Freemasonry for the North¬ 
ern Masonic Jurisdiction of the 
United States .of .America, .whose 
“Orient” is at Boston, Mass., but 
whose administrative offices are in 
New York City. P66. 

The Northern and Southern Su¬ 
preme Councils are in relations of 
amity and fraternal correspondence 
with the following foreign Masonic 
powers: 

The Supreme Councils of the Ar¬ 
gentine Republic; Belgium; Brazil; 
Canada, Central America, Chile, 
United States of Columbia, Colon 
(Cuba); Czecho-SIovakia, Dominican 
Republic, Equador, Egypt, England 
and Wales.* France and its dependen¬ 
cies; Greece, Ireland, Italy, Mexico, 
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Netherlands, Pan a,m a, raguay, 
Peru, Poland, Portugal, Romania, 
Scotland, Servia, Croatia and Slov¬ 
enia; Switzerland, Turkey, Uruguay, 

enezuela, and the Grand Lodges of 
Denmark, Norway and Sweden. P67. 

The Supreme Council is the gov¬ 
erning body of the Scottish Rite. It 
enacts all laws and statutes for the 
government of the various divisions 
of the Rite, and confers the 33d de¬ 
gree, -Sovereign Grand Inspector 
General. P68. 

It will be seen from the foregoing 
that a Supreme Council is a scif-per- 
pefuating body, which alone has 
power to determine who shall sit in 
the grand areopagus. Official posi¬ 
tions in the Southern Supreme 
Council are for life. i n the 
Northern Supreme Council, how¬ 
ever, elections are held every 
three years, but as deposals are sel¬ 
dom made, one may say that the of¬ 
ficers in this jurisdiction hold their 
places ad vitam. p. 70. 

In the Southern Jurisdiction the 
degrees constitute a study in com¬ 
parative religions. Many of them 
arc tinctured with the doctrine of 
the Cabala (The Cabala is of Jew- 
ish origin and represents the the¬ 
osophy of that great race of think¬ 
ers. “It combines,”, says .Joseph 
Jacobs, in his Jewish Contributions 
to Civilization. “i n itself all the 
mystic elements of the culture 
through which Judaism has passe 
—the ecstasies of the Bible theopt 
anes '_ the Neo-Platonism of Alex 
andria, and the Sufism of the Arabs. 
The word Cabala means to receive 
it is a mystical and religious doc 
trine handed down by oral trans 
mission or tradition. It has bee 
described as a system of cosmogon 
illustrating the nexus between Goi 
and man; a system based to a larg 
extent on numbers like the Pythag 
orean philosophy; a subtle mefc 
Physics that treats of the nature o 
God and His emanations veiled h 
symbols.) and the Hermetic am 
Rosicrucian teachings, which make 
hem of peculiar interest to student 
of the occult. 

It was owing- to the genius of Gen 
eral Albert Pike, who was a deei 
student of the Cabala and a philos- 
opher of no mean pretensions, tha 
the rituals of the Southern Juris¬ 
diction owe their deeply philoso- 
Phical and mystical significance. He 
was the reviser and transformer of 
the old French rituals, which came 
to him in almost skeleton shape. He 
clothed them, ureoared lectures for 


them, and in many instances e*. 
ly rewrote them. Albert Pike, sol¬ 
dier, jurist, philosopher and Free¬ 
mason, was Sovereign Grand Com¬ 
mander of the Southern Jurisdiction 
from January 2, 1859, until his death, 
April 22, 1891. p. 79.

• . . “Historically, our Rite was 
brought to the Western Hemisphere 
by Etienne Morin. Most authorities 
tell us he was a Jew; . . . Morin 
Deputized Henry Andrew Francken. 
a Protestant. Francken founded the 
first body of the Rite upon the con¬ 
tinent of America in Albany N Y 
in 1767. * ** 

In 1783 before there was such a 
thing as the Supreme Council of the 
Scottish Rite, Francken fortunately 
prepared, in his own handwriting, 
a register in which he inscribed the 
ritual of all the degrees of the Rite 
of perfection from the fourth to the 
twenty-fifth inclusive. This Rite of 
perfection was a progenitor of the 
Ancient and ACCEPTED Scottish 
Rite. By great good fortune, that 
register is now in our Archives, and 


there is no question of it’s authen¬ 
ticity. in the rituals of these de¬ 
grees, there is not a word or senti¬ 
ment which departs from that basic 
principle of symbolic freemasonry 
which has just been discussed. Each 
degree, including the eighteenth, 
could be taken by a JEW, MOHAM¬ 
MEDAN, BUDDIST, CHRISTIAN, 
or any other Monotheist without of¬ 
fense, mental reservation, or equivo¬ 
cation. Page 274 of this register 
contains -'“Form «pf the obligation 
taken by Israelites in all the degrees 
from the fiftenth” Francken express¬ 
ly states that the 18th contained no 
obligation. 

Francken deputized Moses Mich¬ 
ael Hays, a Jew. 

“Hays deputized Barend Moses 
Spitzer, also a Jew. Spitzer depu¬ 
tized John Mitchell, a Protestant. 
Dalcho, the original Lieut. Grand 
Commander of the Southern Su¬ 
preme Council, became Sov. Grand 
Commander in 1816. He was then 
a Deacon, pmd in 1818 became a 
Priest in the Episcopal Church. 

“Mitchell and Dalcho, with their 
associates, in 1801, Crystalized the 
Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite 
by organizing in that year and the 
next, the oldest SupremeJ^ouncil in 
the world, now the Southern Juris¬ 
diction of the United States. Of the 
Eleven founders of that Supreme 
Council, in 1801 and 1802, three 
were Jews and eight were Chris¬ 
tians. Three of the latter were 
Roman Catholics. One of the Jews 
was the Treasurer General Emanuel 
de la Motta. 

,( De La Motta, in 1813, founded 
the Northern Supreme Council. Its 
Soverign Grand Commander was 
Tompkins, a Christian. Its Lieut 
Grand Commander was Sampson 
Simson, an orthodox Jew. Simson 
became Sov. Grand Commander in 
1825 and was succeeded by Gourgas 
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in 1832. Among the other organ¬ 
ization members of the Northern Su¬ 
preme Council was Peixotto, also 
a Jew.”

tice. You will see in light the great 
remedy, in freedom the great sol¬ 
vent. You will see that the true 
law of social life isi the law of love, 
the law of liberty, that the golden 
rule of morals is also the golden 
rule of the science of wealth; that 
the highest expressions of religious 
truth include the widest generaliza¬ 
tions of political economy . . . 

“If you have ever felt that the 
only thing apparent in the ordering 
of the world was a blind and mer¬ 
ciless fate careless of man’s aspir¬ 
ations and heedless of his sufferings, 
these thoughts will pass from you as 
you see how much- of all that is bad 
and all that is perplexing in our 
social conditions grows simply from 
our ignorance of law—as you come 
to realize how much better and hap¬ 
pier men might make the life of 
man.” Henry George

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THE MOST POWERt CJL 
WOMAN IN THE WORLD 

The New York Times Magazine of 
February 2nd, 1947, published an 
article by H. E. Salisbury, foreign 
news editor of the United Press and 
formerly manager of the United 
Press Bureau in Moscow, entitled 
“The Fourteen Men Who Run Rus¬ 
sia,’' tho our above headline chosen 
for this tract would have been far 
more appropriate. In describing who 
is the most powerful man in Russia, 
the Jew Lazar M. Kaganovich, he 
states: “His sister Rosa is Stalin’s 
third wife, which makes him the 
Generalissimo’s brother - in - law. 
This is one of the best known un¬ 
published secrets of Moscow. The 
couple apparently were married 
some time after the death of Stal¬ 
in’s beloved second wife, but have 
never been seen publicly.” 

There is, of course, a good reason 
why this secret never was published 
and why the couple is never seen to¬ 
gether in Moscow. Too many peo¬ 
ple know the Bible story of Esther 
who was 2500 years ago the most 
powerful woman of her time. The 
book of Esther in the Bible relates 
on a bout .7 pages, the 10 minutes 
perusal of which is indeed time well 
spent, how this Jewess wormed her¬ 
self into the heart of the Persian 
King Ahasuerus, and then with the 
scheming and machinations of hex- 
cousin and foster-father Mordecai, 
became the queen. Through her con¬ 
nivance Ham an, the prime minister 
of the king, was killed together with 
his innocent sons.

We see the 
Masonic Senator Vandenburg, 
formerly an isolationist in his con¬ 
viction, all of a sudden converted to 
Internationalism, or Senator Taft 
with a Jewish secretary.

91. What “licks” did they harvest 
during this last war? Did President 
Taft act thus, “because the fear of 
Mordocai (then our Louis Brandeis) 
fell upon him?” As to his son: the 
apple does not fall far from the 
tree. 

To this day the Jews are annually 
commemorating the brutal butcher¬ 
ing of 75,000 Gentiles (who objected 
to their continuous Jewish exploita¬ 
tion) at their feast of Purina which 
is not a religious holiday but a 
purely nationalistic racial celebra¬ 
tion, of which the Enclopedia Brit- 
annica 1942 under “Esther” has this 
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to say: “There are two very con 
conspicuous blemishes: the lack of 
any religious element and the ap¬ 
parent delight in the wholesale 
slaughter of Gentiles.” If the Uni¬ 
ted Nations Assembly accepted the 
newly coined term “Genocide,” de¬ 
noting the killing of members of the 
Jewish race by Gentiles, the antith¬ 
etical term Gentilecide, denoting the 
killing of the Gentiles by members 
of the Jewish race is certainly more 
applicable in'our plesent days. 

Behind the “Iron Curtain” which

His chief executive 
in Foreign Affairs is V. M. Molotov 
married a Jewess nee Karri just as 
in the U. S. A. Cordell Hull was ap¬ 
pointed Secretary of State for hand¬ 
ling our Foreign Affairs with expert 
efficiency right before and during the 
war, whose wife also “happened’! J,a. 
be a Jewess with the most import¬ 
ant international financial connec¬ 
tions. 

Esther in her day was able to have 
75,000 Gentiles butchered, Rosa may 
easily attain the liquidation of 1000 
times as many or 75 million Gentiles 
in our day, since her “Ahasuerus” 
Stalin is at least 1000 times more 
powerful than his predecessor of 
2500 years ago. Conservative esti¬ 
mates figure that since World War II 
about 42 million Gentiles have been 
disposed of already, either by direct 
murder or by organized starvation 
in'Russia, Poland, Eastern Germany, 
Hungary, etc., wherever the real rul¬ 
ers are the Jewish dictators of Com¬ 
munism. In Rumania the Jewess 
Pauker is ^dictating Communism, 
while in Hungary the Jew Oester- 
reicher rules and in Poland the en- 
tireGovemment is Jewish. This 
proves that Communism is a Jewish 
scheme to exterminate the cultured 
Gentiles and to enclave the rest of 
them.

P.O.W.A.S. is the “Trade Union” 
for all who wish to help these un¬ 
happy men and to bui-d up a Soci¬ 
ety of reconciliation and friendship. 
It binds you together,gives you moral 
support in the Cause for which you 
are working, advises and helps you 
in all P.O.W. problems and gives 
you assistance in your work if you 
need it. It unites all interested in 
such work in a solidarity with each 
other and with the P.O.W.’s and 
their people.

It is important to realize that there 
are different types of Reds in the Un¬ 
ited States and in the world. 

1. The Reds who follow Commun¬ 
ism as dictated by Stalin. 

2 . The Reds who follow the Com¬ 
munism of Lenin and Trotsky, but are 
opposed to Stalin (Trotskyites). They 

are against Stalin, but they are of— t 
course against genuine anti-Commun- * 
ists for they are not against the doc¬ 
trine of Communism itself. This group 
publishes a paper in New York, “The 
Militant”. 

3. The Socialists, some of whom 
are former Communists. They pub¬ 
lish an anti-Communist paper, “The 
New Leader”, but at the same time 
they, too, oppose anti-Communists 
who are strongly national and Amer¬ 
ican. They are for the United Nations, 
World Government, and for erasing all 
national lines in the world. They want 
to Change our republican form of gov¬ 
ernment. 

4. Last but not least, the Fabian 
Reds, about whom-this article is writ¬ 
ten. Their tactics are - .to take control 
of the world by trickery, propaganda 
and deception, -using any organization 
to gain their ends. They differ from 
(lie Russian Communists; they do not 
use mass murder — they are smoother, 
more polished and gentlemanly. But 
they cooperate with the Russian Com¬ 
munists and provide many respectable 
looking fronts for Communism. 

If the American form of govern¬ 
ment is destroyed, these groups will 
fight it out among themselves as to 
which group will control; just so did 
they do in Spain after Communism took 
over and wiped out the Socialists and

Anarchists. 

Reds in important spots deny they 
are Communists, but of course they 
“neglect’* to tell you they belong to 
another tribe of Reds just a shade dif¬ 
ferent. Professor Harold Laski and 
Felix Frankfurter, Fabian Reds, 
both defend Communists. Joseph Fe¬ 
line, the Boston department store own¬ 
er, a Fabian Red, in the early stages 
of the New Deal financed the NRA 
until Congress could provide. 

If President Truman, in asking the 
taxpayers for four hundred million 
dollars to send to Greece and Turkey, 
is prompted by a fear of world Com¬ 
munism, he will see that the Reds are 
really stopped here at home. But if 
he made that speech regarding Com¬ 
munists in Washington just so the U. S. 
would back his apparent anti-Com- 
nuinist plan abroad, if he now turns 
the enforcement of this proposed Red 
purge in the U. S. over to International 
Reds, then we may expect to see the 
real Communists passed up and anti¬ 
communists jailed under the heading 
of subversives or native fascists. 

If this latter plan is followed, we will 
know that President Truman unfor¬ 
tunately is not concerned with pro¬ 
tecting the people of Greece and Tur¬ 
nkey, or with protecting his own Ameri¬ 
can people against the evil of Com¬ 
munism, but that he is thinking of the 
oil in Persia ... or, which is more 
plausible, he is being advised by Fab¬ 
ian Reds and former Rhodes scholars 
who wish to save the British Empire 
for the Fabian Reds. The Fabians 
expect to unite at least the United 
States and Great Britain under such 
men as Harold Laski, who made a re¬ 
cent trip to see Stalin.

The Fabian Jubilee. i 

One of the outstanding political | 
events recently witnessed in England 
was the Jubilee of the Fabian Society 
held in commemoration of its founda¬ 
tion in 1884. Presided over by Prof. 
Harold Laski, it was addressed by many 
important speakers, among-whom were 
to be found Prime Minister Clement R. 
Attlee, Herbert Morrison, who is Lord 
President of the Council; Miss Ellen 
Wilkinson, who is Minister of Educa¬ 
tion, and John Strachey, Minister of 
Food. 

A news <dnry on the event, written 
by the London staff correspondent of I 


f v The London School of Economics 
is an unique institution in that it has 
only one department, the Department 
’ of Social Sciences. Of course, the so- 
j cal sciences are quite inclusive in that 
they include history, philosophy, polit¬ 
ical science, economics, sociology and 
other similar subjects. 

Sir William Beveridge was director 
of the school from 1919 to 1937. The 
present British Prime Minister, Mr. 
Clement Attlee, lectured at the school 
for ten years, from 1913 to 1923. The 
school is as international as the United 
Nations and became, as far as the social 
sciences are concerned, a world finish¬ 
ing school. For instance, in one year, 
out of 1,445 regular students, there 
were 94 from America and a total of 
399 from overseas. That year there 
were 75 Chinese students. Today its 
alumni are to he found in important 
posts all over the world. 

II appears that, according to leading 
Fabians, the impact of Fabian philos¬ 
ophy and influence is not limited to 
English-speaking nations, because an 
AP correspondent, from London on 
November 3, 1946, quoted a telegram 
sent to the Jubilee gathering by George 
Bernard Shaw. Mr. Shaw sa’id, “The 
Fabian Society, having made Russia a 
great Fabian state, has now to make 
Wallace succeed Franklin Roosevelt 
as President of the United States.” 

Whether cr not Shaw was serious 
| when he sent the telegram and gave 
| either the credit or the blame, depend¬ 
ing on one's point of view, to the Fa¬ 
bians for what has taken place in Rus¬ 
sia, remains to be seen. 

But even so, the story about the 
Fabian rally and Shaw's "telegram to 
tlie assembled Fabians lias caused many 
to ask, "Who are the Fabians?” 

The general history of the Fabian 
movement has alread’v been discussed 
quite at length in past bulletins. To trv 
to give thumbnail sketches of all the 
leading Fabians would require a large¬ 
sized volume.

Miss Wilkinson, born in 1891, 
joined the International Labour Party 
in 1912 and by 192 3 was elected as a 
Communist to the Manchester City 
Council, having joined tlie Communist 
Party at its formation in 1920. In f924 
she resigned from the Communist Par¬ 
ty but that did not in any way interfere 
with her activities on its behalf. Miss 
Wilkinson has toured the United States 
several times, being a favorite lecturer 
for the League for Industrial Democ¬ 
racy, which was ihe new name taken 
in 192 1 by the Intercollegiate Socialist 
Society, which was one of the main 
vehicles by which Fabianism was in¬ 
troduced into America. 

JOHN STRACHEY. Another im¬ 
portant speaker at the Jubilee was Mr. 
Strachey .British Minister of Food. He 
holds one of the dubious distinctions 
of being one of the few persons to have 
been barred from Ihe United States for 
Communist activities. Even his Com¬ 
munist supporters were not able to pre¬ 
vent his arrest in Glencoe, Illinois, in 
1935. His book. “The Coming Strug¬ 
gle for Power,” was praised by Laski 
who termed it “An attractive and inter¬ 
esting exposition of the case of Com¬ 
munism . . 1 

As for Harold J. Laski, the Webbs, 
Sidney Oliver. Annie Besant, and the 
’others, they have already been dis¬ 
cussed more or less in previous issues. 
Sir William Beveridge came in for 
attention in connection with the so- 
called British Beveridge Plan, which 
has been adopted by the English as 
their version of social security. 

By an odd coincidence, if it' be such, 
then* is a striking similarity between 
the New Deal patterns outlined by the 
planners who engineered our own* Am¬ 
erican version, by Col. E. M. House, 
Stuart Chase, by Mr. Israel Moses 
Sieff's Political and Economic Planning 
group which emerged from the Fabian 
Society’s inner circle, and the one now

A YD as a Communist “transmission 
belt” (according to the Communist 
Party’s own admission) revealed as 
A YD sponsors such typical Communist¬ 
fronting veterans as Edward G. Robin¬ 
son, Frederic March, Danny Kaye, 
Roben W. Kenny, Gene Kelly, Nor¬ 
man Cor>vin, Carson Kanin and Mag¬ 
istrate Anna M. Kross (New York). 
The New Leader also mentioned the 
magazine “Teen Age” published by 
AYD, as well as its official organ of 
the moment — “Youth in Action.” 

FURTHER CONVINCING PROOF 
was quoted by the. New Leader from 
instructions sent out by the Communist 
Party's national office as a directive 
to State branches, which said: “The 
Party will become a Party with-mass 
influence among the youth through 
AYD as an advance anti-Fascist youth 
organization in which the Commun¬ 
ists play a leading role.”

J. Edgar Hoover, head of the FBI, 
should certainly know what he is talk¬ 
ing about and here, in part, are his 
words when he spoke recently before a 
Catholic Youth-organization in New 
York, as reported in the Milwaukee 
Journal (Jan. 9, 46) : “It should be 
realized that the greatest revolutionary 
force has been the youth of the land” 
and he then cited the Nazi youth move¬ 
ment. Continuing, he said: “In our 
own country and in our own time we] 
have seen another youth movement 
arise. It still flourishes. I refer to that 
high sounding, idealistic title ‘American 
Youth for Democracy’, which conceals, 
the evils and the corruption of Amer¬ 
ican Communism. This name is but 
a new one for the former Young Com¬

Here is a further interesting refer¬ 
ence — a dipping from the New York 
Daily News (Jan. 14, ’45) from the

MRS. MINK DOES A JOB IN 
SEATTLE. The Seattle Post-Intelli¬ 
gencer (daily newspaper, Sep. 29, ’46) 
carried a story which said in part:

The Mink girl said that Communism 
“is not an issue with us, as we do not 
consider Communism as subversive or 
dangerous.” Another AYD group was 
recently exposed in Everett,"Washing¬ 
ton — as well as several different 
groups in Seattle. According to this 
newspaper story, AYD now claims a 
membership of 12,000 and is putting 
on a drive to make it 15,ooo. It has 
other Washington organized units or 
“cells” in Renton, Kirkland, Tacoma, 
Snohomish, Spokane and Vancouver.] 
Portland, Oregon, was also named ns j 
haying a branch. One of the students,

Samuel E. Fleming, Seattle school 
superintendent, said that school au¬ 
thorities were deeply concerned, and 
that subversive literature had myster¬ 
iously appeared in several Seattle 
schools. He said that “the best way to 
fight this is to let the students them¬ 
selves fight it.” That is true if the 
students are given a sense of awareness 
so they can recognize these infiltrating 
organizations. It is unreasonable to 
expect them to do so under ordinary 
circumstances. Most of these Com¬ 
munist-front organizations are today 
working behind such deceptive blinds 
as “win the peace” (meaning to ap¬ 
pease Rusia),*'‘inter-racial unify”, “get 
the boys out of Europe and Asia”, 
promote labor’s rights’’, and the pass¬ 
age of such bills as FEPC, anti-poll- 
tax, socialized medicine, and other 
New Deal pets. 

CHICAGO AYD ACTIVE IN STIR¬ 
RING TROUBLE. Around the middle 
of November (1946) students at the 
Foreman High School in Chicago 
staged a sudden and mysterious strike. 
The Chicago Herald-American report¬ 
ed “Efforts of the American Youth for 
Democracy, a Communist-front organ¬ 
ization with offices at 123 Madison 
street, torinject itself into the Foreman 
High School student strike drew a sharp 
rebuke from Miss Catherine A. Ryan, 
principal. Representatives of the or¬ 
ganization,' which until 1943 was 
known as the Young Communist 
Capt. George ,Barnes of the police 
League, passed out pamphlets to-the 
striking students until dispersed by 
labor detail. The group claims -50 
Foreman students as members.” (Cap¬ 
tain Barnes further earned the ill will 
of the Reds by protecting workers from 
picket brutality at certain struck plants 
and the Chicago Communist dominated 
paper started a smear campaign against 
him designed to get him replaced.) 

The Daily Worker (Sept. 1, ’46) 
carried a display story about Winifred 
Norman (young Negro girl) who is 
national co-chairman of American 
Youth for Democracy. Miss Norman 
had just returned from Cuba and was 
“anxious to tell us about the Juventud 
Socialists (Socialist Youth), its miK- 
tam?y, enthusiasms and many-sided or¬ 
ganization.” This Leftist youth group

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in Cuba jumped from 60 to 60,000 
members in two years. The Commun¬ 
ists have been making hay in Latin 
America — and many observers regard 
this as a grave development. 

Typical of American Youth for Dem¬ 
ocracy activities was an “AYD Ballots 
for America Ball’' held October 16 th 
at the Golden Gate Ballroom in Har¬ 
lem, New York Cit)'. Guests of honor 
were all the Communist-backed candi¬ 
dates in the last election — Marcanton- 
io, Powell, Kaplan, Isaacson, Longhi, 
Rosenbaum, Sherbel and others. This 
“ball” significantly used display ad¬ 
vertising in the Daily YVorkei. 

YOUNG COMMUNIST REVEALS 
A YD AS PARTY TOOL. The Com¬ 
munist magazine New Masses (Nov. 
12, ’46) printed a letter from a young 
Brooklyn Communist which said in 
part: “What of American Youth for 
Democracy, a chapter of which at 
Brooklyn fed a mass student fight to 
oust Gideonse as president of the 
school — Gideonse, a leader of the 
so-called Liberal Party?” The ex¬ 
planation of this letter is that the Com¬ 
munists (through AYD) were hitting 
at a leader of the Liberal Party, which 
is a group of “liberals” opposed to 
Stalinist Communism who split off 
from the American Labor Party (NY) 
when the Stalinists under Hillman had 
grabbed control of it. 

At the. summer Convention of AYD 
lieid in New York, the leaders followed 
a straight Communist party-line pro¬ 
gram, lambasting the 79th Congress 
for passing “legislation on foreign pol¬ 
icy in a 'get-tough-with-Russia* spirit.” 
The Convention revealed AYD’s. pur¬ 
poses and character with such pro¬ 
nouncements as “Youth cannot'"forget 
the Congressmen and political leaders 
with this reactionary record . . . 
Neither can or will youth forget the 
few courageous friends of labor and!

A YD quit publishing “Spotlight" as 
its official organ in April, 1945, and 
started a new publication called “AYD 

IN ACTION.'' This magazine is edited 
by Aaron Weissman, Nat Pearlman, 
Henry Cooperstock and Sig Shlakman. 

The June (1945) issue carried a pic¬ 
ture on (he front page showing Vin¬ 
cent Sheeaa (the well known writer 
who incidentally is mentioned ten timesi 
in Ihe reports of the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities) addressing 
MOO people at a New York AYD 
meeting and warning them that Franco 
is a “lineal to peace and security by 
his mere existence.” This is straight 
Communist party-line stuff at the mo¬ 
ment. Also shown on the front page 
is Dr. E. K. Barsky addressing the same 
group. Barsky and his joint Anti-Fascist 
Committee crowd have been recently 
cited for contempt by the House of 
Representatives. Barsky was telling 
them that the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities must he de¬ 
stroyed. Another picture in the mag¬ 
azine -shows Martin Mitchnick, Edu¬ 
cational Director, Wayne University 
AYD, speaking at the opening rally of 
Michigan’s AYD Convention. 

In this same issue of the AYD mag¬ 
azine, Herb Nalibow had an article 
entitled “A Communist Answers Red- 
Baiting." His argument was that any 
criticism of Communism is “red¬ 
baiting” and therefore bad. Vivian 
Levin wrote an article boosting AYD 
to the skies and Herm Schuckman pre¬ 
sented a program to boost AYD growth. | 
Mollie Lieber, head of AYD in Chicago, ‘ 
wrote on the wonders of youth in Eu-j 
rope (where she had recently been) 
and told how the Young Communist { 


Leagues had played so noble a part. 
Leon Wofsky, in this same issue, told 
how a New York' Council had been 
formed, made up principally of AYD 
and Jewish youth groups.

That formula consists of four major 
sleps or ingredients: (1) reporting 
anonymous slanders alleged to be from 
unnamed official sources, ( 2 ) attrib¬ 
uting to some usually destitute person 
a controversial quotation lifted from 
the speech of some prominent person 
who dare not be attacked directly, 

(3) clamoring then to have the whip¬ 
ping-boy detained or prosecuted under 
some complicated statute and preferab¬ 
ly at some place so far from the home 
of the accused as to assure the absence 
of any local sympathy with or know¬ 
ledge of the facts of the case, and, 

(4) claiming credit for having exposed 
conditions, which exist only in the hys¬ 
terical sensation-obsessed minds of the 
witch-hunters. 

By heredity, environment and ex¬ 
perience, 1 am convinced that Anglo- 
American concepts of social, economic, 
political and religious freedoms are 
the only practical principles, and the 
only ones which will attract educated 
people. Whatever our faults, we have 
th best plan and least susceptible of 
abuse systems and this is recognized 
even more by enlightened people o( 
totalitarian and purge-ruled countries 
than in lands where double-talking lob¬ 
bies, factions and minorities have not 
been able to frustrate the idea of ma¬ 
jority rule. 

Passivism and appeasement are as for¬ 
eign to our American temperament as 
is tolerance of marauding aggressions 
of foreign directed agents.

staled in advance.

COMMUNIST PRESS PRAISE IS 
ALWAYS A 1’IP-OFF. AYD is one of 
Communist's most coddled pels. Rare¬ 
ly an issue of (he Daily Worker appears 
without AYD mention. On Aug. 14, 
’46, it showed a picture of AYD boys 
and girls distributing leaflets in down¬ 
town Detroit supporting the notor¬ 
iously Communist-dominated NMU’s 
Great Lakes strike. On June 7, '46, 
(he Daily Worker carried a display ad 
and write-up of an AYD Youth Rally 
in New York supporting the same rad¬ 
ical union. 

The Daily Worker (Aug. 12, ’46) 
carried a story telling about a crusade 
against price rises in Philadelphia. It 
said: “More than 150 neighbors and 
representatives of CIO unions, AYD 
and other groups picketed for two 
hours . . . ” 

ONE OF THE MAIN PURPOSES 
behind the Communist effort to organ¬ 
ize youth is to get them into picket 
lines — and make them “strike con¬ 
scious/' Another main angle is to 
hammer away on “Fascists" until they 
can make American youths believe 
that every anti-Communist and every 
business man is a “native fascist." 
AYD literature is devoted not only to 
those issues but also to glorifying the 
CIO — dramatizing the Negro issue 
and anything else that will inflame 
emotions — and divide our people. 
Communist strategy is to cause tur¬ 
moil, unrest — disruption. 

The Communist Sunday WORKER 
(Sept. 16, '45) gave Phil Schatz, Na¬ 
tional Educational Director of AYD, a 
full page for an article on “Youth 
Wants Jobs *— Not Hoover Apple¬ 
sauce." He gave AYD a typical Com¬ 
munist activity record. AYD is stirring 
youth up on every issue that trains 
for unrest and revolutionary action. 
In Cleveland, Ohio, AYD led a trouble¬ 
stirring drive to force a mixing of races 
at Euclid Beach Park swimming pool 
—and AYD, buttressed by a reporter 
from the Daily Worker, did the same 
thing at Woodside Amusement Park 
in Philadelphia. Both were privately- 
owned parks. 

AYD was one of the most active 
Communist-fronts in fighting to save 
OPA. In Chicago four young men 
labeled “Taft”, “Wherry", “Brooks" 
and “O'Daniel" marched through the 
streets as pallbearers carrying a coffin 
labeled OPA. At Cleveland in July, 
i 946, the Ohio AYD hanged Senator 
Taft in effigy at an “OPA rally.” 

President Bevis of Ohio State Uni¬ 
versity, in April of 1946, withdrew 
recognition of AYD following an in¬ 
vestigation that disclosed: “The dom¬ 
inant clique in Ohio State Youth for 


Democracy has persistently pursued a 
purpose at variance with the repre¬ 
sentation upon which recognition was 
granted." University officials said: 
“\Vc now have conclusive evidence 
that the Communist Party looks upon 
the Youth for Democracy group as 
part of its organization and as media 
for the spread of party doctrines.” 

On January 7 of this year, certain 
members of the AYD club at Hie Navy 
pier branch of the University of Illinois 
withdrew and denounced AYD as “a 
tool of the communist element in this 
nation.” Mrs. Mollie Lieber, head of 
the Illinois AYD, admitted (according 
to the newspaper story) that she had 
been a Young Communist League or¬ 
ganizer. When that was disbanded and 
AYD organized, she became an AYD 
organizer. 

In February, 1946, Governor Kim 
Sigler of Michigan ordered an in¬ 
vestigation of AYD at the State Uni¬ 
versity and at Wayne University in 

Detroit. The Communists and their 
sympathizers immediately turned their 
spray nozzles of smear on the Gover¬ 
nor. The “Michigan Herald", a new 
Communist-dominated newspaper, is 
leading the figlu for AYD. 

This organization is moving rapidly 
into our high school and college cam¬ 
puses Pnd ..while in each instance— the* - 
two or three who run the show of each 
unit are part of the Communist net¬ 
work, the great number of youths en¬ 
ticed into the movement are com¬ 
pletely innocent of its real nature and 
guidance. They are moved by youth 
enthusiasm and are sympathetic with 
the sugar-coated purposes tor which 
AYD claims to stand. The situation is 
well-stated by J. A. Reeves, Superin¬ 
tendent of Schools at Everett, Wash¬ 
ington, where AYD activities were re¬ 
cently exposed, and restrained. He 
said: “Young p.eople enjoy joining so¬ 
cieties, and it is the responsibility of the 
parents as well as the school author¬ 
ities to look into the purpose and the 
adult leadership of these societies." 

Every educational community should 
be vigilant and determined in meeting 
the challenge of these deceptive and 
seductive Communist-front (Trojan 
horse) organizations that have now 
become so active in this country. It is 
clear that this Communist invasion of 
America is a bold and determined 
movement and that it must be met 
with courageous American action. It 
must be destroyed — or it will subvert 
our youth and destroy everything that 
is fine and noble in our traditional 
American way of life. Now is the time 
for every parent and every school ad¬ 
ministrator to wake up and take action. 
Let's keep American youth clean and 
clear of Communist taint.

Gullible America is being taken over 
again. The danger of Communism in 
the United States is definitely far more 
serious now than it was before Presi¬ 
dent Truman stated the Government 
w r ould eliminate the Reds.

Hon could be applied through a world 
.•structure of state capitalism that would 
insure, through the issuance of bonds 
by a world bank and its subsidiaries and 
representatives among national bank¬ 
ing institutions, the future welfare and 
security of a new type of nobility — 
a new elite. * In the last mentioned 
phase of the general plan the socialists 
and planners would still have the honor 
and distinction of being hired as its 
•; managers and administrators. They 
would comprise the technicians for 
what might be also called the world 
managerial revolution. 

The foundation for the same over-all 
plan was sought to be established 
through the League of Nations. It 
♦failed. World War II and its aftermath 
offered the golden opportunity to the 
New Dealers in America and England 
and to the socialists throughout the 
rest of the world. 

The American disciples had their 
first big opportunity after World War I 
when they were able to steal the Dem¬ 
ocratic Party before the national elec¬ 
tion which set them up in business in 
a big way over here in 1933. National

George H. Perkins, Executive Sec-' 
retary of the American Anti-Com¬ 
munist Association, said that the ev¬ 
idence upon which the charge against 
Lorwin is based lias been filed" with 
Representative Alvin E. O'Konskil 
(Rep. Wisconsin) and other mem- 1 
bers of Congress “for appropriate 
action". Rep. O’Konski is President 
of the American Anti-Communist 
Association.

COMMUNISTS MASSACRE OVER 
500 CHINESE CATHOLICS IN 
ONE OF MOST CRUEL ACTS 
EVER RECORDED, EYE WIT¬ 
NESSES RELATE. 

By FRANK YU, in the 
China Monthly, April, 1947 

It was a fine day in Cliungli, a 
small town 3o miles northenSfHJT 
Kalgan. The December weather was 
cold, about 20° below freezing, but 
the whole town was bathed in bright 
•sunshine. The Catholic Cathedral, a 
magnificent building standing in the 
center of Cliupgli contrasted sharply 
with the small, low, earthen huts be¬ 
low it. I Is bell rang serenely, and the 
Cat ho lies, who made up 90 per cent 
of the entire population, were heed¬ 
ing its call to attend their usual morn¬ 
ing mass. All was calm and tranquil. 
There was no warning of any kind 
against the horrible massacre that 
was to break loose within only a 
few hours. 

At dusk three Communist bri¬ 
gades, numbering at least 6,000 and 
under the command of one Chen 
Tsung-kun, converged od the town 
which was defended by several hun¬ 
dred men of the local vigilance 
corps. The telephone line, the only 
means of communication with Kal¬ 
gan, was cut, thus isolating the 
whole area. 

The vigilance men were quickly 
rounded up and driven into the sem¬ 
inary, the only large building in the 
area. Outnumbered fifteen to one, 
they were easily overcome by the at¬ 
tackers, who constituted the main

February as a dangerous enemy 
alien. 

According to the Association’s in¬ 
vestigators, Lonvin has made fre¬ 
quent trips between the United States 
and Russia, the latest last summer, 
at Government expense in connec¬ 
tion with international trade agree¬ 
ments. Since his return he has been 
lecturing and writing. 

The investigators said that the 
theme of the lectures and writings is 
Jhat “the Soviet Communist regime 
is the salvation of the Jewish "peo¬ 
ple”. They asserted that Lorwin, 
since his return, has been “glowing” 
in his enthusiasm for the Soviet Wav 
of Life. 

The Association cited an article 
written by Lorwin under the name 
of Louis Levine in the November, 
1946, issue of Soviet Russia Today, 
the publication of the National Coun¬ 
cil of American-Soviet Friendship. 
This organization has been described 
by the House Un-American Activities 
Committee as a Communist front 
^roup._ 

"Special concern for the Jewish 
people has characterized the Soviet 
Union .since its birth in the 1917 
revolution”, Lorwin wrote, “Let us 
hope that the Soviet policy toward 
minorities will be a pattern for the 
United Nations. Reactionary ele¬ 
ments that are now carrying on an 
anti-Soviet campaign are the worst 
enemies of the Jewish people”. 

The investigators said they had 
obtained the testimony of a former 
close associate of Lorwin in the 
CorAmerce Department that Lorwin 
“was once a Lieutenant of the late 
Leon Trotsky and a big political 
figure”. 

The Association said that a book 
written by Lorwin on trade union 
problems was used as the standard 
text of Commonwealth College, 
Mena. Arkansas. The college, closed 
several vears ago, has been described 
frequently in Congress as Commun¬ 
istic. 

Lorwin was listed in Who’s Who 
as Louis Levine until the 1927 issue 
when he changed his name. His cur¬ 
rent biography states that he was 
brought (o the United States from 
Russia by his parents when lie was 
4 years old and was educated in the 
New York public schools and in 
Russia, Switzerland and France. He 
obtained a Doctor of Philosophy

degree from Columbia Universitj' 
in 1912. 

The biography shows that Lorwin 
taught Economics at Columbia, Wel¬ 
lesley College, University of Mon¬ 
tana and Beloit. 

Lorwin became an Economic Con¬ 
sultant to various Government agen¬ 
cies shortly before the war. Prior 
to his present Commerce Depart¬ 
ment job, Lorwin was an Economic 
Advisor to the Foreign Economic 
Administration, which handled Lend 
Lease, from 1943 until the end of 
the war. He is listed in the magazine 
Soviet Russia Today -as National 
President of the Jewish Council for 
Russian Relief and official of the 
World Jewish Congress and {he Am¬ 
erican Jewish Congress.

force of the Communists in that dis¬ 
trict. Some guards retreated and 
made good their escape, but about 
200 were trapped. The seminary 
was immediately put to the torch by 
the Communists. 

Several of the doomed men climb¬ 
ed out through the windows, surviv¬ 
ing witnesses said, but they were 
tossed back into the burning build¬ 
ing. The other Catholic establish¬ 
ments were also set on fire, including 
the bishop’s residence. Ten of the 
34 inmates of the almshouse, all ov¬ 
er 60 years old, perished in the blaze. 

The attacking Communists were 
guided by the former magistrate, 
chief of police and other town offi¬ 
cials appointed by the Communists 
during their period of occupation, 
that is, from the Japanese surrender 
to last October, when Chungli was 
recovered by Government troops. 
All of them were natives of Chungli, 
and they were familiar with the lo¬ 
cale. During their “term of office”, 
they had found that the people were 
not too cooperative with the Com¬ 
munist administration. They had 
now come back to discipline the re¬ 
calcitrants. 

While the Cathedral and the other 
buildings used by the Catholics were 
burning, bands of Communist sol¬ 
diers under the direction of these 
former “officials” began rounding 
up those who, in their eyes, were 
“hostile” to Communism. These 
“hostile” elements included all who 
had taken refuge in Government- 
controlled areas during the Com¬ 
munist occupation and had refused 
to come back despite Communist 
propaganda. They were for the most 
part dependents of or relatives of 
the vigilance guard, landlords and 
loyal Catholics, and they constituted 
almost the whole local population 
of 3,000. 

Half of the 3,000, fearing the 
worst, had fled to the nearby moun¬ 
tains. But those left were herded to¬ 
gether by the invaders and some 
were tied in groups. The Commun¬ 
ists decided to teach these Catholics 
a convincing lesson. The spacious 
courtyard of the bishop’s residence 
was chosen as the setting. So, on the 
night of December 9, 1946, with 
the huge blaze of the burning cathed¬ 
ral and the other buildings of the 
Catholics to light the scene, one of 
the bloodiest massacres in history 


v 



was enacted. 

These inhuman Communists and 
their agents made no distinction on 
the grounds of sex or age. They sub¬ 
jected all to their fiendish hate. Be¬ 
sides killing some in the usual way, 
oy means of rifle fire, the machine 
gun and (he bayonet, they devised 
new ways of liquidating those who 
dared to think other than they did. 
They strangled many; they stripped 
others to the skin and let them freeze 
to death in the December cold; they 
bashed in the heads of others with 
large pieces of rock, while they tied 
others to poles and beat them to 
death. 

They made some of the women 
suffer an even worse fate. They vio¬ 
lated them, then killed them. And 
having put them to death, they dese¬ 
crated the bodies of not a few of 
their victims. 

They skinned one child who was 
about 14 years old, from the scalp to 
the breast. They chopped a young 
man s body into pieces in the process 
of removing his heart. During this 
macabre scene, they forced those 
still auve to stand and watch their 
butchery until their turn came. >\ 
great many fainted while watching 
the dying agony of their friends and 
relatives. 

Tne toll of this wholesale slaugh¬ 
ter, which lasted three days, was‘es¬ 
timated at about 500 civilians, in¬ 
cluding 15 old men, a few childien, 
and a number of women. In addi¬ 
tion, 30‘0 vigilance guards were

killed or burned to death. Another I 
*00 civilians and some hundred vig¬ 
ilance corps members were taken 
away by the Communists when they 
retreated on December 12. About 
2 00 of them were later killed, or 
allowed to freeze to death. 

When we correspondents arrived 
at this small town on December 30 , 

18 days after the massacre, the 
whole remaining population of about 
2,000 gathered in the Catholic el¬ 
ementary school for girls to meet us. 
They still appeared "panic stricken, 
and their faces were shadowed with 
sorrow. Every one of them was 
ready to tell about his hellish exper¬ 
ience. They looked as if they had 
just awakened from a terrible night¬ 
mare. 

Four bare walls and the main 
pillars were all that was left of the 
30 -year-old Cathedral, with its bell 
still hanging ironically high up on 
the facade. The main hall, which ac¬ 
commodated moire than 1,000, was 
nothing but a heap of debris and

lilies. A few bullet holes were still 
visible on the pillars. The Commu- 
, msts originally intended to blow up 
the building with bombs, the villag¬ 
ers t-okl us. Somehow they did not. 

To the left of the Cathedral was 
| the bishop’s residence. In the large 
courtyard surrounding it, there still 
lay some 25o corpses, all frozen 
hard. I he bullet holes, bayonet cuts, 
wounds, and various disfigurements 
were evidence that the Communists 
had used a variety of means in 
slaughtering their victims. 

In the middle of the yard there 
were several coffins. One of them 
v as unusually Large. Inside it was a 
big heap of ashes, black and putrid. 
Drat was what was left of the flesh 
and bones of those who were trap¬ 
ped in the burning Cathedral. But 
no one knows exactly how many 
perished in the once-sacred hall, and 
not all of the charred corpses were 
identified. 

On the backyard of the compound 
was another group of about 30 bod¬ 
ies. These were slain militiamen: 

I heir remains revealed that they 
had been subjected to prolonged 
torture. One had his eyes smashed. 
His eyeballs had been forced ou*‘ '' 
Among the slaughtered civilians 
were a °roup of countryfolk from 
nearby 1 owns. They had come to 
Cnungli in the hope of finding a 
refuge there, soon after the Govern¬ 
ment’s reoccupation of the town. 
This group, according to the Chung- 
h natives, were among the first vic¬ 
tims, inasmuch as they were consid¬ 
ered anti-Communist because they 
had fled from Communist regions. 

A few native “landlords” had 
come back to Clumgli only some 10 
days before the time of the tragedy. 
They were returning from an “exile” 
of more than a year as a result of the 
Communist occupation. They too 
were liquidated and were killed be¬ 
fore thev could reclaim the land the 
Communists had expropriated in 
their absence. 

Catholic Father Hsu and two 
farmers were among those the Com¬ 
munists carried away with them. 
Many thus carried away died of cold 
and exposure. Some were killed for 
refusing to continue the forced trip. 
While we were interviewing the local 
citizens, a late report came in that 
about too bodies had been discov¬ 
ered at the foot of a mountain 15 
miles east of Chungli. As the news 
spread, we could see a cloud of sor¬ 
row and anxiety darken the faces of 
the men and women who had rela¬ 
tives who were still missing.

COMMON SENSE will not com¬ 
ment in general on Truman’s veto 
of the Taft-Hartley labor bill as it is 
not our policy to take part in purely 
labor matters. Nor does space per¬ 
mit comment on the political or his¬ 
torical significance of the over-riding 
of the veto.

your Union officers who are doing 


their best to clean the Reels out. 

We are giving you some informa¬ 
tion and suggestions that will save 
your Unions. 

How many of you pay your dues 
to help support the Union but never 
go near the meetings? You are too 
tired or too busy. You have allowed 
a small clique of Reds or Red con¬ 
trolled noisy members to run your 
local. They are never too busy to 
attend meetings. The clique con¬ 
trols your grievance commiittee and 
all important committees. When 
they want something passed they get 
on the floor and it is passed. You 
don’t know if it is a good thing for 
you or a bad thing. It aggravates 
the Company, so it must be a good 
thing for you. 

You do not realize that Commun¬ 
ist master-minds, miles away, may 
be directing the grievance commit¬ 
tee so that there will always be 
trouble, aggravation of men and 
Company officials. To stimulate 
trouble and strife is the main thought 
behind the Communists’ philosophy 
of strikes. 

Communists work for months and 
years to work up a strike. That is 
what they want — dissatisfaction, : 
unemployment, hunger. If you do! 
not know this, you have not read' 
their teachings. Their leaders have 
taught this for years. Rea! Com¬ 
munists are not interested in your 
welfare, if they were they would" not 
have made slaves of the working¬ 
man in Russia. That is what you will 
have if you do not clean out your 
Unions.

Satisfactory 
political and economic relations, are 
not possible as long as the Franco 
regime remains in power. No loans 
or credits by the United States are 
being considered.” 

1 hope you will pardon me if I 
say frankly that the continuation of 
this attitude, in view of the facts of 
the past, reflect discredit on the 
State Department and on the Amer¬ 
ican Republic. For so long as we 
tolerate (he inhumanity that without 
question prevails in Soviet Russia 
with ten or twenty million of its own 
citizens or subjects in concentration 
camps, and with its record of murder 
of its own people—so long as we 
have besmirched our record by shift¬ 
ing from Mikhailovitch to Tito in 
Yugoslavia, and so long as we have

(rayed the Polish people, this atti¬ 
tude on our part toward Franco not 
only does not make sense, but leads 
to the inescapable conclusion in the 
minds of fair-minded Americans that 
we have knuckled down to Soviet 
Russia through fear; and that 
through fear of the same element we 
are following the wishes of Soviet 
Russia with respect to Spain. 

I was glad, Mr. Secretary, when 
you became the head of the State 
Department. I hoped and believed 
that it would to a large extent mean 
an end to the grave policy we had 
been pursuing toward Soviet Russia. 
To d great extent I believe that this 
is so — 1 believe that under your di¬ 
rection American policy toward Rus¬ 
sia nas nrmeu up. i have expressed 
approval oi the new policy of aiding 
Greece and Turkey against the fur¬ 
ther spread of Communism. 

Why, (hen, must we continue to 
follow Russia’s will with respect to 
Spain? How can you justify oppos¬ 
ing Communism in the Eastern Med- 
iteraneau and playing into its hands 
in the Western Mediterranean? 
t You are of course familiar with 
Winston Churchill’s extended tribute 
Which he paid Franco in his speech 
in the House of Commons May 24, 
1944. He made very clear that 
Franco had aided in the North Af¬ 
rican landing, and had aided Amer¬ 
ican airmen crossing Spain. 

Former Ambassador Carlton J. U. 
Hayes, in his book Wartime Mission 
in Spain, likewise pays tribute to the 
help rendered by Franco. In fact, 

1 have talked with several former 
ambassadors to Spain, two of whom 
have represented this country since 
1 933, and I gather that their views 
coincide with those of Mr. Churchill. 

I have been in Europe myself 
many times^n the last fifty years, 
but I , had never visited Spain until 
1938. I had a chance to see what 
was going on — a chance to observe 
the extent to which Soviet Russia 
was influencing if not conducting the 
affairs of the leftist government.. 1 
had a chance to mingle with consid¬ 
erable numbers of people on the 
Franco side, and to realize how wide¬ 
ly he was accepted among all classes. 
I am familiar, too, as you must be, 
with the history of the raising of the 
International Brigade by the Com¬ 
munists of the different nations, 
among (hem the raising of the so- 
called Abraham Lincoln Brigade. 
That whole International Brigade

was simply the work of the Com 
munist Party. Most of the members 
were Communists — the Commun¬ 
ist Party has boasted of it repeatedly. 

Naturally Soviet Russia and the 
Various Communist Parties in the 
world were chagrined when their 
forces in Spain were beaten. That 
was the greatest defeat Soviet Russia 
and her Communist philosophy has 
had. - That, 1 am convinced, is the 
reason why the Soviet Russian pres¬ 
sure on the United States as well as 
other countries is so great in her at¬ 
tempts to get rid of Franco. 

1 would not want to see the Franco 
type of government here in the 
United States — though I confess 
that in the past twelve or fourteen 
years some phases of our govern¬ 
ment have been just about as Fas¬ 
cists as anything in Spain. 1 have 
never met Franco, though when 1 
was in Spain in 1938 1 triedjto inter¬ 
view him for the New York Herald 
Tribune for whom 1 was doing some 
temporary writing. 

But because I would not approve 
his form of government for the Un¬ 
ited States does not prevent me from 
seeing that the great Republic of the 
United States is making a sad mis¬ 
take in yielding to Soviet influence 
in continuing its attitude with respect 
to Spain. 

You are greatly interested in the 
success of the United Nations. How 
can the United Nations ever succeed 
if it makes, as it did in San Francisco, 
a corner-stone of its,,structure the 
policy of deciding that'the people of 
Spain cannot have the kind of gov¬ 
ernment they want, or the kind ot 
ruler they want. v 

I would like to hear from you, Mr. 
Secretary. 1 would like to hear di¬ 
rectly from you — not from some 
subordinate. 

If you believe that I am wrong in 


my views, will you be good enough 
to tell me the reasons for your opin¬ 
ion?

My dear Mr. Hart: 

1 have been asked to reply to your 
letter of May 10, 1947, addressed to 
Secretary Marshall concerning this 
Government’s policy toward Spain. 

As I am sure you must realize, the 
volume of correspondence received 
by the Secretary is so great that he 
is unable to answer it all personally. 
Your letter, however, has been care¬ 
fully read and given full considera¬ 
tion by the officers of this Depart¬ 
ment concerned with the matters 
which you discuss. 

This country’s relations with the 
present Government of Spain arc 
strongly influenced by its origin, 
nature and record of close associa¬ 
tion during the war with the German 
and Italian aggressors, who assisted 
the regime to rise to power. United 
States policy toward Spain is not dic¬ 
tated by the interest of any other 
country. 

This Government has frequently 
stated its desire to see the elimina¬ 
tion of the Franco regime in Spain 
and the reestablishment, without the - 
renewal of civil strife, of a demo- * 
cratic government based upon the 
freely expressed will of the Spanish 
people. It has long been the opinion 
of this Government that it is for the . 
Spanish people themselves to de¬ 
termine the type of government 
which they wish to have. This is 
equally as true with respect to the 
form of government as it is with re¬ 
spect to the individuals df whom it 
should be composed. By an over¬ 
whelming majority the General As¬ 
sembly of the United Nations adopt¬ 
ed on December 12, 1946, a resolu¬ 
tion embodying this same principle. 

Many groups both here and abroad 
believe that an immediate change 
in the Government of Spain should 
be forced by the systematic applica¬ 
tion of international coercive mea¬ 
sures. It is, however, our judgment 


•hat such measures wou 1 *ad ul¬ 
timately to conditions o! .onomic 
* and political chaos in Spain and the 
complete negation of the objectives 
of our policy. 


1 he other course, to which this 
Government adheres, is to permit 
Hie international political situation in 
Spain to develop gradually to the 
point where the Spanish people will 
be able to direct their own affairs in 
their own way. 

In the meantime, so long as the 
Franco regime remains in power, 
Spain must expect to remain isolated 
from the organized community of 
nations. 

You may be sure that the Depart¬ 
ment is fully aware of the factors 
brought out in your letter and that 
these and all other aspects of the 
Spanish situation arc taken into con¬ 
sideration in developing the course 
of action best calculated to promote 
the national interest of the United 
States and the cause of international 
peace and stability.

We borrowed our 
furniture, consisting of a bed, a small 
table, 2 chairs and a stove. We have 
no more clothes left. My daughter 
is 15 years of age and, as you will 
gather from the enclosed certificate 
of our city doctor, she developed 
tuberculosis through malnutrition. 
My son is 8 years old. My husband 
hasn’t got a single shirt and the only 
suit he has is his old uniform. Still 
the worst is the food situation. Since- 
over a week we haven’t had a piece 
of bread and must live from “Wasser 
Suppen” (soups made from water, 
probably by adding flour—if avail¬ 
able!) .

MARSHALL TOLD AMERICANS \ 
HAVE LOST CONFIDENCE IN 
THE STATE DEPARTMENT 


Senator Styles Bridges has made 
the statement to George Marshall, Sec¬ 
retary of State: “Frankly, the Ameri¬ 
can people have lost confidence in your 
State Department; they do not trust 
llie patriotism and loyalty of many of 
the people you have working for you.” 

Secretary Marshall, carrying out the 
supposed Communist purge, appointed 
Hamilton Robinson of New York to 
conduct the purge in the State Depart¬ 
ment.

of the governed, committed to respect 
"freedom of speech, religion, and as¬ 
sembly, and to the prompt holding of 
an erection, free from force and intiin 
idation and regardless of party-, may 
express their will’ 

Where iir Yugoslavia, Poland, Aus- 
ia^-Bulghria, Albania, Hungary, Italy, 
Czechoslovakia, or France, and that 
part of Germany occupied by Russian 
military, is there a Government which 
derives its authority from the governed 
or held an election’without-force, in¬ 
timidation and interference by the Rus¬ 
sian emissaries, and which prevented 
the people from expressing their will? 

Under date of August 31, 1939, and 
of September 23, 1939, Secret Agree¬ 
ments were made by Molotov for Rus¬ 
sia, and Ribbentrop for Hitler Germany 
in which were outlined and agreed, for

the purpose of forcibly dividing Pol¬ 
and and Lithuanian frontiers between 
them. Germany and Russia both in¬ 
vaded Poland in September, 1939. 

* * * 

When President Roosevelt donated 
18o bombers to Russia, Stalin would 
not’ permit United States airmen to 
make delivery. Russians were sent to 
the United States, trained here, and 
‘flew them back. When they arrived, 
all United States marks-were eliminated 
and replaced by Russian and published 
as Russian production, as also were all 
tanks, trucks, and all other war mater¬ 
ials supplied by the United States. 

When the surrender of the Japanese 
took .place on the U.S.S. Missouri, the 
Russians built up a photograph, show¬ 
ing the Russian representative signing 
the document, and published it as a 
Russian ship and that Russia won the 
Japanese war alone, whereas, they 
never rendered any aid, but instead, 
stole everything in Manchuria that was 
possible. 

During the attacks on Japan, at least 
two B-29 ’s landed in Soviet East Asia, 
after exhausting their gasoline, but' 
without damage to the planes. Per¬ 
sonal correspondence between Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt and Stalin was needed 
to free, the air crews. The Soviets 
seemed to wish to cause the crews to 
vanish, forgetting they had radioed 
their safe landings to their home base. 
Return of the aircraft tttemselves was 
also repeatedly requested. Ambassador 
Harriman was politely told they had 
been destroyed. But the American Mil¬ 
itary Attache at the Moscow Embassy, 
Brigadier General William Ritchie, ac¬ 
tually saw one of the B-29’s in opera¬ 
tional condition at a Soviet airfield 
near Moscow. Thus the Soviets also 
have the assistance of all our exper¬ 
ience up to and including the B-29 
class planes, in manufacturing their 
very long stragetic bombers. 

This is another instance of their 
brazen effrontery, avarice and untruth¬ 
fulness. Even the foods supplied by 
UNNRA were relabeled as being sup¬ 
plied by Russia. 

The sending of military equipment, 
planes, and other war supplies by the 
United States and Britain to Russia, 
when their backs were against the wall, 
which enabled them to make their re¬ 
turn attack and so successfully drive 
back the battered German forces on 
the Eastern front, is to the credit and 
glory of Russia, but their making such 


deceptions show their ingratitude and 
utter disregard of international decenc) 
or honesty. They have exhibited no 
international cooperation toward the 
Peace of the World, but seek to impose 
their selfish desires and demands on al 
others. Any tendered appeasement ap¬ 
pears to intensify their greed and de¬ 
mands. 

* * * 

In 1933, when President Roosevel 
made recogntion of Russia, the guar¬ 
antee given by the Soviet Government, 
which formed the basis of recognition, 
was,, in brief: 

* 

“The Soviet Government pledge* 
itself to refrain from the disseminatior 
of propaganda against the political oi 
social order of the United States, oi 
attempting in any way to overthrow 
American Institutions and to restrain 
any agency under direct or indirect 
Soviet control, from interfering with 
the internal affairs of this country. The 
Soviet Government expressly agrees to 
complete freedom of religious worship, 
and liberty of conscience to Americans 
temporarily or permanently residing in 
the U.S.S.R., including the use of rites 
in English, or in any other language 
customarily used, and the leasing, erect¬ 
ing, and maintenance of buildings-foi 
that purpose. A consular convention 
will be negotiated immediately, in 
which United States citizens will have 
rights of legal protection, ‘not less fav¬ 
orable’ than those enjoyed by ‘Nation¬ 
als of the Nation most favored in this 
respect’ ”, 

We all know that NONE of these 
terms, agreements, and acts have been 

complied with, INSTEAD, they have 
been flouted and brazenly disregarded. 

The Russian Government has «ho^n 
itself unworthy of any belief or truSy* 

The United States adheres to its 
treaties and obligations. It has been 
very generous in giving and supplying 
war equipment and supplies and food* 
to Russia. It is altruistic, inasmuch a* 
it has not demanded any reparation* 
from any country. The United States 
citizens still have to pay the rederriptio.n 
of the 265 billions of dollars national 
debt the war has caused.

United States and Spain 

Merwin K. Hart, President of National Economic Council, Asks Pertinent 
Questions in Second Letter to Secretary of State Marshall. 


’ ‘ , June 5, 1947 

Hon. George C. Marshall 
Secretary of State 
Department of State 
Washington, D. C. 

My dear Mr. Secretary: 

I refer to a letter from the Depart¬ 
ment of State dated May 2 7, 1947 
(I am asked to refer in replying to 
PL), signed by Mr. Francis H. Rus¬ 
sell, Director, Office of Public Af¬ 
fairs, in answer to mine of May 10, 
addressed to yourself. 

This letter of the Department 
states that: 

'This country’s relations with the 
present Government of Spain are 
strongly influenced by its origin, na¬ 
ture and record of clqse association 
during the war with the German and 
Italian aggressors, who assisted the 
regime in its rise to power. United 
States policy toward Spain is not dic¬ 
tated by the interest of any other 
country.” 

If the State Department is op¬ 
posed to all aggressors, what about 
the joint aggression of Hitler and 
Stalin which precipitated World War 
II on Sept. 1, 1939, and continued 
till June 22, 1941 ? What about 
the aggressors in Poland and Jugo¬ 
slavia, with which the United States 
maintains full diplomatic relations? 

And certainly the Department has 
not forgotten that, while Hitler and 
Mussolini aided Franco in the Span¬ 
ish Civil War, 1936-1939, Stalin 
rendered even greater aid to the 


leftist “Republican” group; nor that 
through the agency of the “Com¬ 
munist Party of the U.S.A.” several 
thousand left-wing American youths 
were recruited on American soil, 
contrary to the laws of the United 
States, and were sent to Spain on 
American passports, real or forged, 
and those responsible for this un¬ 
lawful recruiting have never • been 
prosecuted. 

When did the State Department 
become aware of the “origin, nature 
and record,” etc., of the' present 
Spanish government? Apparently 
quite recently because on the eve of 
the American landing in North Af¬ 
rica, President Roosevelt wrote a let¬ 
ter to General Franco which was 
personally delivered to him by Am¬ 
bassador Hayes (see page 91, War¬ 
time Mission in Spain, by Dr. Hayes) 
in which letter are the following two 
paragraphs: 

“It is because your nation and 
mine are friends in the best sense of 
the word, and because you and 1 are 
sincerely desirous of the continua¬ 
tion of that friendship for our mutual 
good, that I want very simply to tell 
you of the compelling reasons that 
have forced me to send a powerful 
military force to North Africa. . . . 

“I hope you will accept my full 
assurance that these moves are in no 
shape, manner or form directed 
against the government or people of 
Spain, or Spanish Morocco or Span¬ 
ish Territories — metropolitan or 
sovereign. I believe that the Spanish

God is therein as the 
“Divine Providence” upon whom the 
signers of our American Magna Carta 
relied for protection when, in the 
battle for freedom from tyranny, 
they mutually pledged to each other 
their lives, fortunes and sacred*"- 
honor.

holds that “certain truths are self- 
evident, ” that is they are beyond dis¬ 
pute and therefore need no proof of 
their correctness, and that “all men 
are ciealed equal/ * being endowed 
by God with certain natural rights. 
These rights are held to be inalien¬ 
able, that is, they cannot be trans¬ 
ferred to others, or abrogated, be¬ 
cause they are part of the nature 
with which God endowed man. 
These rights, named in the Declara¬ 
tion of Independence, are ( 1 ) the 
light to life, which is God-given; 
(2) liberty, based upon the virtue of 
free will, with which God endowed 
man and man alone; (3) the pursuit 
of happiness, a desire implanted in 
man by his Creator, that is made 
possible of realization by obedience 
to the law of man’s being. 

Never have the principles of the 
Declaration of Independence stood 
forth in more striking contrast to 
drastic restrictions placed upon the 
exercise of human rights than they 
do todav, when TOTALITARIAN¬ 
ISM THREATENS THE WORLD. 
The Colonial tyrannies of George 
III, that prompted the issuance of the 
Declaration of Independence, were 
mild compared to the tyrannies that 
Lenin II is imposing upon hundreds 
of millions of inhabitants of Soviet- 
ized lands. 

Never was there a time in the his¬ 
tory of cur country when it has been 
more necessary to hark back to the 
principles in our Declaration of In¬ 
dependence, and rededicate v our 
country to them, than during the 
liberty-threatening times in which we 
live. The- EVIL EYE OF TOTAL¬ 
ITARIANISM is centered upon weak¬ 
ening, destroying, or engulfing the 
U.S.A. The .moral stability of Amer¬ 
icans, necessary to defeat the ad¬ 
vancing foe of the principles in the 
Declaration of Independence, is 
weakening, due to the moral delin¬ 
quency caused by irreligion, divorce, 
abortion, alcoholism, and unmen¬ 
tionable diseases, that have been orr 
the increase. 

Adherence to the principles in the 
Declaration of Independence, pro¬ 
claimed on the Fourth of July, is 
weakened by more than a half of 
our American population ignoring 
church or synagogue affiliation, ft 
io further weakened by a growing 
number of clergymen who are bend¬ 
ing to the irreligion of our day. This 
they have done, and continue to do, 


by amending God’s law of stability 
amt purity in marital relations to 
fit the lowered standards. 

The signeVs of the Declaration of 
Independence held that religion is 
the basis of personal morality; that 
without religion national morality 
cannot be maintained. Every one ol 
them believed that religion should be 
included in a properly balanced edu¬ 
cational course to develop a citizen¬ 
ry of the highest order, as existed in 
the schools attended by the signers 
of the Declaration of Independence. 

A World Bill of Rights has been 
prepared by the U. N. Secretariat 
that is minus reference to the Creat¬ 
or, whom the Declaration of Inde¬ 
pendence recognizes as the source 
from which basic rights emanate. 
Therefore the rights in it are set 
down as alienable rights, rights that 
are subject to the will of the state or 
any tyrant who may happen to dom¬ 
inate it. The United Nations Secre¬ 
tariat disregarded the Declaration 
of Rights submitted to it last Febru¬ 
ary by the National'Catholic Welfare 
Conference, very likely because the 
Author of human rights was its start¬ 
ing point. The preamble of the De¬ 
claration of Rights reads in part as 
follows: 

“God the Creator of the human 
race, has. charged man with obliga¬ 
tions arising from his personal dig¬ 
nity, and from his relations as a 
social being. These obligations are 
in reference to the Creator, to him¬ 
self, to his family and fellow-men, to 
the State and to the community of 
States. For the fulfillment of these 
obligations man is endowed with 
certain natural, inalienable rights. 
These obligations and rights form 
the substance of the moral law which 
can be known by reason.”

government and the Spanish people 
wish to maintain neutrality and to re¬ 
main outside the war. Spain has 

nothing to fear from the United 
Nations.” 

Can it be supposed that the then 
President of the United States was 
saying to General Franco what he 
did not mean, merely with the object 
of, if possible, persuading Franco not 
to interfere in any way with the land¬ 
ing in Africa? It appears so because 
Franco has done nothing since the 
date of that letter which could, or 
should, have changed our attitude 
toward Spain. Others like Tito have 
committed flagrant and open crimes 
against humanity and have given 
great insult to the United States in 
addition. We remain passive toward 
Tito — and we show open belliger¬ 
ence toward Franco. 

Is it possible that the 'State De¬ 
partment regards a crime committed 
on one side of the street as a crime— 
while much more despicable crimes 
committed on the other side of the 
street are something to disregard 
and forget? 

The State Department has scrup¬ 
ulously observed the Yalta and Pots¬ 
dam agreements consented do by the 
President of the United States, even 
though those agreements gave the 
people of even our ally Poland over 
into the barbarous hands of Soviet 
Russia. Why is it then that it fails 
to observe the entirely voluntary as¬ 
surances given by President Roose¬ 
velt to the Franco government of 
Spain ? 

Dr. Hayes in his book makes it 
clear, incidentally, that in several 
important respects the Franco gov¬ 
ernment did actually assist in" the 
North African landing, or at least in¬ 
terposed not the slightest interfer¬ 
ence. 

And we have the definite and 
lengthy tribute of our British ally, 
Mr. Churchill, made in Parliament 
on May 24, 1944, to the favorable 
attitude of the Franco government 
with respect to this landing.' 

To one who reads the record of 
recent years the policy of the State 
Depaitment toward the Franco gov¬ 
ernment is too full of contradiction 
to be called a “policy.” For instance, 
the United States on March 4, 1946, 
joined in a “Declaration” by the 
United Kingdom, the United States 
and France, to the effect that the 
Franco government should with- 


draw, the Falange party aiiould be 
abolished, ami a caretaking govern¬ 
ment established “under which Span¬ 
ish people may have an opportunity 
freely to determine the type of gov¬ 
ernment they wish to have, and to 
choose tV»eir leaders." 

But seven days later, a consider¬ 
able protest having arisen both in 
Britain and the United States, a note 
of the American State Department 
said: 

' “At the same time the govern¬ 
ment of the United States is com¬ 
pelled to say that it regards the 
change of the existing regime in 
Spain as a task for the Spanish 
people themselves. It is the privi¬ 
lege and the responsibility of the 
people of Spain to determine the 
form of government under which 
Spain wishes to live and to choose 
the leaders of their government." 

More recently, as set forth in my 
letter to you of May 10, some 
spokesman for the State Department 
said: 

“Satisfactory political and econ¬ 
omic relations are not possible as 
long as the Franco regime remains 
in power." 

Webster’s Dictionary says that a 
policy is “A settled or definite course 1 
or method adopted and followed by 
a government, institution, body, or 
individual." 

It is impossible to say that under 
this definition the State’Department 
has had a policy toward Spain. With¬ 
out doubt the general trend of the 
Department’s method has been aided 
and abetted by leftist writers of every 
hue in the United Stales. 

The letter signed by Mr. Russell 
states: 

“This government has frequently 
stated its desire to see the elimina¬ 
tion of the Franco regime Jn Spain 
and the reestablishment, without the 
renewal of civil strife, of a demo¬ 
cratic government based upon the 
freely expressed will of the Spanish 
people." 

Why should we be so persistent in 
the United States to upset the Franco 
government, since that’ government 
won out in the great Civil War of 
1936-39? 

Has the State Department so few 
problems on its hands that it can find 
time to join with other nations (all 
of them communistic or socialistic) 
in a course that has as its admitted 
objective the overthrow of the gov¬ 
ernment of a nation, which President 


Roosevelt told Franco wa;f “a 1 friend 
in the best sense" of the United 
States? Is that the State Depart¬ 
ment’s idea of friendship? 

Has the State Department “fre¬ 
quently stated its desire t.o see the 
elimination of" the Soviet puppet 
regime in Poland, in which country 
the most horrible' atrocities have 
been committed? 

Has the State Department “fre¬ 
quently stated its desire to see the 
elimination of" the Tito government 
in Jugoslavia? 

The letter' signed by Mr. Russell 
sa}'s that; 

“Many groups both here and 
abroad believe that an immediate 
change in the government of Spain 
should be forced by the systematic 
application of international coercive 
measures." 

Mr. Russell, however, does not 
venture to explain what those groups 
are or whom they represent. This is 
not necessary under the circum¬ 
stances. All of them are left-wing 
if not outright communistic groups, 
or groups that to a greater or less 
degree cooperate with the commun¬ 
istic world forces. We believe they 
take their cue straight from the 
Daily Worker or PM. 

I agree heartily with the judgment 
of the State Department as ex¬ 
pressed by the letter signed by Mr. 
Russell, that “such measures would 
lead ultimately to conditions of ec¬ 
onomic and political chaos in Spain 
and the complete negation of the ob¬ 
jectives of our policy." There would 
seem to be no doubt that that is pre¬ 
cisely what would happen. And that 
would also be the fulfillment of one 
of the most important objectives of 
Soviet Russian policy. 

But the other course, to which Mr. 
Russell says the State Department 
adheres, is “to permit the internal 
political situation in Spain to develop 
gradually to the point where the 
Spanish people will be able to direct 
their own affairs in their own way." 

But, my dear Mr. Secretary, how 
do you know the Spanish people are 
not perfectly competent to conduct 
their own affairs? I am aware that 
there has long been persistent press 
propaganda, carefully nurtured and 
slanted by the left-wing element, to 
the effect that the government of 
Spain is tottering and about to fait. 
It is only when an objective writer 
like Henry J. Taylor visits Spain and 
reports these assertions to be greatly 
exaggerated — that in fact outside 


interference in Spain has actually 
strengthened Franco — that the 
reading public is given the situation 
in fair perspective. 

The notion has been cultivated in 
the U. S. that the Franco forces 
won the civil war through the aid of 
Hitler and Mussolini. This is untrue. 
He did receive aid from both though 
not to tlie extent rumored. And he 
received no aid from them till long 
after Communist Russia had been 
actively at work in support of what 
The New York Times then called the 
Spanish “Reds." 

The Department’s letter says: 

“In the meantime, so long as the 
Franco regime remains in power, 
Spain must expect to remain isolated 
from the-organized community of 
nations." 

But why, Mr. Secretary — why, 
except that the Stalin government 
of Russia has so decreed? 

Has the Franco government done 
any harm to the United States? If 
so, what? And when? Has Franco 
shot down American airmen, like 
Tito? Or arrested American diplo¬ 
mats or officers, like the Russians? 

Why has the United States permit¬ 
ted itself to continue to follow this 
communistic, anti-Franco line, when 
it is so obvious to any intelligent 
reader of foreign dispatches, not to 
mention domestic dispatches, that 
the world propaganda against Fran¬ 
co is of Communist origin? 

One has only to read the Daily 
Worker, the New Masses, and PM, 
to see the strongest possible con¬ 
firmation of.this fact. 

The Department’s letter closes by 
saying: 

“You may be sure that the De¬ 
partment is fully aware of the factors 
brought out in your letter and that 
these and all other aspects of the 
Spanish situation are taken into con¬ 
sideration in developing the course 
of action best calculated to promote 
the national interest of the United 
States and the cause of international 
peace and stability.” 

Until you, Mr. Secretary, find time 
to complete a thorough overhauling 
of State Department policy and per¬ 
sonnel, its statements should, I sub¬ 
mit, be analyzed in the light of such 
information as the public now pos¬ 
sesses — including the following: 

The House Committee on Un- 
American Activities on May 27 (as 
reported in The New York Times of 
May 28 ), stated that “Some of the

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most flagrant Communist propagan¬ 
da films were produced as a result of 
White House pressure.” It is a mat¬ 
ter of common knowledge that Pres¬ 
ident Roosevelt for some years made 
appeasement of Soviet Russia a car¬ 
dinal point in his foreign policy; and, 
indeed, to this fact may be attributed 
many of the ills of today. 

Congressman Frederick E. Bushev 
of Illinois read into the Congression¬ 
al Record of May 13, 1947, a report 
by the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities showing that 20 
of the 45 artists that under the di¬ 
rection of the State Department had 
painted pictures sent abroad by your 
Department as an exhibition of Am¬ 
erican art, are “definitely New Deal 
in various shades of Communism.” 

Mr. Alfred Kohlberg, in the mag¬ 
azine Plain Talk for May 1947, 
clearly and unmistakably points out 
the sinister influence of Mr. John 
Carter Vincent, Director of the Of¬ 
fice of Far Eastern Affairs and lead¬ 
er of the pro-Soviet clique in the 
State Department. 

These and other pieces of evi¬ 
dence can be cited to show that im¬ 
portant sections of the State Depart¬ 
ment are still under definite Coni-, 
munist influence. Most emphatically 
1 do not attribute the existence of 
this influence, up to the time you be¬ 
came Secretary, to you yourself. 
And, naturally, time has had to 
elapse for you to familiarize yourself 
with the vast problems of our foreign 
affairs. 

But, frankly, Mr. Secretary, how 
long must we now wait before the 
State Department cleans house? 

When will you put Americans, and 
Americans only, on guard?

FOREIGN INFLUENCE SEEN IN BOTH THE 
"MARSHALL PLAN” AND THE "TRUMAN

The President opened the special session of 
Congress on November 17th, by requesting (1) 
Emergency aid to feed Europe, and (2) Legis¬ 
lation to reestablish price controls and rationing. 
He said lie would shortly propose “a long-range 
recovery program" for Europe. 

The "long range" plan is, of course, the Mar¬ 
shall Plan — a scheme to advance some St 8 bil¬ 
lion of American money and goods to "restore 
the European economy”. 

The “emergency aid” proposal will meet with 
little dissent. Christian pirnciples have ever led 
Americans to relieve distress. There may be 
debate as to the amount and nature of the emerg¬ 
ency aid needed. But few Americans will feel

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The Two Request! to Congress 

Not Necessarily Related 

But the two requests made to Congress by the 
President have no necessary relation to each 
other. On the surface it appears that they do— 
since we are asked, first, to aid Europe with food, 
and second, to adopt price controls and rationing 
as a consequence of such generosity. To make 
it appear in this light without the President actual¬ 
ly saying so may be smart politics, but it is simply 
not true. The food to be sent Europe this winter 
will, at the most, be only a small fraction of our 
domestic supply. This isn't what has led the 
President to ask that we be returned to a con¬ 
trolled economy. It is something else. 

That something else is the "Marshall Plan." 
Although emergency relief has-been cleverly 
coupled with the demand for "controls,” the two 
do not belong together in any accurate analysis 
of the whole situation. Emergency aid is within 
our ability and it can stand or fall on its own 
merits. But Hie two proposals which should be 
discussed together, and which are inextricably 
interwoven with each other are, the Marshall 
Plan and the plan for controls. They are two 
facets of the same design. 

The "Truman Plan” 

Underlying what we may now call the “Tru¬ 
man Plan” are two simple assumptions. If one 
accepts both, he must go along with the Plan. 
If he rejects either, fie rejects the Plan as a whole. 
Here are the assumptions: 

1. War-shatiered Europe is in an economic 
emergency so desperate that it will collapse un¬ 
less supported by the U. S. taxpayer to the extent 
of S18 billion. But if the money and goods are 
sent, the battle for freedom will be won in Europe, 
and 11 a Isualiliy world-economy dial results will 
stop Com mi nism. 

2 . T he only way such vast quantities of goods 
required can be subtracted from our own supplies 
without wrecking our free economy through in-

before inflalion can do it, by the imposition of 
controls. 

These Two Assumptiona 

Let us examine these Lvo assumptions. 

Without question the basic economic emer¬ 
gency in Europe is grave. We have shown how 
dependent the economy of all Europe is upon 
the restoration of Germany. The War of 1939- 
194 5 was disastrous to the European economy 
as a whole, so that even under favorable con¬ 
ditions reconstruction- will be a long and painful 
process. 

But the natural healing of the wounds of Eur¬ 
ope has been refarded by three factors. The first 
is, the stupidity of American-British policy with 
regard to most of Europe, especially Germany 
and Spain. 

The second letarding factor is the Soviet Union. 
With Eastern anti part of Central Europe under 
its control, "Russia has been striving, through econ¬ 
omic and political devices, to keep Western Eu¬ 
rope from recovery. The purpose is obvious: 
if its strategy succeeds, all Europe will be brought 
under the hammer and sickle. 

The third factoi is the emergence in Europe 
of a rash of socialist governments, These have 
proceeded to ••nationalize" as much as possible 
of liie resources and industry of their respective 
countlies. And litis has letarded ieco\ery. In 
Britain-and Fiance the consequences have been 
close to liagic. Nor have we seen [he end of 
them. 

The situation we face' in Europe, then, is a 
complex of factois in which the economic factor 
is not alone.

But the economic factor must, in the long-run.

which must function as a whole or not at all, re¬ 
covers soundly, there will be no Red advance to 
the Atlantic. For people with a higher standard 
of living will not knowingly exchange it for a 
lower standard like Russia’s. 

How does the Marshall Plan propose to_cure 
the ills of Europe? 

Short of war, the economic and political factors 
of the Soviet Union must be recognized and 
reckoned with just as is the weather or geography. 
The Marshall Plan cannot change them. 

Sixteen European states outside (he Soviet 
orbit (not including Spain or Germany) have met 
in Paris, at our request—not on their own mo¬ 
tion—to consider their needs. After scaling many 
billions from their original estimates, they finally- 
asked the United Slates for $18 billions over a 
period of five years. 

According lo our AdgrinistraUou. the dignity 
and independence of the nations willing to accept 
our aid must be scruplously respected. To pul it 
fliwlher we dare not condition our aid upon 
the hind of government a country has, or the 
dagrcc lo which th-i government may decide to 
adapt a socialist economy. 7hu means that the 
money er.d goods requested of us will go net to 
mere phytied relief or to the encouragement of 
privato fcu:iness, but to the creation and main¬ 
tenance of state monopolies — of a socialist 
Europe. 

ThrTcasoning behind this thinking is curious. 
On the one hand we are told that the Maishall 
Plan alone will keep despairing and resperate 
Europe from sliding into the Communist abyss. 
Then we are told that if we attach any conditions 
as to the use of our billions, which we are giving 
away free, our impertinence and insolence will be 
resented. If we are lo save Europe from the 
communist (Marxist) abyss, we must not insult¬ 
ingly ask it lo refrain from turning and jumping 
into'the Socialist (Marxist) abyss. -Europe might 
not take our money! 

What About Germany? 

But what does the Marshall Plan do^ for'Kjer- 


many? Germany was not represented at the 
Paris conference or would-be recipients of aid, 
for it is divided between East and West, and the 
portion we control has no common government 
save our own. So far as we can learn the plan 
for Germany discussed in a recent article is the 
Marshall Plan for Germany. But, as that article 
showed, the plan of August 29, 1947, for Ger¬ 
many is only the Morgenthau Plan for revenge 
and destruction, modified slightly but not enough 
to restore German economy. No real European 
* recovery is thinkable without a drastic change in 
our attitude toward Germany. The Marshall Plan 
gives no hint of any such change. 

*#* + + #* 

Let us establish the principle of freedom in 
Germany, where we have the power to do it, and 
we will force other countries to return to free 
enterpiise and maximum reward. They will be 
so forced, not by us, but by their own people. 
They will not stand by and see Germany go 
ahead, without adopting the same principle. 
Bureaucratic control of business and industry can 
never compete on equal terms with a free econ¬ 
omy. * * * Germany is the principal key 

lo European recovery. Give Germany the chance 
to recover, beyond temporary relief, there will 
be little need for American loans to European 
countries. 

And, incidentally, Spain is not found among 
countries to receive aid under the Marshall Plan. 
She has been left out because the extreme lft- 
wingrs in the Administration have so oideied 
Yet Spain needs little, her credit is high, and 
strategically speaking it is more important to 
America lo sti eng then Spain than any country 
on the Continent. • 

The Agitation for 

The Marshall Plan 

The agitation for the Marshall Plan has em¬ 
phasized extremme crisis and impending doom, 
unless we come across wilh the SIS billion. Yet 
there are mans indications t'lai the nature of the . 
•’emergency’' has ueen mu -•••* ex- > 

aggrated. The American pople, who have no 
direct access to the facts, have been given the 
impression that without the Marshall Plan dol¬ 
lars, the European economy faces imminent col- 
alpse. What are facts* 

They are not nearly so black as painted. De¬ 
spite the stifling, bureaucratic blanket which 
Socialism has thrown over human effort, yet the 
economy of Europe is far from dead. Remove, 
the Socialist shackles, let the natural energies 
of men be released lo earn commensurate re- 
wards, and in a few years Europe will become 
soundly prosperous — and we will still have most 
of our money. 

Belgium, which certainly suffered the physical 
and mental consequences of war, stands out today 
among the nations of Europe Ike a bright light. 
Win ’ Because, once Belgium had regained con¬ 
trol’m its own destiny, the Belgium people made 
a momentous decision. They decided not to em¬ 
ulate other countries with the urge to "natnmal- 
i/.c" industries and socialize economy while f r:\n- 
ri^.’lL appealing l"» outside aid. I hey slmpl . 
decided to get back to work. 

Now, Belgiumm's thirteen leading industries 
are operating at a level seven percent above that 
of 1 93 8. * 15 its economy is still based on ftee 
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enterprise. So the Belgian people are reaping 
the result of putting back the principle of free- 
dom into the heart of their life, and that result is 
prosperity.

The Internationalists Organize—Again. 

On November 15th the formation was an¬ 
nounced of the Committee for the Marshall Plan 
to Aid European Recovery. Headed by Mr. Henry 
L Stimson, the Committee contains the names 
of many people of high standing — one of whose 
chief characteristics is a laudable liking to be as¬ 
sociated with "good works." Relief in any forrn 
has a natural appeal lo their emotions. Many of 
them, without looking beneath the surface, are 
perhaps attracted by the label on the package, 
without examining the contents. 

But along with these were many who in 1939 
to 19-11 were in The forefront of the effort to get 
America into war. It is fair to assume that these 
internationalists are the mainspring of this Stim¬ 
son Committee. Conspicuous among them is the 
name of Clark Eichelberger. professional pro¬ 
moter of internationalism. He was long the ex¬ 
ecutive officer of the Committee, to Defend Am¬ 
erica by Aiding the Allies. He it was who ap¬ 
peared in June 1946 before the Resolutions Com¬ 
mittee of the Republican National Committee in 
Chicago lo advise the Republican Party what to 
pul into ils platform. When, as lie finished, a 
hvslmder asked him if he was not a Fourth Term 
Democrat, and, if so, what was he doing advising 
lho Republican Paity, he abruptly left the hall 
wiilinul replying. 

Eichclbergcr's action here is typical of the way 
the gullible Republican Party drafted' its plat- 
foims in 1936, 1910 and 194 4. and of the way 
its candidates conducted their campaigns Since 
it is desirable that real issues be presented to Ihe 
\uteis nl the polls in 1948, if the Republicans in 
Congiess and in next June's convention permit 
the internationalist crew, sparked by the Eichel- 
bergeis, again to dictate their program, then no 
real issues will be presented; and the outcome 
will be‘me same as rwerve, £igm and four years 
previously. - . 

Let’s Go Back to the American Way 

There is an American way, and we should 
choose it. It is the way of freedom. Let us give 
Europe such emergency aid as is actually needed. 
Let us unshackle the German economy. Let us 
courage free enterprise in Europe, releasing the 
energies of men to work.for their own salvation. 
For the sake of getting a first-class military ally 
in Europe, which we may need, let us drop our 
nonsensical, communist-inspired attitude toward 
Spain, and let us do business with her and let her 
do business wilh us. 

Lei us encourage such private loans as Euro¬ 
peans can make herb on a business basis 1 or sound 
business purposes. Let us put our own house in 
oidei, restoring our Republic lo the connol of 
those who believe in the principle of l reed cm. 
Lei us 'stop government extravagance and cur- 
ienci inllalion. Lei us iconic fhe inceiilives to 
work and produce, now penalized ui piohibited 
by New Dcalish, discriminating taxation. 

As we go so press it is announced the Republi¬ 
can baity will draw up ils own plan to slop in¬ 
llalion. Good — if it goes far enough io be ef¬ 
fective. - 

But let that party, or some parly, draw up ils . 
own method of loans to Europe — a method 
based on common sense and experience. It Re¬ 
publicans will but dare to do this, the American 
people will embrace them. If they want to win 
next fall, it is their great chance. 

‘Now conies the moment foi America's linal 
Choice. Down one road is the precipice. If we 
take that road, there can be no returning. The 
other road is the great highway on which in 1776 
we set out. If we get back oil that highway we 
shall as a great people go on from strength, pros¬ 
perous, happy, free. j 

What is at «lake now is the American birth¬ 
right, the American dream. Shall we sell it for 
a mess of Marxist pottage?

This emancipation’ in the Soviet is the exploita- 
lion of women by men who have reserved for 
themselves 85 percent of the light work in offices, 
whereas, they submit women to the hardest 
la bo is. 

•■They hate made beasts of us! In the Com¬ 
munist stale, we have ceased to be wives, moth¬ 
ers and daughters.

Coming events may 
$oi *11 piove that the un-American policy pursued 
ni I'alestmc by the United States, for the sole 
purpose of liquidating an obligation In polit coins 
to /.ion si voters ami campaign contributors, was 
without any doubt, the highest form of treason to 
the seci rity of th s country and to the welfare 
of its one-"hundred and forty million other citi¬ 
zens, 

A brief study of this map, to the left (here, will 
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t|tm kly tell this important story better than a 
million words. Ii the population which totals 
more than n billion people in North Africa, the 
Near Fast, the Middle hast and the Far Mil 
Will remain the lojal friends of the United States, 
vve are safe. If they become our enemies, we are 
no longer safe. In the future war, which appears 
so inevitable and so imminent, it is doubtful if we 
can emerge the winnei if we are denied free 
access and use of the vitally strategic area ex¬ 
tending from Morocco on ,the Atlantic to the 
Philippines in the Pacific. It is improbable that 
we shall emerge the winner unless the immense 
and important natural resources of this area are 
made available to 115 willingly and generously. 
The effective good-will and the loyal co operation 
of this enormous reserve of manpower, more than 
one-hnlf of the total population of the world, 
will prove to be the most important factor in 
determining the winner. 

However, there is something equally important 
to be considered at this moment by all American 
mothers and fathers, and by all those who will 
again have to fight in another foreign war. It 
is quite possible that this seemingly inevitable 
and imminent war may be prevented. It is 
reasonable lo believe that no power in Europe 
v. dl ever dare to engage the United States in a 
war, if it is known in advance that the nations 
forming the "underbelly” of Europe and Asia will 
enter that war as our allies. Even the most 
powerful nation in Europe is not so blind to 
reality, that it will risk its national existence by 
inviting war with the United States, knowing in 
•advance that fighting with us on our side there 
will be the nations forming the ‘'underbelly'' of 
Europe and Asia, with a total population of more 
than a billion pebple. No nation in all the world 
could survive a war, fought at the same time 
against the United States and all the nations of 
North Africa, the Near East, the Middle East 
and the Far East. The simple logic of this in¬ 
ternational situation is so well understood, and so 
well appreciated by aggressor nations, that none 
will invite national suicide by engaging in a war 
with the United States under such circumstances.

In 101S the population of Palestine consisted 
of 93 per cent native Arabs and 7 pci cent native 
Jews. (The native jews at that time had nearly 
all been natives in Palestine for countless < cn- 
turies.) At about this time, a secret arrangement 
was entered into in London, between the British 
Government, and the representatives of the Jews 
then inhabitants of Russia. Its terms obligated 
the British to transplant these jews from Russia 
into Palestine- The Arabs in Palestine u-cre 
never consulted regarding tht9 proposed mass 
migration of million* of Jews irjto their country 
from Russia. To carry out this conspiracy with 
the Jews, the British installed an army of ono- 
hitndrcd thousand soldiers in Palestine to over¬ 
power any resistance by the native Palestinian 
Arabs. The independence of Palestine had been 
guaranteed to the Arabs, by the British, in 1015 . 
The League of Nations, in 1919, also recognized 
the independence of the Palcstcnian Arabs, iu 
Article 22 , of the Covenant of the League of 
Nations. In 1921, the British were duly appointed 
by the League of Nations as the trustee for 
Palestine, to "give administrative aid and assist¬ 
ance". temporarily, as clearly stated in the League 
of Nations Covenant creating the trusteeship, 
until self-government could be organized by the 
Arabs in Palestine Instead of carrying out its 
obligations* to the people of Palestine' the British 
proceeded, during the twenty-five years since 
that time, to force into Palestine against the ve¬ 
hement opposition, and continuing protests, of the 
native Arab population, more than six-hundred 
thousand Jews, almost exclusively from Russia. 
Poland, Lithuania, Galicia. Rumania and other 
countries of eastern Europe. The British em¬ 
ployed their army oi 100,000 soldiers in Palestine 
to force these six hundred thousand Jews into 
Palestine, despite the continuing Arab remon¬ 
strances that, as a natiou, they possessed the ex¬ 
clusive and inalienable right to control immigra¬ 
tion into their homeland. Pursuant to the 
conspiracy between the British and the Jews, the 
British planned not to withdraw her army from 
Palestine, nor to allow the people of Palestine to 
govern themselves, until the British had forced 
into Palestine so many additional Jews that the 
total of these immigrant Jews would outnumber 
the native Palestinian Arabs in voting strength 
for the elections which were to be held some day! 
By this most illegal method, the British would 
have succeeded in purloining Palestine from its 
rightful Arab owners, and converting into a 
state controlled by and for the immigrant Jews. 

The trouble in Palestine today is all due to 
this brazen attempt by the British, to rob the 
Arabs in Palestine of their internationally recog¬ 
nized right to live as a free nation, and to exist 
as an independent sovereign state. For selfish, 
strategic,both political and economic,international 
considerations, the British had entered into this 
conspiracy with the Jews for converting Palestine 
into a pro-British, non-Arab, and sovereign stale 
for Jews. The Arabs were to be reduced, by this 
conspiracy, to the status of a political and eco¬ 
nomic minority in the country which lud been 
their homeland for more than onc-lliousand 
three-hundred years During this long period 
the Arabs had owned, occupied, cultivated and 
governed their homeland. The Arabs resisted 
this contemptible conspiracy between the British 
and the Jews with all their vigor and with the 
very limited means of defense at their disposal. 

But the British.ln recent years,found themselves 
in Palestine jn the position of a nut in a nut¬ 
cracker In London, the important Jews, politi¬ 
cally and financially, were putting great pressure 
upon the British government to deliver Palestine 
to the Jews. The Arabs, in Palestine, at the same 
time were demanding that the British leave the 
country, and turn Palestine back to them in keep¬ 
ing with their obligations under the trusteeship 
agreement The Arabs were also demanding 
that the British at once cense forcing additional 
quantities of immigrant Jews into Palestine. The 
British, however, continued to violate their obli¬ 
gations and to ignore their responsibilities to the 
Arabs m Palestine. Recent events compelled the 
British to admit that they could proceed no longer 
with their betrayal of the Arabs. The British urre 
compelled then to seek elsewhere for a solution 
of the problem which they had created for them¬ 
selves in Palestine. And this they did quickly. 

As soon as the British made public that they 



intended to abandon their conspiracy with t 
Jews for their conquest of Palestine, the Jew*, 
went bejtcrk. The Jews in Palestine sitirc that 
moment have waged such relentless guerilla war¬ 
fare against the terror-stricken British, that the 
British made a quick decision to pull out of 
ft ill■’•tine Mtnoklr and completely. Tile Dritish 
however, lacked the character, or the courage, or 
both, to trrmsi'.r the administration tlui. .' m 
the existing British “Administration of Pales¬ 
tine”, to a legal Palestenian “Government of 
Palestine", as the British were required to do by 
the terms of the League of Nations trusteeship 
agreement. It planned for rule by natives In 
Palestine. Instead of doing so, the British ' pas¬ 
sed the buck" to the United Nations and invited 
the United Nations to "recommend a future 
form of government for Palestine/' This step by 
the British was treason to their trust. The Brit¬ 
ish chose in this manner to risk dishonoring 
themselves, by violating their international re¬ 
sponsibilities rather than to expose themselves to 
political and economic reprisals by world-wide 
frustrated, fanatic Jews. The British, during the 
thirty years they had been in Palestine, had al¬ 
ready enjoyed a taste of the tremendous power 
and influence of world-Jcwry. The British today 
fear the wrath of world-Jcwry more than any 
other force on the face of this earth. 

It is a fact that has been well aired in our 
Congress, that high-ranking Jews in political, 
financial and commercial circles in the United 
States have exerted powerful pressure upon the 
highest elected and appointed officials in our 
government, to force the delegation of the United 
Slates, in the U. N., to compel many unwilling 
nations to vote,"under the whip",for the Palestine 
partition plan worked out by the Zionist high 
command The enormity and the implications 
of this shocking scandal caused the Hon. Law¬ 
rence H. Smith to state in Congress on Decem¬ 
ber 18, 1947 as follows: 

“When the second session of the Eightieth 
Congress convenes I propose to offer a reso¬ 
lution which would authorize a full and 
completp investigation of the acts of public 
officials and private citizens in this lobby 
for the partition of Palestine. The Congress 
of the United States is charged with knowl¬ 
edge that a considerable lobby exerted pres¬ 
sure. If the United Nations Security Council 
attempts to implement this partition decree 
a war of annihilation will result.” 

The Honorable Ed Gossett, of Texas, one of 
the outstanding members of Congress, had the 
following to say regarding the day upon which 
our top officials in Washington issued instruc¬ 
tions, to our delegates in the United Nations, that 
they must secure enough votes, under any Cir¬ 
cumstances, to insure favorable action by the 
the United Nations for the Zionist's Palestine 
partition plan. It is well known* that the admin¬ 
istration in Washington gave its pledge, to the 
Zionist leaders in New York City, to surely 
"deliver' enough votes to them. About this, Con¬ 
gressman Gossett made this direct statement; 

"Saturday was one of the blackest days in 
American history. America is responsible for 
the partition of Palestine and the creation of 
a sovereign Jewish State. She has perhaps 
planted the seeds for World War III”. 

Let us call a spade a spade. The United States 
is now giving its official support to the armed 
insurrection in Palestine by a minority of the 
population there. This minority consists of the 
imigrant Jew's in Palestine who were transplant¬ 
ed there, during the past thirty years, from count- 
tries in eastern Europe, by the British. They were 
only able to enter the country, against the violent 
opposition of the native Arab population, with 
the protective assistance of the one-hundred 
thousand soldiers stationed in Palestine by the 
British for that purpose. This armed insurrec¬ 
tionist minority is made up of the identical im¬ 
migrant Jews who left their homeland in Europe 
to seek security and opportunity in Palestine. 
This armed insurrectionist minority now de¬ 
mands that more than ouc-half of Palestine shall 
be amputated, and. with force if need* he, made a 
nationalist, independent, sovereign state for Jews. 

At this moment, the United Slates is pouring 
hundreds of millions of dollars into China, 
Greece, Korea, and Germany, to prevent the 
partition of these countries by armed in¬ 
surrectionist minorities. The United States 
follows this foreign policy in keeping with 
its traditions, or with its obligations as 
a member of United Nations, or both. In these 
countries, the armed insurectionist minor¬ 
ities are sections of the native popula¬ 
tions, agd not recently-arrived immigrants.

The 151 
electoral votes, which the Zionists can "deliver* 
to a presidential candidate, will determine who is 
to be the President of the United States This 
simple fact will explain why all candidates who 
wish to remain in the White House, or who wish 
to move into the White House, must come to an 
understanding with the Zionist high-command. 


The Zionists spend untold millions to elect the 
candidates, to all offices, who take orders from 
them and do their bidding. The Zionists spend 
untold millions to punish the candidates who 
prefer instead to serve the interests and the wel¬ 
fare of all the people of the United States. One 
case may be sufficient to illustrate this serious 
situation. Senator Revercomb of West Virginia 
was recently responsible for the passage in Con¬ 
gress of an immigration law which will permit 
the entry of an additional 200.000 persons dis¬ 
placed from their homes in Europe by the war. 
Of the 800,000 persons in these displaced persons 
camps, only 200,000 are Jews and (500.000 are 
Christians. But of the 200,000 Jews, 185.000 left 
their homes in communist-controlled countries 
behind the iron curtain only after the termination 
of the war. These reached the displaced-persons 
camps with the assistance of the American-fi¬ 
nanced “underground railroad". Senator Rever¬ 
comb was instructed by the Zionist lobby in 
Washington to alter the terms of this immigra¬ 
tion law in order to make it possible for these 
ineligible Jews to enter the United States under 
this new legislation. In justice to the original 
purpose for which this immigration law was in- 
tendod, Senator Rlvercomb refused to comply 
with the instructions of the Zionist lobby. As a 
conscquooce. Senator Revercomb has now been 
branded as an “anti-Semite" by the Zionist par¬ 
tisans. The Zionist high-command is now con¬ 
centrating its forces in West Virginia upon the 
election of the candidate for United States Senate 
running against Sen. Revercomb for rcdection to 
United States Senate on the Republican ticket. 
The extract from a letter recently received from 
West Virginia describes the Zionist pressure to 
defeat Senator Revercomb for reelection. The 
writer of this letter is one of the leading indus¬ 
trialists of the country whose home and interests 
arc situated in West Virginia. It would there¬ 
fore expose him to reprisal if his name were made 
public. In his letter he states: 


"The New York Zionists are making a fight 
against Senator Revercomb in West Virginia 
because of his position on the immigration 
question. 


His opponent is considered to be a splendid 
tool of labor Zionist socialist movement and 
the New York Zionists have claimed they 
will spend $100,000 against Revercomb in 
West Virginia and Mr. Dewey is afraid to 
come into West Virginia to speak for him." 


The perverted concept of justice and equity at 
present being displayed by our government's 
officials in the Palestine situation is nothing less 
than depraved. Our nation’s leaders are acting 
as it they believed that the thief who steals an 
automobile becomes its rightful and legal owner 
when he 'proclaims' 1 that he is using the stolen 
automobile as a taxi-cab. and that the thief rdiuuld 
be provided with protection by the police to pre¬ 
vent any interference by the rightful and legal 
owner with the profitable operation of the stolen 
automobile by the thief. That is the policy the 
United States is employing and advocating in the 
Palestine situation. The immigrant Jews, who 
forced their way into Palestine only with the 
assistance of an army of 100,000 British soldiers, 
arc now seeking to steal & large part of Palestine 
from its rightful and legal owners, and to “pro¬ 
claim" it as their sovereign state. The thieves 
are now demanding the protection of the armed 
forces of the world in order that they may enjoy 
the profitable employment of their stolen terri¬ 
tory in security and safety without interference 
from the rightful and legal owners. It is difficult 
to believe that true American citicens will for 
long permit the Zionist-controlled politicians to 
continue to degrade the good-name of the United 


States e dishonorable use of its incontesti- 
ble international influence, to force this un-Ameri¬ 
can crime against international justice and hu¬ 
man rights down the throats of the innocent, 
defenseless and peaceful law-abiding Arabs. 

It can do no harm at all ii the President ol the 
United States skijn* the Declaration of Indepen¬ 
dence, the preamble tu the Constitution ol the 
United States, the Munroe Doctrine, President 
Wilson’s Fourteen Points and the Atlantic Char¬ 
ter. Let him only refresh h is recollection about 
what he himself recently stated as the foreign 
policy of the United States. President Truman, 
m 194?, in his .Message ut the President of the 
United Stales on the State of the Union”, de¬ 
clared to Congress the foreign pulley of this 
government in no uncertain language. President 
Truman stated; 

“We shall approve no territorial changes 
in any friendly part of the world unless they 
accord with the freely expressed wishes of 
the people concerned. We believe in the 
eventual return of sovereign rights and self- 
government to all peoples who have been 
deprived of them by force. We believe that 
all peoples who are prepared for self-govern¬ 
ment should be permitted to choose their 
own form of government by their own freely 
expressed choice, without interference from 
any' foreign source. That is true in Europe, 
in Asia, in Africa, as well as in the western 
hemisphere. We shall refuse to recognize 
any government imposed upon any nation by 
the force of any foreign power. THAT IS 
OUR FOREIGN POLICY.” 

But the foreign policy of the United States 
today in the Palestine situation is in complete 
contradiction to what President Truman stated 
in 1947. . 

Another convincing illustration of the ex¬ 
tent of Zionist contrul over our foreign policy- 
occurred on September 23, 1948. in Paris, when 
Secretary of State .Marshall addressed the meet- 
ting there of the United Nations General Assem¬ 
bly. Secretary of State Marshall “warned”, using 
his own words, the delegates of the fifty-two 
nations assembled there as follows; 

"We (United States) will not compromise 
essential principles. We will under no cir¬ 
cumstances barter away the rights and free¬ 
doms of other peoples". 

Almost in the very same breath, Secretary of 
State Marshall also stated that it was'the desire 
of the Untied Slates, that the territory in Pales¬ 
tine, which the Jews were attempting to steal 
from its rightful and legal owners by means of 
a U.S.A.-financed armed insurrection, and to 
"proclaim" as their sovereign state, should now 
be admitted into the United Nations as one of 
its legally created, respected member nations. 

But, contrary to all justice and equity, 
our administration in Washington still feels it can 
be generous to its Zionist supporters, with terri¬ 
tory’ seven-thousand miles away belonging to 
somebody else, as the "valuable consideration” 
for the political support of the Zionist vo*e on 
election day, and "other valuable considerations”. 

In the y ear 1916, ot the time when the British, 
and her allies, were suffering crushing defeat by 
Germany, Austria-Hungary and Turkey in the 
first World War, the British soon come to the 
conclusion that victory against Germany was not 
possible unless the Arabs could be induced to 
enter the war on the side of the British. History 
has since then confirmed the fact that this parti¬ 
cipation by the Arabs made victory a certainty, 
and iar less costly in the expenditure of human 
lives and material wealth. In 1916 the Arab 
nations were a self-governing state within the 
1 urkivh Empire, and had been for about fouT- 
hundred years. As an ally of Germany, the 
Turkish Empire was at war with tha British. 
But the Arabs had been planning for many years 
to withdraw from the Turkish Empire. The 
British knew of this and, proceeded to capitalize 
upon this Arab aspiration to shift, Arab military 
support from Turkey to herself. Pursuant to this 
plan, the British in 1916 promised the Arabs that 
if they would abandon Turkey, and enter the war 
against Germany as an ally of the British, that the 
British would agree to unconditionally recognize 
Arab independence after the defeat of Germany. 

1 he following are a few oi the many official as¬ 
surances made by the British to the Arabs; 

"We confirm to you the terms of Lord 
Kitchener's message in which it was stated 
clearly our desire for the independence of 
Arabia and its inhabitants—the sympathy-of 


Great Britain towards the aspirations of her 
friends the Arabs—freeing of the Arab 
peoples from the Turkish yoke. The Govern¬ 
ment of Great Britain, as I have already 
informed you, are ready to give you all guar¬ 
antees of assistance and support within their 
power to the Arab Kingdom. I am further 
directed by the Government of Great Britain 
to inform you that you may rest assured that 
Great Britain has no intention of concluding 
any peace in terms of which the freedom of 
the Arab peoples from German and Turkish 
domination does not form and essential con¬ 
dition.” 

During the 1914. 1916 and 1910 years ol the 
first World War, the Jews throught the world, 
and particularly in Russia, were generally pro- 
German. World-Jewry did not desire to support 
the war against Germany then because Russia 
was one of the allied countries fighting Germany. 
World-Jewry hesitated to give its assistance to 
win the war against Germany because it would 
strengthen Russia The tension between world- 
Jewry aud the Czarist Russian government was 
greatly strained owing to the treatment of the 
Jew 6 in Russia by the Czarist governments for a 
long period of time In a desperate attempt to 
shift the support of world-Jewry from Germany 
to the Allies, the British did not hesitate to 
knowingly and willingly double-cross the Arabs. 
As the price for stopping support of world-Jewry 
for Germany, and gaining the support of world- 
Jewry for the British and her allies, the represen¬ 
tatives or world-Jewry meeting. In London, de¬ 
manded that the briti>li agree t<> make Palestine a 
nationalist sovereign state for Jews after the war. 
Remembering their agreement with ihe Arabs, 
the British at first refused. Owing to the emer¬ 
gency, the British were forced to agree to an 
ambiguous understanding. This mutually mis¬ 
leading 1 understanding was then put into writing 
The entire understanding is set forth in a letter 
dated November 2. 1917, more than two years 
after the 1915 agreement between the British 
and the Arabs. The Arabs were neither con¬ 
sulted nor informed about this secret understand¬ 
ing. The understanding, is a letter to Lord 
Rothschild, the top-ranking Zionist in the world 
at that time, from Arthur Balfour, who signed 
the letter for the British government as a mem¬ 
ber of the British Cabinet at the time. The 
Zionists have made that letter famous under the 
name of the "Balfour Declaration”, but they had 
never given the contents any publicity. The 
Zionists have claimed for the past thirty years 
that the “Balfour Declaration” was a legal and 
valid agreement by which the British gave Pales¬ 
tine to the Jews to become their -national sove¬ 
reign state after the war. The British have de¬ 
nied that it was so intended. The letter itself 
will confirm the fraudulant nature of the Zionist's 
interpretation of.this letter. Only a criminal or 
a lunatic can claim that its contents establish a 
legal or moral right for the invasion and con¬ 
quest of Palestine, from the Arabs. This is the 
famous letter; advertised by the Zionists as the 
“ Balfou r Declaration ; 

Foreign Office, Nov. 2, 1917 
Dear Lord Rothschild, 

I have much pleasure in conveying t° you, 
on behalf of His Majesty’s Government, the 
following declaration of sympathy with Jew¬ 
ish Zionist aspirations which have been sub¬ 
mitted to, and approved by, the Cabinet. 

“His Majesty’s Government view with favor 
the establishment in Palestine of a national 
home for Jewish people, and will use their 
best endeavors to facilitate the achievement 
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is object, IT BElj 
.tSTOOD THAT 
BE DONE WHICH 
THE CIVIL AND RELIGIOUS RIGHTS 
OF THE EXISTING NON-JEWISH 
COMMUNITIES IN PALESTINE, or the 


NG CLEARLY UN- 
NOTHING SHALL 
MAY PREJUDICE 


rights and political status enjoj'ed by Jews 
in any other country." 


I should be grateful if you would bring 
this declartion to the knowledge of the 
Zionist Federation, Yours, 

(signed) Arthur Balfour. 

In the year 1921. at the lime the League of 
Nations was created, the fifty-two leading na¬ 
tions of Ihe world who created it, including the 
British, in Article 22, of the League of Nations 
Covenant, its conslitution. unequivocally and un¬ 
conditionally confirmed their recognition of the 
iuclepcdence of Palestine, and of the other Arab 
nations, in the folowing terms; 

“Certain communities formerly belonging to 
the Turkish Empire, have reached a stage of 
development where their existence as inde¬ 
pendent nations can be provisionally recog¬ 
nized, subject to the rendering of administra¬ 
tive advice and assistance by a Mandatory 
(Trustee) until such time as they are able to 
stand alone.” 


The League of Nations thereafter entered into 
a written trusteeship agreement with the British 
based upon Article 22, quoted above. Under the 
terms ■>( this trusteeship agreement the British 
were given the tcmjK»rary administration of 
Palestine. In simple language, this trusteeship 
agreement was an employment contract by 
which the League of Nations hired the British 
to act for a short while as administrator in Pal¬ 
estine. The very first paragraph of that trustee¬ 
ship agreement again confirms the temporary 
character of the British administration of Pales- 
time, and the international recognition of the in¬ 
dependence ( of Palestine by the fifty-two nations 
in the League of Nations. The Zionists, have 
also given much publicity during the past twenty- 
five years to this trusteeship agreement, known 
as the “Mandate for Palestine.” The Zionists 
have claimed that the "Mandate for Palestine” 
established the right of unlimited immigration of 
Jews into Palestine and the right to turn Pales- 
tne into a nationalist sovereign state for Jews. 
The falsity of this Zionist claim is demonstrated 
by the opening paragraph of the “Mandate for 
Palestine”. That opening paragraph affirms that 
the reason for this temporary British administra¬ 
tion was to carry out the purpose of the League 
of Nations Covenant,Article 22,quoted above. The 
primary responsibility of the temporary British 
trustee, administering in Palestine, is clearty de¬ 
termined by the first paragraph, which reads; 

“Whereas the Principle Allied Powers have 
agreed, FOR THE PURPOSE OF GIVING 
EFFECT TO THE PROVISIONS OF 
THE COVENANT OF THE LEAGUE OF 
NATIONS, (see quotation of Article 22 in 
previous paragraph), to entrust to a Manda¬ 
tory (Trustee), seJected by the Powers, the 
administration of THE TERRITORY OF 
PALESTINE.” 


For the past tw'enty-five years the Zionists 
have been justifying their invasion and conquest 
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of Palestine u eir rights under the “Balfour 
Declaration” * .lie “Mandate for Palestine." 
The illegal, fraudulent and misleading nature of 
these Zionists claims have recently been exposed 
to the world for the first time. This disclosure 
of the truth forced the Zionists to seek a more 
legitimate basis for their invasion and conquest 
of Palestine. Their cunning conceived the con¬ 
spiracy to prostitute the United Nations for their 
purpose. Accordingly, the Zionist high-command 
inaugurated a policy of brutal terrorist atrocities 
and inhuman guerilla warfare against the British 
in Palestine. This uncivilized, barbaric and out¬ 
rageous terrorism soon forced the British to ap¬ 
peal to the United Nations. This was exactly 
what the Zionist high-command had sought. The 
British only asked United Nations that it “recom¬ 
mend a future form of government for Palestine”. 
Thereupon the international Zionists at the high¬ 
est levels conspired with the dishonest repre¬ 
sentatives of enough corrupt governments to make 
Uie General Assembly of United Nations ask of 
its members, “to adopt”, but only if they so 
desired, as their official policy in the Pal¬ 
estine situation, the Zionist’s partition plan for 
Palestine, as the "future form of government for 
Palestine". 

The approval by the United Nations of the 
Zionist’s plan for Palestine partition, on Novem¬ 
ber 29th. 1947. was the result of Zionist pressure 
on the_ United Stales to "use the whip" on nations 
financially dependent upon the United States for 
thrii hu viva 1. The recommendation of the Zion¬ 
ist's Palestine partition plan was advertised by 
the Zionists as a “decision" of United Nations. 
Unlimited Zionist millions were devoted to ad¬ 
vertising this untruth about the United Nations’ 
so-called “decision”. From subsized church 
pulpits, over controlled radio broadcasting chains, 
in newspapers ruled by Zionist advertisers and 
wherever their power extended, the Zionists ask¬ 
ed the world to believe that United Nations had 
the authority to force the Arabs to accept Pales¬ 
tine partition as a legal international decree. But 
that is completely contrary to the facts. 

The nations which created United Nations, con¬ 
ferred upon it only three limited powers; firstly, 
to maintain INTERNATIONAL peace by sup¬ 
pressing INTERNATIONAL agression; and 
secondly, to demand INTERNATIONAL re¬ 
spect for the right of nations to determine for 
themselves their own form of government; and 
thirdly, to solve international humanitarian 
problems by international cooperation. The 
gators of United Nations specifically provided 
that United Nations cannot interfere in the 
DOMESTIC affairs of any nation. The armed 
insurrection in Palestine by a revolutionist min¬ 
ority of immigrant Jews is a DOMESTIC af¬ 
fair. There ar.e also at the present time armed 
insurrections by revolutionist minorities of na¬ 
tives in China. Greece. Siam, Burma and Guate¬ 
mala The United Nations is taking no action 
to partition these countries. Some day an armed 
insurrection by -a revolutionist minority group 
may occur in the United States. Would the 
loyal population consent to the partition of the 
United States by the United Nations as a means 
of putting an end to the fighting? Partition of 
a nation to stop the warfare forced upon it 
by an armed insurrection, is to actually invite 
revolutions by minorities. If the United Nations 
recognizes the right of minority groups, within 
existing nations, to “proclaim" themselves inde¬ 
pendent sovereign states by the means of armed 
insurrection, and United Nations partitions a 
nation to preserve peace, hell will be let loose on 
this earth, fn the mean time, this country cannot 
endanger its security by supporting such a policy 
in Palestine. If we do, we may be inviting war, 
—and what is worse, we may be inv iting defeat I

Our betrayal of China marked the end of 
our long-time policy of the Open Door in China, 
which, together with the Monroe Doctrine, had 
long been the cornerstone of American foreign 
policy. 

If it had been in our vital interest to betray 
China, some argument, however ignominious, 
might have b.een raised by some in its favor. 
But it was not in any sense in our interest. It 
was in disregard of every American interest. 

The same alien element forced us to adopt 
the policy of "unconditional surrender” toward 
both Germany and Japan, although such un¬ 
conditional surrender resulted U% the pradic^ ■ 
annihilation of Germany and such horrible de¬ 
struction as at Hiroshima and Nagasaki. This 
policy removed both Germany and Japan which 
otherwise could have been reconstructed and 
made effective barriers to Communism. 

It ordered the American army to retire 
over 100 miles over land taken by our troops 
from the Germans, in order that Soviet Russia 
might occupy Berlin and much of the best of 
Germany. This like tfther travesties and 
treacheries has never been explained. 

This alien element fathered the Nuremberg 
Trials, vehement and vindictive in their incep¬ 
tion and -in their carrying out, and which, 
should the United States ever be defeated in 
war, will be the precedent for the hanging of I 
every important American official, from the |. 
President down. It led to the betrayal by us 
of the leaders of a huge Russian military force 
who surrendered to American troops and who 
were turned over by us to certain punishment 
at the hands of Soviet Russia. 

This same influence led us to the setting up 
of the United Nations—an utter failure so far 
as any interest of the American people is con¬ 
cerned, but entirely understandable as the tool 
of the internationalists.

Acting under the power of a tricked judge¬ 
ment for $1700, Robert Dvorin, prominent Zion¬ 
ist leader of Linden, New Jersey, maneuvered 
a surprise raid on June 17th, upon the office 
of the Editor of this newspaper, Conde McGin- 
ley. The raid climaxed one phase of a three 
year battle, in which a combination of Commun¬ 
ist, Zionist and World Federationist forces have 
sought the paper’s destruction. 

The phase of the campaign with which the 
raid is^connected involves long and complicated 
manetfvermgs. on the part of a Jewish faction' 
hostile to COMMON SENSE, to obtain a suf¬ 
ficient degree of control over its one-time 
Christian printer to make further business with 
his firm impossible. When this goal was reach¬ 
ed, in 1947, the faction engaged in practices 
which caused Mr. McGinley to dispute its total 
billings. A long legal battle ensued, and is still 
in progress. 

With another court hearing scheduled with¬ 
in a week of the date in question, at which the 
case might have produced a fair and just decis¬ 
ion, the hostile faction moved to active force. 
On the afternoon of June 17th, a Friday, two 
Jews, later identified as Alfred Greenberg and 
Harry Coplon, Union County Deputy Sheriffs, 
walked unannounced thru the door of the build¬ 
ing which serves as the headquarters for COM¬ 
MON SENSE. Without identifying themselves, 
without producing badges or other credentials, 
and without performing lawful service of any 
kind of writ, they informed Mr. McGinley that 
they had come to execute a levy, "and that his 
personal as well as business property was to be 
removed from the premises. So menacing was 
the approach of these men, and so suspicious 
were their actions, that a girl worker, on duty 
at the time of their entrance, fled from the 
building in terror. 

When his questions obtained no satisfactory 
explanation of their presence, McGinley started 
for a telephone located in the adjoining room. 
When he was followed by one of \he raiders, he 
turned about and walked toward the door to the 
street. Realizing that he was alone, without 
witnesses or protection in case of assault, he 
had decided to use an outside telephone for con¬ 
tacting his attorney and co-workers. 

As McGinley approached the door, the man 
later identified as Coplon stepped in front of 
him, as if to block his exit. As you or I would 
do under the same circumstances, McGinley 
pushed him aside in passing. Greenberg, still 
without divulging his identity, stepped from his 
position at the door, where he had motioned to 
Attorney Dvorin, and declared that McGinley 
was now under arrest.

Socialized Medicine 

Oscar K. Ewing is head of the Federal Se¬ 
curity Administration and one of the biggest 
promoters of “socialized medicine” as a nrst 
move toward regimentation of the medical 
profession and all who need medical treatment. 

Although he draws a salary of $12,000.00 
per year (plus ?????? expenses) he forced the 
(government supported) Saint Elizabeth Hus- 
pital in The District of Columbia to provide 
him with a man cook for some kind of special 
dining establishment which he maintains in his 
office building (probably at government ex- 
pm»e for loud etc.)‘but to keep this cook on 
tlu* h -spiiul payroll. In other words, not hav¬ 
ing any place in his budget fur a cook, he stole 
tins cook’s salary from the hospital inmates— 
whose patients, at lead for the greater part, 
are insane and need every nickle for attendants 
which can lie scratched together.

Xanmly he again stole 
from the government and people of the United 
States the cost of his bed, board, and treat¬ 
ment there. 

During .March, Ewing spent some three or 
lour weeks again in the same hospital with a 
shift of three nurses in attendance around the 
flock, as well us an operation, bed, hoard, and 
nieilicilies etc. After being exposed by Fulton 
1 ,s « J >'- tw* crook Iimiutinced that he had 

paid $9.50 per Huy for his treatment. Even if 
he*paid such, li-mcnn, after his fraud had 
been exposed he paid only n small part of what 
he actually cos' 1 1>«- taxpayers;—the salmto- 
of three nurses alone is much more. 

As heat! of the Federal Security Adminis¬ 
tration Ewing is custodian of the Social Secur¬ 
ity fund (old age pensions, etc.) which is de¬ 
ducted froirTworkers payrolls, ami which 
should now amount to some eleven lo thirteen 
billion dollars. Actually, according to one of 
1-niton Lewis, Jr's recent broadcasts, the only 
money actually in this fund at the moment is 
that currently being paid in by persons cover¬ 
ed by the fund. The entire dozen or so billions 
paid in over the years since the Security Ad¬ 
ministration was established has been spent on 
salaries of the employees of the Administra¬ 
tion or else for other expenses of government 
not even related to Social Security, much lot- 
propaganda to perpetuate the New Deal.

Ga,), Chairman of the House Com¬ 
mittee on Un-American Activities today stuted 
that«the body which he heads dtCS B01 hold the 
NATIONALIST ACTION LEAGUE, publicly 
libeled by the U. S, Attorney General’s Office 
on April 27th. to be either subversive or Fas¬ 
cist. 

Acting upon a request made by the 
League’s Director, W. Henry MacFarland, Jr., 
Representative Williams took atepd to ascer¬ 
tain the possibility of his being accorded a 
hearing before the Committee which has for 
years acted as the watch-dog of American Lib¬ 
erty. In his reply, Chairman Wood included 
the COMMITTEE FOR NATIONALIST AC¬ 
TION, a group preceding the establishment of 
the presently functioning League, as another 
organization not cited by the Committee as be¬ 
ing guilty of wrongdoing. 

In the meanwhile, Mr. MacFarland’s plea 
for a full public hearing before the Justice De¬ 
partment was flatly rejected by the U. S. At¬ 
torney General, Tom Clark, who also refused, 
in a communication sent thru the Office of his 
Assistant, Mr. Peyton Ford, to officially define 
the terms "subversive” and "Fascist” as these 
were used in the list released on April 27th. 

In an immediate reply to Clark's refusal to 
grant a fair leview, MacFarland challenged the 
| Attorney General to lake immediate steps for 
I the issuance of a federal wanum jjienrpurut- 
ing the allegations made, ill-order to tiring the 
i.v-u.- before a judge and jury and provide the 
NATIONALIST ACTION LEAGUE with an 
opportunity of defending itself at the bar of 
Amer ican juat jkc. 

According to Clark and his Department, ac¬ 
tion has been taken under the terms of Execu¬ 
tive Order No. 9835, which permits the Attorn¬ 
ey General to brand American organizations as 
subversive, without granting their officers or 
members an opportunity to publicly refute 
such chai ges. 

A request for a hearing before the Presi¬ 
dent $ Loyalty Review Board has thus far gone 
unanswered. According to ItUoriml Security 
Chief, William Foley, it was the Chairman of 
this Board, Mr. Seth Richardson, who acted to 
make public, thru the press and oth v sources, 
the list stigmatizing the COMMITTEE FOR 
NATIONALIST ACTION and the NATION¬ 
ALIST ACTION LEAGUE. 

In liis latest reply to the Attorney Genera), 
Mr. MacFarland stated his belief that Mr. 
Clark has mss-used his powers as a Cabinet 
Official to libel and repress groups of Ameri¬ 
cans who are lawfully opposed to the Adminis¬ 
tration of which he, Clark, is a part

ley a premises upon his return from police head¬ 
quarters. With him was an unidentified Jew 
whom Dvorin advised to conceal his identity 
when McGinley asked his name. These two 
men, with Deputy Coplon, had free access to 
office files for a full 45 minutes. 

As a favorable fate would have it, McGinley 
was not detained for the lengthy period of time 
upon which the raiders had possibly counted. 
He arrived back at his office in time to prevent 
any wholesale rifling of his files, which might 
have been accomplished had he remained absent 
for a longer period of time. He was also able to 
demand and obtain a generally itemized receipt 
tor the equipment and files confiscated, 
although not in the specific detail warranted 
under the circumstances. 

AFTERMATH 

The raid was executed late on a Friday at 
a time when counter-action in the courts would 
be tendered almost wholly impossible, due to 
the approaching week-end. On the following 
Monday, however. McGinleys attorney. John 
A. Matthews, Jr,, of Newark, secured an injunc¬ 
tion, restraining the Zionist. Dvorin. from caus¬ 
ing the removal of McGinley's seized property 
irom the safety of the Union County Court 
House where they are impounded. 

On Tuesday evening. McGinley was official¬ 
ly served with a warrant charging him with 
having committed assault and battery upon a 
law-enforcement officer, and with interfering 
with the service of a writ and its execution. 

Recalling that the alleged assault and bat¬ 
tery and interference took place on the preced¬ 
ing Friday afternoon, and that the arresting 
officer appeared with McGinley in his custody 
at Union police headquarters at that time, one 
ia compelled to ask why the deputy failed to 
prefer his formal charges at that hour, rather 
than permitting at least three days to elapse 
before tnkin* this action.

Resisting efforts to handcuff him without iden¬ 
tifying themselves or stating their charge for 
arrest, McGinley was able, after a desperate 
effort to reach his attorney, to whom he made 
ms plight known. Even during this conversa¬ 
tion, there Were attempts made to interrupt his 
communication. One of the raiders, close enough 
to the mouth-piece of the telephone to be heard 
on the opjjosite end. kept asking McGinley: 
"Wh.v are you making truuble for us.” The ob¬ 
vious Intent was to convince McGinley's at¬ 
torney that his client was resisting proper and 
lawful arrest, or interfering with the service 
of a writ, which was untrue. 

It was not until after these actions had 
transpired that the Union police were notified, 
nrul not until they arrived that McGinley was 
finally shown the latter’s badge, thereby learn-

Fourthly, if the inretit of the writ was to 
seize valuable assets in satisfaction of a judge¬ 
ment, why did the raiders threaten to remove 
all personal belongings while ignoring business 
equipment worth hundreds of dollars, and while 
finally removing from the premises only a type¬ 
writer and the addressograph-corrcspondence 
files, the latter of which have cash value only 
to such groups as the Anti-Defamution League, 
the Non-Sectarian Anti-Nazi League, the 
Friends of Democracy, or the Soviet secret 
police ? 

Fifthly, if the intent of the raid was in the 
least way lawful, why did Deptuy Greenberg 
compel McGinley to go with him to police head¬ 
quarters, while permitting Deputy Copbn and 
attorney Dvorin who was not an officer of the 
law. to remain upon McGinley’s premisesduring 
his absence? This action was wholly ind un¬ 
questionably illegal and no doubt planned. Mc¬ 
Ginley. hpd every right to refuse to letve the 
building until it was properly padlocked. It

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To get back to the "raid" at the office of COMMON SENSE — and that 
is exactly what took place as the tactics used were entirely ir¬ 
regular. The Anti-Defamation League (Jewish Gestapo) who are behind 
thi3 and who would no doubt pay any amount to secure our records, 
are hell-bent on breaking up the paper and will spare no expense. 

I am so anxious to publish what is being done to America. 

The attorney for .the printing company, (also President of the Zion¬ 
ists of Linden, N.J.J, personally supervised the affair and careful¬ 
ly picked out files containing valuable research information on more 
than a hundred Communist fronts and their leaders, and other con¬ 
fidential material and thousands of back issues of COMMON SENSE, and 
generally things of little or no selling value.

Young Wise is also a writer for Commnuist 
publications. In an article for the Communist 
Party's New Masses, he went to great lengths 
pointing out the prominence of Jews in Com¬ 
munism and in Russia. He knows, of course, that 
leading Jewish organizations have poured fabul¬ 
ous sums into Soviet Russia. 

Who are some of the other members of the 
American Jewish Congress?

MACK: U. S. Circuit Judge, executive of the 
World Jewish Congress and prominent in Jewish 
organizations. He is one of the signers of "Golden 
Book of Friendship for Soviet Union,” member 
of the board of directors Communist American 
Russian Institute; officer of socialistic "Survey 
Associates,” and signer of Communist-aiding 
American Civil Liberties Union petitions for Reds 
imprisoned under U. S. Espionage Act. JUDGE 
BEN ROSENTHAL: President of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia Division of American Jewish Congress, 
sponsor for Harry Bridges Defense Committee, 
and affiliated with Friends of the Abraham 
Lincoln Brigade, a Communist-front. LOUIS 
LIPSKY: Radical former president of Zionist Or¬ 
ganizations in America; among those who signed 
letter to Governor Thomas E. Dewey (N.Y.) 
seeking pardon for the Communist Morris V. 
Schappes. Lipsky is also a writer for Communist 
papers. In an article for the revolutionary social¬ 
istic "New Republic” he writes: 

"Jewish labor in Palestine has intro¬ 
duced social and economic methods that 
have evoked admiration of the British 
Labor Party. A large number of the 
agricultural colonies in Palestine are 
communal, not individual.” 

RABBI MAX NUSSBAUM: President, Pacific 
Coast Division, American Jewish Congress, spon¬ 
sor of Communist American Youth for Demo¬ 
cracy dinner (this organization was formerly 
known as YOUNG COMMUNIST LEAGUE);

Committee, cited as a Communist-front. HENRY 
L. SILBERMAN: Director, New England Divi¬ 
sion, AJC, sponsor for Civil Rights Congress.

Space prohibits a listing of all the American

people Judge Armstrong did not want in a college 
supported by his money were the Asiatic Khazars 
—as they pass themselves off to us—Jews'. 

With l he wisdom that comes with age, Judge 
Armstrong intended to establish an outstanding 
Christian college.

Who Are The Khazars?

their limited language, adopted the Caananite alphabet, which xvas there¬ 
after known as the “Hebrew alphabet,” and developed the Caananite 
worship of Jehovah (Yahwism) as the basis of their religious beliefs, 
which thereafter came to be known as "Judaism.” It was thus that the 
Hebrews of Bible history developed the "Hebrew language” and acquired 
the "Hebrew alphabet.” Several thousand years late, and several thousand 
miles away, as a result of effective missionary effort upon the Khazar 
king, the pagan Khazar nation was converted to Judaism. At the time 
of their conversion, the Khazars had a spoken language, but there was 
no written form of their language because there was no alphabet for 
the language they spoke. The king of the Khazars adopted the alphabet 
bf his newly acquired religion, which he saw for the first time in the 
Bible, as the alphabet of the Khazars, so that they could put their 
language in writing. Thus it was the Jews of eastern Europe came to 
use the Hebrew aiphabet to record their “mother-tongue” in written form. 
The "mother-tongue” of the Jews of eastenr Europe Is known today as 
"Yiddish.” But the Yiddish language and the Hebrew language are as 
totally different from each other as Swedish and Spanish, although both 
these languages use the identical Latin alphabet In their written forms. 
There is a tendency to regard the Jews of Eastern Europe as the historic 
national and racial descendents of the Hebrews of Palestine because they 
each employed the identical alphabet for the written forms of their 
completely different languages, During the several thousand years prior 


to the conversion of Judaism of the pagan Khazars, Judaism was already 
the religious belief of portions of the population of racial and nations 
groups in every inhabited geographic area from Morocco on the Atlantic 
to China on the Pacific. The sections of these populations which had bee: 
converted to Judaism retained other characteristics of their nativi 
culture; the spoken language, the written-form of their language, 1h> 
native customs and other elements of their social, political and economi 
existence. The Yiddish of the Jews of eastern Europe was exclusively th 
language of the Khazars. Yiddish was not the "mother-tongue” of th 
native Jews of Egypt, Syria, Greece, Rome, Spain, Germany, Franc* 
Morocco, Libyia, Arabia, Ethiopia, Abassynia, Persia, India or Chinf 
The "mother-tongue” of the section of the populations converted t 
Judaism was the "mother-tongue” of the people amongst whom the; 
lived. Practically without exception, amongst every racial or nations 
group in the world, there are to be found "Jews” as well as "Christians 
and probably "Moslems” and “Hindus” as well. There is no racial grou 
in the world which can identify itself anthropologically by its spiritu? 
belief. The physical and biological make-up of men are determined by th 
racial origin of his ancestry. Five children of the same father and rr.othe 
may each have a different religious belief. But, their "race" depend 
upon the "race” of the father and the mother. It is a malicious deceptio 
for the numerous and highly vocal Jews of eastern European origin t 
spend unlimited millions of dollars upon propaganda based upon the myt 
that they are the ethnic descendents of a “Jewish race,” and thi 
Palestine was, qnd is, the "homeland” of this "Jewish race.” (*For furtbt 
particulars see Jewish Encyclopedia, VoL 4, PP1-5).

Cle\ erly-Worded Resolution For World Govt. 
Is Kept In Committee 


CONTAINS THREAT TO V. S. 


Subtle Scheme Has Catholic Support But Ignore* 
Papal Conditions For Pence 

The Legislature at Albany this week nar¬ 
rowly escaped commit tine llie citizens ol New 
York State to a plan to abandon the Constitution 
of the United Stales In favor ot a World Govern¬ 
ment. 

On Thursday of last week, an innocent- 
sounding resolution way presented in both houses 
oi (ho Legislature to memorialize the United 
States Congress ”to call a convention for the sole 
purpose of proposing amendment of the Con¬ 
stitution to expedite and insure the participation 
of the United Slates In a world federal govern¬ 
ment. open to all nations, with powers which, 
while defined and limited, shall be adequate to 
preserve peace. . . 

The introduction of the subtly-worded reso 
lotion was part of a highly organized nntion-wid* 
plan to secure the endorsement of World Govern¬ 
ment bv 32. or two-thirds of the State Legisla- 
tu.es hi order that a convention might bo called 
to "amend" the Constitution. If 3d states approve 
the resolution, the convention will be mandatory. 

Twenty-three State Legislatures have already 
eh en their endorsement. New York Stale would 
hnve been the 24th. 

It Is believed, however, that some States will 
rescind their approval after realizing the signifi¬ 
cance of the misleading resolution they have 
adopted. 

Text Is Deceiving 

The i-esolution itself, which is printed below, 
is carefully so worded as not to arouse the In¬ 
variably busy legislator to study Its contents too 
intently. , , 

The first eight where as’s are generalities 
unlikely to be seriously challenged. They oppose 
war and the cost of armaments, proclaim the 
ne<xl for world peace based upon law and order, 
and recognize that the United Nations under lht 
present charter is incapable of restraining major 
nations from fostering or fomenting war. 

The ninth will undoubtedly be described as 
misrepresentation should the resolution unhappily 
and inadvertently be permitted to reach the 
floor of either chamber. It declares that many 
States'have memorialized Congress "to initiate 
steps toward the creation of a world federal gov¬ 
ernment reserving to the nations and to the 
people those rights not specifically granted an

1047. and 
merged several existing organizations into UWF 

Among the above mentioned and others who 
attended this meeting were affiliations with as 
many as THIRTVONE groups that have been 
branded as subversive Communist fronts by the 
Attorney General, the FBI or the Tenney Com¬ 
mittee of California, Among these groups are. or 
were; Friends of the Abraham Lincoln Brigade. 
National Council of American-Soviet Friendship. 
Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee. American 
Student Union, Progressive Citizens of America. 
League of Women Shoppers', Council on African 
Affairs, League of American Writers, American 
Friends of Spanish Democracy, and Films for 
Democracy. Many of the persons named sup¬ 
ported JVwy Wallace in 1$M8. Glen Taylor was 
Wallace’s running mate! 

The first President of UWF was Cord Meyer, 
Jr, He lias been its main spokesman.

Tn November, 1049, Mr. Meyer "as made 
chairman of the executive committee and a new 
president w as chosen. 

We quote from the Washington Times - 
Herald for November 9, 1949: 

“The United World Federalists, an outfit 
dedicated to the extinction of the American Re- 
F i hlic. recently trotted out a retreaded New Deal 
v.ar time propagandist as its new president and 
mouthpiece. The spokesman, AJan Cranston, for* 
mer chief of the foreign language division of the 
office of war information, made a pitch before a 
congressional committee in behalf of the program 
of uniting America with every other country in 
I lie world. Russia Included, and replacing nationa. 
uliypusblp with world citizenship. 

“It is a rather remarkable fact that the 
government goes out of its way to prosecute 
leaders of the Communist Party for seeking the 
overthrow of the United States, but that leaders 
of movements which would achieve the same 
result in a different direction are given a respect¬ 
ful audience by Congressmen. 

'‘Because Mr. Cranston, during the war. was 
discovered by another congressional committee 
to have been mosl interested in suppressing any 
criticism of Russia, it is possible to wonder 
w bother his ultimate intention differs materially 
from the party leaders convicted under the 
Smith Act ” 

Now, some of the leadship of UWF are ear¬ 
nest Americans with no sympathy with Com¬ 
munism or Socialism. But, in accounting for their 
presence, it is well to remember that it is ordi¬ 
nary communist technique to give such a salt- 
n ml-pepper appearance to organizations they 
hope to find useful. And. of course, the presence 
of such sincere, naive persons makes it easier to 
convince the average American that an organiza¬ 
tion is “liberal" and broadminded enough “to [ 
include all points of view," 

WHAT IS THEIR PROGRAM? 

The UWF proposes a constitution which will 
set up a world federal government. No nation, 
once ndmitted, may secede The world governing 
body would possess only delegated powers, in tin? 
words of a UWF leaflet, "point 2" of their pro¬ 
gram would "guarantee to each nation its right 
to maintain its own domi*slic, political, economic, 
.social and religious institutions." That Is. Russia 
(which UWF wants included) could still be Com¬ 
munist and maintain its coercive society; dicta¬ 
torships would be as much a part of the sol-up as 
would free peoples. "Wprld Jaw" would be bind¬ 
ing upon all, and could he enforced directly upon 
individuals—by world courts. The world federal 
government would enjoy "direct taxing power 
independent of national taxation." "Reasonable 
provisions" are to be made for amending the 
world, constitution. 

The material put out by UWF engages in 
some slick double-talk. This is essential—to cover 
up a dilemma for which UWF has no solution. 

The first deals with representation in the 

world legislative body If each country were given 
one representative per million inhabitants] the 
nominally free people of each—a small minority 
—would have less than 500 votes out of a total of 
some 2.000. Actually, the really free peoples, 
number less than ten per cent of the world 
population. 

The leaders of UWF see this problem. How 
can they persuade the free minority (principally 
the United States) to enter a political arrange¬ 
ment In which they would be dominated bv the 
dictators who already hold the vast majority in 
bondage? Their problem is not simple. It is like 
n salesman attempting to persuade free people 
lo pav cash for the right to a life prison sentence 

So UWF leaders talk around this problem. 
They say: "Representation In the legislative bodv 
should be determined upon a just formula, recog¬ 
nizing population, economic development, educa¬ 
tional level and other relevant factors; each 
representative to vote as an individual." Obvi- 
ously. If these words mean anything, they Insin¬ 
uate that some less populous countries will gel 
large delegations, while others with large popu¬ 
lations will l>e content with small delegations, So 
we shouldn't worry! 

Thnt such a suggestion could be serioualv 
made shows either that UWF Ls naive, or thinks 
the American people are. We do not think Use 
real UWF lenders arc naive. For two facts stand 
out: First, the art of rerrymimdei'ln” could 
hardly devise a formula whereby the really free 
fen per cent could outvote the subingated ninetv- 
por cent. Secondly, why would the dictators of 



three-quarters of the earths population enter a 
world federal government unless they could con¬ 
trol it? The hint that they would not control it, 
In order lo persuade Americans to surrender 
their independence, is just sucker-bait. 

How frantically UWF attempts to evade a 
straight answer to this situation is found in a 
mimeographed UWF release called Answers to 
Questions About World Government, dated July 
18, 1949. It says: 

“The answer to this question [whether 
the U. S. would l>e outvoted) would be yes 
only if the United States contingent in the 
world government always voted against 
world peaefe. The world government proposed 
by UWF is designed to preserve the peace. 

If the United Stales wants peace, it will find 
itself voting with the majority who also 
want peace." 

As an insult to American intelligence, this 
reply would he hard to beat. UWF's point 5 says: 
“Bill of Rights: Tho world constitution should 
include a bill of rights assuring equal and ade¬ 
quate protection to persons affected by the con¬ 
stitution and laws of the world federal govern¬ 
ment." 

A casual reader might think that this guar¬ 
antees liberty for everybody. But it does no such 
thing. UWF's point 2. already quoted, guarantees 
that despotisms can remain despotisms. Tills 
double-talk is a slick attempt to implant an idea 
while not actually stating it—a method charac¬ 
teristic 'of UWF propaganda material, as of all 
Communist propaganda everywhere. 

Tho UWF program, when once established, 
is rigorously simple, even If likewise clad in 
double-talk. All national armies and navies are 
lo be abolished. The only armed forces in ihc 
world, except for domestic police, would be lhe 
armed forces of the world-state. Atomic energy 
and all "other scientific developments easily 
diverted to mass destruction" would lx* under 
strict control of the world-state. This would 
mean practically all science and invention. 

Do you Americans want to give up your army, 
navy and air force? 

As to ‘‘oilier powers." there is further 
double-ialk. "We recognize." says a UWF hand¬ 
out, "(hat although some world federalist believe 
that such limited powers would be sufficient ns a 
beginning, others are convinced that any world 
organization to be effective, even at the start, 
must have broader powers to bring about peace¬ 
ful change in the direction of a free and pros¬ 
perous world community." 

What can this mean? Remembering the 
horde of Marxists infesting UWF and the Marxist 
thesis that wars and economic distress are caused 
by class struggle, then clearly, if world power 
were placed in their hands, the World Federalists 
would proceed to root out economic freedom. 

Tn one fell swoop American private enterprise 
and American liberty would be wiped out. . 

Do you Americans want to substitute Rus¬ 
sian slavery for your freedom? 

WHAT ARE THEIR METHODS? 

UWF methods are typical of left-wing "high 
pressure" groups. We would not wish to deprive 
UWF of the opportunity to convince Americans 
its cause Is worthy. But. by the same token. 
UWF should not object when what It offers Is 
publicly tested and weighed. 

UWF has a three-pronged approach. First, 
through general propaganda, by printed word, 
radio and meetings. Second through local groups, 
of which there are now nearly a thousand. Third, 
it works actively on state legislatures and Con¬ 
gress to advance the tangible steps they hope will 
commit the US A. lo enter world government 
before the people know what It’s all about. 

UWF propaganda has capitalized on fear, 
especially fear of an atomic war. Over and over 
it says atomic war will end civilization, if not 
the human race itself. The only way out, it crier, 

Is world government! UWF also plays on the 
sense of idealism, so easy to touch in most 
Americans. This is a noble ideal, says UWF II 
will bring Tennyson's dream true: 

"Till the war drums throb no longer, and the 
battle flags are furled 

In the Parliament of man, the federation of the 
world!" 

And the way lo do it is to become an advocate 
of World Government! Join the parade of Tor- 
W'ard-looking people! 

The UWF technique is (he logical leap, care¬ 
fully concealed from the unthinking, from the 
premise to the conclusion. It is on argument with 
the proof left out: Why does the fear of atomic 
war demonstrate that world government Ls any 
solution at all? Why does the fact that a truly 
peaceful woi ld-society is a noble Ideal lead Id 



the conclusion that the specific program of UWF 
will bring realization of that ideal, ami not plunge 
us into some form of totalitarian world bondage? 
We arc not told. 

It is in meaningless generalities that advo¬ 
cates of UWF shine. Bring them down to specific 
cases and they murmur, “Oh, that's a detail (hat 
does not need to be settled now’." Yet it is those 
very details, as they call them, that would make 
all the difference between a world of freedom 
and a world of tyranny. We think most of the 
leaders of UWF have very specific ideas of the 
w r ay we should go, but do not want to share them 
with the public this time. 

As for the local groups, UWF has unerringly 
gone to circles where idealism Is strongest—such 
as Christian churches, women's dubs, student 
groups—and has sold the “ideal" without too 
much bother over how’ the ideal Js to be realized. 
It has harped on the power of "world govern¬ 
ment" to stop war. with little emphasis upon 
what KIND of "government." Government, in 
itself, has no moral character. Ydl UWF’ con¬ 
sistently sets forth simply "government"—gov¬ 
ernment per se, as the cure-all for the ills of 
humanity. "Give us world government," it cries 
in effect, “but don’t bother us by asking what 
kind, whether free of tyrannical. All we need is 
more and greater government!" 

THE HUMBER RESOLUTION 

Several years ago Robert Lee Humber, a 
touyer of North Carolina, drew up a form of 
resolution expressing vogue and general approval 
of the Idea of world government, and began 
sending it to stale legislatures. (Humber is now 
a member of UWF's executive council.) 

State legislatures often cheerfully pass vague 
resolutions on almost any subject, Ulrica* some 
member who knows about it happens to object. 
So, before almost anybody else but Mr, Humber 
knew or cared anything about it, his resolution 
was “adopted” by the legislatures of Alabama, 
Arkansas. Georgia, Louisiana, Maryland. Massa¬ 
chusetts, Missouri, New Hampshire, Oklahoma, 
Oregon. Rhode Island, Utah. Virginia, Washing¬ 
ton. 

Done mostly without debate, It is doubtful 
whether ten per cen) of the members of these 
legislatures could recall what (he "Humber Reso¬ 
lution" is about. Some of them never heard of it, 
or so they declare. Of course, no resolution which 
calls for the end of American independence could 
be adopted ‘in any state legislature without a 
fierce struggle, provided the members knew the 
meaning of the resolution. 

The Humber resolution had propaganda 
value. But it was only a preliminary. UWF had 
something more potent up its sleeve. It had 
another resolution that was more than a pious 
wish—a proposal that a convention be called to 
amend the Constitution of the United States “to 
expedite and insure the particination of the 
United States in a world federal government, 
open to all nations ...” 

This resolution contains eleven paragraphs, 
NINE of them pious "Whereas" paragraphs. The 
real teeth show only in the tenth, and then only 
if one reads carefully. A number of state legisla¬ 
tors who actually voted “aye” on this one 
thought it was either the Humber resolution or 
something like it. Legislatures of six states have 
passed this latter resolution: California, Con¬ 
necticut, Florida, Maine, Now Jersey and North 
Carolina. After the California resolution had 
been passed, heroic efforts were made by Sena¬ 
tor Jack B. Tenney and others to rescind it— 
efforts which failed after a terrific battle. 

Now if the legislatures of thirty-six slates 
can be induced to pass this or some similar reso¬ 
lution, the calling of a constitutional convention 
for the purpose of ending the independence of 
the United States will be MANDATORY. The 
"Humber Resolution” does not count in this com¬ 
putation, but already legislators of states that 
have passed it have been told that since they 
have already committed themselves to world 
government, they will naturally want to pass the 
new resolution too. 

In the national field, UWF has secured 
assent to its program from many senators and 
congressmen—including a majority of the mem¬ 
bers of the House Committee on Foreign Affairs! 
Last year a Concurrent Resolution was intro¬ 
duced in both House and Senate declaring that 
“It is the sense of the Congress that it should 
be a fundamental objective of the foreign policy 
of the United States to support and strengthen 
the United Nations and to seek its development 
into a world federation open to all nations with 
defined and limited powers adequate to preserve 
peace and prevent aggression through the enact¬ 
ion tinued on page 3) 
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mt-nf, interpretation and enforcement of world 
law." In the House this resolution was introduced 
bv ONE HUNDRED AND FIVE Congressmen, 
in the Senate by a small group. Hearings were 
held by the House Committee in October. At 
first it was planned to hear only the proponents. 
Hie National Economic Council, however, Insisted 
upon being heard—and was heard. 

WORLD FEDERALISM'S FATAL MISTAKE 

All who fall for world federalism-labor under 
a monumental misapprehension—the UWF group 
most fatally of all. This misapprehension is that 
governments create societies. But all history 
proves that societies create governments. There 
Is today no world society, in the sense of a 
world community sharing a common culture, 
tradition and philosophy of human freedom. 
World governmenters say world government will 
creole a world society. But this shows they are 
either babes-in-thc-woods or very shrewd decep- 
tionists. 

A real world government, if men are to remain 
free, will need to bo preceded by centuries of 
preparation, And eventually a more Intelligent, 
less gullible age than ours may reject the whole 
philosophy of big government, and prefer a 
community of independent nations. But to create 
Mich "government" now. in the present ideolo¬ 
gical world chnos. would be to force it upon 
hundreds of millions of people, and to strengthen 
tyranny everywhere. It would mean world "gov¬ 
ernment" only In the sepse that a conquering 
despotism Is called "government." It would dwarf 
ttio Ghengis Khans, the Napoleons and the 
Hitlers into significance. 

Only the Central Authority would be armed. 
It alone would possess A-bombs and guided mis¬ 
sies to crush rebellion. But it would be composed 
of men subject to human passions and desires 
Under its rule, human beings everywhere would 
experience the summit and deification of tyranny. 

Are Americans ready to hand themselves 
over to such a despotism? 

A REAL PROGRAM FOR 
LIBERTY AND PEACE 

While a world despotism might-abolish war 
in the old sense, it would also abolish human 
freedom It would be the peace of the "lifer" in 
prison. The World Federalist thesis Is acceptable 
only to those who think it better to have an 
enslaved humanity and no war, than freedom 
with the risks of war. 

» t * * 

But there is an alternative, 

The first step is to preserve freedom within 
the United States by curbing statism and reas¬ 
serting the rights and obligations of the indivi¬ 
dual. This means a rediscovery of the principles 
of the American Revolution and putting them 
into dynamic practice, Freedom must be not 
merely preserved in America: it must be actively 
practiced if its tremendous internal energies are 
1o continue to be released If freedom falls here, 
it will fall everywhere. 

The second step is to preserve and actively 
assort the independence of the United Stoics. 
Instead of surrendering her liberty of action, 
America should guard and exercise it. 

The third step is to make the Americans 
impregnable. Communist fifth columns should be 
mercilessly rooted out. This step can be taken 
only by sheer realism which will end once and for 
all the attrition of our resources by financial, 
diplomatic and military over-extensions through¬ 
out the world. 

The fourth step is for 9 free, strong and 
prepared America to sit where she is and ride 
out Lhe storm, giving to all mankind fas she 
formerly did) the example freedom provides. If 
she does so, there need be no third world war in 
our life-time. If we ourselves refuse to over¬ 
extend, but permit the Soviet Union to do so. the 
Soviet system in less than a generation will fall 
apart, leaving an intact America to lead the 
world back to a better day. If the USSR and (he 
U.S.A. fight within the next fifteen years, neither 
can conquer the other, but both may be wounded 
to the death. 

In the choice between a slave world under 

supreme power, even without war, and the main 
lenance of freedom with the risk of war, we vote 
for freedom. If "neace" Is to bo purchased at the 1 
cost of llberly, the price is too high. 

Wc urge every American to write his Mem¬ 
ber of Congress about World Government. We 
ask every member of Congress to think hard on 
the choice between freedom and the peace of 
slavery.

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necessary to the establishment and the mainten¬ 
ance of world law and order.” Sponsors and sup¬ 
porters of the resolution have the responsibility 
of interpreting the clause; it can be safely stated 
they will not do so in clear and unequivocal 
terms. 

As this issue goes to press, the resolution at 
Albany is still in committee. It is reported that 
demands are being made upon the legislators for 
an open hearing on the issue before the resolu¬ 
tion is sent to the floor. 

105 Sponsors In Congress 

A similar resolution was introduced into the 
House of Representatives June 7, 1949. United 
World Federalists, the organization prompting 
it, publicly slated a few weeks ago that live 
following Representatives from New York Stale 
are among the 103 sponsors of the resolution in 
the House:

The United World Federalists, as presently 
organized, was formed three years ago. Among 
those who took part were James P. Warburg, 
Rep. Vito Marcantonio. Sholem Asch, Rex Tug- 
well, Senator Glen H. Tavlor (running mate of 
Henry Wallace in the 1948 election campaign), 
Norman Corwin, Professor Harlow Shnple.v, Rex 
Stout, Rep. Celler, Norman Cousins and Charles 
G. Bolte. Methodist Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam, 
Supreme Court Justice William O. Douglas and 
Senator Claude Pepper are among its advocates. 

Literature on the proposed World Govern¬ 
ment is deliberately couched in generalities. 
When specific answers are sought at meetings of 
the local units, said to be near' 1 , 000 , the usual 
reply is that details can wait until later 

Official publications, however, have some 
statements which indicate the extent of the 
power to be given the World Government. 

One of them, for example, says: "World Law 
shall be enforceable directly upon individuals," 

' and the World Government "should have author¬ 
ity to raise dependable revenue under a . . . 
direct taxing power independent of national tax¬ 
ation." The consequences of these proposals to 
each American need not be amplified. 

Representation in the proposed World Gov¬ 
ernment will give peonies of the still free nations 
about ten per cent of the voting nower. When a 
question concerning the insignificant vote ac¬ 
corded to Americans was posed directly to the 
United World Federalists the letter's official 
reply was: 

"The answer to this question would be ‘yes’ 
only if the Llnited States contingent in thp World 
Government a 1 ways voted against world neace 
Hie World Government pronosed by United 
World Federalists is designed to preserve the 
neace. If the Unite 1 States wants neace. it will 
find itself voting with the majority who also 
want neace." 

The United States would a*so be compelled 
to" scran its military and naval defenses under 
the World Government w hich would "possess 
provisions prohibiting possesion by any nation 
of armament nnd forces beyond an approved 
level required for its Internal policing." America 
would, therefore, denond for Its protection on nn 
international army responsible only lo the World 
Government. The latter would bo In (he present 
state of fhe world, in rvttrol of Communist, or 
at least Socialist dflCAltt 

It is also to bo understood that all immigra¬ 
tion, tariff and othor barriers would be removed.

The United World Federalists, in their 
propaganda campaign lo "educate" the public 
aw ay from patriot ism, which they condemn as 
"nationalism," have openly approached Catholics 
and Catholic organizations for support. They 
feature the names of priests and Catholic laymen 
on their literature. 

The movement, however, ignores the con¬ 
ditions laid down so many times by Pope Pius 
XII for world peace. Especially notable by its 
absence is the fundamental condition emphasized 
by the Holy Father: **. . . on open acJenowlodge¬ 
ment of the rights of God and of His Law, or. at 
the very least, of the natural law on w hose solid 
foundation arc anchored the rights of man." 

In making that statement on Nov. 12, 1948, 
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to members of the European Union of Federalists 
Pope Pius added the question: "Isolated Iron 
religion, how can all these rights and freedom! 
assure unity, order and peace?" 

Text of Resolution 

Following is the text of the resolution for I 
world federal government as introduced into thl 
State Senate by Senator Walter Mahoney cl 
Buffalo: 

"Whereas, Modem science has produce! 
weapons of war which are overwhelmingly des 
tractive and against which there is no sure da 
fense, and war is now a threat to the very ex is 
tence of our civilization; and 

"Whereas, The high taxes and huge deficit 
resulting inevitably from the arms program wl 
must pursue as long as the possibility of aggres 
sion exists threaten us with bankruptcy and thi 
destruction of the American way of life; and 
"Whereas, The effective maintenance 0 ! 
world peace is the proper concern and res pom 
sibllitv of every American citizen; and, 

"Whereas, The people of the State of New 
York, while now- enjoying domestic peace and 
security under the laws of their federal, state and 
local government, deeply desire the guarantee ol 
world peace; and 

"Whereas, All history shows that peace i! 
the product of law and order, and that law and 
order are the product of government; and 

"Whereas, The Sjtate of New York, as the 
home of the United Nations has a particulaf 
responsibility to support and strengthen that or* 
ganization; and 

"Whereas. The United Nations, as presently 
constituted, although accomplishing great good in 
many fields, has not been given authority to 
enact. Interpret or enforce world law, and undo! 

its present charter is incapable of restraining 
any major nations which may foster or fomenl 
war; and 

“Whereas, The charter of the United Nation! 
expressly provides, in Articles 108 and 109, a 
procedure for reviewing and altering the Charter! 
and 

"Whereas, Many states have memorialized 
Congress, through resolutions by their state legis* 
Mures or in referenda by their voters, to initiate 
steps toward the creation of a world federal 
government reserving to the nations and to thfl 
people those rights not specifically granted a 4 
necessary to the establishment and the mainten. 
ance of world law and order; and 

"IVliereox. Many states have ahvody eppWed 
to Congress for the identical purpose proposed 
hereinafter in this resolution; and 

"Whereas, Several nations have recently 
adopted constitutional provisions to facilitate 
their entry into a world federal government with 
powers adequate to assure peace; now, therefore, 
be it 

“Resolved (if the Assembly concur) That 
application is hereby made to the Congress of 
the United States, pursuant to Article V of the 
Constitution of the United States, to call a con¬ 
vention for the sole purpose of proposing amend¬ 
ment of the Constitution to expedite and insure 
the participation of the United States in a world 
federal government, open to all nations, with 
powers which, while defined and limited, shall be 
adequate to preserve peace, whether the proposed 
charter or constitution of such ' world federal 
government be presented in the form of amend¬ 
ments to the charter of the United Nations, or 
by a world constitutional convention, or other¬ 
wise: and he it further 

"Received <if the Assembly concur), That 
copies of this resolution be immediately trans¬ 
mitted to the President of the United States, 1 Iso 
Secretary of the Senate of the United States, Ibe 
Clerk of the House of Representatives of five 
United States, and to each member of the Con¬ 
gress duly elected from the State of New York 
and that the latter be urged to devote themselves 
to the task of accomplishing the purpose of this 
resolution."

I wish to inform you that my Church 
has been desecrated by the Jews, it was on 
July 28.

They stole two 
chalices and wicred vases containing the 
Holy Host, ’three crosses, a patena plate, 
two altar spoons, several gold and silver 
ex-votos, and a leather case. That is what I 
have been able to trace as missing. Then 
they threw away the icons of Jesus-Christ 
and the Holy Virgin in the garden next door. 

When I went to complain to the com¬ 
mandant of the nearest military post, the 
soldiers laughed at me and would not let 
me see their chief.

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U. N. Sounding Board 
For Communism

i THE Soviet Union Foreign 
Minister, Andrei Y. Vishinsky, 
returned to Moscow ten days 
ago, after two months of clever 
Soviet propaganda spouting in 
United Nations meetings. His 
parting brazen blast, on the 
liner America, was against the 
U.N. for “refusing to condemn 
preparations for war.” instead 
of following the pattern of the 
Soviet Union, the country that 
is “fighting for peace and in¬ 
ternational security, as she has 
always done.” 

No doubt the Soviet populace was further 
misled than heretofore by the Vishinsky United 
Nations diatribes, that were printed in the 
Soviet press, without the answers to them. 
Vishinsky was praised in the Soviet press for 
"bravely" hurling into the faces of the anti- 
- Communist U.N. delegates the charge of "im¬ 
perialism” and that the United States is being 
pressed by "Wall Street" into a war against the 
Soviet Union. 

We wonder how much longer the non-Com- 
munist delegates in the U,N. are going to permit 
their organization to be used as a sounding- 
board for insulting Soviet propaganda? Whats 
the use of further discussing any agreement with 
the Soviet Union, so long ns the Kremlin will 
not lower its Iron Curtmn? So long as it will not 
permit foreigners or its citizens to go in and out 
of its territory, as is permitted in democratic 
countries? Even with the lowering of the Iron 
Curtain, agreements with the Soviet Union are 
not likely to be worth the paper they are written 
on, tin (ess the United Nations has an armed 
force that would bring belligerent nations to 
boot 

Our acquaintance with communism. *>efore 
and after the Bolsheviks forcibly overthrew the 
Democratic Constituent Assembly of Russia, 
caused us to be amazed at the many apt leasing 
concessions granted the Soviet Union, that made 
her powerful enough to threaten the peace of the 
world. We regret to say that our country is 
guilty of having led along this apjieaslng course. 
This is amazing, considering that the character 
or the Soviet Union was known to our State De¬ 
partment ever since the Bolsheviks came Into 
pow:T in Russia. To cite but one of manv in- 
ftUnoe*, Dial was told of in the New York Times 
Cur.cnt History Magazine of February 1920.— 
Writing to the Harvard Liberal Club, William 
Phillips, Assistant Secretary of State, said: 

"Bad faith is tlie avowed essence of Boblie- 
vUt diplomacy, and its avowed ulterior purpose 
ih to obtain every possible opportunity for the 
spread of it* subversive doctrines. It is only 
noccseary to quote the following extract from u 
speed* mode by Zinoviev. President of the Pcfro- 
grad Soviet, on the subject of the Prinoe’s Island 
proposal: 

" 'We one willing to sign mi unfavorable 
peace with the Allies. It would only mean that 
we should put no trust whatever iq the bit of 
paper we should sign. Wo would um the breath- 
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mg space so obtained in order to gather our 
strength, ia order Hint the mere continued exis¬ 
tence of our Government would keep up the 
world-wide propaganda which Soviet Rcssia has 
been carrying on . . .' " 

Not Jong after the Bolsheviks acknowledged 
that an agreement is only a “bit of paper” that 
they sign in order to get a “breaking space,” as 
were the three dozen treaties the Soviet Union 
violated that had been solemnly signed since 
then, the Executive Bureau of the Communist 
International instructed the Comrades as to how 
they were to sabotage the United States, as their 
part of the Red World Revolution. Space permits 
only the presentation of one-third of the brazen 
document, viz: 

"Dear Comrades, permit us to give you a 
full resume of our advice ami instructions regard¬ 
ing current work in America.” 

"We firmly believe that one of the most 
Important aims at present is the organization of 
Communist small nucleus centers among soldiers 
and sailors—as a fighting section to carry on 
energetic propaganda In organizing Soviets of 
soldiers and sailors, and in preaching hostility 
toward officers and Generals.” 

"We strongly emphasize that until the 
soviets (councils) have got the upper hand they 
must regard themselves as militant units of the 
fight for national control and proletariat dicta¬ 
torship.” 

"The organization of strikes and of unem¬ 
ployed, and the fomenting of Insurroctions—that 
is the task appointed." 

"The general platform will be M follows: 

"Down with Senate and Congress.” 

"Down with capitalists in the factories. Long 
live the management of the factories by the 
workers.” 

“Everywhere it is necessary to sharply 
emphasize the idea of seizing the whole machin- . 
ery of economic administration by the working 
class, and to direct toward this object propa¬ 
ganda and agitation—by an outcry against the 
high cost of living." 

“It is of supreme importance to pay the 
closest attention to the American Federation of 
Labor. This must be smashed to pieces." 

"Frighten every one with the bogey of new 
-wars being prepared by the Capitalists ” 

“Organize conspirntlve committees." 

Communists are double-dealers. Vishinsky, 
their Soviet Foreign Minister, spouted against 
the UN for "refusing to condemn preparations 
for war,” when his own Kremlin gang is the 
cause of if. He asserts that the Soviet Union is 
"fighting for peace and security,” while she 
threatens the peace of the world through the 
Cominform as she did through the Comintern. 
Vishinsky himself answers the question: “Does 
Communism teach the overthrow of the state?” 
in his latest book (The Law of The Soviet 
People, 1949) thus: “The violent seizure of 
authority by the proletariat, the demolition of 
the exploiting society’s machinery of state, and 
the organization of a new state is the most im¬ 
portant thesis of the Marxist-Leninist doctrine of 
proletarian revolution. The greatest service erf 
Lenin and Stalin ... is that they translated the 
doctrine into reality," 


"One of the finest things ever done 
by 'the mob was the crucifixion of 
Christ.

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ZIONIST RULE

Marshal Rolcossovsky’s appointment as Po¬ 
land’s Defense Minister and chief of the Polish 
armed forces should not be a surprise to those 
who understand the structure of the communist 
group of nations. The Marshal has been “lent” 
to Poland by Stalin, but In the same way the 
Soviet dictator might “borrow'” Marshal Rydz- 
JSmigly or any other prominent person who could 
be useful to him. It is a special feature of the 
regime established on the other side of the Iron 
Curtain that unity in purpose and action, so 
prominently absent in the West, has been estab¬ 
lished in the whole area from the Elbe to the 
Pacific. Everything has been subordinated to 
that principle, and when a man like Tito revolts 
against blind submission and places his own, or 
his country’s interests above the interest of the 
Communist whole, he thereby condemns himself. 

Rokossovsky is entirely a Soviet man. Aged 
53, he was born in Warsaw, but left Poland when 
quite a young man to serve Russia in the first 
war. He is of communist training and belongs to 
the group of young Soviet generals who distin¬ 
guished themselves during the last war. It had 
been said that his appointment is a kind of exile 
from Moscow where he became too popular. This 
is certainly not true—-were it sa, Stalin would 
not risk sending him away, There are other ways 
of removing people who may become dangerous, 
and to appoint such men to posts of the border¬ 
land of the Soviet bloc would be to ask for 
trouble, and Stalin has had enough trouble with 
Marshal Tito. Therefore it can be taken that 
Rokossovsky is a safe man from Stalin’s view¬ 
point, and will obediently carry out all his orders. 

From the strategic point of view the ap¬ 
pointment has great importance. Poland has at 
present 14 divisions, with some 160,000 men 

xixuior nmir T i^'.te of war she’could r»isw» at 
least one million men, and this new army, to¬ 
gether with the new German army, formed 
under cover of a police force, would be the spear¬ 
head for the onslaught on Western Europe. Com¬ 
bined with efficient German staff-officers now 
serving tn the German Soviet-sponsored force, 
the Soviet military experts who will come with 
Rokossovsky to Warsaw, will be able to build up 
an excellent army, for the Polish soldier, when 
commanded by clever leaders, is a good fighter. 

Rokossovsky has been described as a soldier, 
not a politician, which is true; but at the same 
time his task will also consist in crushing the 
last vestiges of opposition to the communist 
domination of Poland. The Soviets are hated all 
over the countries they rule, most of all in 
Russia, and can survive only by a regime of 
ruthless terror. Every military leader, if he him¬ 
self does not wish to become a suspect, must 
assist the State police in suppressing all attempts 
of opposition. What is happening now in Czecho¬ 
slovakia and Hungary 'has happened in every 
country, and will continue as long as the Com¬ 
munist State exists. This should be clearly under¬ 
stood by all who have any influence in world 
affairs, and it was regrettable that Field-Marshal 
Wavell minimised recently the Soviet danger to 
world peace by identifying the Soviets with the 
Russian people. The Russians certainly want 
peace, and only peace. But the Communists who 
are not Russian*;, but internationalists, want war 
in order to extend their Tule to other countries, 
and finally to the entire world.

of history the indictment that 6,000,000 persons 
professing Judaism were murdered in Europe by 
persons professing Christianity solely on account 
of their belief in Judaism.

In 
spite of the fact that President Roosevelt in 1941 
abolished the rule which required immigrants 
into this country to state their religion there arc 
in existence and available authentic statistics on 
this domestic and international complication. 

The newspapers in recent months published 
news items about the well-organized, large-scale, 
illegal smuggling into the United States over a 
period of many years by the underground air¬ 
lines of large numbers of immigrants of Eastern 
European origin. The total is not a secret to 
several organizations. This form of illegal smug¬ 
gling has been going on Into many of our neigh¬ 
boring countries and into many other countries 


on a large scale. The totals are not a secret. 

When the New York Times is in a position 
to publish these authentic figures they will be 
of considerable interest. For the present the 
figures quoted here of the total populations must 
suspend further examination of the matter.

spiritual roots of Judaism are not to be found in 
Jerusalem, nor in Palestine. But the spiritual 
inspiration of Christianity is deeply, firmly 
rooted in the sacred soil of Jersualem and of 
Palestine, the shrine of the Nativity of Christ. 

Jerusalem n heady had a long tradition of 
holiness before its king was killed by Joshua in 
1451 B.C. In the Scriptures, Genesis' XIV. 14, 
reference is made to King Melchizedek, King of 
Jerusalem, about five hundred years earlier, 
when he greeted Abraham on his visit to Jeru¬ 
salem about the year 1921 B. C. 

Jerusalem was taken in 1048 tt.-Crby/Dffvt^- 
who was seeking a secure location in which to 
locate the first Temple of the religious belief he 
was sponsoring. David dwelt in the fort, then 
changed the name of the city to the City of 
David. David was following the Egyptian idea 
of building temples as places for worship, in the 
manner of the world's first temples on the Nile 
built twenty centuries before by the Egyptians. 

The history of Jerusalem goes back to the 
Slone Age. Many mllleniums after its founding 
Somites came from Arabia and settled in Pales¬ 
tine about 2500 B.C. Before the invasion of the 
country by Joshua about 1400 B.C. Jerusalem 
had been part of the extensive Egyptian empire, 
The Egyptian garrison there fought with its 
Jebusite inhabitants to oppose the invaders from , 
the Sinai desert under Joshua's generalship. 

According to archeological discoveries Jeru¬ 
salem was first known as Urusalim. meaning. 
City of Peace, or Burg of Safety. The city of 
Urusalim l Jerusalem 1 become important early as 
h fortress at the side of the. trade-routes that 
ran from Hebron to Bethel and Sochcm. The city 
of.Urusalim (Jerusalem) served ns an outpost 
for the mighty Pharoah with whom Abdl Khiba. i 
the King of Urusalin corresponded in cuneiform. 
King Melchisedik, the King of Urusalim, also 
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held an important place among his neighbors. 

In the Scriptures, Judges, XIX. 12. Jerusalem 
is called a "foreign city” not belonging to the 
Israelites. But the Judahites finally took the 
place, burned it, and killed its inhabitants. 

Jerusalem was the chief seat of one of the 
districts of Palestine, under the rule of a Viceroy 
of the Pharoah in the 15th Century B.C. when 
Amenophis III had extended Egyptian rule to 
include territory as remote from Egypt as 
Syria, Mesopotamia, Babylonia and Assyria. 

Between 1099 A.D. and 1239 A.D. Jerusalem 
had thirteen Christian kings. 

The religious belief referred to today as 
Judaism suggested Itself first to Moses in 
the year 1*191 B.C. while he was living In exile 
among the Kenites in the Sinai desert. Moses 
adopted the religious belief of his hosts, the 
Kenites and became the first priest of his new 
«ct. The Kenites worshipped Yahu (Jehovah), 
Ine ancient monotheistic religious worship of the 
tribal desert people adjoining Egypt. 

When the invaders under Joshua invaded 
Canaan Jerusalem was in Uie hands of the Jeb- 
usitex, Jerusalem was not completely captured 
until seven years after Davids accession. Moses, a 
citizen of Egypt, always cherished a great plan 
for getting his fellow Egyptians back to Canaan 
from which their ancestors fled about four- 
hundred years earlier. 

After centuries of military control. Canaan 
was relinquished by the Egypt inns tn 1170 B.C. 
to become in a large measure the possession of 
the invaders who fought as the successors ol 
Joshua. But the title of the new occupants was 
nut to bo undisputed, In the tl-inv >llu l eo -onlurios 
of its known history Jerusalem has endured over 
20 sieges and blockades, about 18 reconstructions 
apd two periods of desolation when history js 
silent.

not accept Judaism or any other religion. Rut ii 
doc* however recognize its population of Judaizod 
Khazar origin as a nationality. In keeping with 
this recognition of its population of Judalzed 
Khazar origin as a nation it is also logical that 
their status as a nation should also be restored 
by the creation of a Soviet Khazar Republic.

Their passports must be stamped with this 
seventeenth nationality. The Soviet Union how¬ 
ever never returned their territory to them, or 
their status as a nation. It should do so. 

The eastern European population of Judajzed 
Khazar origin can rightfully proclaim themselves 
a racial group as well as a national group. The 
racial origin of the Asiatic Khazar tribal nation 
was Turki-Finn. The Turks and the Finns of 
Asia are the ethnic background of the Khazars. 
■ The Turks and the Finns also later settled in 
J Europe and are there today. Only .‘the Khazars 
I were converted to Judaism. The Finns became 
, Christians and the Turks became Moslems.

Jury in Union Clears 
MeGinley of Charges 
in Process Case

ELIZABETH — Conde MeGinley, 
publisher of the antiCommunist, 
antLZionist Common Sense, was 
found not guilty yesterday by a 
jury in a County Judge Hetfleld's 
court on charges of obstructing ex¬ 
ecution of process and assault and 
battery on two Union County sher¬ 
iff’s deputies last June. 

The jury deliberated only 30 min¬ 
utes before bringing in its verdict 
at 5:30 P. M. on the second day of 
the trial. 

The state charged MeGinley had 
obstructed execution of a levy on 
equipment in his publishing office 
in 2001-2005 Pleasant parieway, 
Union, and struck the deputies, 
Harry Coplan and Alfred Green¬ 
berg, when they tried to carry out 
the writ. 

MeGinley's Charges 

The levy was made to satisfy an 
$1,800 judgment against MeGinley 
for printing bills owed the Suburban 
Publishing Co. of Union. 

MeGinley charged on the stand 
yesterday that the deputies were 
ordered to confiscate his records and 
subscription lists by a Communist 
underground. When the deputies 
entered the establishment June 17, 
1949, he said, they did not identify 
themselves, making him afraid they 
were Communists out to get him. 
He had previously received "at 
least 50" threats on his life, some 
of which he turned over to the FBI 
for investigation, he added. 

MeGinley said the deputies con¬ 
fiscated records of his investiga¬ 
tion of at least 400 Communist cells 
throughout the country at the di¬ 
rection of Robert M. Dvorin, an at¬ 
torney for Suburban who, he said, 
was president of the Linden-Roselle 
Zionist organization. They left be¬ 
hind much valuable equipment in 
the process, he added. 

"I'm only interested in one thing 
—combating Communism," Me¬ 
Ginley said, almost breaking down 
with emotion, "and the only differ¬ 
ence between Zionism and Com¬ 
munism Is In the spelling of the 
names." 

Coplan and Greenberg had testi¬ 
fied earlier they were instructed 
to take only personal effects that 
could be sold by the sheriff to sat¬ 
isfy the judgment entered against 
MeGinley. When they tried to do 
that, they said, MeGinley hit. them 
and tried to stop them, so they 
put him under arrest. 

MeGinley denied any obstruction 
and that he had assaulted the pair. 
He said he had attempted to get 
away so he could call police and 
protect himself and his records. 

Defense’s Argument 

In his summation Thomas Hues- 
ton of Elizabeth, defense counsel, 
said the deputies had the right to 
serve the writ, but not to execute 
it. He said that rather than ob 
struct the process, MeGinley ac¬ 
tually had run out of the premises 
to phone the police, to keep from 
being assassinated by Coplan and 
Greenberg, who were unknown to 
him at the time. 
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Conde MeGinley, publisher of controversial paper, Common Sense, 
waits outside Union County court room during recess in his trial 
for obstructing and assaulting sheriffs deputies. 
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It is well to review, for the benefit of new readers, that Mr. 
MeGinley did not owe one cent of the bill in question. It was 
proven and illustrated many times during the trial that the four 
Zionists who raided the office of COMMON SENSE on June 17th 3 
1949, had but one objective -- TO CONFISCATE THE RECORDS 
-- an objective which they failed to accomplish although they did 
succeed in putting Mr. MeGinley in jail.

Mi Churchill: 

You will have the satisfaction to survive me and 
niv contraries in lnit/orlune T. do nor ht.-Jra«i* Ttf 
congratulate you on this personal triumph and the 
finesse with which you have accomplished it. You 
have gone to great expense in order to secure this 
success, for yourself and Great Britain. Should I be¬ 
lieve you sufficiently naive as to consider this success 
anything more than a show, detrimental to the Great 
German Empire—a performance lor the peoples and 
tln-u- Jewish and boishevut confederates, which were 
maneuvered by you Into the war—then my statement 
to you during this last hour of my life would, also In 
the eyes of posterity, be squandered upon an unde¬ 
serving one. 

My pride as a German and a-s one of the fore¬ 
most responsible German leaders forbids me to lose 
even a single word In a dispute of world-historical 
importance on the disgraceful lowness of the methods 
employed by the victors as far as these proceedings 
concern my own person. However, as it Is the obvious 
and announced intention of their administration of 
the law to throw the very German people Into the 
abyss of illegality and to rob them once for all of a 
luture possibility to defend themselves by the removal 
of the responsible men of the national socialistic 
atate, I have to add a few wdrds to the historic sub¬ 
ject 0 r the verdict, premeditated by you and your 
•Ules.^ 

1 mtcci these remarks to you, since you are one 
of the best informed ones regarding the true underly¬ 
ing reasons for this war and on the possibility of 
avoiding the same; or to end It at least in a manner 
bearable for the European future; and yet refused 
your testimony and your oath to your own high court 
of Justice. Therefore I shall not fall, while there U 
still time, to call you before the tribunal of history 
and direct iny statements to you. because I know 
that this tribunal shall expose you some day as that 
man, who. with ambition. Intelligence and energy 
has thrown tht fate of the European nations under 
the wheels of foreign world powers. 

In you I Identify before history the man who had 
the ability to bring to fall Adolf Hitler and his 
political accomplishments, the man. who will, how- 
evtr. be unable to raise the shield protecUngly against 
the invasion of Europe by the Asiatics. 

It was your ambition to Justify the Versailles 
Treaty regarding Germany, it will prove fatal to you 
that you succeeded. You personified the hardened 
obstinacy of your old gentry; and you also personified 
the stubbomc&s of Its old age, opposing the last 
gigantic effort of the rejuvenated German power to 
decide the fate of Europe In the steppes of Asia In 
order to safeguard the same In the future.

To Winston Churchill

for the very possibility of existence of Its nations. 

You will have to answer for the fact that the 
bloody war of yesterday will be followed by a still 
greater one and that the European nations will not 
rule at the Volga, but at the Pyrenees mountains. 
It Is my fervent wish that you may at least live to 
see the day on which the .world, and the western 
nations in particular, will become aware of the 
bitter truth that it was you and your friend Roose¬ 
velt who sold their future to Bolshevism for a cheap 
personal triumph over nationalistic Germany. This 
day may come sooner than you like, and you, in 
spite of your advanced age, will still be vigorous 
ehough to see it dawn bloody red over the British 
Isle. 

I am convinced that it will bring you all those 
unimaginable terrors which you escaped this time 
through the good luck of war; or through the ab- 
hoirqj.ice of the German conduct of war to a com¬ 
plete degeneration of the methods of fighting between 
peoples of the same race My knowledge reg&iding 
the kind and amount of arms and of -the projects 
from us, which—thanks to your military assistance 
to the red army—have fallen into their hands, enable 
me to form this supposition. 

There is no doubt that you—according to your 
habit—soon will write good memoires and you will 
write them the better, as there Is nobody to hinder 
you to tell and suppress whatever you like. However, 
you will be powerless in view of the corrections which 
the, by you Instigated, development unerringly will 
make. Then you will be obliged to answer to the 
peoples those questions which you still owe to your 
tribunal; Not in the same degree to us, as we do not 
want your fairness, but solely what you denied to 
historical truth 

You believe it very clever to have submitted this 
historic truth to the craftiness of a handful of 
ambitious junior lawyers in order to have it changed 
into an expedient dialectic treatise, in spite of your 
awareness as a Briton as well as a statesman, that 
with such means the problems of existence of peoples 
could not be solved and judged; neither in the past 
nor In the future. 

I have an only too well giounded opinion of your 
power and the cunning of your intelligence as, to 
credit you with believing the vulgar propaganda with 
which you motivated the war against us and with 
which you had your victory over us glorified in a 
phantastic show. 

I state here with great emphasis as one of the 
highest military, political and economic leaders of 
the Great German Empire the following: This war 
could not be avoided because the politics of Great 
Britain—under the influence of your person and of 
your friends of like opinions in all fields—persisted 
constantly to hinder the life-interests and the most 
natural development of the German people; and— 
Ailed with the senile ambition to uphold the British 
hegemony—preferred the second world war to an 
understanding, as we on our side had tried time and 
again to bring about, beneficial to both of the most 
prominent nations of Europe. 

I declare herewith once more most emphatically 
that the guilt of the German people in this war— 
into which they were forced by you—consists solely 
in trying to end the eternal difficulties to their 
national existence, which you artfully instigated and 
continued. 

It would be useless to go with you Into a dispute 
over the causes, the conditions of constraint and the 
.motives which led during the course of the war to 
political and military complications and which your 
lawyers knew so well to use in a one-sided manner 
at the cost of the national socialistic regime. The 
devastated European regions of culture and rubbled 
treasures give still today testimony of the embittered 
despair with which a groat and proud people yester¬ 
day, with unparalleled readiness to make sacrifices, 
fought for Its existence. Tomorrow they will testify 
that alone the overpowering might, led by you In the 
field, was able to cause the subjection and depriva¬ 
tion of their rights. The day after tomorrow the 
Russians will bear witness of the betrayal which 
surrendered Europe to the red Asiatics. 

The Germany which you conquered will take 
revenge on you through Its downfall. You have 
neither produced a better politic nor shown a 
greater courage than we. You have not won the 
victory due to better qualities or superiority of your 
strength and strategy, but merely after 6 years with 
the predominance of you* allies. Do not believe your 
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• victory to be all that which you tell the world. You 
and your land soon will harvest the fruits of your 
‘ political art. What you as an experienced Cynic 
! would not admit toward us—namely that our fight 
in the East was an act of uigent self defense, and 
not alone for Germany but for all Europe; and that 
' the German fighting this war, which you constantly 
condemned, therefore was justified. This, your ally 
and friends of today, Stalin, soon will prove to you 
and to the British Empire. 

Then you will experience what it means to fight 
this enemy and you also will learn that necessity 
knows no law; Also that you can neither fight him 
successfully with treaties of law nor with the weight 
of Great Britain and her European dwarfs. 

You have stated to the German people that you 
were primarily concerned with the restoration of 
their democratic mode of life. But you have not said 
a single word that you want to restore to them the 
sensible foundations for living, which have been 
denied them these past 25 years. Your name stands 
under all essential documents of this epoch of 
British want of comprehension and jealousy towards 
Germany Your name also will stand under the result 
with which this epoch of Germany's liquidation has 
challenged history in re of Europe’s existence. 

My belief in the vitality of my people cannot be 
‘ shaken. They will be stronger and live longer than 
you. However, it distresses me to know them defense¬ 
less in your power and that they now also belong 
to the luckless victims, who, thanks to your success, 

' do not approach a future of progressive work for 
the realization of their common aim, set forth by 
! intelligence for the western peoples, but are driven 
I toward the greatest catastrophe in their common 
| history. 

I do not wish to argue about outrages, which you 
—rightly or wrongly—ascribe to us and which neither 
agree with my nor with the German peopjes com¬ 
prehension; neither do I wish to talk about those 
atrocities which have been commltteed on your part 
and on the part of your allies toward millions of 
Germans; for I know that you have made under this 
pretend the entire German people the object of a 
collective outrage of a proportion never known in 
history. I also know that you would not have acted 
differently regarding your treatment of Germany 
without this pretention, because since 1914 you have 
striven for nothing less than the destruction of the 
German empire. Thus, your historic goal denies you 
the office of a Judge over the avoidable and un¬ 
avoidable consequences caused by your unremitting 
intentions and which were welcome to you as sub¬ 
sequent proof for the justification of your actions. 
Today I regret my and the national-socialistic gov¬ 
ernment’s greatest mistake, the fateful error to 
believe in your discernment as a statesman. I regret 
to have trusted you with justiciously recognizing the 
world-political necessity of a peaceful and progressive 
(prosperous) Germany for the existence of a flourish¬ 
ing England. I regret that our means did not suffice 
to convince you at the last moment that the liquida¬ 
tion of Germany would also be the beginning of the 
liquidation of Britain’s world power. We began to act 
—each one according to his own law. I in line with 
the new one. for which this Europe was already too 
old—you holding on to the old one, for which this 
Europe is not anymore important enough in the 
world. 

I shall know how to approach iny end in the 
absolute conviction as a German National Socialist 

and considering everything else, to have been a belter 
European than you. I leave the Judgement of thia 
with an easy mind to posterity. I hope sincerely that 
you will belong to this world for a long time to come 
as fate might grant you—as It has to me—when you 
decline to leave to posterity also a truth. 


CHURCHILL WARNS WEST

Speaking before the House of Commons recently, 
Winston Churchill stated that the West U as defense¬ 
less a* South Korea and has no means to halt a 
Russian sweep through Europe if a new world war 
breaks out. 

Defense Minister Emanuel Shlmvell admitted that 
Britain’s defense forces fall "far short of our require¬ 
ments. He stated further that "the times are grim. 
The International situation is tense and full of dread 
possibilities.** 

Churchill said best estimates give Russia 40,000 
tanks while western Allies have no force which could 
cope with such an "array of armored avalanches.” 

It is true, Churchill said, that U. s. planes now 
based in England could hit "Russian cities and key 
points" with atom bombs, but the Russians would 
seize airports on the channel and "bring us under air 
bombardment—apart from the atomic bomb—far 
worse than we have ever endured.” 

"We are more defenseless than we have eVCP 
been,” he said.

Robert Thompson, alias Bob Condon, an ex¬ 
convict, whose punishment was assessed at three

a Jew; 

jno. Gates, true name Paul Roganstrief, a 
Jew. He Is editor of the communist paper “Daily 
Worker'*; 

Harry Winston and Benjamin J. Davis, 
negroes, the only two whose names were not 
assumed names. Six Jews, two negroes and three 
race unknown. 

The foreman of the jury was a mulatto negro 
woman. The punishment to all except Thompson was 
five years imprisonment Instead of death, ns provided 
by our common law. Pending the trial of this case, a 
bi-parusan Congress reduced the penalty for con 
spiring to overthrow our government from ten year 
to filve years. 

The trial Judge was, therefore, justified in impos¬ 
ing a light penalty for the most serious offense that 
can be committed against our government. The fault 
lies with our ' fall deal" President anti his “fair deal” 
bi-partisan congress. They now seek to admit more 
Zionists through their alleged Displaced Persons bill, 
introduced and sponsored by the New York Jew 
Congressman Cellar, chairman of the House Judiciary 
Committee. The obvious purpefce is to win elections 
and to communlze America. 

It was reported by the Associated Press, Novem¬ 
ber 3, 1949 that Judge Medina refused to allow bond 
for the eleven convicted Communists and that the 
New York Circuit Court of Appeals granted them 
bond In the sum of *290.000 which means that they 
are free pending their appeal and wUl probably 
e/cope as did EUler. The eleven months* trial of 
the eleven convicted communist traitors was a 
spectacular farce.

It says that “during 
the Middle A«es the Talmud wits frequently attacked 
since It formed the voice teaching of the Jewish 
religion and was regarded as the core of Jewish 
resistance to Christianity."

The Mishnah consists of dissertations by Jewish 
rabbis while they were in captivity in Babylon. I have 
seen the 40 volumes of the Babylonian by Radkinson 
in the Chicago public Library, but it is not to be 
found in the smaller libraries. 

TALMUD SUPPRESSED 

The Babylonian Interpretations and amendments 
were written during the period from 200 to 500 A.D.“ 
The first printed edition in Hebrew "of the whole 
Talmud containing all of Its blasphemies against the ' 
Christian religion was published in Venice in the | 
year 1520 . . , The Jews fearing for themselves began 
to expunge parts of it openly Inimical to Christians 
and published a revised edition of it at Basle in A D. 
1578.” It appears to have been further modified at a 
Synod of Jewish rabbis in Poland In the year A D. 
1631 where it was decided lhat nothing should be 
printed "that would annoy Christians and cause 
persecution of Israel ” The final edition was published 
in Spain In A.D. 1648,°*

Thus it appears that the Jewish rabbis out of 
consideration of expediency nave not published their 
entire Talmud and that at least a part of It is 
transmitted oraly through their rabbis. The Emperor 
Justinian prohibited the distribution of “Talmudic 
books In AD. 553 ” Popes Gregory IX and Innocent 
IV condemned them as "containing every kind of 
vllene.ss and blasphemy against Christian Truth.”

Father B. Pranaltls of Russia, a Roman Catholic 
theologlst and Hebraist of the Roman Catholic Col¬ 
lege of the Imperial Academy of St. Petersburg, 
published In 1892 In Latin and Hebrew many quota¬ 
tions from the Talmud revealing their Intolerant 
anti-Christian spirit, Thl3 booklet was translated 
and copyrighted and published In 1939 by Col E. N. 
Sanctuary, 156 Fifth Ave., New York, a learned 
American biblical scholar and a veteran of World 
War I. 

In his epilogue to this book Father Pranaltls said 
that he was warned by his friends not to publish It, 
that If he did so he "would perish at the hands of 
the Jews"; that his friends reminded him of Profes¬ 
sor Charinl who “was suddenly killed after he had 
undertaken to translate the Talmud Into the ver¬ 
nacular"; and of the monk Dldacus of Vllna and 
"others who had been persecuted for having revealed 
secrets of the Jewish religion." lie concluded by 
saying: 

“The book you now hold in your hand is the 
best proof that I did not heed these warnings of 
my friends. I consider It unworthy of me to keep 
silent just for the sakfc of my own personal 
safety while the conflict rages between the two

found in either camp. But whatever befalls me 
because of what I have done, I shall gladly 
suffer il.

Colonel Sanctuary was one of the defendants in 
the Washington trial of the thirty alleged aedltlonlsls.

it is high - time that this obsolete “idiotic and 
superstitious” religion of pride and Intolerance and 
hate he discarded. If It Is true, as Rabbi Browne 
argues, that the purpose of the Talmud was to pre¬ 
serve the Jewish race as a separate race and to pre¬ 
vent its assimilation with other races, it has ac¬ 
complished that purpose. It has been responsible for 
much of the alleged persecution of the Jewish race, 
for people who hate are usually hated. 

It is significant that Rabbi Browne do?s not men¬ 
tion Ishmael in his Interesting book.

A LETTER FROM ROBERT H. BEST 

(Editor’a Note: For the benefit of the few 
unlmformed who usually write In after we pub¬ 
lish something with reference to Robert H. Best, 
who has been sentenced to life Imprisonment, 
we make the following remarks. We do not be¬ 
lieve there is anyone who knows more about 
Mr. Best than the writer, although he never 
met him personally. Robert Best is the son of 
a Methodist Minister, with as clean and honor¬ 
able a record from boyhood on as we have ever 
known. We doubt if there has ever been a finer 
American patriot — and still he was sentenced 
as a traitor to the United States, as was Cardinal 
Mindzenly io the Hungarian government. And 
so will hundreds of good patriots and loyal 
American citizens be convicted as traitors If we 
allow this Marxist New Deal to get more power¬ 
ful; 

Pear Mi Editoi: 

Inasmuch as one of Ihe oldest and most firmly 
established principles of law is to the effect that “it 
is the Intent which makes the crime " I beg to 
suggest that many of your readers will be interested 
in what the three-judge United States Court of Ap¬ 
peals In Boston, Massachusetts, recently held to be 
legal proof of “treasonable Intent" on the part of a 
Defendant-Appellant who appeared before them. 

On page 6 of a judicial opinion handed down 
on July 6th in Case Number 4363, which was written 
by Chief Judge Calvert Magruder, and which as of 
that date became “the supreme law of the land" 
tl^roughoufc the United States, this high court de¬ 
dal ed verbatim as follows: 

"On the issue of appellant's tieasonable intent, 
seven authenticated recordings of appellant's broad¬ 
casts were played back at the trial, and manuscripts 
Of ten of the 'BB' broadcasts were read to the 
jury. In these exhibiLs may be found ail the main 
Nazi propaganda themes, with particular emphasis 
upon the alleged menace of a Jewish world-wide 
conspiracy and Jewish Infiltration Into controlling 
positions in the Government of the United States, 
and also upon the depicting of Hiller's Germany as 
a great bulwark of Christianity and civilization 
against Bolshevism " 

•The case under consideration was an appeal of 
Ihe writer of this letter against a ‘'conviction" in 
Poston's United Stales District Court two years ago 
*xrd a subsequent sentence to lifelong Imprisonment 
and u fine of 110,000 

Judge Magruder, It will be recalled, was one of 
the four federal judges who appeared in the first 
Alger Hiss trial in New York as a volunteer char¬ 
acter witness m a vain effort to convince the Jury 
that Hiss had always been a man of untmpeachablc 
Integrity and loyalty His private opinion in that 
cose the Jury collectively treated as worthless. 
Whether his Judicial opinion on what he has held 
to be proof of “treasonable Intent” is long to re¬ 
main the law In out country the United States Su¬ 
preme Court In Washington, D. C. will soon be called 
upon to decide; 

As at least an indication of the way in which the 
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proceedings against me have been conducted for 
more than four years it may also Interest your read¬ 
ers to learn that one of many motions made by me 
during the trial and pre-trial stage of the proceedr 
lngs was one In which r demanded that the United 
States District Court trial Judge, Francis J. W. Ford, 
disqualify himself because his name once appeared 
on a secret communist circular titled "Our Friends 
In Court ” Ford refused even to step aside Jong 
enough to permit another judge to hear arguments 
from me in support of either this or any other of 
the equally valid reasons why he was duty-bound to 
disqualify himself on the grounds of “prejudice, bias, 
and/or concern in interest. 

Another motion of mine which Judge FonTTIso 
rejected out-of-hand was a pre-trial motion that 
representatives of the press be granted accesc to me 
not only as a presumptively innocent prisoner but 
also in my capacity as my own chief lawyer. 

Yet another motion which Judge Ford also re¬ 
jected was one requesting that I be permitted to 
present defense witnesses. He refused to permit me 
even one witness;—this despite the constitutionally 
-guaranteed right of every person to defense wit¬ 
nesses In any criminal proceeding. 

With respect to both these and many other 
equally erroneous and even fatally prejudicial errors 
on the part of Ford. Judge Magruder wrote on page 
19 of the aforementioned court opinion as follows: 
“The record does show that the District 
Judge exhibited from start to finish 
marked solicitude for protecting the 
rights of the accused ’’ 

Than which, as the record shows scores of tlme 3 , 
no greater falsehood can be uttered or even con- 
cived. 

Can. such things happen, one may well ask; — 
can such things really have happened in the city 
of Adams, Revere, Otle, and Hancock? The court's 
Own records give the answer: they did.

It is only on i are occasions that I do something 
distasteful to me This is one of those occasions’.

I 
prefer to approach that party and privately present

When, therefore, a man to whom I have offered 
material In confidence not only refuses elaboration 
of general statements, but resorts to the public 
press (said press, all too often, being denied me for 
the purpose of answering) I am forced to bring 
matters into the open. 

Mr. Moss, above your name in the March 23rd 
issue of the Elizabeth Daily Journal , it was stated 
that "charges of Communism in U. W. F. have come 
from COMMON SENSE." The article Implied that 
COMMON SENSE had no factual Information to 
support its contention that many of those affiliated 
with United World Federalists are, or have Ijeen, 
ati“ lated with Communist-front organizations. 
Further, the public was lead to believe that it would 
be wise to dismiss statements I might make before 
an audience as being irresponsible. Do you, Mr. 
Moss, recall that — long before you wrote the letter 
to the Journal — I offered you detailed Information?

We knew that when the Congress of Vienna re¬ 
frained In 1815 from penalizing France, which had 
caused 20 years of European wars, there Jollowed B6 
years of general peace in Europe. We knew that 
Britain’s conciliatory policy toward the defeated 
Boers, Juat after the turn of the century cemented 
British South Africa close Into the British Empire. 
We knew that the peace of Versailles In 1919, with 
Its grotesque attempts to punish defeated Germany, 
led straight to Hitler and World War II. Yet with 
all this experience to guide us, our State Department 
and the Administration decided again on a policy of 
punishment and humiliation toward a defeated 
enemy. 

This fatal decision was wholly dictated by a vin¬ 
dictive minority whose policy has been permitted to 
be the policy of the State Department and hence of 
the United States Government. At this very moment, , 
through the continued dismantling of plants, In spite i 
of the agreement that dismantling shall cease, ' 
through the agreement to turn over to the French 
the Saai Basin, one of the greatest Industrial assets 
of West Germany, and through other similar stupidi¬ 
ties on our part, the time may not be far distant 
when West Germany will succumb to the blandish¬ 
ments of the wily Soviet Government and join up 
with East Germany. 

All Soviet Russia has to do in order to insure the 
conquest of all of the rest of Europe, at least down to 
the Pyrenees and probably including Great Britain. ' 
is to persuade the West Germans to accept unity with ' 
the East Germans under the auspices of Soviet Russia. ! 
Already the enrollment under the Soviet banner of 
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many East German inventors and scientists has 
enabled Soviet Russia to take the lead against the 
United States in her air service and In her sub¬ 
marines. The consolidation of all Germany under 
Soviet Russian domination or guidance would be an 
even greater gain to Soviet Russia than the acquisi¬ 
tion by Soviet Rossla during the past twelve months 
of all of China. It would strike a death blow at 
Western Europe—and perhaps at the United States 
Itself. 

Several Important leaders in Britain (like Arthur 
Horner, secretary of the powerful coal miners union) 
have said that in event of war between the United 
States and Soviet Russia, Britain would be neutral, 
The several million communist party members In 
France Indicate that France might be even weaker 
against Soviet Russia than she was against-Germany 
and Soviet Russia In 1940. Yet the State Department 
insists upon pouring out almost unlimited treasure to 
both these countries, while penalizing Spain and 
West Germany, which two countries would be the 
strongest bulwark in all Europe against the Soviets. 

And it is the American State Department and 
its ramifications that have had practically sole charge 
of affairs while all this has happened, 

So, in God's Name, why should not the State 
Department be Investigated? If it Is not thoroughly 
investigated, It may well be that the days of the 
American Republic are numbered. 
senator McCarthy 
has made charges 

Now, as It happens, Senator McCarthy of Wiscon¬ 
sin, a 40-year-old ex-Marlne, has made certain 
charges He has said that some 80 of the officials of 
the State Department have strong left-wing records. 
So far, he has named a number of Individuals, one of 
whom he asserted had been a member of not less 
than 28 organizations which other Government agen¬ 
cies have found to be Communist fronts. 

Now the Communists are the cleverest schemers 
we have ever known in the United States. They so far 
surpass any other politicians of the present day In 
acumen, energy, Intelligence and dishonesty that It 
is hard for the average person to believe what these 
fellows are doing. And one result of this has been 
that it Is hard to pin with certainty on any Individual 
(except, of course, an admitted Party Member) the 
label of Communist, Authorities say that for every 
Communist Party member In the United States, there 
are at least ten persons who work with the Com¬ 
munist Party as so-called “fellow travelers” or sym¬ 
pathizers.

FRANKFURTER RATED MOST POWERFUL

Washington, May 28—The names of three 
men who have played important roles in the

FRANKFURTER MOST POWERFUL 

A person with highest state department con¬ 
nections identified these three figures as the 
secret government of the United States. Frank¬ 
furter was pictured as the most powerful man in 
the government, reaching into the White House 
with his proteges. 

Lehman was pictured as a powerful Wall 
street force. He is a former partner in Lehman 
Bros.. Wall street banking company still control¬ 
led by his family. Morgenthau was named by the 
state department authority as the spokesman of 
the powerful Zionist groups. 

The names of all three figures were woven 
Into the case of Alger Hiss, convicted perjurer- 
spy. All have played a role in domestic and 
foreign policy of their time.

FELIX FRANKFURTER 

was brought h6re at the age of 12. In World 
War I he held a Washington civilian job, on 
leave from Harvard. He was professor of law at 
Harvard from 1914 to 1939, when he was named 
to the court. 

At Harvard he defended in his writings 
Socco and Vanzetti, Communists executed for 
murder. He was censured for his association 
with such radicals by Theodore Roosevelt, late 
President. Frankfurter was associated at Harvard 
with Harold Laski, late British Labor party 
official. Laski has been credited with being spiri¬ 
tual father of the New Deal as well as of 
British Socialism. 

A COMMON BACKGROUND 

Frankfurter and Laski, a visiting professor 
at Harvard, had a common background in a 
Boston left wing group, the Ford Hall forum. 
With them in this venture w f as David K. Niles, 
now administrative assistant at the White House. 
Niles owes his government connection to Frank¬ 
furter. 

The late Gen. Hugh S. Johnson, head of the

The law professor spotted his students 
Ihntoul the government, lie cultivated govern¬ 
ment officials, military men, members of con¬ 
gress and other influential people. He was con¬ 
sidered the power behind the White House throne 
under President Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

JOSS ONE OF PUPILS 

One of Frankfurter's bright pupils was Alger 
Hiss. Hiss was placed for a year as secretary to 
1 tie late Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes. He was 
then put in the government, first with the depart¬ 
ment of agriculture, Inter with the senate muni¬ 
tions Investigating committee and then with the 
state department. 

Hiss told a congressional committee that 
Frankfurter put hint into the government. 
Frankfurter was a character witness for Hiss at 
his first perjury trial. Frankfurter did not ap¬ 
pear at the aeCOltd trial which resulted In a con¬ 
viction. The first trial ended in a hung jury. 

Laski was an admirer of the soviet experi¬ 
ment. Frankfurter was an admirer of Laski and 
regarded the Britisher as his political mentor. 
ADVISER AT YALTA 

Hiss, Frankfurter's protege, was the trusted 
adviser of Roosevelt at the Yalta conference and 
was secretary of the United Nations founding 
conference at San Francisco. At Yalta Russia 
won secret concessions under which the Kremlin 
w as able to communize China and set up a strong 
sphere of influence In eastern Germany and in 
a chain of eastern European satellites. 

State Secretary Acheson and Frankfurter 
arc the closest of friends. The two walk together 
every morning. During his days in the state 
department. Hiss frequently joined the pair for a 
walk. Acheson was identified before a congres¬ 
sional committee as a member of the pro-soviet 
bloc in the state department by A. A. Berle Jr., 
former assistant secretary of stale. 

Acheson is the son of a British born and 
ordained church of England minister who became 
Episcopal bishop of Connecticut. Acheson's 
mother was a Canadian and a member of a 
wealthy distillery family. Acheson's father 
preached for a time in Canada before coming 
to the United States. 

ATLANTIC CHARTER ROLE 

The mother of Sir Alexander Cadogan. re¬ 
cently retired British representative on the U. N. 
security coundi, was an Acheson. Cadogan was 
Britain's permanent undersecretary of state for 
foreign affairs before he went to U. N. at its out¬ 
set. He went to the Newfoundland meeting of 
Roosevelt and Prime Minister Churchill in 
August, 1941, before America entered the war, 
with the first draft of what was later given to 
the world as the Atlantic Charter. 

Informed observers do not consider Acheson 
pro-soviet today. They believe he was pro-soviet 
when Britain approved of Russia and anti- 
Russian when Britain was anti-Stalin. They hold 
he has been consistently pro-British thruout his 
career. 

Morgenthau was chairman of an agriculture 
advisory commission when Roosevelt was gover¬ 
nor of New York. He was made chairman of the 
federal farm board at the outset of the New 
Deal. He became treasury secretary in 1934. 
Credit for his getting this post is partly given to 
his late wife, who was an intimate of Mrs. 
Eleanor Roosevelt. 

5!) BILLIONS POURED OUT 

Under Morgenthau. the lend-lease program 
was developed by Oscar Cox and Edward H. 
Kolev Jr. The rt k al authorship was not disclosed 
until after the war. ollho Morgenthau was ques¬ 
tioned on ii by a senate committee. Under this 
plan moi-c than 50 billion dollars was poured out 
to Russia, Britain and other allies. 

Morgenthau Is credited with being the author 
tif the policy of a harsh peace toward Germany, 
the peace of revenge known as a Carthaginian 
peace program The name is derived from the 
fact that the victorious Romans razed Carthage 
and sowed the ground with salt so that nation 
might not rise again. 

One of the chief architects in carrying out 
the harsh peace was Harry Dexter White, born 
Weiss, a former assistant treasury secretary 
under Morgenthau. White was identified as a 
Communist spy before a house committee by 
Elizabeth Bentley, confessed former red spy, 
about the some time Hiss was identified as a spy. 
SERIES OF MYSTERIOUS DEATHS 

White denied the connection. A few days 
later, on Aug. 17, 1948, White died. Death was 
reportedly due to an overdose of digitalis, which 
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drug White had been taking for a heart ailment. 

This death was one of a series of mysterious 
deaths, suicides and accidents that have dotted 
the Hiss case. Among many others are Laurence 
Duggan, former slate department official, who 
fell, jumped or was pushed from his New York 
office window; Walter Smith, justice department 
employe who notorized the snle of Hiss' car to 
Whittaker Chambers and who plunged to his 
death in the department of justice building; 
Edward R. Stettinius, former secretary of state, 
who died of a heart ailment in his early 50s, and 
John G. Wlnant, former ambassador to Britain, 
who conducted the negotiations which left the 
United States without a corridor to Berlin, and 
who died by his own hand. 

White was the author of the Bretton Woods 
monetary agreement which set up the World 
bank and international monetary fund. Up to 
about a year before he died he held a nM 
salaried lax free post with the monetary fund, 
under which the United States was committed to 
financing the world. 

Morgenthau has been active in the Zionist 
movement, which led to the creation of Israel. 
He cooled toward Britain at the time that nation 
opposed creating the new state. 

Lehman, who also supported Israel, has 
played a major role In opposing Sen. McCarthy 
(R., Wis.) in the latter's efforts to expose Com¬ 
munism In the government, particularly in the 
state department. Lehman has defended the state 
department thruout the investigation. 

GIVEN DESK SPACE 

Lehman's niece, Mrs. Helen Lehman Butten- 
wleser. a lawyer and wife of Ally. Benjamin J. 
Buttenwjeser, is a firm supporter of Hiss and 
was a constant spectator at the trials. After 
Hiss' conviction she offered her home to Hiss and 
his wife, Priscilla. The Hisses spent several 
months with the Buttenvviesers. 

Hiss was given desk space in Buttemviescr's 
law firm. Butlenwlescr is assistant United States 
high commissioner for Germany, Buttenwieser 
has been n member of the powerful banking firm 
I of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 

Hiss was befriended by John Foster Dulles, 
predecessor of Lehman as senator Dulles, foreign 
policy adviser of Gov. Dewey of New York,

The 
four theological seminaries were closed and the one 
Catholic university. Seventy-five per cent ol the 
clergy were either killed or exiled; the Miy-two 
Catholic publications with a combined circulation of 
over seven millions were all suspended All religious 
and philosophical books were forbidden and the 
800,000 people belonging to religious socialites were 
disbonded, it is plain from these facts that religion 
has been practically wiped out as far as the /.cits 
were able to destroy it. They have not destroyed the 
religion in the hearts of the people, but all religious 
worship must be expressed In private as In the days 
of the Roman persecutions.

Certainly nil Americans ore for freedom, or, 
as we have been more used to calling it, liberty. 

No Ollier nation, al leant no nation of any 
grcal size, has enjoyed such freedom as the 
Americans during the (M century and a half 
of their existence. Freedom, or liberty, is of the 
very essence of American life, Any organization 
formed for the purpose or spreading the Ameri¬ 
can idea of freedom throughout the world, will 
rightly appeal to nil Americans. 

But we arc puzzled by certain features of

I this present project. Apparently it is thoroughly 
financed—just how is not stated in any or the 
Committee's literature we have seen. It is re¬ 
ceiving heavy support in the press, radio and pul¬ 
pit- Important banking interests are passing the 
word around that the Committee is to be sup¬ 
ported. The Committee is able to get the names 
of prominent men and women in many sections 
of the country for Us local committees.

We do not know how successful it lias 
been, 1 hough if it achieves only a moderate de¬ 
gree of success, it is probably worthwhile pro-, 
vided what is broadcast is really American, and 
not socialist or semi-socialist. But according to 
Ihe press there are relatively few radio sets in 
So\iet Russia and the Iron Curtain countries; 
and recent dispatches that the Soviet is attempt¬ 
ing to “jam” the Voice of America are rather 
jmpressiv e. 

So it would seem doubtful whether this 
additional radio program will be worth the ef- 
foi l. But again, if even a moderate degree of 
success is attained, it might be worth the effort. 
The Freedom Bell 

The promoteis of the Crusade for Freedom 
have developed a novel scheme for attracting at¬ 
tention. What is called the “Freedom Bell,” 
which is said to be the symbol of the Crusade, 
was east on July 27, 1950, at a bell foundry in 
Kngland—why in England we do not know. The 
bell has been shipped to the United States and is 
now being taken from place to place, including 
Pitisbingii, Cleveland. Del roil. Chicago, St. Louis 
and other cities Then the bell is shipped to 
Germany, where it hangs in the Rathaus Tower 
in Berlin in lime to ring in what is called 
“United Nations Day,” Octobei 24th. 

This is considered by some public relations 
- men good propaganda And if it brings fresh 
coinage lo eveiT a few, it will perhaps be worth¬ 
while 

Hhftf Is Behind This “Crusade"? 

Bui it is always to raise the question, with 
jespecl lo any movement—what is behind it? 
Often what is behind it is apparent on its face— 
but some times one has lo look further. 

One of the cardinal points of the plan is the 
signing of what is called the “Freedom Scroll.” 
Tiiis is being issued in sheets 11 x 20 inches with 
space on each sheet for 50 signatures People 
of all ages, including school children, are asked 
lo sign. 

At llie head of each sheet is print ed ( he 
'oHowing: 

“I believe in the saciedness and dignity of 
the individual 

“I believe that all men derive the right to 
freedom equally from God.” 

/I) Americans will subscribe lo these principles. 

But then this follows: 

"I pledge to resist aggression and tvrannv 
wherever they appear on earth.” 

What is the purpose of this pledge? 

The Crusade for Freedom is being organized 
with great skill and tremendous publicity These 
Sri oils are lo be distributed in all kinds of places 
where people gather. 

Of course the average American does noth¬ 
ing more leadily than sign some petition or 
document that on the face appears fair and rea¬ 
sonable. So il may be wondered what the effect 
will be if, sav, one. or five or ten million Ameri¬ 
cans sign this Scroll which, as explained on each 
sheet, is lo be— 

“ . . included as a permanent part of the 
Freedom Shrine in Berlin, and lo join with the 
millions ol men and women throughout the 
world who hold Ihe cause of freedom sacred.” 
Just One Mere 
‘Siitc'-i)?,tionaltet Scheme? 

Lei us review these words again: 

“I pledge to resist aggression and tyranny 
wherever they appear on earth." 

II is a matter of common knowledge that 
there are, among Americans, a group that is 
internationalist-minded. They have long since 
ceased to talk or even think about the American 
Republic, her Constitution and her traditions. 
They w ant lo merge the United States with the 
whole world. They are trying to destroy the 
concept of this country as an independent nation. 
They are not satisfied with American serving, as 
she did for so many decades, as an example to 
all mankind, that they might go and do as Ameri¬ 
ca lias done—might emulate the American way 
of life. They want America to throw in her lot 
with all the peoples of the earth so that there¬ 
after—if the movement goes to its logical con¬ 
clusion—our people will be no better off than 
the average people throughout the world. 

It is noteworthy, too, that many of those 
who hold this viewpoint are of foreign birth, or 
their parents—are of foreign birth; or they are 
I ?ople whose business interests are tied up with 
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other countries, and whose viewpoint is perhaps 
influenced by that fact. 

One of the ideas these internationalists arc 
pressing at the present lime is that the United 
States is in a position of “world leadership,” as 
they choose to call it, and that she must “fullfil 
her destiny.” And—forgetting the need to pre¬ 
serve liberty at home—they construe all this to 
mean that they must sally forth, crusader-like, 
under the Marshall Plan, under Point IV, under 
any and all measures that involve the spending of 
United States treasure and effort throughout the 
world, and go to the rescue of all nations. 

They apparently fail to make any estimate 
as to whether the United Slates can afford to do 
this, assuming that the doing of it would ac¬ 
complish n real purpose. They are the very op¬ 
posite of the America Firsters who tried so hard 
to keep the United Stales out of World War II. 
They are for every other country first, and for 
the United States last. They somehow seem lo 
think this Is being "broad-minded"—that they 
have n "world viewpoint.” They seem not to 
notice that under Iheir guidance, we have been 
following this course now for some years, and 
that it has brought to the once strong United 
States the sacrifice of precious lives, burdensome 
debt, colossal waste, and now— war And so far 
it seems to have brought little benefit to other 
peoples. 

Perhaps some of these who so rcndklly sub¬ 
scribe to One World—certainly the more gullible 
; of them—do not mean to be this way. Con- 
| front them with the idea, and may of them will 
grow indignant But the picture we paint of them 
is a fair description of their thoughts and actions. 
They are not facing reallilies At best they are 
following the Pied Piper—at worst they are be¬ 
traying their country's vital interests. 

Wars Not Made By Peoples 

Wars are never made by peoples. Wars are 
made by the politicians of the various countries. 
Americans have nothing in particular against 
Germans, or Austrians, or even Russians, just 
as doubtless neither Germans, Austrians, nor 
Russians, have anything in particular against 
Americans. The people of no country would en¬ 
gage in war with ihe people of any other country 
if they were not stirred up lo it, propagandized 
into it, by their leaders. 

Propaganda is something of a modern art 
Practically nobody in Great Britain had ever 
heard of health insurance until Lloyd George, 
searching about for an issue in a political cam¬ 
paign shortly before World War I, hit upon the 
idea which he borrowed from Germany. Before 
his campaign was over he had persuaded the 
British people that they had always wanted 
health insurance, though, as we say. few had 
ever heard of it up lo a few weeks before, Such 
is the power of propaganda. 

Now here on this Freedom Scroll is this 
“pledge to resist aggression and tyranny wher¬ 
ever they appear on earth.” Can it be that this 
idea comes from Ihe internationalists who, at 
some future time, will assert that the President's 
plan to intervene with American armed forces 
anywheie on earth “to resist aggression and 
tyranny” has been formally endorsed by mil¬ 
lions of Americans? Are not the signers of this 
petition giving a free hand lo the present or some 
future Administration lo send them or their sons 
anywhere on earth to fight? And there will be 
no appeal lrom the decision of the Administra¬ 
tion that any given situation constitutes "ag¬ 
gression and tyranny,” 

Is it not possible that Ihis one "pledge” is 
the foundation stone of a future policy that at no 
distant date would guarantee the financial, and 
probably the moral, bankruptcy of the American 
Republic and the enslavement of her once free 
people? 

Who Are Listed as 
Leaders of the Crusade? 

We are not less disposed to raise this ques¬ 
tion as we scan the list of the men prominent 
in the National Committee for a Free Europe. 
For while they include distinguished citizens who 
have rendered great service to thier country 
(most of whom may have joined this movement 
without suspecting any ulterior purposes), yet 
they include also men who have been in the fore¬ 
front of the internationalist movement. They 
include, indeed, some who have advanced in no 
little degree our foreign policy which has been so 
disastrous. 

Thus we find Herbert H. Lehman who once 
headed UNRRA and who recently led in the 
unsuccessful fight in the Senate to prevent over¬ 
riding the President's veto of the Communist 
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Control .bill; Henry R. Luce, whose “Life,” 
“Time" and “Fortune” have rarely hesitated to 
whoop it up for internationalism; Charles P. Taft, 
Robert P, Patterson and others. We find men like 
Drew Pearson. 

These all along have been the very opposite 
of America Firsters. While we do not question 
the sincerity of many of them, and while some 
of their services have contributed to America's 
advantage, yet, by and large, they are interna¬ 
tionalists. If we follow' their leadership, can we 
expect the results of the next ten years to be 
any less disastrous for the United States Ilian 
the last ten? 

The United States has now got itself into a 
war which will involve temporary, and perhaps 
permanent, restrictions on American liberties. 
At the same time the Administration is pushing 
such International commitments at the ITO agree¬ 
ment, the ILO rig'nt-to-organize agreement, the 
Internationa] Bill of Rights and Genocide Con¬ 
vention (and there are more to come), every one 
of which would hand over a part of the sov¬ 
ereignty of the American people to international 
committees in each of which the United States 
would have only a minority vote. 

Is one effect of this movement intended to 
be that we forget our own Liberty Bell which 
was respected throughout this country for more 
than a century and a half, and substitute a 
"Freedom Bell”? Is it all part of a picture to 
make the American people forget iheir past aa 
the great Republic ol the West, and infiltrate 
Ihem more and more with the idea that it is 
I just one of "the democracies”? 

Diluting American Loyalty 

The Extension Service of the United States 
Department of Agriculture is engaged in n 
I project that is perhaps not unrelated to the Cru¬ 
sade for Freedom. This scheme is to promote the 
' making of United Nations flags may be displayed 
alongside our flag on every school house in the 
land, as well as on other public and private build¬ 
ings. 

There is a committee lo achieve this purpose, 
whose Chairman is Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
The committee has made available a kit, price 50 
cents, by the use of which a United Nations flag 
can, it is explained, be readily made. Women 
and girls are appealed to lo make these flags. 

I --Now, if other nations than our own had 
1 taken a seiiouS interest in the idea of the 
| United Nations, something might be said for this 
strange institution. But few countries seem to 
be taking any serious interest in il—and ihese 
| are almost entirely the countries that are sub¬ 
sisting, in part at least, on the bounty of the 
United States For many weeks after the fight- 
| ing began in Korea, not a single land soldier of 
any fellow' member of the United Nations parti¬ 
cipated; and even today while there are 150,000 
American soldiers and Marines in Korea, there 
I are said lo be not over 5000 of all other countries 
combined. 

Strange it is that the government of a court* 
j try. conceded to be the strongest and richest 
| in the world—a country with a great past— 
should be leading in the effort to merge the wel- 
I fare of its people with that of the polyglot 
I nations of the world. Particularly since, even 
with the material benefits offered or in prospect, 
the enthusiasm of those other countries for ihe 
United Nations is at a low point. 

And here is our national government, with¬ 
out. we'suspect, the slightest warrant in any law, 
spending the taxpayers’ money trving lo dilute 
I Americanism in the minds of school children, 
l Scheme to By-pass the 
Authority of the Senate 

‘Hie significance of this pledge in the Free¬ 
dom Scroll and a hint of the inherent danger in 
it lies in the fact that just as the United Slates 
Senate was recessing on September 23, Secretary 
Acheson moved, in the General Assembly of the 
United Nations, to clothe the General Assembly 
with the right to take action against aggressor 
nations. 

In the excitement of the fight to override 
the veto of the Anti-Communist Bill, little at¬ 
tention was paid in the Senate to Achcson’s 
action. Yet, as Mr. George Rothwell Brown, 
columnist in the Hears! newspapers, has pointed 
out: 

"This is a flagrant attempt by our own Stale 

Department to by-pass the Senate, and make 
what might prove to be a most dangerous al¬ 
teration in the UN charter, without submitting 

that proposed change to the Senate for its ap¬ 
proval or rejection."

McMAHOX DEMANDS 
SECRET INFOROMATION 

In transferring the atomic project to civilian 
control sometime after the end of the war. a major 
policy problem was how much secret information 
should be released to a Congressional Committee 
concerned with atomic energy. The U S had a three 
year lead on the rest of the world—meaning the 
Soviet Union Although part of this lead had been 
lost through the treachery or people like Dr. Fuchs, 
and the spy ring, most Senators did not want to 
know anything more than necessary about atomic 
energy tor fear that Ihey might accidentally make, 
kown the seciels On the other hand, there were 
counterfeit Americans, such as McMahon's associates, 
who were turning up everything in the country lo ob¬ 
tain the secret. 

Brien McMahon, on the Senate floor in 1947, de¬ 
manded to know everythig there was to know about 
the atomic bomb When Ihere was a vote in com¬ 
mittee on making available such highly secret in¬ 
formation (the information on the stockpile) the 
vole was ten to one against The lone LOte for the 
right of a Senator or Congressman to obtain tin's 
highly secret data was that of Senator Brien Mc¬ 
Mahon of Connecticut. No other Senator'wanted to 
know such lop secret injoimalion! 

This was not the only instance of a strong effort 
by the Connecticut Senator to obtain highly con¬ 
fidential atomic information. A letter over Senator 
McMahon's signature was sent to the War Depart¬ 
ment seeking data from the Manhattan Distritc pro¬ 
ject The. request was rejected, but Senator McMahon 
did not give up until the matter was carried directly 
to the White House. Senator McMahon and his 
Red associate also made a personal call on Secre- 
taiy, Patterson in an effort lo gel certain Information 
made available to the committee Again their re¬ 
quest was denied. 

About this same time, Senator McMahon was 
making a series of speeches throughout the country 
suggesting that the U S- consider making public Its 
atomic stockpile and rate of production of atomic 
bombs. 

Next to all technical facts on manufacture of 
the bomb, the Information most sought by the Soviet 
Union was how many bombs America had and was 
making. 

It was on February 4, 1949 that McMahon an¬ 
nounced that he had called a conference of the 
Congressional Atomic Committee and the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff to "consider"’ making public this top-secret 
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infonnation on the bomb stockpile and bomb pro¬ 
duction. 

Three days later, February 7, 1949, at Lake Suc¬ 
cess, the Soviet delegate on the Security Council 
cl the United Nations—Yakov Malik—demanded that 
the United States list its atomic weapons before 
the eGneraJ Assembly. The Soviet Union had been 
demanding this Information as far back as 1947. 
Senator McMahon's suggestion to make public in¬ 
formation on the bomb stockpile, and bomb produc¬ 
tion and weapons, would have accomplished that 
purpose. 

How long Brien McMahon lemalns in Washing¬ 
ton, as a dupe for Communism, depends upon the 
voters of Connecticut. The security and safety of 
150,000,000 people in America depends upon the voters 
of Connecticut. The rest of America will have to 
stand by and let the voters of Connecticut make the 
decision on November 7th whether Brien McMahon 
will remain in our government or be defeated.

Common Sense is an extremist publication issued twice 
monthly from* 2001 Pleasant Parkway, Union, New Jersey, with 
Conde McGinley as editor (1). McGinley is editor and owner. His 
sworn statement'=• published in November 13*1 1949 says that 9660 copies, 
go each issue to paid subsctibers (2) (but see below). 

The McGinley headquarters include three buildings, 
at 2001, 2003, apd 2005 Pleasant Parkway, in Union (3), housing also 
the McGinley affiliate Loyal American Group.

Freedman, 
changed the situation, and McGinley’s little journal reached the fantastic 
circulations of- 300,000 copies (the October 3, 1948 issue) and 
500,000 (October 31, 1948). These were sent to influential people and 
'associations the nation over, and were principally anti-Zionist, which 
was Freedman 1 s motivation for financing these issues. (13) Smdrican Legion 

posts, Congressmen, BN delegates, parent-teacher'organizations all 
received copies (14). It was estimated by the New York £ost in an expose 
of the Freedman-McGinley coalition that printing for an average 
of 400,000 copies came to $1200, and mailing $4000. Copies were of 
course mailed to readers free of charge, and bulk quantities went to

the business and worked at the Elastic Stop N u t Company in Union. After 

the w~r under the alias he wrote hi anti-Communist material, 

began to publish Think, first mimeographeem distributed to veterans and 

factories; later he printed his publication and mailed 2500 a week (23). 

Think was issued in 1946, mimeographed, listing as editors the fictitious 

and "Conde J McGinley", McGinley’s and a W»cld 
War II veteran raised by his father as a figurehead, and to hide McGinley 
Senior’s own connection. On May 25, 1946, Think began to be sp printed, 
and became Think Weekly, with the June 30, 1946 issue. The new publication 
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was engaged in the shearing of liberals and liberal organizations 
as Moscow fronts, and was praised by big business leaders like 
and et-Hitler admirers like (24). 

But compared to the more recent issues of McGinley’s paper, it 
was extraordinarily moderate. Think W&okiv became Common Sense 
on June 29, 1947, and continues as such up to the present. 

Copies go to sutoscribSrs and various groups throughout the 
country, depending on the circulation of a particular issue, 
and is distributed or sold at public rallies andparades (25). 
Through Common Sense and the Loyal American Croup rallies, 

books and pamphlets by leading pro-fascists and anti-S em ites 

are sold. Common Sense in recent issues has advertised publications

McGinley’s material is usually alarmist, mostly 
innscurate, and often contradictory. If benjamin Freedman pays 
for an issue, not the Jews but only those known bjr MoG in iey 
as "Yiddish Marxists" are attacked. If McGinley puts out one of 
his own issues, presumably without Freedman’s backing, the 
issue is flatly anti-Jewish (27). 

McGinley's latest issue, thfct of October 15, 1950, 
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is his most ambitious. Large, numbers of.copies were sent free 
to educators, students, other groups—-without their interest 

or solicitation. It is the biggest issue to date -- 12 pages, 
well-printed, written in an engaging style, as if a professional 
publicist had set his hand to anti-Semitic ravings. The make-up 
and organization of copy is also professional.

THE LINE 



1. McGINLEY HAS PUBLISHED PROPAGANDA AGAINST THE AMERICAN 
WAR EPFORT IN KOREA ’WHICH IS 3ELITICUS 

In Common Sense for September 15, 1950, an "anonymous" 
priest wrote the lead article for McGinley. Based on earlier convictions 
for sedition ("false reports" tending to undermine morale of the 
armed forces), as in the case, this meterial and 

some other comments which have appeared in CS on the Korean campaign 
are seditious. The September 15 article included the following: 

Before you talk of atrocities in Korea and dead American 
soldiers there in 1950 and elsewhere, before you talk 
of throwing A-bombs here and there, be honest and think 
clearly! Remember Truman and his guilt in? 1945...Truman 
and his guilt in 1950! 

Soon we will be fighting as an American team to 
preserve Christianity and our Constitution, but has anyone 
ever really protested the Hiroshima Massacre, or Mr. 
Truman’s war in **-orea? We are Americans, but have we, in a 
democratic way, had anything to say about going into the 
war in Korea? 1 sincerely believe we are no longer living 
in a democracy. (28) 

Worse was the following, in the same article: 

How C8n we expect to win a war by scattering our youth 
all over the earth when you have Reds worse than the 
Koreans right here directing a third world war in every 
key position? How can .jam we expect to win a war witfc 
Red **ews in power here? This whole war is nothing but a 
mass slaughter for Americans...and a put-up job! (29)

2. McGINLEY PUBLISHES NAZI PROPAGANDA, MOURNS 
THE HITLER REGIME, ANL ACTS AS SPOKESMAN FOR PROSNAZI GERMANS 
OF TOLAY 

CS is not above publishing Nazi propaganda from 
the horse’s mouth. UcGinley printed what was said to be German 
Goering's letter to Churchill written just before the former 
poisoned himself. CS add^d that our war against Nazi Germany 
was an "insane plan". This long letter, taking up three columns 
(a full page) of McGinley’s paper, concluded with Goering’s 

declaration: "I shall know how to approach my end in the absolute

conviction as a German National Socialist and considering 

/ 

everything .else, to have been a better European than you." (32) • 

According to the UcGinley thesis, Germany was 

the bulwark against Communism, until Jews fifth-cilumned i4 (33). 
Furthermore, 

The war guilt of the German nation was purposely 
invented by false and malicious libel and widely 
propagandized in order to fabricate a reason for . 
these dismantlings and destruction of production 
oapacity and thus prevent Germany from waging 
another war. (34) 
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But more radical yet was the German issue cf Common 
Sense. This issue was partly in German, and copies were sent in 
bulk to the American and British zones of Germany (35). Writers 
were Germans notorious for their advocacy of soft treatment of 
hazis. On top of page one was the legend, in German: "German 

idition—appearing simultaneously in South Agrica, South

America." Atrocities in Germany were felaniec on the allies. The 
page one photograph of dead bodies piled high was followed by a 
caption in German: "Llessage from the slaughter at the 'V« : hite' 
World's Thermopolye (Dresden, 1945): Traveler! If you get to New 
York say you saw us lying, as iiorggnthau ordered it." 

The back page legend in German: "Germans! If you 
want to help your country order Common S®nse through a friend in 
America." This was obviously directed at pro-Nazi Germans in 
‘"‘ermany. 

And this is how Frederick Charles F Weiss on page 

one of this specialApril 1, 1949 issue interprets the second 
Vi 1 or Id War : 


When in the l«st suicidal struggles we betrayed 
and humiliated our "white" brothers and summoned 
the outsiders to fight for whites against whites, 
we saw to it that no longer they are filled with 
terror at the white man's power—with the result that 
now they have risen up and look down upon the whites as 
of a thing of yesterday. 

On the same psge, German apologist Austin J App begins 
his lead article: 

The most momentous and tragic event of our 
gge was the War. The American people were lend-leased 
into it by British and Jewish insistence that 
American intervention was necessary to assure a post-war 
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world based on the Four Freedoms.....(26) 

McGinley himself chipped in on page two to give his most extreme 
attack on World War II and justification of Nazi concentration 
camps: 

® Cunning Marxists in the Soviet Union, 

Poland, London, Paris and mainly New York, the 
Invisible Government, with perfect coordination, 
tricked and propagandized Christians to slaughter 
each other in the war to crush Germany which was 
the only country in Europe which fully understood 
the menace of Communism....Because of stupidity 
Americans did not realize that the concentration 
camps in Germanyhac were filled almost exclusively 
with the millions of Marxists who inflitrated from 
Russia and Poland to overpower Germany at the critical 
time. (37) 

The lead article on March 15, 1949, by an anonymous 
German, begins: 

It is more than two years sibce the 
International Tribunal in Nurenberg has 
condemned and partly executed the leaders 
of the great German -Empire on account of 
"war crimes and crimes against humanity.” To 
what extent thfca one sided step of the victors, 
which exclusively was directed against the 
vanquished enemy and presented an act of 
revenge, was justified, history will decided. 
One thing, however, one can already asset today 
with tolerable certainty, namely, that the 
bombing attacks against defenseless women ahd 
children have not benefitted humanity. (38) 


3. COMMON SENSE IS ANTI-SEMITIC, PRINTING VICIOUS CARTOONS 
AND DISTRIBUTING THE PROTOCOLS OF ZION . 

McGinley's Common Sense endorses the Protocols 
of the Elders of Zion , a forgery which describes an alleged Jewish 
plot to rule the world. An article by George Armstrong in CS claims 
that the Jews run RAssia, and that the Protocols are correct. (39) 
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McGinley's journal announced in mid- 
September of 1950: "Copies of The Protocols may be secured 
from Common Sense for $1.00." (40) The book is often cited in 
CS (41).

HEBREW POET SAYS SOCIALISM 
IS “FRUIT OF JEWISH SPIRIT" 

The following excerpts are from the July, 1933 
Issue ol "Lines of Communication," a monthly pub¬ 
lication described on its title page ej "A Diocesan 
Magazine of the Anglican Church In Jerusalem, and 
Throughout the Holy Land, Trans Jordan, Syria, and 
Cyprus. "Editor, Archdeacon Steward, Bt. Georges 
Close, Jerusalem," which printed the address by Mr. 
N. H. Bialik, described as "the most famous of Heb¬ 
rew poets" Bialik was also brother-in-law of Jan 
Garmanik, former citizen commlsar of the Soviet 
Army The speech itself was delivered Rt Hebrew 
University, Jerusalem, May 11, 1933. 

Bialik said: "The argument U that Judaism, by 
penetrating among the Gentiles (in its Christian 
guise or otherwise) has gradually undermined the 
i commits of paganism. Such penetration has not 
been without deliberate conniving in the shape of as¬ 
sistance bestowed in a thousand ways, devices and 


disguises It has been effected In great measure by 
crypto-Jews, who have permeated Christianity and 
spoken through the mouth of Christianity. 

"By these devices, through Jewish will and 
through the power of their Jewish blood and owning 
to -an instinct for ‘requital’ they have gradually in¬ 
duced Christianity to shed what was left In It of 
pagan elements; and It la they who, In prlnclplo are 
the creators of the Renaissance, of LfberaMtm, of 
Democracy, of Socialism, and of Communism. 

"All this achievement has' come about chiefly 
through unkown and anonymous Jews, Jews In sec¬ 
ret, either crypto-Jews who mingled among Gentiles 
and nurtured great thinkers from among them; or 
through the Influence of Jews who, in the great crisis 
of liberty and freedom, have stood behind the scenes, 
or through Jewish teachers and scholars iroin the 
times of the Middle Ages. U teas the disciples of 
Jewish teachers who headed the Protestant move¬

exist. Mrs. Rosenberg is cited in that report. 

Mrs. Kosenlierg is also citird by name in 
Appendix IX, page UGO, 930, 1782 and 1792 of the 
Report of the Vn-Americau Activities Committee. 

Iu these citations reference is made to Mrs. 
Rosenberg’s interest in a communist “Iront” and 
in a communist “transmission belt." Space wilt 
not permit reprinting in this issue the details of 
those additional citations. It would appear un¬ 
necessary at this time.' 

The appointment of Mrs. Anna M. Rosenberg 
as Assistant Secretary of Defense was not the 
free and willing act of the authorities who are 
qualified and competent to make the choice of 
the i»crson to fill that office.

When I got that Information. I telephoned 
John L. Lewis and told him I wanted to talk with 
turn.

name was not given then to the press. Within 
two weeks after his startling revelations, which 
predicted almost one hundred percent accurately

Tlie 
brother-in-law of Molotov, operating a chain of 
filling stations in New Jersey, was investigated 
by our Committee. We trailed him for a long 
time.

Hfc admitted that his brother-in- 
law. Molotov, had given him a credit of 200 
million dollars to be spent In the United States, 
in order to obtain information about the con¬ 
struction of battleships.

DEAN ACHESON 


Dean Acheson, the man who has headed our 
State Department for years, along with George 
C. Marshall, is largely to blame for the surrender 
of 400 million Chinese to the Communists. Ache¬ 
son hates General Chiang Kai-Shek and has a 
“soft spot" in his heart for Marshal Tito of Yugo¬ 
slavia, the Communist dictator. Throughout Mr.

GEORGE C. MARSHALL 


Secretary of Defense, George C. Marshall, 
is Die man who, as Ambassador to Cliina, spent 
33 months setting up Communism there for our 
Marxist-dominated State Department.

Marshall knew, on November 25, 1941. that we 
were going to have war with Japan, as Henry

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FELIX FRANKFURTER — ZIONIST 
Felix Frankfurter, next to Bernard Baruch and 
the Warburgs of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., is the most 
powerful Marxist-Zionist in the U. S. He holds 
Truman and the administration in a straight- 
jacket. For 25 years he lias been prominent in 
advising Anarchists and Communists. He was 
advisor to Sacco & Vanzetti, the anarchists hung 
fn Massachusetts — he was counsel for Tom 
Mooney, the Communist who served a long term 
in California for bombing. Frankfurter was a 
leader in American Civil Liberties Union, which 
has given legal aid to Communists for years, and 
testified for Alger Hiss, the traitor.

Anna M. Rosenberg is the person giving 
orders in Washington to all Army and Navy 
personnel She is one, if not the main factor# of 
those responsible for the dismissal of General 
MacArthur. Mrs. Rosenberg was on the Com¬ 
mittee of the “New York State Committee for 
Equality in Education.” That group protests the 
use of the New Testament in our school system. 
Mrs. Rosenberg wrote articles for NEW MASS¬ 
ES, a Communist publication. The name of Anna 
M. Rosenberg was listed as a financial contribu¬ 
tor to SOCIAL WORK TODAY, a Communist 
publication.

I don't appear 
on a platform and I don’t think that most of 
you appear on platforms with persons of long 
subversive records.” 

A photostat of the article referred to by 
Dr. Shearon.is in the files of COMMON SENSE. 
This publication, too, thinks “it is significant.” 
Senators, however, need more convincing before 
appointing an Assisting Secretary of Defense . . .

US “tax deductible” Zionist war-chest 

The fifth of these five assaults consists of the 
“fund-raising drives'* now going on at top speed alt 
over the United Slates. Zionists plan lo raise a total 
«1 almost -another JtfOa.OOO.fiOb. iu the United Stale,'* 
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primarily for use by these “Zionist authorities in 
Palestine”. The “lax deductible” Income-tax feature 
of these so-called “contributions to charity” will di- 
Tert approximately $425,008,000. of this $500,000,000. 
from the United States Treasury to the "Zionist au¬ 
thorities in Palestine”, This loss of $425,000,000. from 
Income-tax revenues of the United States must he 
otherwise obtained by higher Income-taxes collected 
from the American people at large. Zionists make It 
appear that these "contributions to charity” are used 
exclusively for humanitarian activities. The American 
public arc not aware that these funds are primarily 
and predominantly us^d for political purposes. The 
Internal Revenue Bureau is well aware of this fact 
but cannot oppose Zionist influence at the highest 
levels. They have tried and hare failed. 

U.S. aids and abets Zionist aggression 

With few exceptions, these funds will be used 
to transport “syntbetie” immigrants from eastern 
Europe, Asia and Africa to Palestine and to establish 
their economic security there. In 1948 the fully- 
equipped, invading Zionist armed aggressors drove 
1,000,000 defenseless lawful inhabitants of Palestine 
from their homeland for 1500 years to make room 
in Palestine for these “synthetic" immigrants. Trans¬ 
planting segments of population from one nation into 
the territory of another nation by armed aggression 
against the wish, wit), and desire of its lawful in¬ 
habitants violates the basic American principle of 
“seif-determination". 

Aggression in any form violates the spirit of 
American tradition. When aggressors offer as their 
alibi 2 preposterous racial, religious, or nationalist 
mythological legend it nauseates Americans who 
cherish their sacred heritage. The American nation 
at last realizes that the alleged humanitarian in¬ 
terest of Zionists throughout the world for their 
co-religionists in eastern Europe was primarily a 
camouflage for a well-disguised conspiracy for ter¬ 
ritorial aggression. The Judaized Kbazars of east¬ 
ern Europe, the ancestors of the Marxists now 
scattered throughout the world, since their conver¬ 
sion to Judaism in the 8 th Century have been ob¬ 
sessed with a psaede-religious psychosis.

Political Zionism strictly counterfeit 

Wherever reference in this paper is made to

as different and as far apart as Heaven and Hell, 
At one time in history Zionism had only a spiritual 
.significance. Zionism at one time reflected only the 
spiritual aspirations of orthodox religious pilgrims to 
live the remainder of their Jives, and die on the soil 
which was to them the cradle of their religious be¬ 
lief. For twenty centuries Palestine has welcomed 
from ail parts of the world devout pilgrims of the 
three religious faiths which regard Palestine as the 
cradle of their particular form of religious worship. 

Spiritual Zionism has always been an expres¬ 
sion of the individual. Spiritual Zionism was never 
organized formally on a collective basis. Spiritual 
Zionism bad neither a territorial, racial or national¬ 
ist implication. In recent years Political Zionists 
•■borrowed'' the term "Zionism” 4 s. the title with 
which to disguise their conspiracy. The historic re¬ 
ligious background of Spiritual Zionism completely 
deceives the world concerning the true motives and 
program of the Political Zionists. Millions of mis¬ 
guided Americans of all religious faiths still believe 
that Spiritual and Political Zionism are one and the 
same thing. It is time they learned the facts. 

Political Zionism was conceived and developed 
in eastern Europe to Hs present world-wide power by 
the original apostles of Karl Marx. Marxists have 
speeded their plans for creating a total Marxist 
world by camouflaging their aggression behind the 
word ‘'Zionism”.

Zionists vote in U.N. as Communists 

"Forewarned Is forearmed" only if we have the 
intelligence to recognize the warning when it is put 
before our eyes.

Moslems can decide victory in Asia

This good-will relieves 
the United States of sending additional man-power 
io the combat area. Under these circumstances it 
seems utterly out of the question„.that the Soviet 
Union would dare to risk a war in Asia, Europe or 
Africa without any possible hope for a victory. 

Moslems best U.S.A. friend in Asia 

The Zionist-dictated foreign policy of the United 
States in the strategic eastern Mediterranean area 
drove the opening wedge between the Americans and 
Moslems. The Zionists have continued to exercise 
this control over the Administration for the purpose 
of driving that wedge deeper and deeper.

Nothing can destroy confidence more completely 
than to preach one gospel and to practice the ex¬ 
treme opposite. How can the United States earn 
the respect and confidence of the Moslem people un¬ 
less it practices what It preaches? The Administra¬ 
tion is not doing that. It is doing the exact opposite. 
Tbe Administration Is rubbing salt Into the open 
woonds of tbe Moslem peoples by continuing to al¬ 
low the Zionists to exercise control over the foreign 
policy of the United States In the eastern Mediter¬ 
ranean area. The Moslem peoples of the world un¬ 
derstand Ibat Ifae 19,000,000,000. which is being made 
available to the “Zionist authorities In Palestine’’ will 
be used as a war-ehest for further aggression in 
Palestine and elsewhere against the Moslem people 
there and in the Near and Middle East. The Mos¬ 
lems of the world realise that the third Marxist- 
engineered World War will be the “green light" for 
the Zionists to put into operation their plans for 
further aggression and conquest in that area. 

Zionists pledge allegiance to U.S.S.R. 

The "Zionist authorities in Palestine'’ are secretly 
and successfully converting the territory under their 
control in Palestine into an impregnable Marxist 
arsenal.

Before the conquest of Palestine by 
the alien Zionist invaders, in 1948, Palestine was sup¬ 
porting a population in excess of 1,500,000 persons 
in addition to a British Army of Occupation of an 
additional 180,000 soldiers. Through the centuries the 
population of Palestine has flourished without the 
necessity for any financial assistance from foreign 
sources. Without any foreign financial assistance 
the native Palestinians have developed in 1700 years 
a territory smaller than the State of Vermont to 
a status where the “Zionist authorities In Palestine” 
are now proposing to pay them $1,000,000,000. which 
represents only a small fraction of the fair value 
under normal conditions of what they have stolen. 

The alien Zionist invaders in 1948 drove Into 
exile about 1,000,000 unarmed and defenseless native 
Palestinians.

Millions of penniless immigrants 
from the identical territory in eastern Europe from 
which the Zionist invaders of Palestine have come, 
during the past fifty years have immigrated to other 
countries throughout the world, notably to the United 
Stales, and have become men of great wealth by 
their own initiative. These millions of penniless 
immigrants to the United States from this territory 
in eastern Europe were able to establish themselves 
in the United States without assistance and become 
very wealthy. Under the free enterprise system In 
the United States this was possible without the as¬ 
sistance of billions of dollars to underwrite their 
capabilities. But a free enterprise system does not 
exist in Palestine. The economy in Palestine Is or¬ 
ganized on Marxist principles. State socialism Is the 
basis of the economy in Palestine. Consequently, 
billions of dollars of American money must be dump¬ 
ed into Palestine to support the Marxist system 
there. Billions of American money were dumped into 
England each year since 1945 to support the ex¬ 
periment in Slate Socialism there which would have 
collapsed long ago without this assistance. Billions 
of American money are now being dumped into Pal¬ 
estine to support another experiment in Marxist 
Socialism. The entire economy In Palestine is based 
upon Marxist doctrines. Without a free enterprise 
system there the American people will be called upon 
continually to contribute billions to keep this Marxist 
state In existence. Under various pretenses the Zion¬ 
ist-controlled "state within a state” in this country 
will see that the American people supply all these 
billions of dollars to this Soviet Union satellite. 

Zionists turn U.N. into Marxist front 

A United Nations resolution in 1MB placed an 
embargo upon the shipment of arms into Palestine 
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for the defenseless native Palestinians. It was an

The Regional Arrangements Chapter 
oT the United Nations Charter specifically provides 
that if any member becomes the victim of aggression 
that it shall become the responsibility of all othci 
parties to the Regional Arrangements Treaty to re¬ 
gard an act of aggression against any one party as 
an act of aggression against alt parties to it. 

The North Atlantic Treaty provides that if any 
signatory to that treaty becomes the victim ol an 
act of aggression that nil other signatories to the 
treaty shall consider It as on act or aggression 
against all signatories. Under this provision It is 
obligatory upon the United States to declare war 
against the Soviet Union In the event that the Soviet 
Union commits an afct of aggression against any na¬ 
tion of Western Europe which is a signatory of the 
North Atlantic Treaty. The United States has the 
identical treaty arrangement with the 21 Republics 
of the Western Hemisphere under the same Regional 
Ai rangements Chapter of the United Nations Char- 
tei I! is known as Lhe Pan-American Union. How¬ 
ever. the first Regional Arrangements Treaty regis¬ 
tered with the Uni'cd Nations was the Regional 
At rangements Treaty between the eight countiies 
i the Near East wnich make up the Arab League. 
The Regional Arrangements Treaty between Palestine, 
Syria. Iiaq, Lebanon, Egypt. Saudi-Arabia ,Trans-Jor¬ 
dan and Yemen was registered with United Nations 
in 131(1. Under the te—’n of (hat IteTiona] Arrange¬ 
ments Treaty these eight slates of the Arab Leagur 
put the world on iimice that an act of aggression 
against any one of its signatories will be regarded by 
rack member as an act of aggression against all 
members of the Arab League. Palestine included.

The application of "self-determination” is ef¬ 
fected now by the democratic process known as a 
"plebiscite". A "plebiscite" is an election by secret 
ballot by which the majority of the population de¬ 
termines their form of government. The United Na¬ 
tions has called for "plebiscites' in Korea, in 
Khashimii, in Indonesia, in Lybia, In Indo-China 
and other countries where the principle of “self- 
determination” Is to be applied for the first time 
When the British Army of Occupation in Palestine 
withdrew, Zionist-controlled United Nations used all 
its power to PREVENT the holding of a "plebicile” 
in Palestine.

Zionists pervert U.N. basic purpose 

Zionist control of the United Nations lias been 
used to abort the very purpose for which tbe 
United Nations was brought into existence. The 
Zionists had a reason foi exercising their control 
over many United Nations delegations. When the 
British Army of Occupation first moved into Pales¬ 
tine in 1910 only 7% of the population where pot¬ 
ential Zionists. In the period between 1910 and the 
withdrawal of the British in 1918 the Zionist popu¬ 
lation in Palestine increased to 30% of the total 
population as the result of illegal Zionist immigra¬ 
tion. A “plebiscite” under United Nations super¬ 
vision would not have resulted in the creation of a 
Zionist-controlled government upon the withdrawal 
of the British from Palestine in 1918.

the population, A plebiscite thereby became purely 
academic, entirely unnecessary, and was never held.

The S3,000,000,000. thus obtained by the "Zionist 
authorities in Palestine" will not be shipped to them 
in bundles of currency, That would simplify mat¬ 
ters. Paper is cheap. But it does not work out just 
that way This S3,000,000,000. will be placed to their 
credit with banks here in Hie United States.

"This outright breach of the peace 
In violation of the United Nations Char¬ 
ter created a real and present danger to 
the security of every nation; ... it was 
a clear challenge to the basic principles 
of the United Nation*." 

He also said: 

"The speed, the scale and the co-or- 
dination of the attack left no doubt that 
it had been plotted long in advance." 

He said that the United States was “going to 
the aid of the nation (Korea) established and 
supported by the United Nations and unjustifiably 
attacked by an aggressor force." 

He said further: 

"For our part we shall continue to sup¬ 
port the United Nations action to restore 
peace in the Korean area. . . We are de¬ 
termined to support the United Nations 
in its effort to restore peace and secur¬ 
ity. . . We have also taken action to bol¬ 
ster the military defenses of individual 
free nations, such as Greece, Turkey 
and Iran." 

The President also said in this message: 

"I will transmit to Congress speci¬ 
fic requests for appropriations in the 
amount of ten billion dollars.*' 

He asked Congress to enact legislation au¬ 
thorizing the government "to establish priorities 
end allocate such materials as necessary to pro¬ 
mote the national security and the increase of 
taxes, as our basic weapon in offsetting the in¬ 
flationary pressure exerted by enlarged govern¬ 
ment expenditures, and to control credit." He 
said further that “if a sharp rise in prices should 
make it necessary, I shall not hesitate to recom¬ 
mend the more drastic measures of price control 
and rationing " 

These are the powers of a dictator which the 
President proposes to invoke to enforce the “po¬ 
lice action" of the United Nations. If granted 
they will not end soon. Certainly not until the 
"police action" is ended. He obviously aspires 
to be our dictator. 

The President's message was received with 
acclaim by Congress and the press. They approved 
the defiance of Russia and the appjrent repudia¬ 
tion of the Asiatic program of the Secretary of 
State and the appointment of General MacArthur 
as Commander-in-Chief. 

The President's message plainly implied that 
the Korean invasion has been and is being pros¬ 
ecuted and directed by the Kremlin. If so, it 
means a long and costly war. It may mean the 
death of millions of men and the probable de¬ 
af ruction of our government.

He walked back with Ad¬ 
miral Deaf eld. weeping, and he told the Admiral 
that he was going down to Florida to play some 
golf. 

On April fifth, there was a telephone call 
from Ferdinand Eborstndt in Washington to 
Robert A. Lovett in Hobe Sound, Florida. Mr. 
Eberstudt reported (hat Forrestal was III. 

“Ls he very ill?" Mr. Lovett inquired. 

"He is very, very Ul," Mr. Ehcrstadt re¬ 
plied. 

Four hours later, just at dusk, the big Air 
Force Constellation the Dew Drop, circled and 
lauded at a small, do.Hcrted field nca. Hobe 
Sound Waiting was a single automobile In which 
w.mo Mr and Mi’s. Lovett and Mrs. Forrestal. 
The door of the airplane was opened, the small 
ladder dropped. 

“I looked up there and saw him standing in 
the door." Mr. Lovett recalls, “and he looked so 
pitiful. He was alone. And he didn’t look like 
the man I had known at all. He looked like a 
lit lie, old Irishman. His eyes were sunk, and I 
couldn't see his upper lip. As he came stumbling 
down that ladder 1 reached up and caught him 
under the arms.” 

After lie had greeted the two women, For- 
rest&l stood under the tail of the airplane and 
told Mr. Lovett that "they hud gotten him, that 
he was being followed, that his telephones were 
tapped, and lie broke into tears as he said: 
“They’re going to catch us unprepared. Bob; 
America Is going the way of France." 

During the evening he was quiet, but next 
day lie was worse. Mr. Lovett telephoned Wash¬ 
ington and Forrestal’s personal attorney, John 
Cahill, of New York, arrived with Dr. William 
Wenninger and Dr. George Raines. The illness 
was diagnosed as “occupational fatigue," and 
Forrestal was returned to Bethesda Naval Hos¬ 
pital. 

Just what happened during the seven weeks 
Forrestal was at Bethesda may never be known, 
but here are a few of the strange, human, and 
tragic developments. 

Forrestal, in his 16th floor suite, spent most 
of his time entirely alone, Mrs. Forrestal sailed 
for Europe on April 12th. 

Two of the persons who visited the hospital 
and who were most interested in Forrestal were 
his older brother, Henry Forrestal, of Deacon, 
N.Y., and Moiwcignor Mouriee S. Sheehy. of 
Catholic University, Washington. Henry Forres¬ 
tal lives at the Forrestal home, place and is a 
highly respected citizen. Father Sheehy, a Navy 
chaplain, was one of Jim Forrestal’s closest 
friends. 

Early in 1949, Forrestal had asked Father 
Sheehy, along with Henry Forrestal, to help him 
return to the Catholic Church. To facilitate this 
return, some investigation had to be made into 
Mrs. ForreStal’s previous divorce, and this in- 
ve: igation was conducted by Henry Forrestal. 

Forrestal was admitted to the hospital by 
Captain B. W. Hogan, and Captain Hogan noted 
that Forrestal insisted on being listed as a Cath¬ 
olic. His first request was to see Father Sheehy. 
for reasons not yet explained. Captain Haines, 
the psychiatrist in charge, refused this request. 

On April 12th. Henry Forrestal visited the 
hospital and talked with his brother as well as 
with Captain Hogan and Raines. 

“Jim looked much better than I expected," 
Henry Forrestal recalls, “His eyes seemed clear; 
he was sharp and incisive. He told me: "I’ll be all 
right. We’ll pull out of this." 

What worried Henry Forrestal was the con¬ 
finement in Bethesda. He told Captains Hogan 
and Raines: "What my brother needs is not to 
be cooped up up there on the 16th floor. He 
needs to be on an estate somewhere, Bmong 
friends, where he can walk around in the sun. 
He lias been an exceedingly active man." 

Mr. Forrestal naked Captain Raines: “Is my 
brother fundamentally okay?” Captain Raines 
answered, “Yes."* 


Hemy Forrestal also told the doctors that 
his brother washed to talk with Father Sheehy. 
Captain Hogan replied, according to Mr. Forres¬ 
tal: “Yes, he has asked to see the Father several 
times. And, of course, he will." 

On May 10th, 11th and 12th Henry Forres¬ 
tal again visited the hospital. Meanwhile Father 
Sheehy had visited the hospital six times, each 
time asking to be allowed to see Forrestal and 
each time being denied permission by Captain 
Raines. 

Henry Forrestal confronted Captain Raines 
and requested an explanation. Captain Raines, 
according to Mr, Forrestal, admitted that For¬ 
restal had asked to see the -priest But Captain 
Raines wanted the priest to wait. 

"How long do you want to wait, doctor?" 
Mr. Forrestal asked. “We have waited five weeks. 
Delays in such cases can be dangerous. Have 
you ever heard of a case where being visited by 
o clergyman has hurt a man?" 

rather Sheehy, who is built along ll»e lilies 
of a Notre Dame fullback, is no man to Iks put 
off easily. After arguments with Captain Raines, 
Fattier Sheeny got the Impression that Raines 
was under some sort of orders in the case, so he 
went to Joint L. Sullivan, Secretary of the Navy. 
Sullivan palled Dr. Raines and was assured that 
Father Sheehy could see the patient “in time." 

Henry Forrestal was also determined to ob¬ 
tain his brothei 's rcleafto from Bethesda. He felt 
that if he could get Forrestal out in the sun, on 
some estate, and allow Father Sheehy to talk 
with him. that he would recover quickly. 

Father Sheehy, in opposing Dr. Raines, re¬ 
called statements by Dr. Jung to the effect that 
"out of hundreds Df patients there was not one 
whose problem in the last resort was not that 
of finding a religious outlook on life. And again: 
"No patient lias been really healed who did not 
regain his religious outlook." 

For Sunday. May twenty-second, Henry 
Forrestal had a travel reservation to Washing¬ 
ton. He was going to make another effort to ob¬ 
tain Ins brother’s release from Bethesda. 

But it was too late. At 1:45 a.m. on Sunday, 
May twenty-second, Jim Forrestal escaped from 
his sixteenth floor prison to his death 

When he was buried in Arlington, Truman 
declared: “This great American was as truly 
a casualty of the war as if he had died on the 
firing line." 

Father Sheehy declares: "Mad f been al¬ 
lowed to see my friend, Jim Forrestal. receive 
him hack In the Church, and put hLs mind at 
ease with the oldest and most reliable medicine 
known to mankind, be would be alive today. His 
blood Ls on the hrads of those who kept me from 
seeing him." 

Dr. Raines has nothing to say, though a 
formal demand has been made on the Navy by 
members of Congress for an explanotion as to 
why Forrestal was denied the comfort of h!s 
friend and spiritual adviser. 

Meanwhile, the people of the United States 
have paid in blood Tor the political opportunism 
which destroyed Forrestal. In a few years per¬ 
haps a monument may be erected to him. and n 
suitable inscription might be: 

"Here lies a patriot who also possessed vis¬ 
ion In a period of crisis for his nation, when 
mediocrity was enthroned in Washington, he 
stood forth as a first-rate mind, a dedicated 
spirit, an Inspiring Renaissance man who under¬ 
stood the realities of the world in which he lived, 
and who, scorning the opportunism, gave his en¬ 
ergy, his mind and his life."

become the recognized leader ol ihe opposition 
but for Truman’s myopic and vengeful firing of 
him Both Roosevelt and Tiuman had followed a 
policy of allowing the potential memesis a com¬ 
paratively free hand in thp Far East to keep him 
from resigning and coming home. They seemed 
to recognize that there was not room for a Mac- 
Arthur af-large and the internationalist New Deal 
inside the same United States. 

Some of us thought in 1948 that MacArthur 
was the man to save the Republic. It was privi¬ 
lege to be one of the volunteer lecturers urging his 
nomination for President and my wife was secre¬ 
tary of the MacArthur-for-President Club lof 
which the gracious and eloquent Louise Ward 
Watkins of Pasadena v.as president I, President or 
not, MacArthur already is the leader we need. 

No other man in our time has been the target 
of such a long and intense smear campaign. A 
former Communist named Pate, now anti-Com- 
munist, about two years ago revealed the origin 
of the sfnear. Pate said that in 1932 he was one 
of the Communist organizers of the Bonus March¬ 
ers. their original purpose being to discredit Presi¬ 
dent Hoover land thus make way for a candidate 
friendly to Communism). 

You may recall that the Bonus Marchers got 
cut of ►'and and finally some Washington D. C., 
police fired on them Four hours later President 
Hoover ordered the Chief of the Army Staft, Doug- 
fast MacArthur, to move them off the unsanitary 
Anacostia flats and out of the nation’s capital 

MacArthur went among the Communist-in¬ 
cited vets, unarmed and without a guard. He 
found some who had served under him in the 
first world war and struck up a conversation with 
them. He emptied his pockets to buy food for 
their wives and children And his troops moved 
them without firing a shot, despite frantic incita¬ 
tion to violence by vet leaders not then known to 
be Communists. 

Pate said that he and comrades, taking orders 
by telephone from an “invisible" superior named 
Levine, launched a flock of deliberate fabrications 
to cut down the man who had shown such leader¬ 
ship. They and the infiltrated press said it was 
MacArthur who had ordered the firing on the vet¬ 
erans. They ridiculed his immaculate dress, though 
it Is a point of pride with any good soldier to be 
immaculate. The tales spread and grew, and 
never were allowed to die. 

During the recent war. though MacArthur was 
needed by the Communists and their New Deal 
front to save them, he was personally vilified be¬ 
cause he was rocognized as a potential rival of 
Roosevelt. All over the scattered islands of the 
Southwest Pacific, American soldiers suddenly 
broke out in a' chorus of anti-MacArthuc blurbs. 
They called him Dugout Doug. They recited a 
jingle redtfuling his inspiring promise. "I shall 
return." They said he ran away from his com¬ 
mand at Bataan, though actually he had refused 
to leave till Roosevelt ordered him out and sent a 
PT boat to get him. They said he and Mrs. Mac¬ 
Arthur had taken a cargo of luxuries aboard with 
them instead of using the space to evacuate per¬ 
sonnel. but the fact is, they took hardly a change 
of clothing. 

It was no accident that tens of thousands of 
soldiers on scores of islands scattered over a wide 
ocean suddenly began rhyming the same rhymes 
at the same time. Such campaigns originated 
largely in New York City, whence Communist 
wives and molls sent their letters to their soldiers 
on the islands. As the Counter Intelligence officer 
for a B-29 wing on Guam, I saw a similar stream 
of letters from Communist women in New York 
to their men in our unit, keeping them posted on 
the Communist "line, 1 ' 

The Hcarst newspapers of April 23, 1951. 
quoted Prof. Louis Budenz. ex-Communist, in re¬ 
vealing how the Communist Party conducted the 
smear-MacArthur campaign from 1945 on. Budenz 
was editor of the Daily Worker in 1945 and thus 
was the central figure, or figurehead, in the smear 
operation

It’s an Ironic fact that while 
antl-Communlst sentiment is 
on the increase throughout the 
country, the House Committee 
on un-Amerlcac Activities— 
which did so much to expose 
Communism in former years— 
is now falling down on the job.

Best ex'r 
ampie of this 13 the way the 
Committee handled the Larry 
Parka case. 

Parks (star Of The Jolson 
Story) admitted before the 
Committee that he had been a 
party member for four year*, 
but disclaimed any sympathy 


for Communism since 1945 
This is in line with present 
party strategy. Posing as a 
young man with liberal ideas 
who had been taken in by the 
Reds, Parks pitifully begged the 
Committee: “Don't make me 
crawl in the mud.” This, while 
thousands of G.I’s were dy¬ 
ing in the mud of Korea! 

The sickening part of It all 
came when the Committee's 
Congressman Velde actually 
praised Parks for his “cooper¬ 
ation'’ and expressed the hope 
that his career would not suf¬ 
fer from the Investigation. It 
was later brought out (but not

Regarding the smear teermique he wrote "I 
have long understood Ihe nature of the forces that 
would be unleashed against me were I to indicate 
my readiness to answer any call to duty. . , The 
American Communist Party through its leader on 
December 8. last, publicly named me the primary 
target of the Communist attack. . . This is the 
identical minority tactics of the Communist at¬ 
tack. . . This is the identical minority tactics be¬ 
fore which men have yielded in eastern Europe 
and governments have fallen and freedom has 
perished ... 

"It was not for me to yield before such pres¬ 
sure. as to have done so would have been a shame¬ 
ful betrayal of the immutable concepts for which 
our country stands . . Rather was it because of 
this very threatened pressure that my decision was 
reached to make unmistakably clear my continuous 
readiness for public service." 

These are the fighting words of a ’general 


who understands the enemy and who knows that 
the best defense is to attack. The Korean prob¬ 
lem is only a small part of the world problem. 
An aroused public likely will force Truman to 
aflow Chiang-Kai Shek to fight for the liberation 
of his own country against the Communist im¬ 
posters. That will immediately force Stalin to pull 
Chinese Communists out of Korea to defend the 
China mainland. This single reversal of policy by 
Truman would give us a victory almost immedi¬ 
ately in Korea.

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Balkan Slates, part or the Soviet Union in Europe, 
all of Asia Minor and the continent of Asia from 
Jran (Persia) to China on the Pacific, including also 
Indonesia and the Philippines. About 35,000,000 
ANTI-COMMUNIST Moslems inhabit the Soviet 
Union. About 50,000,000 ANTI-COMMUNIST Moslems 
inhabit China. About 85,000,000 ANTI-COMMUNIST 
Moslems inhabit Pakistan, directly to the south of 
the Soviet Union. About 50,000,000 ANTI-COMMUNIST 
Moslems inhabit India, directly to the south of Cod)- 
munist China, About 70,000,000 ANTI-COMMUNIST 
Moslems inhabit the Arab League slates in the strat¬ 
egic eastern Mediterranean area which contains 77% 
of the world’s known oil reserves. More than 50,- 
€00,000 ANTI-COMMUNIST Moslems inhabit Indo¬ 
nesia. More than 12,000,000 ANTI-COMMUNIST Mos¬ 
lems inhabit the Philippine area. This broad belt of 
territory extending along the underbelly of the So¬ 
viet Union Is inhabited altogether by about 400,000,- 
000 ANTI-COMMUNIST Moslems, The religious faith 
of these Moslems makes them MORE ANTI-COM¬ 
MUNIST than the Christian population of the world. 

Moslems and A-bomb security 

Id any war between the Soviet Union and the 
United States victory will be determined in the llnal 
analysis by the attitude of these 400,000,000 ANTI¬ 
COMMUNIST Moslems towards the American people. 
If these Moslems are forced by the Zion 1st-dicta ted 
foreign policy of the United States to throw in their 
lot with the Soviet Union, it will become impossible 
for the United States to win the war. The United 
States might be able to put up a good light. But 
without the friendship of these 400,000,000 ANTI¬ 
COMMUNIST Moslems victory is highly Improbable, 
if not entirely beyond the realm of possibility. The 
strategic importance of the areas they occupy, their 
huge man-power reserves, and the inexhaustible 
supply of their critical natural resources will prove 
the deciding factors In any war between the Soviet 
Union and the United States. Their importance ex¬ 
ceeds that of'the atom-bomb, The use of the atom- 
bomb is a ‘‘two-way" street. The United States will 
suffer more from atom-bombing by the Soviet Union 
than the compensating damage which we can lnfilct 
upon the Soviet Union with our atom-bombs. If the 
400,000,000 ANTI-COMMUNIST Moslems become the 
full-fledged allies of the United States there is noth¬ 
ing the Soviet Union can possibly produce to orfset 
that tremendous advantage to the United States. 

Moslems can win out in Asia 

As an illustration of the great contribution which 
can be made by the 400,000,000 ANTI-COMMUNIST 
Moslems of the world, the Egyptian Government has 
recently announced that It will place au army of 
2,000,000 Egyptians at the disposal of the United 
Nations if the United States will supply the necessary 
equipment. The presence of an Egyptian army of 
highly-trained and well-equipped soldiers will reduce 
the obligation of the United States to send that 
many American boys to that area. During World War 
II the United States had an armed force oi about 
14,000,000 which represented about 10% of the total 
population. An Egyptian army of 2,000,000 soldiers 
represents about 10% of the total population of 
Egypt. On this basis the 400,000,000 ANTI-COMMUN¬ 
IST Moslems can supply about 40,000,000 soldiers. In 
nddition to 40,000,000 soldiers the good-will of the 
native populations offers another contribution which 
cannot easily be computed. This good-will relieves 
the United States of sending additional man-power 
to the combat area. Under these circumstances it 
seems utterly out of the question that the Soviet 
Union would dare to risk a war in Asia, Europe or 
Africa without any possible hope for a victory. 

Moslem friendship for U.S.A. 

The Zionist-dictated foreign policy of the United 
Slates in the strategic eastern Mediterranean area 
drove the opening wedge between the Americans and 
Moslems. The Zionists have continued to exercise 
this control over the Administration for the purpose 
of driving that wedge deeper and deeper. The Zion¬ 
ist-dictated policy of the delegation of the United 
States to the United Nations has virtually destroyed 
the last hope for preserving the friendship of the 
400,000,000 Moslems of the world for the American 
people. As a result of the United States-sponsored 
Zionist aggression In Palestine, for which the United 
States must accept full responsibility, the Moslem 
population of the world has lost Us confidence In 
the integrity of the American people. The Moslems 
have no way to learn that the fault lies with the 
Zionist-controlled Adminislration and not with the 
Integrity of the American people. The Zionist "kept- 
piess" in the United Stales has never permitted the 
truth regarding this condition la appear in Its col¬ 
umns. The Moslems of the woild cannot leam the 
attitude of the American people by reading the news¬ 
paper published In the United States. The Moslems 
of the world judge the American people by the prom¬ 
ises and performances of Iheir Zionist-controlled Ad¬ 


ministration, They have abundant material upon 
which to base their attitude towards the American 
people and they are not to be criticized lor it. 

Nothing can destroy confidence more completely 
than to preach one gospel and to practice the ex¬ 
treme opposite. How can the United States earn 
the respect and confidence of the Moslem people un¬ 
less It practices what It preaches? The Administra¬ 
tion la not doing that. It is doing the exact opposite. 
The Administration is rubbing salt into the open 
wounds of the Moslem peoples by continuing to al¬ 
low the Zionists to exercise control over the foreign 
policy of the United States in the eastern Mediter¬ 
ranean area. The Moslem peoples of the world un¬ 
derstand that the 53,000,000,9(11). which is being made 
available to the “Zionist authorities In Palestine" will 
be used as a war-chest for further aggression In 
Palestine and elsewhere against the Moslem people 
there and In the Near and Middle East, The Mos¬ 
lems of the world realize that the third Marxist- 
engineered World War will be the "green light" for 
the Zionists to put into operation their plans for 
further aggression and conquest in that area. 

Zionist-U.S.S.R. war allies 

The "Zionist authorities in Palestine” are secretly 
and successfully converting the territory under their 
control In Palestine into an impregnable Marxist 
arsenal. The secrets for manufacture of the most 
modem weapons bavo been obtained by the “Zionist 
authorities In PaleslirM" through their highly-placed 
spies In governments Uml Industries of the United 
States and other lend.4). countries. The billions of 
American dollars whlclf'xc flowing Into the treasury 
of the “Zionist authorities in Palestine" are primarily 
employed for creating £ Zionist war-machine for fu¬ 
ture aggression. Before the conquest of Palestine by 
the alien Zionist invaders, In 1948, Palestine was sup¬ 
porting a population ia excess of 1,500,000 persons 
In addition to a British Army of Occupation of an 
additional 100,000 soldieis. Through the centuries the 
population of Palestine has flourished without the ( 
necessity for any finatcial assistance from foreign 
sources. Without any foreign financial assistance 
the native Palestinians have developed in 1700 years 
a territory smaller thp the State of Vermont to 
a status where the "Zionist authorities in Palestine" 
are now proposing to ;ay them 51,000,090,000. which 
represents only a small fraction of the fair value 
under normal conditions of what they have stolen.

The United States has no 
outside source from which it can obtain addi¬ 
tional supplies of steel. It has also become very 
obvious recently that this same coudltlou exists 
fn the United States with respect to its stock¬ 
piles' of tin, rubber, manganese, chrome, tung¬ 
sten, wool and many oilier raw materials vitally 
essential for successfully conducting modern 
warfare.

Marxists are instructed that unrelenting 
class-warfare U the only means by which tho 
"proletariat” cun expect to fulfill their "historic 
mission" of world-revolution. Marxism lays down 
as fundamental the acceptance of the principle 
that It Ls the "historic mission" of Marxists to 
keep up this fight until they have totally destroy¬ 
ed social systems based upon political equality 
and free enterprise. 

To Marxists, Marxism Is more than just on- 
other political, social or economic philosophy. 
To its followers, Marxism Is a cult, a creed, \i 
religion! Marxism signifies the acceptance of the 
teachings of Karl Marx as the pattern upon 
which humanity must forevermore conform its 
existence. Marxists? believe that it is their "ins¬ 
tore mission” to impose Marxism upon all man¬ 
kind. Marxism advocates the use of force and 
violence to aceomulish its aims. Marxism plans 
a world revolution to hasten the realization of its 
"historic mission" at an early date 

Yiddish Marxists can truthfully make the 
Claim that they are the creator# of the com¬ 
munist (Marxist) world-revolution. In 1883 a 
small number of Yiddish persons established the 
first Marxist organization in Russia. After the 
death of Karl Marx soveral of Ills diciples joined 
forces to translate into action Ihe political, social 
and economic [iliilosphic.s advocated by him dur¬ 
ing his lifetime. The Marxist world-revolution 
was called "Bolshevism” when it was first or¬ 
ganized. The Encyclopedia Britannica is one of 
the great sources of reference for historic facts. 
Under the title "Bolshevism” the Encyclopedia 
Britannica states as follows; 

"The effective origin of Bollievism may be 
(raced back to the foundation, in 1883, to tho 
GROUT FOR THE EMANCIPATION OF 
LABOR, by Plchhanov and Axelrod. Tho 
latter, deeply Influenced by the doctrines of 
Marx , . . makes II legitimate to regard it as 
the first Marxian organization in Russia.” 
Marxism did not make the rapid progress

They formed their separata 
Marxist organization. The Yiddish Marxist or- 
ganizaton formed at tlml time became the ruling 
hody of all Marxist organizations which have 
been since formed all over the world.

"In 1897 was founded the BUND, the 
union of Jewish workers in Poland nnd 
Lithuania . . . They engaged in revolu¬ 
tionary activity on a large scale and tlieir 
eltergy made them the spearhead of the 
party.” 

The Yiddish Marxists who had withdrawn 
from the GROUP FOR TIIE EMANCIPATION 
OF LABOR to form Hie BUND proceeded to or¬ 
ganize the BOLSHEVIST PARTI' to take a more 
active part In Russian politics. The Encyclopedia 
Britannica summarizes the important? of tiie 
BOLSHEVIST PARTY* in Russian politics with 
these few but significant words. 

"The history of the Bolshevist party after 
the first revolution of 1917 is the history of 
Russia itself."

.Marxism lays down the Inflexible rule that 
"all tie means of production" must become the 
property of the "dictatorship of the proletariat.” 
This Marxist principle is unconditional. Marxists 
permit no compromise with this dogma. Private 
ownership of property ceases. Marx taught hk» 
follower that they may be required to use force 
to -maintain this status because the minds and 
hearts of men could not easily be won over to 
such a revolutionary status, or be changed 
quickly to accept it permanently, or peaceably ac¬ 
customed to this new state of affairs. Marxist# 
are urged to resort to terarlsm when Imposing 
this new economic order upon their victim* to 
discourage anv desires or attempt.* to revert to 
the former political, social, and economic status. 

Terrorism is employed by Marxists to destroy 
hope for a return to normalcy. The extent of the 
horrors which populations have experienced are 
well known to those who are in direct contact 
with Marxist regimes. These facts are seldom, 
if ever, given prominence in the press or over 
the radio. The confiscation of property by 
Marxists couJd not be more brutal if it were 
caried out by the most primitive barbarians, in 
tho days of Hitler it wax different. When the 
Nazis committed acts which fade into insignific¬ 
ance when compared to Marxist strategy the 
newspapers caried big headlines and radio com¬ 
mentators screamed the news over the radio 
networks. .The motion picture industry turned 
out millions of feet of film exaggerating this 
situation.

RULES FOR REVOLUTION 

Experience with revolutions for 100 years in 
European countries developed Marxist rules 

Marxism recognizes five basic miles for the 
creation of Marxist "diceatoinWp of Ihe proleta¬ 
riat" mid the Marxist “dnsslww society.*' A study 1 
oi these five rules revonls that Marxist have nl* 1 
ready made progress in creating in the United 
StatCR conditions'conducive to success when they 
decide that the time has arrived to commence 
their revolution in this country. 

Firstly, Marxists bcllevo that revolution 
must never Ik? played with and that ouec it has 
been started the revolution must be carried out 
to the bitter end. Marxists adopt the policy of 
taking as many years as necessary to make ade¬ 
quate preparations. Once started the revolution 
must not halt In its forward march for any rea¬ 
son which proper preparation can prevent. Dur¬ 
ing the period of preparation Marxists infiltrate 
Into strategic positions at the highest levels In 
tho political, social, and economic utrnctures of 
intended victims. 

Secondly, Marxists Instruct their followers 
that when the time for the revolution has been 
decided upon, Marxists must gather at selected 
places forces which outnumber their enemies. 
This Ls the blitz strategy of modern warfare ap¬ 
plied to revolutions. Marxists have successfully 
used this strategy. Marxists have developed blitz 
tactics to a fine art. To make Marxist blitz 
strategy more effective, Marxists neutralize po¬ 
tential resistance nnd opposition by obtaining con¬ 
trol, in advance of the revolution, of labor unions, 
farmers' organizations, student groups and the 
other large segments of the organized manpower 
of a nation. Possible resfstence or opposition by 
government Interference is neutralized by 
Marxist penetration into strategic positions qt 
the highest levels in departments of the govern¬ 
ment denting with defense, food, communications, 
transportation, and power production. 

Thirdly, Marxists are instructed thai the 
offensive is fundamental to aureeso. It is im-| 
pressed upon Marxists tiiat “the defensive is 
death to the. Insurrection.” Terrorism of all forms | 
is employed to reduce resistance and opposition. 
to the absolute minimum. The, histoiy of Marxist* 
regimes has been written with the blood of the 
classes which have resisted them. Once the re¬ 
volution is started Marxists keor the offensive. 
Adequate advance preparation overwhelms oppo-. 
sition and discourages counter-revolution. 

Fourthly, Marxists are taught that the de¬ 
ment of surprise is essential for .success ol the 
Marxist revolution. Marxists arc taught to start. 
their revolution when it is least expected. | 
Marxists are taught to choose as the moment for 
the revolution a time when the forces of the 
government are scattered. The success of the 
Bolshevik revolution in Russia in 1917 illustrates 
tills point. In 1917 it was possible for 60,000 
Marxists in Russia to take over a country of 150,- 
000,000 population covering a territory of about 
9,000,000 sq. miles. This can be repeated in 
tlie United States when the armed forces of the 
nation become scattered over Europe and Asia. 

Fifthly, Marxists are taught, the necessity 
of powerful propaganda to keep (he musses on 
the Marxist side. Announcement of daily, even 
hourly successes, has a great effect in depressing 
enemies and discouraging resistance. Masses have 
the tendency to jump on the band-wagon of the 
winning side in revolutions. In the United States 
Marxists and their friends dominate newspapers, 
radio networks and other channels for coaxing 
public thinking. Marxists dominate the labor 
unions which prepare the final material prior to 
Insertion in newspapers and prior to broadcasting 
over radio networks. This serious state of affairs 
was exposed very recently and is accepted as 
authentic by responsible authorities. 

Above all else, Marxists are instructed that 
cruprcme success Is not possible without audacity. 
Before, during, ond after Marxist regimes are 
established Marxists never fail to exhibit this 
basic Marxist characteristic. Marxists never lose 
an opportunity to display this major Marxist 
weapon. Marxists exhibit their audacity dally in 
United Nations. The statements of Marxists in 
United Nations shock the American public. With 
brazen audacity Marxists Accuse their victims of 
the very crimes of which they are themselves, 
tlie guilty parties.

PRAYER'S PURPOSE PURELY POLITICAL 
Notwithstanding the facl that the "Kcl Nidre” (All 
Vows) prayer Is recited three Limes at the opening of the 
Day of Atonement services, the Jewish Encyclopedia 
emphasizes that this prayer has no connection wilh the 
Day of AtonemeDt religious services which follow its 
recitation. The political nature of the alteration made in 
the "Kol Nidre'' (All Vows) prayer in the 12th Century 
A, D. is confirmed by the complete lack of any spiritual 
significance. The Universal Jewish Encyclopedia, Volume 
VI, page 441, arrives at the same conclusion, stating: 

“The Kol Nidre hn nothing whatever to do wfth the 
actual idea of the Day 02 Atonement ... It attained 
to extraordinary solemnity and popularity by reason 
of the fact that H was the flrrt of the prayers recited 
on this holiest of days." 

- -MYSTERY FOR MODIFICATION OBSCURE 

The Jewish Encyclopedia, In Volume VII, page 540. 
describes the "KoJ-Nlilw" (All Vows) prayer In a most 
concise and correct drscrftrttor. of lls Implioilonvsistli.g' 
"An Important alteration In -the wording of the *Kol 
Nidre’ was made by Rashl’s --son-in-law, Melr ben 
Samuel, who changed the original, phraae ‘from the 
last Day of Atonement nnUl this one' to ‘from this 
Day of Atonement until the next.' Thun the dispensa¬ 
tion of the 'Kol Nidre 1 was not aa formerly a posteriori 
and concerned with the anfulfUlcd obligations of the 
past year, but a priori and having reference to vows 
which one might not be able to fulfill or might forget 
to observe daring the ensuing year, Melr ben Samuel 
likewise added the words 'we do repent of them oil.’* 
The leading authority on rituals, including the "Kol 
Nidre” (All Vows) prayer, is Professor Theodor Relk, the 
famous pupil of Dr. Sigmund Freud, renowned psycho¬ 
analyst, Professor Reik wrote a classic text book in Ger¬ 
man, his native language, called "The Ritual, Psycho- 
Analytical Studies,” the greatest work on this subject. 

Professor Helk’a analyst!; of the “Kol Nidre” (All 
Vowa) prayer was translated Into Ihe English language 
and published in Ihe United LI tales by Farrar, Strauj <fc 
Company In 1946. The Marxist “aoll-SemlUim" smear- 
bnnd cannot accent the author, his teacher, or his pub¬ 
lisher of being "anti-Semitic.” They are Interested only 
in determining the truth and communicating it to as many 
who are Interested to this subject as can be reached. 

Professor Reik states his conclusions which must be 
accepted as the analysis of the leading authority on this 
subject With reference to the consequences resulting 
from the alteration in the "Kol Nidre” (All Vows) prayer.

Attention is called by him to the absence of spiritual 
meaning In the version ol the "Kol Nidre” (All Vows) 
prayer with the alterations introduced by Meir ben 
Samuel, and to prove this point, on poge 125, he states: 

“. • • we become more and more astonished that a 
religion which attached on almost exaggerated Impor¬ 
tance to oaths and promise* sbou’d by a single special 
formula cancel all oaths, and, moreover, those which 
are to be taken In the coming year.’ 1 

JUSTIFICATION FOR CHANGE INVALID 

The sinister Yiddish defenders of the "Kol Nidre” 

4All Vowai prayer offer as their Justification far Us reten¬ 
tion in the liturgy on the Day of Atonement Ihe plea thnl 
the prayer refer* "only to one'* obligation* to one'* oolf.” 
according to the Universal Jewish Encyclopedia. Volume 
VI, page 441 They offer batr-splitting arguments and

of Uiclr reasoning with his statement on page 176, as 
follows, which completely dlsprovoa • their only defense:

Professor Reik exposes ihe fxaudulence of this absurd 
eunifinUou by the defenders Of the “Kol Nl«lre" I All Vmn) 
prayer. It insults the Intelligence to listen to Ibe Justifica¬ 
tion ol the defender*. Professor Reik concurs with oilier 
leading aulhorltle* that the Justification offered cannot be 
acceptable on that boat* a* vindication. In his treatise on 
thla subject. Professor Reik. on page 178, summarises; 
“Does the phrase ‘which we have imposed on our souls’ 

(or 'upon ourselves-) exclude the participation of a 
aeeond person. Only apparently, we think. Apart 
from pbltologleal double. It is quite paasible that oaths 
os well os vows which we Impose upon ourselves con¬ 
cern a second person.

A “conlrael between two 
person*” Is a “meeting of the minds" whereby the parties 
mutually promise to perform an understanding between 
the parties. In many case* such understandings ore 
strengthened with an oath, vOw or pledge. Loyalty oaths 
by fhelr very nature are oaths made "with one’s self," 
and by their very nature tannol be with "second parties.” 

Profesaor ^elk is an authority on the subject of 
oaths. The operation of the mind plays an important part 
in the making of oaths, vows and pledget Profvtw Reik 
emphaxlrej the fact that on oath is a promise made by a 
person to himself. He stresses that an oath Is a promise 
given to God by the person who takes the oath. Be cites 
that there is mver a second person lo the contract entered 
Into between anyone taking an oath and God Protestor 
Retie corroborates the interpretation by other leading 
authorities of the phrase, “which we have Ukuo upon our 
souls,” or as expressed Ln more modern language, 'which 
we have taken upon ourjelvee,” on page 164, as follows: 
“We can say that *□ oath Is a promise WHICH THE 
PERSON IMPOSES UPON HIMSELF," and, "The 
vow. therefore, would be A PROMISE GIVEN 
TO GOD/* j 

°rofo*jur Reik lay* .great stress upon the intentions 
of Melr ben Samuel whe# he introduced tl»a alteration in 
the “Kol Nidre" (All Vofo) prayer in the l2lh Century. 
He bring* out ibe fact thpt it was after Ihe final conquest 
of the Judalsed Khutari by (he Russian! in Uio 11th 
Century, and the loss of their independence and sov¬ 
ereignly. that the Yiddish communities, the JudaijCd for¬ 
mer Khezor*. introduced this alteration in the liturgy of 
the Yiddish congregations in eastern Europe, Meir ben 
Samucl^was inspired to ihlxoduce the alteration for a very 
obvious reason. Professor Reik referred to this on page 
179, calling attention to the threat to our security, thus: 
“An Important alleratioh In wording of Kol Nidre was 
made by Kashi’s aon-lo-law, Melr ben Samuel; hither¬

PRAYER LOSES RELIGIOUS SIGNIFICANCE 

The Jewish Encyclopedia calls attention to the man¬ 
ner in which the alteration introduced by Meir ben 
Samuel deprived the "Kol Nidre” (AU Vows) prayer of 
its former religious character. The alteration in lhe origi¬ 
nal text by Meir ben Samuel in the 12lh Century which 
robbed "Kol Nidre” of }U former spiritual significance is 
inferred to by the Jewish Encyclopedia in Volume VII, 
page 541, which establishes its non-religious character: 
"The words ‘aa It Is written In the teachings of Moses, 
thy Servant' which were »ald In the old form before 
Num, XV. 26, were cancelled. (Abudarham, p 75b)." 

Professor Reik colls attention to the fact, above 
described by the Jewish Encyclopedia, as a violent depar¬ 
ture from the sacred character of oaths in the time ol Old 
Testament Bible history, indicated by "Kol Nidre” of today: 
“The purport of the formula b in complete contrast 
with the high esteem In which obligations, whether 
taken on oath or otherwise, are held in biblical and 
Talmudic Judaism" 

The Jewish Encyclopedia, ln Volume VII, page 510, 
indicates the sacred character of the "Kol Nidre" (AU

the Jewish Encyclopedia, which emphasizes that point thus; 
“Declares that the petitioners, who were seeking recon¬ 
ciliation with God, solemnly retracted m His presence 
•11 vows and oaths . . . and made them all null and 
void from the beginning, entreating In their stead 
pardon and forgiveness from the Heavenly Father." 

RELIGIOUS LEADERS CHALLENGE CHANGE 

The Jewish Encyclopedia points out that the altera¬ 
tion made ln the liturgy was opposed at the time by rab¬ 
binic authorities. The political considerations entering 
into the introduction of the alteration of the text caused 
considerable opposition from sincere and devout religious 
leaders. The Jewish Encyclopedia, Volume VII, page B39, 
makes mention of this opposition to the alteration thus: 
“Kol Nidre. Prayer recited in the synagogue* ol the 
beginning of the evening service on the Day of Atone¬ 
ment; the name Is taken from the opening words, Tho 
‘Kol Nidre’ has had a very eventful history, both In 
Itself and on the legal status of the Jew*. Introduced 
In the liturgy despite the opposition of the rabbinic 
authorities, repeatedly attacked in the course of time 
by many halakalsls, and In the 19tb Century A. D. 
EXPUNGED FROM THE PRAYER BOOKS OF 
MANY COMMUNITIES OF WESTERN EUROPE.” 

The alteration introduced in the 12th Century by 
Meir ben Samuel in the text of the “Kol Nidre” (All 
Vows) prayer Is found only in Lhe ritual of Yiddish con¬ 
gregations. Of the 14,000,000 Yiddish persons in the 
world today about one-haH are at the present time in the 
United States. Approximately 88% of the total Judaic 
American population are members of this Yiddish com¬ 
munity, all 1st and 2nd generation eastern Europeans, 
munily, all first and second generation eastern Europeans, 

REBELLION BY LEGITIMATE RELIGIOUS 

The efforts of Yiddish communities to compel the 
Introduction of the altered text of the "Kol Nidre” (AU 
Vowe) prayer into the ritual of non-Yiddish communities 
met with strong opposition. This opposition began shortly 
after the introduction of the altered text in the 12th 
Century. Before the-I9te Century the altered version of 
the "Kol Nidre” had created so much conflict between the 
Yiddish and non-Yiddish Judaic populations of the world, 
that it produced a historic crisis. In 1844, at a rabbinical 
conference called lo Brunswick, Germany, IT WAS 
UNANIMOUSLY DECIDED THAT THE “KOL NIDRE” 
PRAYER WAS NOT ESSENTIAL TO JUDAISM AND 
THAT MEMBERS-OF THE CONVENTION SHOULD 
EXERT THEIR INFLUENCE TOWARD SECURING ITS 
SPEEDY ABOLITION. The Jewish Encyclopedia. Volume 
VTI, page 542, reports this eventful occurrence u follow*; 
"Yielding to Uir numerous accusations and complaints 
brought against 'K»l Nidre' In the course of centuries, 
the rabbinical conference held at Brunswick In 1844 
decided unanim ously that the formula wu cot essen¬ 
tial and that members of the'eonvenllon should exert 
their Influence toward securing 1U speedy abolition. 

The decision of the conference was accepted by many 
congregation* In western Europe, AND IS ALL THE 
AMERICAN REFORM CONGREGATIONS.” (‘Proto- 
eoll* d«r Erslen Rabblncr Versammlung,” pg it, 
Brunswick, lit4.) 


NON-YIDDISH DENOUNCE PRAYEK 

Tbo Reform congregations in the Untied Stoics make 
up less than 11% of the total Judaic American population, 
and consist almost In their entirely of non-Yiddish com¬ 
munities. The Jewish Encyclopedia calls attention to Die 
rupture resulting from opposing views between world¬ 
wide Reform and Yiddish (Orthodox) communities ns on 
Indication of the growing rebellion against "Kol NitUe”:

TEXT, the air la often preserved, either In association 
nlth some other passage ... or as on organ prelude 
lo attune tee mind of tee congregation to the solem¬ 
nity of tee evening." 

The Jewish Encyclopedia, Volume VII, page 519, 
slates that in the time of Old Testament Bible history 
there was a tendency of the population to Lake vows and 
oaths carried to extremes. They «iate mat In lhe ancient 
days It was necessary to include in the code of the 
Pentateuch prohibitions which prevented placing an exag¬ 
gerated value upon the religious value of oaths and vows 
iDcut. XXJ1I, 23.) In Ibow day* vow* were taken too 
frivolously and loo frequently and Inevitably Involved 
lh« population* in difficulties over broken oaths and vows. 

In ancient times, as a consequence of taking oath* 
reeklcsily, people were compelled to seek a MM to 
which dtcpenistion might be obtained from obligation* 
and responsibilities of oatlis assumed by teem (liallara!
